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PREFACE 


The  Austin  Papers  are  the  collection  of  materials  accumulated  by 
Moses  and  Stephen  F.  Austin  in  the  progress  of  their  busy  enterprises 
from  Virginia  through  Missouri  and  Arkansas  to  Texas.  They  con- 
sist of  business  memoranda,  physiographical  observations,  petitions 
and  memorials  to  local  and  superior  governments,  political  addresses 
and  proclamations,  and  much  personal  and  official  correspodence. 
Moses  Austin  illustrated  in  his  own  career  the  typical  aspects  of 
the  business  man  in  the  Westward  Movement;  and  Stephen  F. 
Austin  was,  to  a  degree  not  approached  by  any  other  colonial  pro- 
prietor in  our  history,  the  founder  and  the  indispensable  guardian 
and  director  during  its  early  vicissitudes  of  a  great  American  Com- 
monwealth. 

As  a  whole,  the  present  compilation  differs  greatly  from  previous 
collections  presented  by  the  Historical  Manuscripts  Commission. 
Hundreds  of  letters  are  from  inconspicuous  persons,  unknown  to  his- 
tory, who  exerted  no  ascertainable  influence  upon  the  larger  events 
of  their  time — men  who  merely  lived  and  strove  for  the  betterment 
of  themselves  and  of  their  families.  Many  pieces  illustrate  minutise 
of  local  administration  too  small,  no  doubt,  to  interest  a  great  num- 
ber of  students;  and  others  have  only  a  biographical  value.  Taken 
together,  however,  they  give  a  composite  picture  which  the  most 
careful  selection  could  not  equal  in  clearness,  accuracy,  or  authori- 
tativeness.  This  alone,  perhaps,  would  be  sufficient  reason  for  de- 
ciding against  omitting  any  considerable  part  of  the  collection,  but 
other  reasons  against  doing  so  seemed  imperative. 

In  the  first  place,  there  would  have  been  very  grave  objection  on 
the  part  of  the  authorities  of  the  University  of  Texas  to  a  material 
infringement  of  the  integrity  of  the  collection.  In  the  second  place, 
omission  would  isolate  and  practically  withdraw  from  further  con- 
sideration documents  which  might  have  considerable  interpretative 
and  complementary  value  for  other  collections.  And  finally  the 
colonization  and  subsequent  history  of  Texas  so  involve  and  underlie 
certain  questions  of  national  morality  in  our  domestic  and  interna- 
tional relations  that  it  seems  inadvisable  to  offer  to  students  less  thaft 
the  full  story  which  this  important  collection  contains.    Nothing  has 
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been  omitted,  therefore,  except  purely  formal  matter,  such  as  notes 
of  hand,  drafts  drawn  against  Austin  by  various  colonists,  copies  of 
State  and  Federal  laws  already  available,  inventories  of  local  archives, 
field  notes  and  deeds,  and  fragments  which  seem  to  have  no  value 
whatever.  The  Austin  Papers,  it  should  be  said,  came  into  possession 
of  the  University  of  Texas  in  1901  by  gift  of  the  literary  executors 
of  Colonel  Guy  M.  Bryan,  himself  the  nephew  of  Stephen  F.  Austin, 
who  had  had  the  custody  of  the  papers  during  his  life. 

Considering  his  many  harassing  duties,  Stephen  F.  Austin  was  a 
volmninous  and  remarkably  painstaking  letter  writer.  Of  most 
of  his  official  papers  he  apparently  preserved  copies,  and  we  fre- 
quently find  several  drafts  of  a  document,  interlined  and  deleted 
almost  beyond  decipherment  before  it  reached  the  copy-book  stage. 
It  has  seemed  desirable  to  include  as  complete  a  collection  of  his 
letters  as  possible,  and  various  sources  have  contributed  here  to  sup- 
plement those  which  he  himself  preserved.  The  most  important  of 
these  are  the  Bexar  Archives  at  the  University  of  Texas,  and  tran- 
scripts which  the  University  has  obtained  from  Mexican  archives, 
particularly  from  the  Department  of  Foment© ;  the  Records  of  the 
(jeneral  Land  Office  of  Texas;  and  the  Lamar  Papers,  Nacogdoches 
Archives,  and  other  collections  of  the  Texas  State  Library ;  the  Mis- 
souri Historical  Society;  and  the  Wagner  Collection  of  Yale  Uni- 
versity. One  letter  was  obtained  from  the  Poinsett  Papers  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Society's  library ;  and  scattering  copies  have 
been  found  in  various  newspapers,  mostly  in  the  files  of  the  Wis- 
consin Historical  Society  and  of  the  Durrett  Collection  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago. 

Of  the  Texas  collections  used  for  this  volume  only  the  Bexar 
Archives  and  the  Lamar  Papers  are  calendared,  so  that  it  is  hardly 
possible  but  that  some  Austin  letters  have  escaped  the  search.  Others 
will  come  to  light  in  contemporary  newspapers  and  through  further 
exploration  of  Mexican  archives.  Those  included  in  the  present 
volume,  however,  represent,  for  the  period  covered,  the  result  of 
notes  which  the  editor  has  made,  incident  to  other  studies,  for  a  good 
many  years. 

All  the  copies  have  been  collated  by  the  editor  with  the  originals, 
except  the  Mexican  transcripts,  the  letter  from  the  Poinsett  Manu- 
scripts, two  or  three  copies  from  newspapers,  and  those  from  the 
Missouri  Historical  Society.  These  last  were  verified  by  Miss  Stella 
M.  Drumm,  the  Librarian  of  that  Society.  From  time  to  time,  for 
one  purpose  or  another,  Spanish  letters  in  the  State  collections  have 
been  translated  into  English.  In  every  case  the  translation  has  been 
used  in  tliis  volume.  It  is  sometimes  awkward,  but  whenever  possi- 
ble— and  it  has  been  possible  with  very  few  exceptions — it  has  been 
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compared  with  the  original  for  accuracy.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
all  the  Spanish,  at  least  of  Austin's  writing,  could  not  be  translated ; 
but  that  WHS  a  task  which  want  of  time  forbade  the  editor  to  under- 
take. The  calendar  of  the  Spanish  documents  was,  liowever,  pre- 
pared with  especial  fullness  in  the  hope  of  making  up,  in  a  measure- 
able  degree,  for  this  deficiency. 

The  editor's  grateful  aclaiowledgments  are  due  to  the  custodians 
of  the  various  collections  mentioned  above,  especially  to  Miss  Stella 
M.  Drumm,  of  the  Missouri  Historical  Society ;  to  Mrs.  Mattie  Austin 
Hatcher,  of  the  History  Department  of  the  University  of  Texas  for 
helpful  suggestions  and  for  locating  Austin  letters  in  the  Bexar 
Archives ;  to  two  of  his  students,  Mr.  Carlos  E.  Castaneda  and  Mr. 
William  A.  Whatley,  who  transcribed  most  of  tbe  documents  and 
who  by  their  accuracy,  efficiency,  and  facility  in  the  two  idioms  re- 
lieved him  of  much  labor;  to  Mrs.  Emmett  L.  Perry  for  generous 
assistance  in  obtaining  material ;  and  to  his  wife,  who  assisted  in  the 
tedious  labor  of  verifying  copies.

RECORD  OF  MOSES  AUSTIN  AND  FAMILY 

Qq\)T.  4th.  Moses  Austin  was  born  in  1765  State  of  Connecticutt 
County  Of  New  Haven  and  Town  of  Durham  the  Youngest  Child 
of  the  family  of  Elias  Austin 

In  1783  Moses  Austin  removed  from  New  Havin  to  Philadelphia 
and  opened  a  Dry  goods  store  in  Markett  Street  between  front  and 
Second  street,  and  in  Feb^-  1784  formed  a  partnership  with  Maning 
Merril  and  Commenced  the  Importation  of  Dry  Goods  from  Eng- 
land, and  in  May  Opened  a  whole  sale  store  in  front  Street  between 
Walnut  and  Chesnutt  and  in  Aug*-  of  the  same  Year  extended  the 
House  to  Kichmond  in  Virginia  and  Moses  Austin  removed  to  that 
City  in  Sep*-  and  took  charge  of  the  business. 

In  1785  Sep*  29  Moses  Austin  Was  Married  unto  Maria  Brown 
Daughter  of  Abia  Brown  in  New  Jersey,  the  Marriage  Was  Con- 
summated at  the  house  of  M""-  Benjamin  Fuller  (Uncle  by  Marriage 
of  M"-  Stamper)  to  Miss  Maria  Brown,  front  Street,  Philadelphia. 

Jan^-  1^*-  Maria  Austin  Was  born  in  the  County  of  Sussex  New 
Jersey  the  1  Day  of  Janr^-  1768  and,  the  first  Daughter  of  Abia 
Brown. 

Moses  Austin  and  Maria  his  Wife  left  Philadelphia  the  30  Day  of 
Sep*-  1785  on  board  the  Richmond  Packett  Capt.  Tillinghast  for 
Richmond  Virginia  and  arrived  on  the  15  Day  of  Octb""- 

Anna  Maria  Austin  first  Daughter  of  Moses  and  Maria  Austin  was 
born  the  29  Day  June  1787  and  departed  this  life  the  1  Day  Aug*- 
following. 

Eliza  Fuller  Austin  Second  Daughter  of  Moses  Austin  and  Maria 
His  Wife  was  born  the  14  Day  of  April  1790  And  departed  this  life 
4**^-  Day  of  December  following  in  Richmond  Virginia. 

Stephen  Fuller  Austin  first  son  of  Moses  and  Maria  Austin  Was 
born  the  3  Day  of  November  1793  at  Austin  Ville,  Virginia. 

In  1791  Moses  Austin  and  Maria  his  Wife  Removed  from  Rich- 
mond Virginia  to  the  Lead  Mines  in  Wythe  County  and  made  Pur- 
chase of  said  Estate  in  Companey  with  his  Brother  Stephin  Austin 
and  Established  the  Village  of  Austin  Ville. 

Emely  Margarett  Brown  Austin  third  Daughter  of  Moses  and 
Maria  Austin  was  born  on  22  Day  of  June  1795.  a[t]  Austin  Ville 
Virginia. 

In  december  1796  Moses  Austin  made  a  Visit  to  Louisiana  then 
under  the  Spanish  Government  and  in  May  obtained  a  Grant  of 
Land  from  the  said  Government  of  three  miles  sq""-  including  the 
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^Mine  a  Burton  and  in  June  1797  relinquished  his  interest  in  the 
Mines  in  Virginia  to  his  Brother  Stephen  Austin  and  in  December 
of  the  same  Year  Judather  Kendle  and  Elias  Bates  Nephew  of  the 
said  Austin,  left  Austin  Ville  to  take  possession  of  said  Grant  and 
Arrived  in  March  following  and  took  possession  of  the  Mine  A  Bur- 
ton for  and  in  the  name  of  Moses  Austin.  On  8^-  Day  of  June  1798 
Moses  Austin  and  Family  Consisting  of  Maria  his  Wife  Stephen  F. 
Austin  his  son  and  Emely  M.  B.  Austin  his  Daughter  together  with 
Moses  Bates  and  family  and  Others  Whites  and  blacks  to  the  number 
of  Forty  persons,  and  Nine  Loaded  Wagons,  and  a  Coach  and  four 
Horses,  All  left  Austin  Ville  and  took  the  Road  for  Morrises  Boat 
Yard  on  the  Great  Kanhawa  and  on  4*^  Day  July  intered  the  Ohio 
and  arrived  at  Kaskaskaia  on  8*^-  Day  Sep^  Sick  and  debilitated  to 
such  a  degree,  that  out  of  17  person  that  arrived,  two  only  could 
walk  on  Shore  from  the  Barge,  at  Kaskaskia  Mrs  Bates  and  M'- 
Parson  Bates  paid  the  debt  of  Nature  and  Henry  Bates  unhappily 
was  Drowned  passing  the  falls  of  Ohio  the  first  Wife  of  Moses 
Bates  was  my  Sister,  She  died  in  Middleton  Conuecticutt  Parson 
and  Henry  Bates  was  her  Children  as  Also  Elias  Bates  who  arrived 
in  the  Provence  of  Louisiana  the  Spring  before. 

On  20  Sep'"-  Moses  Austin  and  Family  passed  the  Mississippia 
and  took  up  a  residence  in  the  Little  Village  of  Saint  Genevieve  Un- 
til July  1798  [1799]  when  his  family  removed  to  the  Mine  a  Burton. 

At  this  time  the  Mine  a  Burton,  as,  well  as  all  the  District  of  Saint 
Genevieve  [was]  a  Wilderness  Except  the  village  of  Saint  Genevieve 
which  contained  about  120  families  and  on  the  Saline  four,  or  five, 
American  families  had  commenced  a  Settlemant  with  in  8  Miles  of 
the  Village 

On  12^*^  Day  May  1802  The  House  of  Moses  Austin  was  Attacked 
by  a  Party  of  30  Indians  but  they  were  repu[l]sd  by  the  Americans 
10  in  Number  and  Driven  from  the  Village  of  the  Mines,  the  french 
gave  No  assistance. 

J.  Elijah  Brown  Austin  the  second  son  of  Moses  and  Mary  Austin 
Was  born  on  the  3  Day  of  October  1803 ;  with  a  singular  Mark  on  his 
Ear  something  Like  a  Crop. 

In  May  1804  Stephen  Fuller  Austin  left  Saint  Genevieve  in  Com- 
pany with  Daniel  Phelps  to  Obtain  his  Education  a[t]  Colchester 
Academy  where  he  remaind  three  years  and  returned  to  the  Academy 
at  I^'xington  Kentucky  and  remained  two  Years. 

Emily  M.  B.  Austin  left  the  Mines  in  Octb^-  1804  and  remained  at 
Mrs  Pxicks  boarding  School  in  Lexington  Kentucky  untill  December 
1808 

In  May  1811  Mrs  Maria  Austin  Miss  Emily  M  B  Austin  and 
Master  Jnmes  Elijah  B  Austin  left  Saint  Genevieve  On  board  a 
barge  for  New  Orleans  Under  the  Protection  of  Elish[a]  Lewis, 
l^oufif]   for  New  York  Mrs  Maria  Austin  for  her  health  and  Miss 
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Emily  M  B  Austin  to  finish  her  Education  at  the  Hermitage 
Academy,  where  she  remained  untill  Octb'"-  1812,  James  Elijah  B. 
Went  on  to  Connecticutt  and  Was  put  to  the  Rev^-  M""-  Whitteley 
of  the  Town  of  Washington. 

1816  April  20  Moses  Austin  and  Family  removed  fi^om  Mine  A 
Burton  and  Gave  up  Durham  Hall  Negroes  and  Plantation  together 
[with]  Lead  Mines  and  furnaces  to  his  son  Stephen  F  Austin. 

1818  James  Elijah  Brown  son  of  Moses  Austin  returned  from 
Connecticut,  remained  at  Home  untill  June  1819  when  he  went  to 
Kentucky  Near  Nicholas  Ville  to  finish  his  education  under  a  Mr 
Wilson. 

1819  Stephen  F  Austin  left  the  Territory  of  Missouri  and  went  to 
reside  in  the  Territory  of  Arkansas.  Red  River  at  Long  Bran[ch]^ 

1820  Moses  Austin  left  Missouri  about  the  1^  of  May  1820  and  went 
to  the  Little  Rock  in  the  Territory  Of  Arkansas  where  he  remained 
Some  Months  after  which  he  Proceeded  on  to  San  Antonio  where  he 
Arrived  (after  a  journey  through  a  perfect  wilderness  and  attended 
with  much  fatigue)  about  the  10^-  of  Decem'"-  Same  Year,  he  there 
pe[ti]tioned  the  Supreme  Authorities  of  New  Spain,  through  his 
Excellency  Don  Antonio  Martinez  (then  Grov^-  and  Political  Chief 
Of  this  Province  of  Texas)  for  a  grant  of  Land  and  Permission  to 
Settle  300  American  families  in  that  Province.  The  petition  was 
forwarded  on  to  his  Excellency  Don  Aredondo  then  Gov''-  Gen^-  of 
the  Internal  Eastern  Provinces  of  New  Spain  who  confirmed  the 
Grant  after  a  Previous  decree  of  the  Provincial  Deputation  (then 
assembled  at  the  City  of  Monterrey)  to  that  affect,  and  the  neces- 
sary papers  w^ere  forwarded  on  to  San  Antonio  immediately.  Moses 
Austin  left  San  Antonio  on  the  29'^-  of  Decern'"-  (previous  to  the 
confirmation  of  the  Grant)  and  after  a  tedious  and  distressing  jour- 
ney he  reached  the  Settlements  on  the  Sabine  River  not  having  tasted 
any  kind  of  Nourisliment  for  8  Days.  Their  Provisions  having  failed 
and  the  powder  they  supplied  themselves  with  proved  to  be  so  dam- 
aged they  could  not  kill  any  Game  altho  the  Country  abounded  in 
Game  of  all  Kinds,  his  hardships  were  so  severe  that  he  was  taken 
with  the  Fever  and  confined  to  his  bed  3  weeks  at  the  house  of  M^- 
Hugh  McGuffin  20  Miles  west  of  Natchitoches,  at  this  place  he  was 
met  by  his  Nephew  Elias  Bates  who  had  left  Hercula°^'  Mo.  Some 
time  in  Decem""-  in  pursuit  of  him.  As  soon  as  he  could  travel  they 
started  together,  descended  Red  River  to  the  Missis^^  and  Arrived  at 
Herculanium  some  time  in  March  1821.  The  journey  proved  to  great 
for  his  Constitution  which  was  much  impaired  Nevertheless  he 
commenced  Settleing  his  affairs  in  Mo.  with  the  intention  of  return- 
ing to  Texas  in  August  following,  but  unfortunate!}^  he  took  a  cold 
when  at  the  Mine  a  Burton,  but  reached  his  daughter's  M"^-  Emily 

^To  this  point  the  record  was  written  by  Moses  Austin. 
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M.  Brvans  on  Hazel  Eun;  in  a  few  days  the  cold  terminated  in  an 
inflemation  on  the  lungs  and  after  lingering  in  much  pain  for  10 
days  which  he  bore  with  Christian  fortitude,  he  resigned  his  Soul  to 
his  Maker  without  a  groan  on  the  10*^^-  of  June  1821  in  the  57  year  of 

his  age. 

Stephen  Fuller  Austin  son  of  Moses  Austin  left  the  Territory  of 
Arkensas  in  1820  and  decended  to  New  Orleans  where  he  remained 
until  his  Father  returned  from  S*-  Antonio — he  then  proceeded  to 
Natchitoches  to  meet  his  Father  and  Share  with  the  dangers  and 
fatigues  of  the  enterprize  he  was  about  commencing  in  the  Province 
of  Texas.  When  he  arrived  at  Natchitoches  he  met  the  Commission- 
ers (Don  Erasmo  Seguin  and  Don  Juan  Berimendi)  dispatched  by  the 
Government  of  New  Spain  with  a  confirmation  of  the  grant  and 
orders  to  conduct  Moses  Austin  to  the  District  allotted  to  him  to 
foiTii  his  Colony. — but  receiving  intelligence  of  the  sudden  death  of 
his  Father  he  proceeded  on  to  San  Antonio  in  company  with  the 
commissioners  and  16  Americans  who  attended  him  on  the  expedi- 
tion— on  his  arrival  at  San  Antonio  he  was  immediately  acknowledged 
as  the  legal  heir  and  representative  of  liis  Father  Moses  Austin,  by 
Don  Antonio  Martinez  then  Gov*"-  and  Political  Chief  of  that  Prov- 
ince and  fully  empowered  to  carry  into  effect  the  original  disign  of  his 
Father. 

Accordingly  he  left  San  Antonio  with  his  party  of  Americans  and 
proceeded  to  explore  the  Country  and  Select  the  part  he  might  deem 
most  desirable  to  form  his  Colony — after  having  Explored  the  Coun- 
try bordering  on  the  soa  or  Gulph  of  Mexico  from  the  Bay  of  Mata- 
oforda  to  the  Colorado  and  Brazos  Rivers,  he  selected  the  Country 
lying  on  and  between  those  two  rivers  extending  from  the  San  An- 
tonio road  leading  to  Nacogdoches  down  to  the  Sea  as  the  most  desire- 
able  for  the  formation  of  a  flourishing  Colony.  He  then  returned 
to  the  United  Sts.  to  complete  his  enterprize  and  introduce  the  num- 
ber of  families  Stipulated,  he  proceeded  to  New  Orleans  and  by  the 
assistance  of  a  Friend  he  fitted  oat  a  Schooner  (called  the  Lively) 
and  embarked  on  board  of  her  18  men  with  provisions,  arms,  amuni- 
tion,  and  farming  tools  with  directions  to  proceed  to  the  Mouth  of 
the  Colorado  and  ascend  that  river  untill  a  suitable  place  offered  where 
they  were  to  plant  corn,  erect  a  Stockade,  and  put  up  dwelling  houses 
etc. 

The  Lively  left  N.  Orleans  about  the  20^*^-  of  November  1821  and 
Stephen  F.  Austin  left  there  the  day  after  by  land  to  meet  her  at  the 
Moutli  of  the  Colorado.  In  Natchitoches  he  collected  a  party  of  10 
men  to  accompany  him  and  proceed  through  the  wilderness  to  the 
Mouth  of  the  Colorado  where  he  arrived  sometime  in  the  Month  of 
January— after  waiting  nearly  3  weeks  at  that  place  and  vicinity 
f-;ii.l)sisting  on  catfish  and  wild  onions — without  bread  or  salt  he  dis- 
paired  of  meeting  his  Vessel  and  ascended  the  river  to  the  la  Bahia 
Crossing— tliere  he  met  his  Brother  Ja»-  E  B  Austin  and  they  pro- 
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ceeded  on  together  with  20  men  to  San  Antonio  where  he  arrived  on 
the  15  of  March  1822  much  fatigued  and  reduced  in  flesh.  The 
Gov''-  rec*^-  him  with  a  cordial  welcome  and  advised  him  (as  a  material 
change  had  taken  place  in  the  Political  aspect  of  the  country)  to 
proceed  on  to  the  City  of  Monterrey  where  the  Gov*"-  Gen^-  resided 
and  if  he  could  not  get  his  business  satisfactorily  arranged  to  con- 
tinue on  to  Mexico  and  lay  his  business  before  Congress.  He  left 
San  Antonio  on  the  20^''-  March  1822  in  company  with  an  interpreter 
and  D""-  Kob.  Andrews  and  arrived  in  Mexico  on  the  29  of  April  fol- 
lowing— immediately  on  his  arrival  he  presented  a  memorial  to  Con- 
gress praying  that  the  Grant  made  to  his  Father  by  the  former  Gov- 
erment  might  be  confirmed  after  Spending  nearly  a  Year  in  Mexico 
attended  with  much  labor  and  expence  he  succeded  in  obtaining  a 
complete  confirmation  of  his  Grant  from  Congress,  and  returned  to 
San  Antonio  sometime  in  July  after  an  Absence  of  15  months  and  at 
a  period  when  some  of  the  most  important  events  transpired  in  the 
Mexican  History,  immediately  after  his  arrival  at  San  Antonio  he 
proceeded  on  to  his  Colony  where  he  Found  about  100  hundred  fami- 
lies already  Settled  and  commenced  the  organization  of  the  Colony 
which  he  has  nearly  completed — the  Goverment  Commissioned  him 
Lt  Coronel  and  Supreme  Judge  of  his  Colony  he  Settled  himself  on 
the  River  Brazos  where  he  now  resides.  July  1824. 

James  E.  B.  Austin  second  son  of  Moses  Austin  returned  from 
Kentucky  about  the  1^'  of  October  1821  and  remained  in  Missouri  until 
December  following  when  he  left  it  and  went  on  to  join  his  brother 
in  the  Province  of  Texas,  he  remained  at  the  City  of  San  Antonio 
de  Bexar  until  his  brother  returned  from  the  City  of  Mexico,  he 
returned  with  him  to  the  Colony  where  he  remained  until  May  1824 
then  returned  to  Missouri  to  remove  his  Mother  and  Sister  to  that 
Province — but  the  death  of  his  Mothar  (who  had  died  previous  to 
his  return  and  the  marriage  of  his  Sister  w^ith  M*".  James  Perry 
Compelled  him  to  return  to  the  Province  without  her — accordingly 
he  left  Herculanium  Missouri  on  the  third  day  of  November  fol- 
lowing 1824.2 

James  E.  B,  Austin  Died  in  New  Orleans  on  the  24  of  August 
1829  with  the  Yellow  fever  after  63  hours  sickness.

Maria  Austin  to  Moses  Austin  * 

Kichmond, 

August  the  24—1789. 

How  oft  my  Beloved  Husband  do  we  form  to  our  Selves  the  most 
Agreeable  Ideas,  when  in  a  moment  our  hopes  are  crushed  and  the 
higher  we  rise  in  Expectation  the  lower  we  fall  in  the  Vexsation  of 
Disappointment.  I  had  Indulged  a  fond  hope  of  haveing  a  long 
letter  from  you  on  your  Arrival  at  Lynchburge  and  was  not  a  little 
Disappointed  when  William  Informed  me  that  you  had  only  time 
to  write  him —  it  afforded  me  Infinite  Sattisf action  to  hear  of  your 
Safe  Arrival  at  the  ferry —  Sincerely  hope  you  have  reached  the 
Mines  long  before  this — I  have  risen  this  morning  with  the  early 
dawn  and  while  the  Contented  Inhabitants  of  this  lower  world  are 
Wrapt  in  peacefull  Slumbers,  and  the  gay  tenants  of  tht  air,  Chant 
their  Songs  of  praise — I  shall  amuse  myself  for  an  hour  before 
Breakfast  in  Scribbling  to  my  dear  friend  and  Companion — . — the 
Cause  of  my  Unusual  early  rising,  was  this.  William  and  myself 
proposed  last  Evening  going  to  his  fathers —  he  procured  a  horse 
but  unfortunately  the  poor  beast  was  an  utter  Stranger  to  the  Harniss 
I  was  seated  in  the  chase  —  but  he  was  so  wild  and  Unruly  that  I 
was  Obliged  to  spring  out — and  I  hurt  my  Ancle  in  the  jump —  I 
Cheerfully  Submitted  to  the  disappointment.  I  shall  now  through 
down  my  pen,  and  refresh  myself  with  a  little  Breackf ast — . — 

I  meane  the  greatest  part  of  this  day  shall  be  devoted  to  my  dear 
Moses — ,  for  be  assured  I  Receive  more  real  pleasure  in  Conversing 
on  Paper  with  one  so  very  neare  to  my  heart,  than  I  could  gane  from 
Society — I  have  had  a  vast  deal  of  Company  since  your  Departure — 
all  my  friends  have  been  in  crowds  to  visit  me.  Mrs.  Flint  has  stade 
with  me  more  than  two  weeks,  and  went  home  last  evening  in  Con- 
sequence of  my  proposing  to  spend  this  week  in  the  County —  In- 
deed I  want  a  little  excursion  of  this  kind —  for  what  with  Com- 
pany and  the  present  sise  of  my  family  haveing  five  or  six  men  to 
find — has  fatigued  me  Exceedingly,  and  Caused  much  grumbling

The  bearer  Mr  Jos:  Burr  is  a  gentleman,  who  has  been  in  the 
practice  of  attending  surveys  of  land,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
observations  on  the  soil,  situation,  climate,  waters,  rivers,  timber, 
mines,  and  such  other  things  as  may  tend  to  give  a  compleat  and 
perfect  knowledge  of  their  nature  and  value.  It  is  with  this  view 
I  have  sent  him  on  to  view  the  lands  we  are  taking  up  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  mines,  and  have  committed  to  his  care  Virginia 
Warrants  for  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Acres  of  land  in  addition  to 
the  Ten  Thousand  Acre  Warrants,  which  I  forwarded  before,  and 
which  you  have  rec*^- 

In  your  letter  of  the  IG**"-  of  August  which  I  have  rec"^-  you  men- 
tion two  propositions  with  respect  to  the  terms  upon  which  you 
wish  the  land  to  be  taken  up,  one  with  regard  to  the  first,  the  other 
respecting  the  second  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Acres,  and  you  say 
that  you  had  agreed  to  let  the  surveyor  have  30,000  out  of  the  first 
two  Hundred  Thousand  Acres,  he  paying  the  expences.  do  you  mean 
the  surveyors  fees,  chain  carriers,  and  other  incidental  expences. 
With  regard  to  your  two  propositions,  I  do  not  see  the  propriety  of 
your  making  any  distinction  betwixt  them,  the  expense  and  trouble 
attending  the  one  will  be  as  great  as  that  of  attending  the  other ;  xmd 
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no  more,  besides,  in  all  the  lands  I  have  taken  up  in  Pennsylvania,

I  rec*'  your  letter,  by  Tlio"  Jackson,  of  Oct  6*'' :,  with  the  sample  of 
Copperas,  which  I  have  tried,  and  find  it  to  strike  a  black  color; 
but  you  are  misled,  by  the  sound  of  a  name,  in  infering  that  it  con- 
tains Copper,  for  Copperas  is  not  produced  from  Copper,  but  from 
Iron,  and  its  striking  a  black  colour  is  a  proof  of  this.  Copper  indeed 
produces  what  is  called  hive  vitriol,  but  by  no  means  green  vitriol, 
or  Copperas.  I  wish  you  and  M""  Burr  to  examine,  about  the  place, 
Avhere  this  Co2)peras  is  found,  whether  there  are  not  some  appearances 
of  Iron  Ore,  which  is  a  valuable  article  but  perhaps  not  so  valuable 
as  Copper,  and  whether  there  is  any  Mill  Seat  near  it — 

I  wrote,  in  answer  to  your  former  letter,  by  the  way  of  Richmond, 
a  few  days  before  I  rec"^  this  letter  by  Jackson,  and  desired  M"" 
Norwell  to  forward  it  by  express.  In  that  letter  I  agreed  to  let  Mr. 
Gains  have  10,000  acres  for  every  hundred  thousand  acres  of  good 
land  he  should  survey  for  me,  as  far  as  three  hundred  thousand  acres, 
and  to  alow  him  six  pense  an  acre  for  his  share,  to  be  paid  out  of  the

I  am  favor^  with  yours  of  the  25^  Ulto  and  had  suf- 
ficiently (  I  hope)  explaind  every  thing  that  was  necessary,  that  is 
to  say  with  respect  to  Harrys  stay  here,  as  also  to  that  of  the 
negroes.  M""-  Randolph  (who  I  twice  went  to  see)  would  not  sell  his 
negroes  without  his  land,  he  mentiond  to  me  that  he  had  once  offei^- 
you  a  bargain  and  wish  you  to  have  purchased  but  Says  now  he  has 
declin'^  selling  without  he  could  sell  his  Lands  also  I  have  been  en- 
deavoring to  purchase  two  or  three  of  Saml  McCraw,  for  you,  but 
there  appears  to  be.  little  dependance  in  what  he  says.  I  have  not  yet 
brought  suit  vs  him  because  he  has  given  me  the  fairest  promises  that 
ever  a  man  did  however  I  shall  not  confide  in  him  any  longer  altho 
I  think  it  will  be  as  well  for  you  to  let  him  keep  her  as  he  does  and 
make  him  pay  her  hire  every  year,  without  her  being  at  any  risk  of 
yours,  than  to  receive  her.  It  is  pretty  interest  on  a  mans  money 
without  the  smallest  risk,  however  Sir  I  shall  use  my  exertions  to  get 
her  as  soon  as  possible  agreable  to  your  instructions  etc.

It  is  to  be  observed  that  agreeable  to  the  above  statement  a  balance 
is  due  George  Lauman  which  balance  he  supposes  he  has  a  claim  on 
us  as  taken  up  by  our  agent  which  I  admit.

Dear  Sir  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  of  our  Safe  return 
with  my  family  to  this  City  3  days  ago — after  being  Exild  3  months 
by  the  most  distressing  Calamity  that  has  ever  before  Visited  this 
City — 50  Thousand  of  the  Inhabitants  were  sopos'^  to  have  left  the 
City  notwithstanding  which  upwards  of  3000  persons  have  Died  since 
the  first  of  August —  I  have  this  day  recev*^  a  Letter  from  Charles 
of  the  5'^  Ins*^  which  informs  me  of  his  being  prepared  to  Set  out 
with  3  or  4  Tons  of  Shot  for  Lynchbourgh — to  be  forwarded  to  this 
Place  and  of  his  Intentions  of  Comming  to  this  City  before  he  again 
visits  the  Mines — he  has  some  time  informed  me  that  from  John 
Reads  inatention  to  Bussiness  he  is  Quite  Discourag*^  with  him  and 
says  I  need  not  forward  any  more  furs  nor  anything  els  to  Carry  on 
that  Bussiness  he  says  he  is  in  Our  debt — but  I  hope  you  may  be 
able  to  make  him  pay  us  what  he  owes  since  after  all  this  Troble 
with  him  that  nothing  is  to  be  gaind  by  him  it  will  be  Painfull  to 
Suffer  by  him — and  since  he  Can  not  be  confided  in  and  is  not  fit  to 
be  his  own  Master  it  is  best  he  should  return  here  and  work  under 
some  Master  I  am  obligated  here  for  him  for  Money  he  Borrow^ 
of  his  old  Master  M^  Pearson  — 35  Dollars —  he  gave  me  some  Ac-

Goods  etc  and  one  Daniel  Hall  a  Blacksmith  who  I  engage*^  and 
enterd  into  Writeings  with  when  I  was  at  New  Haven  at  180  Dollars 
p'"  year — but  instead  of  his  Coming  On  Agreeable  to  his  Contract  I 
have  this  day  receiv'^  a  Letter  from  him  informing  me  that  in  Con- 
sequence of  a  Pain  in  his  Breast  lie  is  unable  to  Comply  with  his 
engagement  with  me  and  that  some  Doct^  has  told  him  he  must  not 
labour  until  he  is  Quit  of  it  etc — this  is  a  great  Disapointment

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to  me  as  lie  Was  so  well  recomended  as  a  good  Workman  and 
steady  man  and  as  strong  and  hearty  looking  young  man  as  Ever  I

some  of  those  Medling  Tatling  Durham  folks  has  put  him  out  of 
Conceit  of  going  out  and  to  Get  Quit  of  his  Contract  he  has  Started 
this  Pretence  but  as  I  have  him  Very  strong [ly]  Bound  for  Twelve 
Months  I  shall  hold  him  and  fathom  it  to  the  Bottom— I  daly  expect 
young  Hary  Elliot  who  was  to  go  out  in  Company  with  him  and

heard  a  Word  from  McCrae  am  Just  Now  going  to  write  him 
respcicting  it — as  to  Read  you  must  do  the  best  you  Can  With  him — 
I  beg  you  to  Write  me  by  the  return  of  Post  and  give  me  Particular 
information  of  all  these  things  and  how  you  go  on  the  Particulars 
Respecting  your  Situation  wants  (if  any)  etc. — the  Weatlier  is  now 
Very  fine  and  I  hope  will  admit  of  your  Working  until  Christ-

Dear  Uncle. 

I  received  your  favors  not  long  since  and  am  very  Sorry  to  hear 
of  the  Difficulties  you  have  met  with  in  the  progress  of  your  bussi-

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ness  but  hope  you  will  yet  be  well  repaid  for  all  your  trouble,  I 
should  have  wrote  you  long  since  but  as  I  supposed  from  the  fre- 
quent communications  from  my  father  and  Mr.  Ja^-  Austin  you  were 
informed  of  our  proceedings  generally  in  this  Country.  Your  objec- 
tions as  to  the  Sale  of  some  of  the  property  sold  me  by  my  father,  I 
am  sorry  to  hear  of  as  I  rested  perfectly  satisfied  as  to  my  right  of 
all  the  Property  and  Still  shall  as  I  am  certain  you  must  be  much 
deceived  as  to  the  Value  of  the  Property,  by  a  letter  from  my  father 
I  am  informed  that  you  write  by  the  appraisement  of  myself  and  J""^ 
Austin  the  Property  at  the  Lead  Mines  Amounts  to  25,000  Dollars, 
as  to  myself  I  think  I  can  with  certainty  say  I  never  made  such  a 
Statement  nor  had  such  an  Idea,  if  Mr.  James  Austin  did  so  I  think 
you  must  have  misunderstood  each  other  very  much  Indeed,  I  rely 
much  on  his  judgment  and  integrity  and  as  he  has  wrote  his  wife  he 
intends  going  to  j^our  Country  from  Kentucky  you  will  verbally  re- 
ceive more  accurate  information  from  him  I  should  long  before  this 
have  had  all  the  Property  Valued  but  on  my  own  account  rested  easy, 
but  for  the  better  adjustment  of  Accounts  between  yourself  and  my 
father  I  shall  in  a  few  days  have  all  the  Property  valued  by  Mr. 
James  McGarock,  Sen'",  Mr.  Hugh  McGarock,  Mr.  Joseph  Kent  and 
Cap*  James  Newell  four  persons  in  whom  I  place  much  con- 
fidence and  who  I  think  will  do  justice  to  both  parties,  I  shall  State 
to  them  (by  the  direction  of  S.  Austin)  that  the  Property  is  to  be 
valued  at  cash  which  he  (S.  A.)  says  ought  to  have  been  sold  to  dis- 
charge your  assumset  to  him  some  time  since.  I  have  hereunto  an- 
nexed a  Statement  of  the  most  I  think  the  Property  would  bring  in 
the  common  way  of  Trade  in  this  Country  which  can  be  compared 
with  the  balance  due  S.  Austin  and  Co.  of  Philad"*  by  Mosses  Austin 
and  Co.  and  S  &  M  Austin  of  Virginia  which  I  think  will  not  be 
more  than  adequate  to  the  sum  due.  Since  the  adjustment  of  j^our 
accounts  in  Philad"  with  my  father  (with  the  interest  which  he  may 
or  may  not  be  intitled  to)  he  has  paid  a  very  considerable  debt  and 
advanced  some  money  for  this  place.  Should  I  have  erred  in  any 
Statement  I  have  made  above  or  any  opinion  I  have  advanced,  in  the 
manner  in  which  they  are  made,  I  beg  to  be  corrected,  my  wish  and 
most  ernest  desire  is  tliat  no  difference  or  litigation  should  take  place 
in  any  bussiness  I  may  have  that  has  any  relation  to  yourself. 

Since  the  18  of  June  last  on  my  Lease  for  one  Year  of  the  Lead 
Mines,  I  have  been  pursuing  the  Bussiness  with  as  much  Prudence, 
caution  and  care  as  my  moderate  abillities  has  enabled  me  and 
fear  at  the  close  of  the  year  I  shall  barely  be  able  to  pay  all  ex- 
penses, I  have  not  raised  any  ore  of  consequence  for  many  months, 
but  the  prospect  holding  good  has  prevented  my  abandoning  some 
time  back  but  since  I  have  built  a  Slag  Hourth  which  I  erected  at 
the   Grist  Mills  notwithstanding  the   quantity   of   water   does   not 
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answer  my  expectations  we  work  nearly  one  lialf  of  the  time.  I  shall 
liold  on  untile  the  expiration  of  my  year  and  shall  then  remain 
the  hallance  of  the  summer  to  adjust  my  accounts  when  with  what 
little  I  may  have  after  my  four  Years  labour  I  shall  seek  some  em- 
ployment near  my  friends,  my  plantation  (B.  Bottom)  I  shall  leave 
in  the  care  of  some  trusty  person  with  several  hands  and  shall  return 
to  this  Country  as  my  father^  and  my  own  interest  may  require. 

In  the  Statement  which  follows  I  have  not  included  for  2  Small 
Pieces  of  Land  or  B.  Bottom  nor  the  Tolls  or  Debts  due  the  place 
which  will  not  discharge  the  debts  due  from  it  in  this  Country. 

Remember  me  to  Aunt  and  the  Children  and  all  friends  with  you.

This  Day  about  Ten  in  the  Morning  I  left  St  Geneveve  for  New 
Orleans  with  Two  flatt  Boats  Loaded  with  sheet  Lead  and  Shott — 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Kaskaskea  I  passed  Hog  Island  to  avoid  Danger 
its  necessary  for  flatts  to  keep  under  the  American  Shore  keeping 
the  Island  to  the  Right — in  the  Bend  of  the  Burnt  Woods  on  Bois

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Cape  Geradau  about  Day  light  the  Day  prov.d  windy  and  raney  was 
obliged  to  land  about  six  miles  below  Cape  Le  Cruse  where  we  lay 
iintill  2  O  Clock  at  this  place  three  Barges  pass  up  the  River  from 
Kentucky  Cape  Le  Cruse  or  Jugg  Cape  is  Rendered  Dangerous  on 
ac*-  of  a  Rock  Barr  on  the  American  shore  to  which  the  Current 
setts  so  strong  that  to  avoid  being  Driven  on  to  the  Rocks  its  neces- 
sary to  keep  Close  under  the  Cape  Constantly  Rowing  round  the 
Point  untill  you  get  well  into  the  Bend.

Saturday  18  Morning  Stormy  with  wind  and  rain  left  our  moor- 
ings about  8  o  Clock.  Wind  to  North  with  rain — pass.d  Buffalo 
Island  leaving  it  to  the  right  also  Elk  Island  keeping  the  Middle 
Channel  on  the  American  Side  about  10  O  Clock  passed  the  mouth 
of  the  Ohio — six  or  seven  Barges  and  Perogue  passed  up  the  Missis- 
sippia  this  Day  at  sun  down  Came  to  shore  under  the  joint  of  an 
Island  about  ten  miles  below  the  Iron  (?)  Banks 

Sunday  19  got  under  way  about  Day  light  but  was  obliged  to 
make  a  landing  about  10  O  Clock  the  wind  blowing  a  Tornado  the 
whole  Day  from  the  South.

Tuesday  21 — the  Morning  fine  all  the  Boats  stood  Down  the  River 
a  little  before  sun  this  Day  came  to  the  first  high  lands  after  leaving 
the  Iron  Banks  called  the  .  .  .  atka  Bluff  and  late  in  the  afternoon 
passed  a  secont  High  Lands  or  Bluffs  and  Came  to  landing  on  the

Wednesday  this  day  22  passed  nothing  uncommon  the  river  gen- 
erally good 

Thursday  23  the  Morning  fine  got  under  way  a  little  before  sun 
rise  and  about  12  O  Clock  came  to  the  Thousend  Islands    at  thia- 
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place  in  High  Water  the  best  Channel  is  the  Middle  one  to  take  this 
Channel  a  i3oat  ought  to  keep  about  the  middle  of  the  River  as  soon 
as  the  Islands  make  their  appearance— about  4  in  the  After  noon  we 
came  to  the  Chickasaw  Bluffs.  At  this  place  there  is  an  American

Friday  24  the  morning  fine  stood  Down  the  River  by  Day  light — 
we  this  morning  pass.d  the  flower  Island  leaveing  it  to  the  Right 
the  flower  Island  is  called  the  most  Dangerous  of  any  of  the  Islands 
in  the  River  at  low  water  its  the  first  Island  below  the  A[merican?] 
G[arrison]  a  Boat  ought  to  pass  this  Island  on  the  American  Shore 
keeping  the  American  sijde  some  miles  down  the  River — its  vere  nec- 
essary above  and  below  the  Thousend  Island  for  some  miles  to  be

Monday  27  Cloudy  and  like  for  rain  with  high  winds  made  but 
bad  Days  Run  come  to  shore  on  the  American  side  near  a  place 
where  was  the  remanes  of  an  old  Fort  supposed  to  be  made  by  some 
of  the  French  against  the  Chickasaws — at  this  place  I  found  Black 
Berries  ripe  and  gathered  some  of  them  this  place  is  supposed  to 
be  about  20  miles  above  the  Walnutt  Hills  the  Moschettoes  was  so  bad 
this  night  that  all  the  smoke  we  could  make  was  of  no  ace*. 

Tuesday  28 — Morning  C[l]oudy  and  still  like  for  rain  about  10 
O  Clock  was  boarded  by  two  Canoes  of  Arkansaw  Indians  who  had 
three  Barrells  of  flower  on  board  taken  up  on  the  River  lost  by  some 
Kentucky  Boats  8  of  which  these  Indians  informed  us  had  been 
lost  in  March  near  the  flower  Island  and  five  men  and  two  Negroes 
drown. d  about  12  O'clock  the  Winde  became  so  high  that  we  was 
obliged  to  land  and  remane  the  whole  Day  with  rain  and  thunder. 

Wednesday  29  Morning  fine  stood  Down  the  River  a  little  before 
Sunrise  about  12  O  clock  pass.d  a  Strate  in  the  River  of  about  -}  Mile 
on  each  side  of  which  while  our  Boats  was  passing  the  Banks  gave 
way  and  with  them  a  number  of  large  Trees — pass.d  an  Indian 
Hunting  Party. 

Thursday  30  Cloudy  like  for  rain,  about  10  O  Clock  a  Barrell 
flower  seen  on  the  Spanish  Shore  Two  men  from  M'"  Clarks  Boat 
of  Pits  Burgh  took  it  in — it  was  Branded  with  Frank fordS.  Tine{  ?) 
by  which  I  suppose  it  to  belong  to  some  of  the  Kentucky  boats  lost 
in  March  there  was  seen  on  the  shores  in  Sundr}^  places  a  number 
of  Barrells  but  the  Wind  together  with  the  state  of  the  River  pre- 
vented us  from  Landing  about  4  O  Clock  in  the  afternoon  we  pass.d 
what  is  called  the  Little  Gulf  as  also  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo  this 
place  is  about  four  Miles  or  five  above  Walnutt  Hills — at  which 
place  we  arrived  at  Night. 

Friday  May  1  This  Morning  we  pass'd  the  Walnutt  Hills,  its  ap- 
pearance from  the  River  is  truly  Delightfull  rising  like  an  Amphi-

which  I  suppose  to  be  not  less  than  400  Allies  the  River  being  high.

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it  was  but  seldom  we  could  bring  our  Boat  to  Dry  land  the  whole 
country  being  under  water  for  Miles  back  in  the  woods  and  notwith- 
standing the  lands  on  tliis  River  from  the  Mouth  of  the  Messura  to 
this  place  are  equal  to  any  in  the  world  in  point  of  soil,  yet  there  low 
situation  will  render  it  impossible  to  settle  them  untill  some  way  is

Qualit}^  which  was  agravated  by  a  comparison  with  a  parcele  by 
the  same  Vessell  of  an  excellent  quality  w^hich  were  landed  at  the 
same  time.  James  and  W™-  Miller  had  a  number  of  Hhds  consigned 
them  by  same  Vessell  of  as  bad  a  kind  as  yours. — Add  to  this,  there 
is  no  exportation  of  any  consequence  to  Europe  West  India  produce 
haveing  declined  there.  It  would  have  been  better  for  us  both  if 
you  had  shipped  the  Dollars,  even  if  the  duty  was  deducted. — You 
will  observe  I  charge  no  Commissions.  I  enclose  your  Acct.  Curr'- 
by  which  you  will  see  how  the  Interest  swells  the  Ballance  .  .  .  [torn]

My  Dear  Sir 

I  have  for  a  long  time  wished  to  see  you,  but  from  a  number  of 
causes  I  haA^e  been  prevented,  I  think  the  contemplated  change  of 
our  Government  Demands  the  attention  of  every  American  and  that 
by  a  well  timed  union  of  opinion  and  measures  the  situation  of  the 
Americans  in  the  country  may  be  changed  I  think  its  likely  that  the 
French  Government  will  be  ready  to  take  such  steps  as  will  be  most 
likely  to  extend  the  improvements  of  this  Country  I  have  thought 
th8,t  if  the  Americans  were  to  form  something  like  a  committee  to 
form  a  congratulatory  address  to  be  presented  to  our  New  Officers 
and  at  the  same  time  stating  the  many  advantages  that  would  accrue 
from  a  proper  encouragement  of  commerce  and  agriculture,  it  would 
have  a  good  effect,  and  I  think  it  would  bring  the  Americans  into 
notice  If  you  think  with  me  and  are  of  the  same  opinion,  you  will 
be  so  good  as  to  write  me.  But  if  not  then  you  Avill  destroy  this

I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  address  your  Excellency  on  the  subject, 
few  men  in  public  Stations  escape  the  milignant  tongues  of  the  rest- 
less members  of  society.  I  therefore  Aught  not  to  be  surpris'd  that 
at  this  moment  of  party  madness,  I  am  marked  Out  As  a  Victim  to 
disappointed  ambition.  It  is  well  known  that  I  never  had  a  wish  to 
be  notic'd  in  the  appointments  of  GoV-  Harrison.  No  man  is  more 
fully  convinced  of  the  Difficulties  of  holding  an  Office  in  a  Country 
Where  the  people  are  so  little  accustomed  to  the  American  form  of 
Government  then  myself  It  is  next  to  impossible  to  bring  men  into 
measures  they  cannot  Judge  of.

William  C.  Carr  to  Moses  Austin  * 

S^  Genevieve  Sunday  Morning  28^'\  June  1806 
Dr  Sir  I  arrived  here  on  tuesday  evening;  before  which  many  of 
the  large  concessions  in  this  district  had  undergone  a  partial  inves- 
tigation before  the  honorable  board,  However  I  arrived  time  enough 
to  have  my  eyes  blessed  with  a  sight  of  Prattes  mine  concession, 
and  his  sons,  Camille  Lassus'  on  flat  river,  Masons  at  Mine  au 
Breton  etc.  every  one  of  which  immediately  on  sight  of  them,  I 
challenged  as  anti  dated.  This  was  the  tocsin  of  alarm;  and  every 
day  we  have  had  more  or  less  sparring  on  this  subject,  by  the  army 
of  anti  daters 

We  have  had  C.  Lassus  title  before  us  two  or  three  times,  and  I 
have  proved  by  Madden  that  his  survey  is  antidated  from  about 
August  1802,  the  time  when  it  was  actually  made  to  the  year  1800 
at  which  time  the  virtuous  M"*  Soulard,  certifies  it  was  made.  M'' 
Maddin  in  giving  in  his  testimony  (or  rather  after  we  had  for  that 
time  closed  it)  w^as  so  eager  to  serve  the  U.  S  with  evidence  that  he 
produced  one  of  your  letters  to  him  dated  the  9'^  February  1802,  on 
the  subject  of  Camille  surveying  the  Mine  on  flat  river — "  Stating 
your  surprise  "  at  his  attempts  to  acquire  the  land,  (he  M'"  C.)  know- 
ing the  pretensions  you  had  thereto.  Al  tho  a  certificate  which  you 
mention  as  having  been  given  by  M'"  Maddin  and  now,  lodged  at 
Orleans,  and  which  upon  interrogation  he  told  me  went  to  the  point 
of  the  Vacancy  of  the  land  He  said,  he  also  supposed  you  had  ob- 
tained a  similar  one  from  Francois  Vallee  Further  that  you  were 
in  daily  expectations  of  hearing  from  Orleans,  on  the  subject  of 
your  application  (I  suppose)  This  letter  al  tho  apparentl}^  produced 
to  benefit  the  U  S  in  proving  the  date  of  C's  survey,  were  neverthe- 
less produced  to  injure  you;  by  shewing  in  the  first  place  your  in- 
tention to  defraud  Luzierre  out  of  the  land  or  to  prevent  him  from 
obtaining  it;  or  secondly  to  manifest  your  disposition  and  desire  oir 
obtaining  concessions  which  must  have  been   antidated;   and  also

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much  land.  To  accomplish  this  patriotic  and  laudable  object,  they 
have  filed  the  letter,  and  ordered  it  to  be  spread  upon  the  Records, 
The  intent  was  so  plain,  that  nothing  but  the  pleasure  of  anticipat- 
ing the  effect  which  this  stroke  of  malice  must  unavoidably  produce; 
could  have  prevented  me  at  the  time  from  manifesting  that  dignity 
of  contempt  with  which  such  pitiful  actions  ought  to  be  treated. 

Masons  survev  is  also  antidated  3  years,  proven  by  Maddm.  This 
petition.  Old  P^rattes,  and  his  sons  are  all  in  the  hand  writing  of 
B'«  Pratte:  and  it  now  depends  on  his  testimony  to  prove  them 
antidated  or  not.  I  do  not  know  how  he  will  swear  But  one  thing  is 
[certain]  if  he  does  prove  those  of  his  father  and  brother  to  have 
been  written  at  the  time  they  bear  date  his  testimony  shall  not  be 
conclusive:  I  strongly  believe,  these  concessions  and  Masons  also  are 
antidated—    But  whether  I  shall  be  able  to  prove  it  I  cannot  tell. 

Much  disputation  has  taken  place,  about  the  time  of  Masons  mak- 
ing his  fii^t  establishment  at  the  Mines;  1st  when  did  he  first  wbrk 
the  Mines?  2ndly  When  did  he  first  inclose  and  cultivate  any  land 
there?  3rdly.  "\^^en  did  he  move  his  family  there?— M^  B'«  Valle, 
swore  he  went  there  in  97  and  (probably)  built  a  cabbin,  raised  a 
crop  in  08  and  moved  his  family  on  it  in  that  year  or  99 — Old  M'" 
Docelle  appears  to  be  some  what  at  variance  with  M'"  Valle,  as  to 
the  quantity  of  ground  cultivated  and  the  time  of  moving  on  the 
family —  It  must  have  been  late  in  the  year  of  99  that  his  family 
went  on  it;  if  at  all  that  year.  Because  in  March  14*^\  99  a  sale  was 
offpcted  by  Mason  to  you  of  a  house  and  lot  in  this  Village ;  and  Doc^ 
Fenwick  says  he  lived  in  it  with  his  family  some  time  after  the 
sriln.  These  are  points  to  be  ascertained  and  you  must  nat  be  sur- 
prisod  if  my  duty  compells  me  to  summon  you  with  Elias  Bates, 
M^  Decelle  etc  etc.  on  behalf  the  U  S  to  attend  at  S^  Louis.  If  I 
liari  have  known  old  M""  Decelle^  intention  of  visiting  this  place  I 
should  certainly  have  requested  him  to  have  brought  with  him  his 
rlr)riiments  on  the  subject  of  land  titles. 

The  testimony  in  old  Prattes  case  is  very  strong—    That  he  began 
the  Cfitablishment  in  97  or  98  and  cultivated  and  improved  it  ever 
fiinro.     1  informed  the  Commissioners  of  the  Memorial  in  my  pos- 
HftsHion,  but  at  8^  Louis  from  the  inhabitants  of  big  river  on  this 
Fubjert,  which  I  should  take  an  opportunity  of  showing  to  them  at 
tlwit  plare—     As  to  this  (^laim  T  shall  Summon  the  Alley's,  Andrews,   j 
liak.T  and  Pagette.     And  in  the  case  of  Camille  Lassus,  as  to  the    | 
date  of  ronccKsion  I  shall  summon  Moses  Austin  and  Abraham  Arm-    ! 
Ktron^r,  as  to  tli*'  discovery  and  cultivation,  Armstrong,  Purceall  the 
Alleys-  -    rnfonnation  on  these  subjects  will  be  gratefully  received 
afl  to  the  rcquiaites  of  the  Act  of  Congress  and  the  witnesses  to  sup- 
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port  them  or  witnesses  to  disprove  what  has  already  been,  (in  my 
opinion  in  several  occasions)  erroneously  established. 

The  Comm"  discover  much  anxiety  to  know  whether  you  intend 
to  have  your  title  passed  before  them  or  not  and  from  their  sug- 
gestions they  think  it  is  not  a  complete  title.  On  this  subject  you  need 
not  be  uneasy,  as  I  very  well  know  you  will  not.  you  shall  hear 
from  me  again  on  this  subject  if  time  and  opportunity  permit. 

I  am  exceedingly  anxious  about  the  collection  of  testimony  which 
I  am  ordered  to  make,  touching  the  title  of  the  lead  mines —  I  have 
not  received  such  satisfactory  information  as  to  the  title  to  Mine 
La  motte  as  I  wished  and  expected —  It  appeai-s  that  the  claimants 
have  acted  very,  unwisely  on  this  subject,  for  they  have  not  had  any 
of  the  old  French  grants  given  in  61.2  3  and  4  recorded;  but  Lassus' 
grant  of  2  leagues  under  which  I  suspect  they  w^ill  find  it  difficult  to 

I  hold  such  property.  I  wish  to  God  you  would  make  me  a  statement 
of  the  probable  amount  of  lead  made  at  Mine  a  Breton  and  old 
Mines  for  the  year  of  1804  and  5.  I  shall  see  you  again  I  suppose  be- 
fore you  start  down  the  river. 

The  Com'^-  finished  their  sessions  here  yesterday  and  took  their 
departure  for  S*^  Louis  to  celebrate  the  4<^^  of  July —  I  shall  leave 
this  tomorrow  I  expect  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  I  shall  be  at  the 
Mines  again  e'er  long.

The  Charge  of  Murder  If  men- 
tion'd  by  Perry  Is  false  your  conduct  to  others  I  speak  not  of,  its 
your  conduct  toward  me  which  I  now  say  is  and  has  been  Such  as  no 
man  can  Justify.  I  did  mention  that  the  affair  of  the  4  and  say  it 
was  Equally  improper  and  I  think  so  still  a  Gentl""-  who  heard  what 
I  said  to  Perry  can  any  time  you  please  informe  you- whether  he  heard 
any  such  expressions  as  Murder  or  not 

I  do  consider  my  self  more  enjur'd  by  you  then  I  have  been  by  any 
man  in  my  life  and  that  without  the  least  cause.  I  was  in  hopes  that 
the  Meeting  we  had  in  presents  of  M'^-  Henry  would  have  end'd  all 
difficult3^s  and  cause  of  future  disagreement  on  my  part  I  have  don 
What  Every  man  of  Honor  ought  to  have  don  on  such  an  occation 
I  have  manafest'd  a  wish  by  my  treatment  to  you  that  no  remembrance 
of  the  past  should  ever  be  recalled,  but  has  that  been  your  conduct 
toward  me  No  unless  one  fourth  of  the  reports  are  incorrect,  you 
take  Every  Oppertunity  to  do  me  Injury — ,  I  now  say  that  my 
conversation  to  Perry  can  be  told  by  a  Gentl™-  who  will  I  believe  tell 
truths  as  well  as  Perry.  Whether  you  can  or  cannot  Justify  your 
conduct  towards  me  will  be  told-ere  long —  I  have  Orderd  suit 
against  you  and  the  Laws  of  our  countrj^  will  determen  whether  you 
are  Justified  or  not,  you  wdll  then  have  an  oppertunety  to  prove 
the  many  things  you  have  said  to  Wescott  Spencer  Folkner  and 
Others — which  they  will  be  called  on  to  Declare —

S*-  Louis  12'^-  August  1806 
Sir, 

Your  several  favors  have  been  duly  received:  in  answer  to  the  first 
I  have  to  infwrm  you  that  the  reports  of  the  Indians,  being  embodied 
to  do  any  damage  either  at  this  place  or  any  where  else  within  the 
territory  is  tlie  mere  idle  suggestion  of  timid  minds  or  designing 
knaves.  It  is  the  shallow  pretext  of  those  who  wish,  the  residence 
of  the  military  amongst  us.  and  as  in  the  reality  there  is  not  the 
existance  of  even  the  semblance  of  danger  to  warrant  the  report  so 
I  tru.st  the  wish  of  those  who  wish  the  encampment  of  a  great  many 
troops  in  our  agitated  territory  may  be  entirely  blasted — 

Tour  conduct  towards  Smith  so  far  as  I  have  any  knowledge  of 
it,  meets  my  entire  approbation.  But  You  certainly  are  disposed  to 
compliment  me,  by  the  submission  of  your  conduct  to  my  judgment — 
Y(nir  age  a.s  well  as  your  talents  and  experience  doubtless  warrant 
me  in  saying  tlie  reverse  of  this  would  certainly  be  th«  most  proper— 
But  if  the  suggestion  of  my  ideas  in  any  case  or  in  any  situation  can 
l>e  of  any  service  to  you,  they  shall  always  flow  free  as  air,  and  warm 
from  the  dictates  of  friendship — 

I  api)rol)atc  your  answer  to  Smith  and  hope  you  will  continue  to 
pursue  towards  him  a  line  of  conduct,  firm  yet  moderate—  If  I  may 
once  be  jxTiiiitted  to  mention  to  you  one  trait  in  your  character  that 
may  U-  amended ;  it  is  your  temper.  I  do  not  mention  this  as  being 
u  prominent  feature  in  any  i)art  of  your  late  conduct  either  towards 
Smith  or  others- far  from  it^  Your  conduct  has  been  cool,  dis- 
pu.sHionuto  and  l»rudcnt.  P>ut  I  only  mention  it  to  you  as  your  weak 
Hide  and  on  whicli  it  is  so  nec^essary  to  arm  yourself  in  your  treat- 
ment to  Jolm  Smith.  Beware  of  that  man!  He  is  the  spirit  of 
fnrtum  and  vxij^tH  oidij  in  tJie  element  of  discord!  Give  such  men 
tether  enough  and  they  will  hang  themselves.  Endeavour  to  act 
i:u\y  on  the  defensive,  and  suffer  tlie  Law  to  deal  with  him-  For  , 
w.th  this  you  will  find  men  of  this  discription  often  enough  coming  i 
into  rontact.-  At  the  same  time  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  me 
o  mcTition  io  yoij,  those  lengths  tx)  which  a  man  of  character  ought 
to  proceed,  (overleapmg  the  line  of  defensive  conduct)  to  maintain 
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unsullied  his  reputation.  On  this  subject  you  need  no  prompter, 
and  I  shall  not  presume  even  to  hazzard  the  suggestion  of  a  single 
idea. 

In  regard  to  j^our  having  commenced  actions  against  S[mith]  and 
M[adden?]  you  have  probably  done  Avell:  and  I  can  only  observe 
further,  that  the  report  by  M.  was  certainly  very  improper  and 
doubtless  actionable — 

I  cannot,  see  as  far  as  the  probable  consequences  of  your  notification 
to  M""-  Oliver,  concerning  your  removal  from  office :  ^  and  more  espe- 
cially of  an  attempt,  should  you  make  one,  to  resume  your  seat  on  the 
bench.  This  is  certainly  an  affair  pregnant  with  important  conse- 
quences both  of  a  public  and  private  nature — and  deserves  well  to  be 
weighed,  before  joii  proceed  to  carry  it  into  execution.  Will  it  not 
produce  a  riot?  Can  Smith  yield  to  it  peaceably?  I  fear  not?  I 
fear  he  would  proceed  to  some  outrage?  If  so  it  might  tend  to  very 
pernicious  effects.  Besides  I  should  not  desire  to  see  you  for  a  mo- 
ment subject  to  the  mortification  of  disappointment.  I  should  not 
wish  you  to  make  an  attempt  without  being  certain  of  success —  Un- 
der these  circumstances  would  it  not  be  best,  to  have  the  question 
decided  in  the  general  Court?  This  might  be  very  easily  effected  by 
pleading  in  abatement,  to  some  one  writ  that  John  Smith  T.  is  not 
first  justice  of  the  court  I  am  aware  that  This  method  is  subject  to 
several  inconveniences,  such  as  delaj^  etc.  But  the  question  is,  is  it 
not  the  best  method  that  can  be  adopted  at  this  moment  ? —  If  you 
and  S.  were  friends  so  that  you  could  assume  the  seat  again  without 
breeding  any  disturbance,  it  would  then  rest,  for  the  governors 
friends  to  prove  you  were  legally  dismissed —  But  I  suppose  the 
terms  between  you  will  not  warrant  you  in  writing  to  him  to  know 
what  would  be  his  conduct  if  you  were  to  do  so —  But  I  do  not  see, 
wherein,  this  measure  would  be  dishonorable  on  ^^our  part.  For  you 
might  inform  him  of  the  letter  received  from  governor  Harrison  and 
your  intention  to  resume  your  seat  if  he  were  not  determined  to  op- 
pose it  with  force :  and  that  as  you  abhored  ever}^  thing  that  had  a 
tendencj^  to  irritate  the  public  mind  and  disturb  the  administration 
of  justice —  You  wished  that  the  law  might  decide  the  question. 
However  in  this  I  submit  entirely  to  yourself  act  as  you  may  deem 
most  prudent  for  yourself  and  beneficial  to  the  public  interest — 

As  the  Western  World  says — Look  here!  read  this!  To  day — 
whilst  the  board  was  sitting  Easton  ^  marched  into  the  room  and 
gave  Donaldson^  the  cane  whilst  sitting  on  the  bench,  This  was 
the  first  time  (I  believe)  that  E  had  seen  D  after  his  return —  The' 
room  was  very  full  of  people  and  we  were  just  commencing  the  ex-

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junination  of  old  Mattes  case—  E  gave  him  four  or  five  [a]ssaults 
with  the  cudirel  and  then  stepped  back  a  few  paces.  D.  then  jumped 
otr  tlie  bench  and  seized  a  sword  cane  which  he  always  carries  with 
him  and  which  was  standing  at  the  end  of  the  bench—  But  did 
not  attempt  to  do  any  thing  with  it—  However  I  forgot  to  tell 
you—  Whilst  E.  was  plying  him  with  his  cudgel  he  commanded  him 
all  the  time  to  march  you  damned  little  rogue  March  you  damned 
rasral—  and  when  retired  at  the  distance  of  a  few  paces  as  above, 
he  abused  D.  very  much  all  in  the  room  and  in  presence  of  a  full 

tniard D.  not  saying  a  single  word,  and  Doubtless  seized  with  a 

dmil)le  portion  of  that  suspense  which  held  every  body  for  some 
time  in  utter  astonishment—  At  last  Judge  Lucas*  (as  of  course  he 
was  obliged  to  do)  ordered  E.  out  of  the  house,  and,  cleared  the  room 
to  deliberate  on  what  should  be  done  to  revenge  the  insult  offered  to 
the  board.**  The  result  was;  they  issued  some  kind  of  process  against 
him  but  of  what  nature  I  am  not  able  to  tell  you.  The  effect  of  it  is 
not  yet  known  and  how  they  will  punish  him  otherwise  than  for  assault 
and  battery — I  cannot  tell —  Surely  there  never  was  a  more  ridicu- 
lous act  committed  by  any  man —  For  in  the  first  place  the  time  was 
beyond  all  calculation  improper — and  insulting  every  member  of  the 
board —  in  the  second  place  after  he  began  it,  he  did  not  half  finish 
it^ —  He  gave  him  only  a  few  strokes  with  the  cane  and  they  not  put 
on  liard  enough  to  hurt  him —  I  am  very  sorry  it  was  done:  be- 
cause it  will  not  only  operate  against  him  but  all  the  party —  On 
the  contrary —  if  he  had  given  it  to  him  in  the  streets—  or  on  some  fit  i 
occasion  he  would  have  been  supported,  by  every  body  and  ultimately 
Kustainofl  no  damage —  But  now  even  the  passions  of  the  govern- 
ment abroad  must  be  enlisted  on  their  side;  for  the  sake  of  protect- 
ing their  officers  from  similar  outrages—  It  was  done  without  the 
knowledge  or  approbation  of  any  of  his  friends—  However  much 
I  deprecate  the  eircumstance  at  present:  yet  I  believe  it  is  better 
(lone  any  way  than  no  way  at  all—  I  do  not  wish  any  thing  I  have  i 
Baifl  to  operate  against  Easton  but  candour  has  obliged  me  to  give  j 
you  this  full  statement—  Therefore  do  not  let  the  world  Imow  we  I

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Moses  Austin  to  [Albert  Gallatin?]* 

[About  August,  1806?] 
Sir 

The  embarrassed  situation  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Louisiana  together 
with  the  distance  of  the  Territory  from  the  seat  of  the  American  Gov- 
ernment, and,  the  unhappy  party  contencions,  which  prevail  at  this 
moment,  and  have  from  the  commencement  of  Gen'-  Wilkinson 
Administration  have  induced  me  to  address  you  this  letter — 

It  is  my  intention  to  communicate  such  things,  as  I  think  the  Legis- 
lators of  the  General  Government  ought  to  know,  I  have  not  a  doubt, 
but  many  communications  have  already  been  made,  and  that  many 
more  will  be  made,  it  is  not  my  wish  to  detract  from,  or  depreciate,  the 
confidence  those  communications  merit,  yet  I  hope  I  shall  be  par- 
doned in  saying  that  from  the  marked  preference  Gov'"-  Wilkinson 
has  shewn  for  Spanish  customs  and  useages — The  little  interest  he  has 
appeared  to  take  in  the  establishment  and  prosperity  of  this  Country, 
leads  me  to  believe  his  Communications,  to  our  Government,  have 
rather  been  calculated  to  destroy  the  reputation  of  Men  in  Office,  not 
submissive,  to  his  will,  than  to  inform  the  government  of  the  real 
situation  in  this  Territory,  and  what  measures  are  necessary  to  be 
adopted  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  people,  and  at  the  same  time  answer 
the  views  of  the  Government — 

Not  deeming  an  apology  necessary  for  thus  troubling  you,  I  shall 
commence  my  naritive  of  this  Country  as  far  back  as  1797,  the  year 
I  first  visited  it,  and  bring  it  down  to  the  present  day,  in  so  doing  I 
shall  endeavour  to  give  you  an  ample  Idea  of  the  motives  which  in- 
duced the  Americans  to  remove  within  the  Spanish  limits;  with  a 
view  of  the  situation  of  the  settlers,  when  the  changes  of  Government 
took  place.  You  will  then  have  it  in  your  power  to  judge  of  the  pro- 
priety of  the  claims,  the  People  have  on  the  Government  with  more 
correctness 

In  1797  I  found  this  Country  a  Wilderness  except  on  the  Banks  of 
the  Mississippi  in  the  district  of  S'-  Genevieve,  not  an  Establishment 
of  any  kind,  at  a  distance  of  more  than  twelve  miles  from  the  River, 
Cape  Gerredeau  and  Madrid  Districts,  began  about,  this  time  to 
settle  back.  The  commencement,  of  the  American  emigration  may  be 
dated  back  from  the  Fall  of  96  and  Spring  of  97. 

All  the  cultivated  Land,  was  of  consequence,  confined  to  the  river 
Bottoms,  and  whenever  the  River  overflowed  its  Banks,  which  it  has 
commonly  done,  about  every  Five  or  Six  years.  Beginning  to  rise,' 
about  June  and  continueing  until  August,  destroying  the  Crops  of 
every  kind,  and  leaving  the  Inhabitants  dependent  on  the  Kings 
Bounty  for  Bread,    on  such  Occasions,  the  King  has  been  compeled

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to  open  the  Public  Maoazenes  of  Provisions  and  furnish  the  People 
To  ivinovo  thi<  inconvenience  -vhicli  was  found  not  only  expensive 
l.ut  a  derancvement  of  the  Public  Supplies  which  could  only  be  re- 
plenish'd  from  the  United  States— It  was  therefore  propos'd  to  give 
encouragement  to  the  Americans  to  settle  within  the  Province—.  To 
etfcct  so  desirable  an  object  hand  Bills  and  Phamphlets,  Printed  in 
the  euirlish  Language  were  circulated  throughout  the  Western 
Country  liolding  up  great  inducements  to  Emigrants,  and  in  many 
parts  of  the  Provmce  Farming  Utensils  and  Provisions,  for  one  year 
were  t^ranted  to  Emigrants— The  consequences  were  such  as  were  to 
be  expected 

A  considerable  Emigration  took  place  in  97  which  continued  untill 
18()4.  the  Americans  generally  settled  back  from  the  River  and 
Cultivated,  the  high  lands,  Provisions  soon  became  plenty  and  the 
prices  greatly  reduced  Such  were  the  effects  produced  by  Emigra- 
tion, tliat  Bacon  brought  from  Kentucky,  in  97  sold  at  20  to  25  Dol- 
lars p""  Hundred  and  Country  Pork  at  40  Cents  p^-  pound  could  in 
1803,  be  bought  at  3$50  4$  p""-  hundred,  the  advantages  arising  from 
tlie  Emigration,  became  so  evident  that  the  Spanish  Officers  gave 
every  encouragement  the  Emigrants  could  desire — Those  advantages. 
were  not  confind,  to  the  Cultivation  of  the  Land  only  but  as  a  safe- 
guard against  the  Indians — This  was  verified  in  1802  An  expedi- 
tion was  ordered  to  remove  a  party  of  Creek  Indians,  who  had  in- 
truded and  committed  some  depredations  in  the  Province — On  this 
expedition  which  consisted  of  about  Four  hundred  and  fifty  Men. 
P'ifty  or  sixty  were  French  and  Four  Hundred  Americans  this  cir- 
cumstance convinced  the  Oflicers  of  the  Spanish  Government,  of  the 
advantages  arising  from,  the  emigration  of  the  Americans — The 
Pamphlets  PuljlisliM  in  9G  by  the  Commandants  of. Upper  Louisiana 
became  generally  known  in  1800  in  consequence  the  Emigration  be- 
came as  General  and  continued  increasing,  untill  unexpectly  checked 
\>y  the  changes  of  (Government  in  1804.  It  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  a 
Continuation  under  the  Spanish  Government  Four  or  Five  Years 
longer  would  have  made  the  out  Settlements  sufficiently  strong,  to 
protect  and  defend  themselves,  against  the  attacks  of  the  Indians. 

It  was  generally  believed  that  all  the  Emigrants,  who  had  made 
arrunt'crnentH  to  remove  to  upper  Louisiana  in  all  the  Year  1803  and 
four  under  ]>romise  and  permission,  either  written  or  unwritten  from 
the  Spanish  (Jovernment,  and  had  arriv'd  in  the  Country  or  were  on 
the  way,  would  be  sanctioned  by  the  American  Government 

In  thiH  HtaU:  of  things  the  American  Government  took  possession  of 
I»uiHiana,  No  prohibitary  Law  was  promulgated,  to  stop  Emigra- 
tion until!  March  1804:--and  this  Law  did  not  take  place  untill 
OctoUr  following-From  tliat  period  we  may  date  the  stoppage  of 
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the  Emigration,  and  Settlement  on  Public  Lands, — Before  I  proceed 
to  an  explanation  of  the  situation  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Terri- 
tory, In  consequence  of  the  present  Laws  of  Congress,  allow  me  to 
give  you  a  summary  statement  of  the  conduct  of  the  Spanish  Com- 
mandants of  this  part  of  Louisiana — It  is  Notoriously  known,  that 
for  Years  before  the  change  of  Government,  the  Commandants  re- 
fus'd  to  give  Concessions  for  Lands  except  on  some  particular  Occa- 
sions, but  at  the  same  time,  suffr'd  the  Emigration  to  continue  and 
gave  verbal  permissions  to  settlers,  to  estiiblish  themselves  on  any 
Lands  not  in  the  possession  of  others, — But  no  sooner  was  it  known, 
that  the  Province  of  Louisiana  was  sold  to  the  United  States,  than  a 
general  and  fraudulent  Sale  of  Lands  took  place — A  Land  Office  w^as 
opened  at  Cape  Gererdeau — The  Agents  of  the  Lieu*-  Gov'"-  in  every 
part  of  the  upper  country,  made  use  of  every  possible  exertion,  to 
make  the  Sale  of  Lands  Productive —  Concessions  for  any  quantity 
of  Land  were  daily  granted  bearing  date  in  1799  or  further  back  if 
the  claiments  demanded,  the  number  of  Acres  Granted  was  govern'd 
by  the  sum  paid  it  is  not  necessary  to  say  to  what  extent,  this  Specu- 
lation has  been  carried  on— 

The  Agent  of  the  United  States  for  Land  claims,  will  it  is  probable 
make  a  report  to  the  proper  Department,  on  this  subject —  It  is  I 
presume  to  correct  this  Speculation,  that  Congress  has  made  the  Law 
appointing  Commissioners,  to  examine  the  Land  claims  in  this  Ter- 
ritory and  not  as  many  suppose,  to  destroy  the  well  founded  claims 
of  the  Citizens — 

I  have  considered  the  Commissioners  as  a  Court  or  board  of  ex- 
aminers, to  enquire  into  the  nature  of  the  claims  of  the  Inhabitants, 
and  make  a  true  and  full  report  thereon,  that  our  Government  may 
know  the  situation  and  extent  of  the  claims.  Such  a  report  might 
have  given  Congress  an  opportunity  to  make  such  other  and  further 
Laws  as  are  necessary  to  cover  and  serve  the  actual  Settler,  and 
discard  the  Speculator —  But  from  the  high  and  in  my  opinion 
improper  interference  of  Gov""-  Wilkinson  are  in  a  measure  defeated 
That  you  may  have  a  full  laiowledge  of  this  part  of  our  Gov^-  con- 
duct, I  inclose  you  his  Proclamation  and  orders  to  the  Surveyor  Gen'- 
Ant°-  Soulard  rais'd  to  that  office  b}-  Gov''-  Wilkinson,  The  conse- 
quences produced  by  the  Orders  of  Wilkinson  respecting  the  survey- 
ing of  Lands,  were  truly  distressing,  this  step  produced  the  greatest 
consternation  among  the  people  The  time  far  advanced  for  return- 
j  ing  Claims,  and  not  a  Plat  or  claim,  would  be  receiv'd,  by  the  Ee- 
corder  Donaldson,  unless  first  certify'd  by  Soulard,  as  being  Sur- 
veyed under  the  Order  of  Wilkinson,  not  withstanding  Deputies  were 
sent  out  to  Survey  the  Claims  of  the  People,  not  more  than  two 
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thirds,  of  those  claims  were  Survey'd  in  time  and  in  consequence,  not 
Recorded  a<rre<^«'ible  to  law —  •  -1.1      p 

The  extnivairant  fees  for  Surveying  rendered  it  impossible  for 
numbers  of  the  Poor  to  have  their  claims  Survey'd,  admitting  the 
Deputies,  could  have  survey'd  them  in  time  Perhaps  no  People 
under  anv  Government,  were  ever  placed  in  a  more  difficult  and 
ruinous  situation—  On  one  hand  the  Law  of  Congress  called  for  a 
return,  and  Record  of  all  claims,  by  a  given  day,  under  the  penalty 
of  forever  after  being  barred  the  right  to  bring  them  forward— On 
the  other  Gov^-  Wilkinson  by  his  absolute  order  declar'd  that,  unless, 
all  claims  were  survey'd  agreeable  to  his  mandate  they  should  not  be 
receiv'd  by  the  Recorder— To  comply  with  both  these  demands  was 
as  impoj^ible  ns  to  serve  God  and  Mammon ;— because  the  number  of 
Ocputies  employed  were  not  sufficient  to  do  the  work  by  the  first. of 
March — and  because  it  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  People  to  raise 
money  to  pay  the  Surveyors  Demands, — Twenty  Thousand  Dollars 
is  a  sum  the  Poor  People  of  Upper  Louisiana  were  not  nor  are  able 
to  pay  in  Sixty  or  Eighty  days — The  settlers  on  the  River  Arkansas 
and  S^-  P>ancis  have  suffer'd  gi*eatly —  The  distance  from  S*- 
Ivouis,  being  about  Four  Hundred  Miles,  and  through  a  Wilderness 
Country,  had  it  not  in  their  power,  to  make  their  returns  by  the  first 
r)f  March — The  regulations  of  Willdnson  did  not  reach  them  untill  a 
few  Weeks,  before  the  time  for  Recording  claims  expir'd,  and  then 
not  a  Surveyor  untill  some  time  in  January — however,  a  number 
sent  forward  their  claims  to  be  Recorded,  but  were  refus'd  for  want 
of  Sou  lards  Certificate  that  the  Surveys  had  been  made  agreeable, 
to  the  Orders  of  Wilkinson,  Therefore,  all  such  Claims,  which 
fomprehend  one  Third  of  all  the  claims  in  the  Territory,  are  agree- 
ahle  to  thr,  present  Laws  of  Congress  for  ever  lost. —  The  conse- 
quences re.sulting  from  such  a  State  of  things  is  readily  told — It 
drew  down  the  imprecations  of  an  enraged  and  injur'd  People  on 
the  C^overnment,  they  contrasted  their  situation  with  that  under  the 
Spanish  Government  it  caused  dissatisfaction  and  disaffection— It 
wfu;  in  vain  to  tell  them  the  fault  lay  not  with  Government,  but  with 
the  (iovemor— the  People  felt  themselves  injur'd  without  the  power 
or  prospect  of  gaining  redress. 

The  objertfi  of  Wilkinson  for  thus  Acting  in  open  violation  of  the 
L«wft  of  Congress  is  yet  txi  Vk^.  told,  if  he  has  an  excuse  for  his  con- 
iUirt.  it  behoves  him  to  make  it,  for  he  has  plung'd  the  people  of 
Ixiuisiana  into  a  Labyrinth  of  difficulties  which  the  interference  of 
rv,ngrc«8  only  can  remedy— The  Surveying  system  adopted  by  Wil- 
kinson, was  opposVI  by  Judge  Lucas  but  in  vain,  he  was  overruled 
hy  Penrose  anrl  Donaldson  thus  you  see  the  object  of  the  Americans 
Lmigrating  to  this  Country,  became  abortive—The  promisses  made 
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by  the  Spanish  Officers  countermanded  by  the  change  of  Government, 
and  the  out  settlements  formed  under  an  expectation  of  being  filled 
up  and  Strengthened  defeated  and  the  People  left  to  the  Mercy  of 
the  American  Government. 

Under  such  circumstances  the  Commissioners  began  their  duties, 
and  had  they  acted  with  the  gi'eatest  prudence  and  judgment  imagin- 
able they  could  not  have  satisfy'd  the  People,  because  the  Law  ex- 
clu[d]cd  them  from  doing  Justice,  yet  a  temperate  line  of  conduct 
might  have  quiet'd,  the  minds  of  the  people,  untill  the  Government 
could  have  made  such  alterations,  as  the  situation  of  their  case  re- 
quir'd,  and  had  M""-  Donaldson,  the  Recorder  admited  on  record  thier 
claims  presented,  and  strictly  attended  to  the  Law  of  Congress  in- 
stead of  the  Law  of  the  Gov""-  the  state  of  things  would  be  pleasing, 
even  under  all  the  restrictions  of  the  Law  to  what  they  are  at  present 

It  now  remains  to  point  out  how  the  affairs  of  this  Territory  may 
be  changed  and  placed  in  a  situation  to  quiet  the  minds  of  the  People 
and  do  them  Justice,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  the  Government 
against  Impositions. — To  secure  the  Frontiers,  against  Spanish  and 
Indian  depredations. — To  prevent  the  extension  of  the  Settlements 
and  lesson  the  necessity  of  regular  Troops. — 

You  may,  perhaps,  think  it  presuming  for  any  Citizen  to,  take  on 
himself  to  point  out  the  measures  Government  ought  to  adopt  to 
effect  so  desirable  an  object — Yet  I  may  have  it  in  my  power  to  men- 
tion some  things  worthy  of  communication. — 

It  is  not  for  me  to  say  wether  the  Purchase  of  Louisiana,  is  or  is 
not  an  advantageous  acquisition  to  the  United  States. — but  I  think 
it  my  duty  to  point  out  in  what  manner,  it  can  be  best  secur'd  so  as 
to  be  the  least  expence  to  Government  and  do  Justice  to  the  People. 

First,  to  content  the  Peopk,  give  them  a  Govemour  unconnected 
with  the  Military — Grant  to  the  actual  Resident,  in  the  Territory  up 
to  October  1804,  Lands  equal  in  quantity  to  that  usually  granted  by 
the  Spanish  Government — say  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  Confirm  all  Spanish  Grants,  not  exceed- 
ing Six  Hundred  and  forty  acres,  so  that  no  man  has  confirm'd  to 
him  but  one  Grant,  provided  always  that  the  Grant  is  in  favour  of 
an  actual  settler,  and  gra[n]ted  at  the  time  it  bears  date —  Suffer 
a  division  of  Concession  to  be  made  where  the  object  is  for  cultivation 
and  Building  Mills  provided  the  Concession  or  permission  was 
granted  or  given  for  that  intent,  but  at  the  same  time,  not  exceeding 
six  Hundred  and  forty  Acres  in  all  do  this,  and  tlie  difficulties 
respecting  Land  claims  will  be  remov'd  and  the  People  satisfy'd. — 

To  justify  the  claims  of  the  Inhabitints  of  Louisiana,  up  to  October 
1804  It  may  be  observ'd,  that  the  People  emigrating  to  this  Country 
could  have  no  knowledge  of  what  was  doing  between  France  and 
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Spain,  nor  between  France  and  the  United  States,  it  was  sufficient 
for  tlieni  to  obtain  liberty  to  settle  from  Spanish  Officers,  or  in  other 
words,  that  they  were  suffer'd  to  settle  on  any  Lands,  within  the 
KiniTs  Domainsnotjn  the  occupancy  of  others—  That  the  Spanish 
Otlicei*s  sutfer'd  the  Americans,  to  emigrate  untill  the  change  of 
(ioveriinient  took  place  cannot  be  denied,  not  only  suffer'd,  but  con- 
tended they  liad  a  right  to  dispose  of  Land  untill  Gov''  Clabourn 
ti>uk  possu:^sion  of  N  Orleans— Ought  an  uninformed  People  to  suf- 
fer for  settling  on  Lands  promised  to  them  by  Spanish  Officers,  and 
which  their  Printed  Hand  Bills  assur'd  them  should  be  confirm'd 
to  them  on  condition,  they  become  actual  Setlers —  It  ought  to  be 
remember'd,  that  whilst  the  United  States  were  contracting  with 
France  for  Louisiana,  the  Emigration  continued — no  steps  were  taken 
by  tlie  Spanish  Officers,  or  Government  to  undeceive  the  People,  and 
that  had  the  change  never  taken  place,  all  the  Actual  Settlers  would 
have  obtained  Land  for  Cultivation 

It  ought  also  to  be  remember'd,  that  Hundreds,  who  Settl'd  in  the 
Spring  of  1804,  bad  in  the  Fall  and  Summer  of  1802  and  1803  visited 
this  C\juntry  and  return'd  after  their  Families  and  some  time  was 
nt'ce.'^sary  to  dispose  of  Property  and  remove  to  the  Country,  and 
altiiough  the  change  might  have  been  heard  of,  their  arrangements 
were  made  and  they  could  not  Retract — Their  Houses  and  Lands  dis- 
I)o.s'd  of  thier  little  all  a  Float,  and  they  were  oblig'd  to  come  for- 
ward and  meet  their  fate  be  the  Consequence  ever  so  distressing- 
Many  of  tliose  settlei-s  took  possession  of  Land  in  the  Spring  and 
Summer  of  1804  and  after  expending  from  Twenty  to  Thirty  Dollars 
for  Surveying  and  Recording  Fees,  find  themselves  stripped  of  both  | 
Tvand  and  Money 

'I'hc  Law  of  the  United  States  cuts  them  off  and  presents  to  them 
Misery  and  ruin— Murmurs  and  Complaints  are  the  Consequence 
Under  such  cireumstances  can  the  People  of  Louisiana  be  well  dis- 
IK>sVl  towards  tJ,e  United  States.  Ask  yourself  wether,  something  is 
not  neeewsary  to  he  done  for  them— wether  their  situation  does  not 
cull  for  some  Act  of  (Government  to  regain  and  secure  thier  affec 
t,ori.s:_']^hi.s  something  is  easily  told—  Give  them  a  Gov'"  who  has 
the  interest  of  tlie  Territory  at  heart  Give  Land  to  each  resident 
Mf,  tx>  1S04  Suffer  the  (Country  to  settle,  so  as  to  strengthen  the  out 
Setth-ments  anr]  ti)e  Ck)ud  of  Discontent  will  vanish,  the  United 
Statr^  (lovermr.ent  will  find  Louisiana  a  valueable  and  advantageous 
aequiHjtion — 

Heromllytr.  secure  this  Country  from  Spanish  and  Indian  depreda- 
tions U,  cluci.lat*  this  point,  I  submit  the  following  observations, 
It  ,H  to  iH,  r.m.,„l,.r'd  I  l,ave  l,ef„re  stated  that  in  1797  the  outset- 
ll.«.ente  began  to  form  and  continued  to  increase  gradually  untill 
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1804,  but  in  so  short  a  time  it  cannot  be  supposed  those  Settlements 
could  become  very  strong — They  extended  about  Sixty  Miles  back 
from  the  Mississippi  Westward  and  about  Forty  or  Fifty  Miles  above 
the  Missouri,  from  the  upper  Settlements  on  the  Mississippi  down 
to  N  Madrid  the  distance  is  about  two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Miles, 
from  N  Madrid  to  the  Arkansas  is  about  Three  hundred  Miles,  and 
is  unsettled  except  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi,  Arkansas  and  S'- 
Francis.  These  settlements  it  is  true  are  small,  but  small  as  they 
are  have  a  claim  on  Government  for  protection  they  were  formed 
under  the  Spanish  Government,  the  United  States  found  them  Pos- 
sessed of  rights — and  reason  Justice  and  National  Honour  require 
they  should  be  secur'd  and  protected  in  those  rights — It  cannot  now 
be  said,  that  the  out  Settlements  are  to  be  abandoned  by  Govern- 
ment— No  the  Protecting  Arm  of  the  United  States  must  Encir- 
cle them  how  is  this  to  be  done, — To  furnish  Regular  Troops  to  pro- 
tect so  extended  a  Frontier,  together  with  the  low  Country  will 
require  more  Troops,  than  the  United  States  have  in  Service — and 
a  sum  of  Money  which  would  embarrass  the  Treasury — all  these 
difficulties,  may  in  my  opinion  be  easily  remov'd  and  the  United 
States  instead  of  expending  money  derive  an  advantage  from  the 
systim  to  be  now  propos'd,  and  at  the  same  time  set  bounds  to  a  class 
I  of  men,  who  are  never  satisfy'd  long  in  any  place,  and  by  their 
frequent  removals,  to  the  Westard,  will  extend  the  Frontiers  beyond 
the  controul  of  Government,  which  I  am  confident  is  for  the  Interest 
of  the  United  States,  to  check  for  the  present — 

Suffer  a  line  of  Demarcation  to  be  drawn,  Beginning  as  high 
above  the  Missouri  as  will  cover  the  settlements  up  to  1804,  extend 
this  line  down  the  Mississippi  to  the  Arkansas  covering  all  those 
Settlements  between  those  two  points  which  I  have  reason  to  believe 
will  not  exceed  Sixty  miles  in  any  place  direct  Westerly  from  the 
Mississippi — ^Let  this  strip  of  Land  be  divided  into  Townships,  Sec- 
tions, half  and  quarter  Sections,  and  sold  or  disposed  of  in  such 
manner  as  Congress  shall  point  out  reserving  to  the  United  States 
such  Land  as  a-re  supposed  to  contain  Lead  and  other  Minerals,  and 
Salt  Springs — These  measures  will  in  my  opinion  remove  two  great 
difficulties  it  will  strengthen  the  whole  extent  of  our  Western  Fron- 
tiers, so  that  in  two  or  three  years,  by  a  proper  Militia  Establish- 
ment, the  inhabitants  will  be  able  to  protect  themselves,  it  will  set 
bounds  to  the  Wanderers,  beyond  "which  they  will  not  attempt  to 
settle  with  an  expectation  from  the  United  States — The  settler  Founds 
within  the  Spanish  limits  when  the  American  Government  took 
possession  of  Louisiana  will  find  himself  secure  in  his  situation  the 
objects  for  which  he  removd  to  Louisiana  fully  answer'd  and  every

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expectation  filled  up— Regular  Troops  except  on  the  line  of  De- 
niaiviition  will  be  unnecessary — 

The  Citizen,  will  then  feel  himself,  bound  to  answer  the  call  of 
Government,  to  remove  unauthorized  Settlers,  the  banks  of  the 
Mississippi  secur'd  from  banditti,  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
replenish'd  by  the  sale  of  Lands— the  Lead  Mines,  the  riches  of 
which  arc  but  imperfectly  knowm  will  furnish  an  abundant  supply 
for  the  United  States  and  yeald  an  increase,  to  the  Public  Chest, 
which  no  common  Calculation  can  reach — Such  I  am  confident  will 
be  the  system  founded  on  the  principal  I  have  pointed  out — But 
should  the  contrary  [be]  adopted,  should  the  destroying  System, 
prevail  and  the  government  attempt  to  depopulate  the  Western 
banks  of  the  Mississippi  as  has  been  declar'd  by  Gov'"-  Wilkinson, 
was  the  object  of  the  Executive,  the  United  States  will  have  cause 
to  regret,  the  moment  they  became  possessd  of  Louisiana,  such  a 
project  can  never  be  effected  but  with  immense  expence  and  trouble 
and  after  all  the  exertions  of  the  Government  would  prove  abortive — 

Louisiana  under  such  a  system  would  become  a  Nest  of  Robbers 
and  the  outcasts  from  all  Governments,  would  seek  an  Assylum  in 
this  extensive  Wilderness,  and  in  a  short  time,  the  energy  of  Gov- 
ernment, would  be  unequal  to  controul  them,  the  Navigation  of  the 
Mississippi  would  become  more  dangerous  than  to  Traverse  the 
wilds  of  Arabia — 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  observ'd  respecting  claims  I  ought 
to  have  Noticed  the  situation  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  French 
villages.  It  [is]  a  fact  well  known,  that,  these  people  have  regarded 
the  Title  to  I.and,  of  little  consequence,  and  that  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment, Huffer'd  them  to  Cultivate  such  Lands  as  they  thought 
proper  and  that  any  piece  of  ground  inclos'd  by  an  inhabitant  or 
or(ii[)ye(l  as  a  Sugar  camp,  has  been  consider'd  as  the  legal  right  of 
sucli  Irdiabitant,  and  when  such  piece  of  Ground  or  Improvement, 
has  b(M-n  taken  by  Execution,  the  Validity  of  the  Sheriffs  sale  has 
always  been  considered  as  indisputable. 

It  is  also  proper  to  observe,  that  those  Villagers  commonly  Culti- 
vated Lands,  a  little  distance  from  the  Village,  which  Lands,  are 
not  irr.inedjsitely  attach'd  to  thier  Dwellings,  and  therefore  cannot 
l>e  con.sidered  as  coming  within  the  second  Section  of  the  Law  of 
(A^nfrreKH,  I  therefore  think  a  Special  Law  of  Congress,  ought  to  be 
rnucle  M-cunn^r  u,  the  Villagers  such  Lands,  as  they  have  been  in 
the  custom  of  Improving  and  also  all  Town  Lots,  whether  they 
have  been  built  on  or  not  so  as  they  come  under  the  Denomination 
of  I  own  Lota —

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from  office  Tvith  as  much  abruptness  as  the  decorums  of  such  a  meas- 
ure would  justify;'  and  it  appeared  to  me  correct  and  proper,  that 
your  several  friends,  should  be  no  longer  known,  as  the  partizans  of 
their  respective  leaders. 

AVith  respect  to  the  disaffection  of  certain  persons  in  your  quarter 
of  the  Country,  you  must  be  very  sensible — that  I  have  no  proofs. 
The  conduct  of  Col°  S— —  has  been  before  the  Grand  Jury—  Against 
him  there  were  stronger  presumptions  than  against  others,  and  yet 
nothing  was  established. 

AMien  a  Public  Agent  proscribes  a  Citizen  and  declares  him  un- 
worthy of  public  trust  the  world  will  expect  to  be  told  of  what  he 
has  been  guilty. —  I  have  nothing  but  the  surmises  of  [undecipher- 
able] enemies  to  offer. — 

Major  Cook  has  been  with  me — He  recriminates^  tho'  he  knows

Aug. — "  the  Drft.  accepted  by  the  Mess"-  Austins,  is  accepted  payable 
in  N.  York,  they  wrote  me  sometime  ago  that  they  were  preparing 
to  send  me  the  Amount  of  it  by  Elias  A.  Eliott — I  rec^-  a  letter  this 
day  from  John  Jones,  of  Vincennes,  Informing  me  M''-  Eliott  had 
gone  to  N.  Orleans  with  two  boats  laden  with  Lead  and  was  bound 
on  to  N.  York  and  had  express  orders  to  pay  me — I  shall  keep  it,  till 
fall,  if  they  do  not  discharge  it  by  that  time,  I  then  shall  send  it  to 
a  friend  in  N.  Orleans  to  collect  for  me — The  Goods  I  had  from  you 
is  not  sold,  when  they  are  sold,  I  will  send  you  the  particulars,  I 
could  not  sell  them  without  too  great  a  sacrifice  and  have  let  them 
lay."

Frederick  Bates  Esq'

Colo.  Mathews  having  determined  to  visit  Saint  Louis,  af- 
fords an  opportunity  for  me  to  tender  my  congratulations  on  the  safe 
arrival  of  Gov.  Lewis  in  this  territory,  believing  as  I  do  that  his  ar- 
rival will  be  to  you  no  small  gratification,  in  as  much,  as  you  w^ill  be 
releaved  from  much  of  the  responsibility  heretofore  attached  to  your 
office.  Colo  Mathews  deeply  feels  the  outrages  lately  committed  on 
his  property  and  the  insults  offered  his  person,  and  depends  much 
on  you  to  see  him  remunerated  for  his  losses.  I  have  expressed  to 
Messrs.  Mathews  and  Hart  my  belief  that  they  would  find  in  you 
a  firm  advocate,  and  that  Gov.  Lewis  would  doubtless  take  prompt 
and  efficient  measure  to  attain  them  redress,  I  cannnot  but  express 
my  hope  that  our  Gov.  will  deliberately  investigate  the  wrongs  they 
have  suffered  from  the  agents  of  Smith  and  Brown,  and  cause 
restitution  to  be  made  them,  suffer  me  also  to  add  that  no  act  of 
violence  within  my  knowledge  equals  the  one  committed  on  those

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gentlemen,  as  well  as  on  the  authority  of  the  U.  States,  such  outrages 
unnoticed  has  created  the  most  sovereign  contempt  for  the  constituted 
authorities,  and  imbolden  the  perpetrators  of  repine  and  discord  to 
continue  these  outrages.  I  trust  I  shall  be  excused  for  expressing 
my  solicitude  on  this  occasion  as  Messrs.  Mathews  and  Hart  leased 
lands  of  the  U  States  by  my  advice,  and  in  consequence  I  consider 
myself  in  some  measure  instrumental  in  placing  them  in  the  situation 
in  which  they  now  stand,  I  have  always  expressd  my  confidence  in 
the  Justice  of  the  General  Government,  also  my  firm  belief  that  Gov. 
Lewis  and  yourself  would  shield  them  from  the  daring  attempts  of 
Smith  and  Brown,  nor  can  I  yet  believe  I  shall  find  myself  disap- 
pointed in  my  expectations  of  the  just  intentions  of  the  Executive  of 
this  Territory,  you  are  fully  apprized  of  m}^  determination  (hereto- 
fore made  known  to  you)  not  to  interpose  in  any  wise  as  to  ap- 
pointments that  might  be  contemplated  for  this  district,  either  civil 
or  military,  yet  such  is  my  extreme  concern  on  seeing  the  bold  at- 
tempts to  again  introduce  John  Smith  T.  into  office  that  I  cannot 
remain  silent,  it  appears  to  be  a  principle  adopted  by  the  General 
Government  that  all  persons  who  have  in  any  manner  associated 
with  Aaron  Burr,  ought  to  be  divested  of  all  authority,  nor  trusted 
with  confidential  offices  under  the  Government,  that  John  Smith  T. 
did  actually  enter  into  the  views  of  Burr,  (in  my  opinion)  may  be 
established  by  concurring  testimony  sufficiently  strong  to  convince 
every  man  in  this  district  friendly  disposed  towards  the  U.  States  of 
the  impropriety  of  his  holding  an  office  under  the  Government,  the 
advocates  of  Smith  have  a  double  object  in  view,  by  reinstating  him 
in  office,  they  expect  by  so  doing  to  fix  a  stigma  on  the  Secretary  of 
the  Territory,  and  prove  to  the  World  that  his  removal  from  office

Your  letter  under  date  of  the  29  Ult°,  was  handed  me  this  day  by 
Mr.  Maxwell,  an  inexpressible  desire  to  develope  the  authors  of  the 
reports  and  tales  so  often  told  you  of  my  conduct  towards  you, 
would  alone-induce  me  to  answer  your  letter,  suffer  me  to  call  your 
attention  for  a  moment  to  past  events,  and  ask  what  proof  you  have 
to  substantiate  the  many  reports  which  have  been  with  much  art  and 
industry  circulated  to  keep  alive  the  misunderstanding,  which  has 
so  long-existed  between  us.  suffer  me  also  to  say  that  If  you  will 
but  make  an  investigation  of  the  origin  of  the  malicious  reports  of 
which  you  complain,  that  I  am  confident  you  will  then  be  satesfied 
how  much  you  have  injured  me  in  your  beliefs  respecting  my  General 
Conduct  towards  you,  that  I  have  been  exasperated  in  a  high  degree 
in  consiquence  of  the  maney  abusive  denunciattions  coming  from 
your  mouth-cannot  be  denied,  but  I  am  now  and  at  all  time  have  been

The  Proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  U.  States  again  inliibit- 
ing  Intercourse  with  this  Country,  has  arrived  and  excites  the  most 
li^^ely  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  the  merchants  connected  with  the 
U  States— great  fears  are  expressed  that  War  will  be  the  consiquence 
of  the  refusal  of  this  Government  to  ratify  M^  Erskines  agreement— 
for  myself,  I  am  not  without  a  confidant  hope,  that  M''-  Jackson  will 
satisfactorily  adjust  all  differences  and  plac^  the  relations  of  the  two 
Countries  on  the  most  friendly  footing- 
Owing  to  the  high  price  of  Cloths — the  uncertain  continuance  of 
Intercourse  and  the  general  unwillingness  expressed  by  the  mer- 
chants and  manufacturers  to  ship  Goods  to  the  U  States  on  Credit—

lieve will  grant  me  the  aid  of  their  credit  and  recommendation — if 
so — T  fill  all  meet  with  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  every  credit  that  I

Your  letter  of  the  20"'  May— came  to  hand  yesterday  and  is  highly 
satisfactory  as  it  shows  your  continued  confidence  in  the  success 
of  the  Lead  P>usiness  with  M'  P>ond— I  hope  the  revival  of  the  Non- 
Intercourse  Act  will  occasion  no  disappointment— I  have  M'"  Bonds 
iMioT  of  the  3"  July— in  which  he  mentions  that  Mess  Bellows 
and  C(K;hran  have  accepted  your  Drafts  for  5877  D°"^  and  that  he 
expected  lead  in  3  or  4  months  to  meet  them— I  persuade  myself

D*"  Stephen 

You  must  excuse  my  not  writing  sooner,  agreeable  to  promise  but 
I  must  plead  want  of  time  as  my  excuse-  I  went  to  Shepherdsville 
and  Bairdstown  after  I  left  you  at  Louisville  and  returned  home  by 
Shelby  ville  very  much  pleased  with  my  trip-  I  met  George  Shannon 
at  Shelbyville  and  stayed  a  day  or  so  with  him.  There  is  no  news 
here  as  usual  except  that  I  saw  Eliza  P.  this  morning,  the  little 
girl  you  are  so  fond  of,  and  I  am  very  happy  in  letting  you  know 
she  was  in  a  very  good  state  of  health;  Mrs.  Nat  Hart  has  a  Son 
and  has  been  very  ill  for  several  weeks  but  is  now  rather  on  the 
mend.  I  got  a  Letter  from  Tho  Butler  at  Massac  this  Morning  he 
intends  Coming  up  this  month,  to  see  his  friends  and  I  think  prob- 
ably he  will  resign  at  least  I  think  he  is  wrong  if  he  does  not  for 
he  is  now  spending  his  time  for  nothing:  I  intend  quitting  Mrs. 
Bodley  in  about  six  weeks  and  turn  in  to  studying  Law  like  a  house 
afire,  for  I  have  already  spent  my  time  with  very  little  Considera- 
tion- I  wish  I  had  known  two  or  three  years  ago  the  value  of  time 
as  well  as  I  do  now  and  I  am  sure  I  should  have  made  a  much 
better  use  of  itr-  A  Young  man  knows  not  the  value  of  time  untill 
it  is  past  and  then  he  sees  his  error.

Whether  it  is  your  design  to  corospond  with  me  or  not  I  am  not 
able  to  tell,  but  if  you  do  not  answer  this  letter  shortly  after  you' 
receive  it  I  shall  conclude  you  are  for  'a  non  intercourse  and  act 
accordingly — 

From  our  intimacy  during  the  time  you  staid  here  and  being  in- 
formed by  the  person  who  delivered  you  the  letter  that  I  wrote  to  you 
a  few  days  previous  to  your  leaving  Lexington,  I  concluded  I  should 
hear  from  you  as  soon  as  the  mail  could  come  from  St  Geneveive 
to  this  place  after  you  got  home — but  how  much  have  I  been  dis- 
appointed. Two  months  of  posts  have  com.e  and  not  a  scrall  from 
little  Stephen.  This  agitated  my  Irish  Blood  very  much  and  I  was 
about  SAvearing  I  never  would  write  to  3^ou  when  the  other  evening 
taking  a  small  breezing  towards  "  old  Fowler's  place  "  with  a  certain 
young  lady  who  lives  near  the  upper  end  of  the  south  side  of  the 
Courthouse  or  Public- Square — also  another  who  lives  one  door  or 
two  or  three  from  where  you  formerly  lived  and  several  other  lasses

Isaac  L.  Baker  to  Stephen  F.  Austin 

On  Sunday  morning  the  5^^  day  of  August  1810,  the  nine  oclock 
bell  having  just  rung,  Isaac  L  Baker  of  Lexington  Kentucky  being 
somewhat  crossed  in  love  and  bedeviled  by  the  girls  determines  to 
sit  down  and  before  he  goes  to  meeting  to  write  a  good  sociable  letter 
to  his  friend  Stephen  F  Austin  of  Upper  Louisiana  thinking  thereby 
he  may  greatly  relieve  his  own  disturbed  spirit  and  not  prove  detri- 
mental to  his  good  friend  by  answering  his  friendly  epistle  of  June 

My  good  friend  Stephen,  Thus  will  I  still  address  you — Dark  in- 
deed and  mysterious  to  my  understanding  are  those  obscure  hints 
you  threw  out  in  your  letter.  You  thus  address  me — "  You  no  doubt 
visit  very  of  ten. at  M'"^-  P — 's  and  so  forth.  M.  S.  have  (I  am  con- 
vinced)" say  you  "  long  ere  this  yielded  their  influence  over  you  [r] 
he[a]rt  to  that  bright  and  heavenly  luminary  and  so  forth."  ' 

What  in  the  d — 1  you  meant  I  could  not  devine  and  being  anxious! 
to  know  I  hopped  on  my  horse  (for  I  have  one  of  my  own  now)  and 
rode  out  post  haste  six  miles  to  the  cave  and  asking  the  elder  of  the 
divinites  of  that  place  what  it  meant  when  I  was  told  it  was  an  inti-j 
mation  that  I  was  anxious  to  pursue  the  same  road  to  happinesf' 
which  you  wished  to  follow  when  here  or  in  other  word  you  suspected;

What  that  I — Baker — your  friend — wished  to  stand  between  yoi 
and  happiness — No,  by  the  powers  of  dirt  I  could  not  believe  yoi 
ever  entertained  such  an  idea  of  me. — I  hope  sir  you  will  not  imput(| 
to  me  any  thing  of  this  kind  and  even  if  the  fair  angels  surmiser 
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were  true  T  fear  that  you  small  tho  sturdy  and  T  tall  and  upri^dit 

would  bend  before  a  powerful  invader  who  is  now  under  sail. I 

long  have  expected  the  assault — but  it  might  perhaps  be  irnpioper  to 
meddle  with  other  people's  affairs  [so]  far  as  to  mention  names  so 
I  will  wave  the  subject  till  I  see  you  in  person — which  I  trust  will 
not  be  more  than  eight  weeks  after  you  get  this  at  farthest — 

I  received  a  letter  from  M  A  Heard  about  eight  days  since.  He  is 
undetermined  when  he  shall  visit  Lexington  again  but  expects  it 
will  be  some  time  first.  He  lives  in  Russellville  and  appeai-s  well 
pleased  with  the  pla[ce]  and  people 

Our  University  is  in  a  perfect  state  of  tranquility  has  about  70 
students  who  generally  apply  themselves  pretty  well —  The  profes- 
sors are  all  in  good  health 

Nothing  comical  going  on  at  present  in  this  country.  Crops  are 
very  good  and  the  Inhabitants  healthy — 

Notwithstanding  you  give  such  a  poor  description  of  the  society 
in  your  part  of  the  world  I  almost  envy  you  your  situation  and  feel 
an  anxiety  to  be  again  with  my  parents,  family,  and  friends  in  the 
Mississippi  Backwoods  for  here  there  are  so  many  things  to  ])uzzle 
a  fellow's  Brain  and  restrain  his  actions  that  but  little  satisfaction  is 
seen;  however  I  will  stand  it  out  this  session  then  take  a  small 
breezing  of  about  six  months  and  return  to  Lexington  again  U)  my 
studies  and  continue  about  one  year. 

I  was  in  Miss  P.  A.  S.  comp[any]  last  evening  one  or  two 

hour's.  She  was  [very]  anxious  to  see  your  letter  and  says  if  I  do 
not  gratify  her  she  will  swear  eternal  indifference  to  me.  S.  that 
sweet  provoking  girl  and  her  neighbor  think  you  might  at  least  have 
sent  your  respects  to  them.  They  are  well  and  as  beautiful  and  gay 
as  ever — 

Misses  T.  and  M.  K.  accept  your  good  wishes  for  their  prosperity 
and  desired  me  when  next  I  wrote  to  let  you  know  their  friendship  is 
aot  diminished  in  the  least  by  absence  and  further  that  you  may  en- 
joy all  the  good  things  earth  produces  or  heaven  can  bestow.  If  you 
were  within  whisper  I  might  tell  you  a  great  many  grievous  things 
such  as  that  S.  from  somethings  which  have  been  told  her  as  coming 
from  me  is  no  more  as  Sociable  and  friendly  as  She  used  to  be  and 
something  a  cursed  sight  worse  than  all  that — but  my  paper  is  al- 
most filled  so  I  will  wind  up  by  informing  you  I  am  well  and  remain 
70ur  very  sincere  friend  and  well  wisher

Studying  law.  I  expect  to  be  absent  from  home  about  two  year:'' 
and  a  half — 18 — months  at  Lexington  and  one  year  at  Litchfield  oii 
William  and  Mary — Next  October  and  the  gods  propitious  I  wilt 
visit  Upper  Louisiana — 

I  am  sorry  that  I  have  to  leave  this  country  before  you  come  to  it 
but  if  you  should  visit  the  district  of  Attakapas  you  will  find  m}| 
father  and  on  the  Teshe  30  miles  below  Newtown  where  you  maj 
expect  a  hearty  welcome.     Our  family  moves  to  Attakapas  in  tht 
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course  of  a  few  days — The  uncertainty  of  the  cotton  market  has  in- 
duced my  father  to  give  up  the  culture.    He  intends  trying  sugar— 

A  few  days  ago  I  rec'd  a  letter  from  W™  A  Butler  He  was  well 
and  engaged  in  the  study  of  Law  He  informed  me  that  the  sound  of 
the  "  dulcet  Piano  "  was  heard  in  the  row  no  more  for  grievous  to 
relate  E  has  gone  to  Congress  and  left  Lexington  in  sack  cloth  and 
ashes,    but  d — n  it  J'm  from  my  purpose  again 

When  I  get  to  Lexington  again  Stephen  I  will  not  turn  fool  and 
cabous  about  as  formerly  but  will  be  a  staid  sober  chap,  write  no 
more  poetry  but  read  prose  even  from  the  rising  to  the  going  down 
of  the  sun — When  I  get  my  studies  completed  maybe  if  some  of  the 
lasses  feel  in  the  notion  I  may  satisfy  some  one  of  them  i.  e.  if  they 
long  for  Matrimony.  Wherever  you  are  Pedlar  You  must  write  to 
me  and  let  me  know  how  you  stem  the  tide  of  life. 

For  several  reasons  which  I  have  no  room  to  state  I  am  glad  you 
have  fallen  in  love  in  U.  Louisiana.  Dont  grin  Steve  and  say  I  am

Mercer  County  Kentuclr^  April  28*^  1811 
Dear  Stepen, 

It  has  been  a  considerable  time  since  we  parted  and  I  have  not  had 
the  pleasure  of  hearing  one  single  word  from  you  since  January 
although  this  is  the  third  time  I  have  written,  you  have  not  thought 
it  worth  while  to  answer  me,  and  I  had  concluded  not  to  have 
troubled  you  again  with  a  letter  but  meeting  with  this  opportunity, 
th"  at  a  late  hour  of  the  night ;  the  very  high  regard  I  always  had  for 
you  from  our  first  acquaintance  and  the  very  friendly  maner  in 
which  I  was  treated  by  you  and  the  family  while  in  Louisianna  almost 
destitute  of  friends  or  acquaintances  impell  me  once  more  to  address 
you — but  should  I  not  receive  an  answer  to  this  in  a  convenient  time 
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after  it  may  have  come  to  hand,  I  shall  take  it  for  granted  that  mv 
letters  have  not  met  with  a  favourable  reception,  and  that  I  have  only 
been  intruding  on  your  patience ;  if  this  should  be  the  case  which  I 
should  be  extremely  sorry  to  hear,  I  must  beg  the  favour  of  forgive- 
ness for  the  past,  and  will  not  intrude  for  the  future — 

When  I  left  Louisianna  I  had  fully  determined  upon  returning  in 
a  short  time  to  that  country  and  permanently  fixing  myself  there,  but 
after  arriving  at  home  after  a  tedious  and  disagreeable  journey  of 
Six  weeks  from  the  time  of  our  parting ;  and  enjoying  the  coniijany  of 
my  friends  and  relatives,  who  to  me  are  most  dear  and  afl'ectionate ; 
through  their  Solicitations,  and  the  violent  objections  of  a  most  pas- 
sionate and  fond  mother,  I  could  not  but  at  the  expence  of  her 
hapiness  persist  in  the  Idea;  of  course  I  d[e]clined  the  notion  and 
have  now  settled  on  a  farm  in  Mercer  County  near  Danville,  where 
I  have  turned  my  attention  entirely  to  farming ;  a  life  which  to  me  has 
always  appeared  most  agreeable,  and  that  which  is  best  calculated  to 
render  a  person  most  happy  particularly  if  comfortably  situated, 
with  an  agree[able] — companion — in  this  last  respect  I  am  unfortu- 
nate for  instead  of  having  any  person  on  whom  I  might  gaze  with 
pleasure,  when  retired  from  the  fateigues  of  the  day;  and  the  Silent 
shades  of  the  night  come  on ;  I  have  to  pass  My  hours  in  lonely  medi- 
tation, enveying  the  hapy  lot  of  those  in  the  connubial  State,  who  have 
inlisted  under  Cupids  banner  and  are  engaged  in  the  wars  of  Venus — 
how  long  I  shall  thus  continue  almost  in  sight  of  battle  without  the 
liberty  of  entering  into  the  contest  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  but  my 
Services  are  volenteered  and  I  am  only  waiting  for  Some  one  to  say 
she  is  willing  to  engage  in  the  conflict  and  enter  into  a  scene  of  pleas- 
ures too  delicate  for  my  pen  to  describe — 

I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  give  you  some  account  of  your  Amarctto 
near  Lexington,  but  my  having  been  absent  from  that  place  about 
three  months  and  confined  closely  to  business  prevent  my  having 
that  information  which  perhaps  to  you  would  be  most  desirable, 
however  I  beleive  she  is  not  yet  maried  and  have  no  doubt  but  she 
anticipates  with  pleasure  the  happy  hour  when  you  are  to  meet 
again — This  however  may  not  continue  to  be  the  case  long  for  I  can 
hear  of  Mariages  being  celebrated  almost  every  day — 

I  am  told  that  your  Sister  has  been  maried  since  I  left  that  Coun- 
try to  M^  B— n  [James  Bryan]  if  so  I  think  she  has  made  a  very 
Judicious  choice  for  there  is  no  man  in  my  opnion  more  worthy, 
and  for  whom  I  have  a  greater  regard 

I  cannot  with  justice  to  my  own  feeling  close  this  letter,  (although 
I  fear  I  have  spun  it  out  to  lengthy  on  subjects  not  perhaps  to  you 
emportant  without  expressing  the  obligations  I  am  under  to  tl« 
young  Gentlemen  about  the  mines  for  the  friendship  manifested  to 
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me  during  my  stay  at  that  place,  particularly  to  M*^-  Dowling;  to 
\vhom,  with  the  rest  of  my  acquaintances  you  will  do  me  the  favour 
of  presenting  my  best  compliments  and  warmest  respects —

My  Dear  Son  1 

1  had  much  to  say  to  you  before  you  left  me  but  the  fullness  of  my  j 

heart  and  mind  drove  all  most  Every  thing  from  my  thoughts  but  \ 
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I  must  try  to  mend  my  recollections.  In  the  first  place  I  intended  to 
state  to  you  some  general  rules  to  be  observed  in  desendin^'  the  Missis- 
sippia  in  opposition  to  every  other  advice  do  you  observe  the  follow- 
ing rules— first  never  run  late  at  Night  but  always  make  a  liiiidin^r 
under  a  Willow  Point  in  time,  its  always  better  to  loose  a  few  liom-- 
than  be  exposed  at  Night.  Never  land  under  a  high  bank  and  large 
timber  When  you  Intend  to  land  begin  in  time  to  pull  your  boat  in 
shore  and  always  before  the  boat  striks  turn  her  stern  down-Stream. 
Never  trust  your  boat  to  float  unless  you  have  a  man  on  the  look 
out — lett  this  rule  be  always  strictly  observed,  to  much  care  cannot 
be  taken  in  Descending,  this  river,  when  you  make  your  I>oat  fast  at 
Night  see  yourself  that  the  Cable  is  properly  made  fast —  Never 
suffer  any  water  to  be  in  your  boat  a[t]^  Nigh[t]  always  put  to  land 
in  Winds  I  advise  you  always  to  Keep  out  from  the  bends  of  the 
rivers,  and,  guard  against  Points  of  Islands,  haveing  observed  this 
much  I  must  comimitt  you  to  the  Care  of  that  being  that  govern 
us  all. 

I  have  given  you  letters  to  M'"-  William  Kenner  New  Orleans 
M'"  Andrew  Price  and  M''  Dunn —  I  have  left  them  open  that  you 
may  see  what  I  have  said  and  conduct  yourself  accordingly  in  the 
Instructions  You  will  see  the  State  of  my  business  and  govern  your- 
self thereby.  By  William  Bates  I  shall  transmitt  up  a  Cargo  more 
and  at  all  times  when  I  can  Command  a  Hundred  Dollars  I  am  de- 
termened  to  transmitt  it  by  land  my  Exertions  will  be  to  place  you 
and  your  Dear  Mother  Sister  and  Brother  in  a  happy  situation  as  I 
can,  its  the  first  consideration  of  my  Sole  and  the  siun  of  my  happi- 
ness— make  Every  Exertion  to  obtain  the  money  from  A  C  Dunn 
and  Examin  Well  the  situation  of  Negro  Will  and  if  you  can  have 
that  man  pushed  and  made  to  pay — a  Word  to  you  about  your  own 
Deportment  a  Young  man  must  always  remember  that  his  apperance 
is  greatly  Noticed  by  Strangers.  You  will  therefore  immedeately 
on  your  arrival  obtain  in  Orleans  such  a  Suite  of  Clothes  as  will  be 
agreeably  to  the  place  a  Black  Coat  you  will  find  not  only  in  tast  in 
Orleans  but  also  in  Philadelphia  in  Orleans  AYhite  Janes  for  Over- 
halls  and  Vest  but  in  New  York  and  Philadelphea  they  would  be  out 
of  the  Order  of  Dress,  and  to  avoid  unnecessary  Baggage  and  Kx- 
pence  provide  only  what  will  answer  for  your  stay  in  Orleans  for  you

of  every  transaction  that  takes  place  so  that  you  may  account  for  all 
the  Expences  of  the  Voyage  this  will  be  Necessary  that  you  may 
settle  with  James  Bryan  on  your  return  With  due  attention  you 
may  have  your  account  in  such  order  as  not  to  give  you  any  trouble 
and  as  this  is  your  first  adventure  be  carefull  how  you  manage  it 

M''  Dinwiddy  will  see  you  at  Herculaneum  with  John  Camp — I 
have  sent  him  over  but  I  shall  now  State  to  you  the  situation  of  Jn° 
Camp  and  what  will  be  ycyir  and  M''  Bryans  situation  when  you 
arrive  in  the  Territory  of  Orleans  and  have  the  business  fully  and 
freely  in  your  power — to  act  as  you  think  proper,  sence  you  have  left 
me  I  have  understood  that  a  Law  in  the  Territory  of  Orleans  pro- 
hibits negroes  to  be  sold  or  to  remain  in  the  Territory  unless  the 
Seller  of  the  Negro  can  give  a  Character  of  the  negro  favourable  to 
his  former  Conduct,  and  it  must  be  stated  that  he  has  not — been 
guilty  of  any  crime  what  ever  that  has  induced  the  Master  to  send 
him  into  the  low  Country — this  information  has  greatly  deranged 
me.  What  to  do  with  the  fellow  I  cannot  tell,  and  should  you  be 
brought  into  trouble  with  him  after  your  arrival  in  the  low  country 
It  will  be  a  disgrace  as  well  as  a  detention,  and  at  last  be  under 
the  necessaty  of  bringing  him  back  again  I  am  advised  by  M*"  Heart 
by  Doc*  McGrady  and  Others  not  on  any  account  to  send  him  that 
you  may  be  placed  in  a  disagreeable  situation  and  not  unlikely  much 
Injured  I  have  however  sent  him  by  Mr  Dinwiddy  and  leave  it 
intirely  to  yourself  and  M^  Bryan  how  to  act  in  the  business  If  you 
think  proper  to  take  him  you  will  do — so,  and  make  the  most  of  him 
if  not  then  in  that  case  I  have  spoken  to  M^  Dinwiddy  and  he  has 
agreed  to  make  John  Beleive  that  he  has  bought  him  and  so  let  him

This  is  one  of  the  [wor]st  Eddies  in  the  River  [and]  aught  care- 
fully to  be  guarded  against  by  hug[ging]  the  left  shore  very  close, 
the  River  turns  short  to  the  left  and  opens  very  wide  immediately 
Delow  the  Eddy  forms  itself  into  two  currents  which  are  devided 
jby  an  Island  the  left  being  the  Main  channel  in  low  water  but  the 
right  the  nearest  and  best  in  flood 

The  navigation  from  Cape  Gerardeau  is  very  good — except  at  the 
Grrand  Tower  where  the  utmost  caution  should  [be  used]  the  Cur- 
rent being  both  [swift?]  and  furious,     it  is  best  [to]  pass  as  near

Left  the  Cape  on  the  18  and  pass*^-  the  settlement  of  Tiwappita,  which 
is  very  considerable  on  the  right  Bank — at  the  Lower  end  of  the 
settlem*-  took  leave  of  the  last  high  Land  which  appears  on  the 
Right  Bank  of  the  River  from  this  place  to  the  Balize     landed 
near  the  mouth  of  Ohio  on  the  Right  Bank—    the  next  day  pass'* 
by  the  mouth  of  Ohio  and  stopt  a  fiew  hours  at  Birds  to  get  some  I

of  the  Mississippi  by  the  forcible  contrast  which  the  aproximation 
of  the  two  waters  presented — 

The  settlements  from  the  mouth  of  Ohio  are  very  thin  and. 
wretched  the  Land  on  the  Right  shore  being  so  low  and  swampy  as 
to  be  unfit  for  cultivation  and  that  of  the  left  belonging  to  the 
Chickasha  nation  of  Indians —  made  a  good  landing  about  sun 
down  on  Wolf  Island  at  the  House  of  a  Mr  Hunter,  who  was  rather 
More  than  hospitable  being  anxious  to  reclaim  by  his  acts  of  appar- 
ently disinterested  hospitality,  that  character  which  some  of  his 
deeds  while  living  near  N  Madrid  had  render**  suspitious, 

The  next  day  the  19«^  landed  at  N  Madred— 

The  Philanthropic  emotions  of  the  soul  are  never  more  power- 
fully exercised  than  when  called  on  [to]  witness  some  great  and 
general  calamity  originating  either  in  the  cupidity  and  oppression 
of  Governments  which  envoi ves  the  defenceless  Subject  in  Misery 
and  want  and  even  renders  his  life  Precarious,  or  in  the  wise  Dis- 
jxinsations  of  Providence  who  withholding  the  ordinary  aid  in 
bringing  to  maturity  the  natural  productions  of  the  husbanman 
with  Famine  or  puting  in  motion  the  terrible  engines  of  his  Power 
and  by  some  extraordinary  convulsions  throwing  a  hitherto  fertile 
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country  into  dessolation  and  plunging  such  of  the  unfortunate 
wretches  who  survive  the  ruin,  into  Misery  and  dispair, 

These  emotions  I  experianced  when  on  landing  at  N.  Madrid  the 
effects  by  the  Earthquake  were  so  prominently  visible  as  well  in 
the  sunken  and  shatered  situation  of  the  Houses,  as  in  the  counte- 
nance of  the  fiew  who  remained  to  mourn  over  the  ruins  of  their 
prosperity  and  past  happiness  As  I  view"*-  the  present  situation  of 
this  place  and  reflected  on  the  cause  which  desolated  it  I  could  not 
refrain  from  heaving  a  sigh  at  its  departed  prosperity  and  at  the 
same  time  from  regarding  with  fearfull  astonishment  the  Force  of 
a  Power  sufficiejit  thus  to  agitate  the  Earth — 

The  effects  of  the  Earthquake  began  to  be  visible  about  20  miles 
above  this  place  by  the  shattered  state  of  the  Bank  of  the  Kiver. 
6  miles  aboT©  this  the  Bed  of  the  river  rose  on  the  night  of  the  7 
Feb^'  the  m.os#  ss^ere  shock  which  has  been  felt,  and  formed  a  kind 
of  falls  rety  similar  to  the  falls  of  Ohio,  and  rc[n]dered  the  naviga- 
tion vierj  dangerous  untill  the  spring  floods  had  wash''-  it  away 
being  onely  sand —  There  were  a  number  of  Boats  lost  at  this 
place,  and  many  lives.  The  Banks  are  very  much  shattered  and 
sunken  from  this  place  to  N.  M  where  the  Bank  has  sunk  about 
nine  feet  which  reduces  the  former  site  of  the  Town,  below  high- 
water  mark,  The  shock  of  the  7  of  Febry.  altho  not  attended  with 
quite  so  terrible  a  catastrophy,  yet  excited  all  the  horrors  of  the  most 
violent,  and  distructive  Earthquakes  in  those  who  were  at  this 
place — the  agitation  was  so  great  that  a  man  could  not  stand  witliout 
holding  on  by  something  and  the  Mississippi  rose  in  an  instant  15 
feet  which  brought  the  water  all  round  and  in  some  of  the  Houses, 
which  justified  the  Idea  that  the  whole  country  was  sinking,  and  as 
there  was  no  high  knd  to  fly  to  they  considered  themselves  as  lost — 
happily  however  there  was  not  many  lives  Lost,  an  unfortunate 
family  who  were  moveing  down  the  River  and  had  Landed  here  a 
fiew  days  before  was  all  lost  by  the  overturning  of  their  Boat  which 
was  carried  with  a  number  of  others  some  distance  into  the  woods 
and  left  dry  by  fall  of  the  water, — 

Having  had  occation  to  go  out  into  the  country  twenty  Miles  to  the 
BigPerain  [sic]  I  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  all  damage  which  was 
done — this  is  nothing  compar^  to  what  has  been  reported  tho  consider- 
able, the  Earth  is  very  much  crack^-  all  the  way  to  the  Perain  and  per- 
forated with  boles  of  different  sizes  out  of  which  emmence  quantities 
of  white  sand  has  been  discharged  mixt.d  with  a  Kind  [of]  stone  coal 
which  altho  it  resembles  the  common  fossil  coal  in  smell  yet  is  more 
regular  in  its  grain  and  of  a  clearer  Black  and  will  not  burn  so 
freely — 

There  is  not  in  any  of  these  places  the  smallest  appearance  of  Vol-' 
canic  Matter  tho,  there  are  numbers  of  marks  of  the  most  violent 
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operation  of  heat — as  well  in  the  coal  which  was  discharged  as  ii 
a  kind  of  Sinder  which  has  been  found  in  small  quantities —

What  think  you  is  the  product  of  such  intimacy — I  cannot  say  I 
love  her — yet  I  know  not  a  perfection  I  must  not  ascribe  to  her — 
Am  I  sick? —  worn  down  by  toil  and  Marching?  Do  the  chances 
of  war  threaten  my  dissolution?  Then  I  think  of  Emily — then

If  I  live  through  the  scene  I  will  visit  Kentucky  immediately 
afterward, — I  wish  much  to  see  you  and  would  be  glad  to  meet  you 
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there —  I  will  be  generous  and  if  E — y  prefers  yon  to  mo  my 
influence  with  her  shall  be  yours — i.  e.  if  she  is  your  object.  Wriu 
me  the  explanation  you  promise — 

Excuse  this  scrip  manner  and  matter    I  am  sick — toil  wurn  full 
of  Business 

Adieu  my  dear  fellow  and  if  John  Bull  will  give  mo  his  quietus

l^t  You  will  make  a  mess  Book  in  which  you  will  ent«r  this  memo- 
randum as  a  standing  order  and  in  which  you  will  ent^r  the  names 
of  each  Negroe,  in  the  Mess.    The  Messes  you  wiU  number.    You  will

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see  that  provisions  are  delivered  to  each  mess  both  of  meat,  and  meal, 
you  will  see  that  meal  is  procured — 

2  The  regular  allowance  to  each  hand  is  |  of  a  pound  of  meat 
p*"  Day  and  at  the  rate  of  a  peck  of  sifted  Indian  meal  p'"  week.  Or 
half  meal,  and  half  Hominy,  potatoes  and  beans  will  be  given  in  lieu 
of  hominy 

3^^  You  will  take  charge  of  the  Keys  of  the  Meat,  and  Corn 
House,  also,  the  waggon  Yard,  and  see  that  the  corn  is  properly 
divided  out,  also  see  that  the  work  oxen,  and  milk  cows  are  properly 
attended  to  and  salted,  and  that  all  strange  horses,  and  Cattle  are 
kept  from  the  wagon  and  stable  yards,  and  they  secured. 

4**  You  will  examine  each  morning  and  see,  that  all  the  hands  not 
engaged  at  the  mine  hill,  are  at  work  by  sun  rise  and  that  they  do 
their  duty;  and  never  suffer  your  orders  to  be  neglected^  or  set 
aside. 

5^*  You  will  see  that  the  Cook  in  the  negroe  Kitchen  keeps  it  in 
proper  order,  and  has  her  meals  in  due  time,  that  Homony  is  made 
ready,  and  duly  provided  I 

6*'*  It  has  been  always  my  rule  to  have  as  much  homony  made  ready 
the  evening  as  may  be  wanted  the  next  day — Each  in  turn  to  pound 
a  mortar  of  Homony.  This  must  be  the  rule  and  the  Homony  deliv- 
ered each  morning. 

7^  You  will  each  night  before  you  go  to  rest  examine  and  see  that 
all  strange  negroes  are  ordered  away,  and  the  yards  closed,  and  the 
Cooks  Kitchen  lock'd.  The  key  may  be  lodged  with  Old  Jack  who 
will  be  accountable  for  the  same 


Furnace  Regulations 
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gth  'VYTien  the  Furnace  is  out  of  Blast  you  will  see  that  the  Lead 
is  removed,  and  the  house  cleaned  out,  and  made  fast,  both  Doors 
and  windows,  and  all  the  Tools  collected  and  placed  in  a  corner  of 
the  Furnace.  Its  the  duty  of  the  hands  not  in  the  Last  Charge  to 
clean  up  and  secure  the  furnace 

9th  "VVT:xen  the  Furnace  is  in  Blast  you  will  see  that  no  strange 
negroes  are  suffered  to  lounge  about,  but  order  them  away,  and  make 
them  off.  The  proper  time  to  Smelt  a  charge  is  18  hours  and  20 
hours  the  longest  time  and  for  each  2000  pounds  of  mineral  ought 
to  produce  30  to  31  &  32  bars  of  Lead  of  42^*^.  each.  You  will  observe 
that  proper  wood  is  of  the  first  consequences  to  Smelt  well.  You  wiU 
therefore  cause  the  back  door  hand  to  bring  in  his  wood,  that  is  to 
furnish  his  Charge,  and  place  it  over  the  furnace,  and  at  the  furnace 
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iish  hole  to  be  made  as  dry  as  possible,  and  this  ou^ht  to  f})e|  ([ow 
as  soon  as  the  Charge  goes  into  the  furnace,  and  so  remain  uiitill 
the  Charge  is  nearly  finished  when  it  may  be  used.

you  may  receive  respecting  the  furnace — 
10'^  You  will  see  that  mineral  is  cleaned  and  Buck*^   down   to 

harge  the  furnace  in  due  time,  and  also  that  both  the  furnace  and 
mineral  house  are  kept  clean  and  nothing  wasted,  the  Charge  for  t  he 

urnace  will  be  2000^^  mineral  and  aught  to  be  weighed  up  in  time 

ot  to  detain  the  work. 
11^^  You  will  see  that  all  the  Tools,  such  as  axes,  hoes,  plows,  and 

very  kind  of  Tools  is  taken  good  care  of,  and  each  person  that  uses 

hem  must  account  for  them,  and  you  will  remember,  that  not  a  Tool 

an  be  lent  out  to  any  man,  on  any  account  whatever.  The  waggon 
and  carts  must  be  considered  under  your  care,  and  eacli  waggoner 
must  be  accountable  for  every  thing  belonging  to  his  waggon.  Every 
thing  that  may  be  wanting  to  keep  the  waggons  in  order,  and  horses 
also,  you  will  consider  under  your  charge. 

12*^-  If  any  are  sick  you  will  let  me  know,  and  you  will  at  all  times 
Lake  the  utmost  care  that  they  be  provided  for,  and  treated  with 
Humanity. 

13^^  You  will  suffer  no  Drinking  or  fighting  among  the  negroes 
without  letting  me  know  of  it,  if  you  can  not  stop  it  yourself,  report 
it  to  me. 

14^^-     You  will  report  to  me  should  it  be  necessary  in  time  that  I 
may  provide  such  things  as  may  be  needed  to  carry  the  above  regu- 
lations into  Execution,  which  I  request  may  be  most  strictly  executed 
to  the  utmost  of  your  power,

To  the  Citizens  of  Missouri  Territory. 

"  The  period  of  the  next  election  of  a  delegate  to  represent  you  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  being  not  far  distant,  and  the  time 
actually  arrived,  when  your  thoughts  must  be  employed  in  desig- 
Qating  the  person  to  be  clothed  with  that  important  trust,  I  beg  leave 
to  make  you  a  tender  of  my  services,  and  to  request  that  I  may  be 
considered  as  a  candidate  for  your  suffrage." 

Be  assured  fellow  citizens  that  this  tender  of  my  humble  services 
has  not  been  made,  without  a  strict  regard  to  all  the  considerations 
appertaining  to  the  relations,  that  binds  a  good  citizen  to  his 
country.— Born  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  now  by  choice  one  of 
this  territory :  and  being  identified  in  the  same  interests,  and  political

principles  with  the  mass  of  its  population,  whose  friendship  I  hare 
long  experienced,  and  sincerely  reciprocated ;  I  shall  have  every  in- 
ducement to  act  correctly;  and  to  regard  the  good  of  all,  in  prefer- 
ence to  any  considerations  drawn  from  mere  local  situation. 

As  I  am  known  to  be  a  republican,  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to 
say  any  thing  in  detail,  with  regard  to  my  political  principles.— 
There  are  however  some  points  of  policy,  which  have  been  adopted 
by  the  general  government,  in  relation  to  this,  and  other  territories, 
upon  which  a  distinct  expression  of  my  opinions  and  views,  is  due  tfi 
candor,  and  necessary  to  enable  you  to  decide  upon  the  correctness 
of  the  course,  which  if  honored  with  your  confidence,  I  shall  endeavor 
to  pursue. 

The  reservation  of  salt  licks,  and  lead  mines  from  public  sale,  I 
consider  to  be  inconsistent  with  an  enlightened  policy,  injurious  to 
the  general  interest  of  -this  territory,  and  particularly  oppressive 
upon  certain  parts  thereof. 

Placed  as  those  objects  are  within  our  country;  it  must  be  pre- 
sumed that  the  allwise  author  of  the  universe  intended  them,  for  thej 
use,  convenience,  and  benefit  of  its  inhabitants :  but  the  practical  op- ' 
eration  of  tHe  present  plan  of  the  government  is  calculated  to  coun- 
teract that  benevolent  intention,  without  the  prospect  of  any  real 
advantage  to  itself,  for  while  individuals  are  strictly  prohibited 
from  using  or  occupying  those  favours  bestowed  upon  us  by  a  benefi- 
cent providence,  they  have  heretofore  remained,  and  without  an 
entire  change  of  measures  must  hereafter  continue  to  be,  a  useless ; 
monopoly  in  the  hands  of  the  government,  which  is  equally  for- ' 
bidden  by  a  regard  to  its  own  interest,  and  by  justice  to  its  citizens. 

Were  proper  encouragement  given  to  our  citizens  to  explore  those , 
hidden  resources  of  individual  wealth,  and  national  prosperity ;  no  i 
rational  man  can  doubt,  that  it  would  contribute  infinitely  more  to 
the  true  and  substantial  interest  of  the  nation  at  large,  than  the  > 
present  contracted  policy,  which  although  injurious  to  the  general 
government,  is  at  the  same  time  ruinous  to  the  welfare  of  the  terri- 
tory. 

Salt  being  an  article  essentially  necessary  to  the  wants  of  every 
description  of  our  inhabitants,  measures  to  render  its  acquisition 
easy  and  convenient  to  both  rich,  and  poor,  are  equally  dictated  by 
justice,  and  philanthropy.  Yet  though  our  country  abounds  with 
excellent  public  salines,  there  is  no  manufactory  of  salt  established 
at  any  one  of  them,  either  by  any  individual  authorised  by  the  gov-  ' 
ernment,  or  by  the  government  itself.  And  so  long  as  this  state  of 
things  continues,  no  reduction  of  the  price,  nor  deminution  of  the  , 
trouble,  difficulty  and  risk  of  the  transportation  of  that  article  can 
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e  expected  to  take  place  but  all  of  them  must  increase  with  the  eii- 
brgement  of  our  population,  and  the  expansion  of  our  settlements. 

This  however  is  not  all :  For  should  such  reservations  be  adhered 
jjo,  even  the  bounty  of  nature  in  providing  liberally  for  our  wants 
nd  necessities,  will  be  converted  into  the  most  serious  injury,  to  a 
arge  and  respectable  part  of  our  population,  for  there  are  such  a 
Inultitude  of  salt  licks  in  the  county  of  Howard,  that  many  of  the 
neritorious,  and  patriotic  inhabitants  of  Boons  Lick  settlement,  who 
pore  the  brunt  of  the  late  savage  war,  will  be  driven  from  those 
labitations,  which  at  immense  sacrifices  they  maintained,  and  de- 
'ended,  with  a  valor  and  perseverance  that  never  has  been  surpassed ; 
md  one  of  the  fairest  portions  of  our  country  must  remain  unculti- 
vated, and  uninhabited.  Surely  if  Congress  can  be  made  sensible  of 
;hese  serious  objections  to  their  present  law,  some  beneficial  change  of 
measures  ought  reasonably  to  be  expected. 

The  Indian  trade,  I  conceive  to  be  of  vast  importance  to  this  Terri- 
ory,  and  calculated  to  advance  its  prosperity  more  rapidly  and  cer- 
ainly,  than  any  other  object  within  our  reach.     It  was  formerly  in 
he  hands  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  their  principal  support 
as  derived  from  the  prosecution  of  it,  many  of  their  houses   (as 
may  be  seen  in  our  villages)   were  constructed  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  deposits  of  its  proceeds:  their  local  situation  seems  to 
give  them  a  natural  right  to  participate  in  it — but  though  the  gov- 
ernment has  not  declared  in  explicit  terms,  that  they  shall  not  enjoy 
that  right,  yet  that  such  has  been  the  necessary  result,  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  public  factories  or  trading  houses  amongst  the  indians, 
is  well  known  to  many,  and  has  been  severely  felt,  as  is  amply  testi- 
fied by  the  continued  emptiness  of  those  former  depositaries  of  furs 
and  peltries. 

The  present  plan  of  the  government  has  been  tried  for  several 
years  in  succession,  and  has  it  is  believed  eventuated  in  a  diminution 
of  the  trade  itself;  without  having  produced  a  single  advantage  to 
recommend  its  continuation;  while  it  has  greatly  injured  many 
worthy  citizens  and  checked  their  laudable  enterprises,  which  other- 
wise would  have  contributed,  both  to  their  own,  and  the  public 
advantage. 

Wishing  therefore  to  see  the  public  factories  abolished,  and  all 
pretext  for  their  continuance  removed,  by  a  total  and  complete  exclu- 
sion of  all  British  traders,  from  any  participation  in  the  trade  with 
the  indians,  within  our  limits,  I  am  decidedly  in  favor  of  render- 
ing that  trade  as  accessable  as  possible,  to  the  capital,  and  enterprise 
of  our  own  citizens. 

Anxious  to  see  our  territory  freed  from  the  shackles  of  coloniaU 
dependence,  I   shall  be  in  favor  of  every  measure  calculated  to 
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facilitate,  and  hasten  its  progress  to  that  maturity,  which  will  enabL 
it  to  become  a  member  of  the  federal  Union,  upon  an  equal  footing 
with  the  rest  of  the  states,  and  for  that  purpose  it  appears  to  me  ven 
desirable  that  all  proper  encouragement  should  be  given  to  emi 
grants,  to  our  country — the  public  surveying  should  be  accelerated 
the  public  land  offered  for  sale  without  delay,  its  price  if  possible 
reduced,  and  at  all  events  to  be  sold  in  as  small  quantities  as  eight}  | 
acres,  in  order  to  accommodate  that  class  of  our  citizens,  who  an'  I 
unable  to  pay  for  more.  The  opening  of  public  roads,  and  establish-  \ 
ing  of  public  schools,  upon  such  a  plan  as  would  render  education  ' 
attainable  by  the  poor,  as  well  as  the  rich,  (for  which  the  reserva- 
tions of  land  by  the  government  are  ainply  sufficient)  would  promote  | 
the  present  convenience  of  our  population,  and  contribute  greatly  to  : 
its  future  increase. 

Whatever  may  be  the  fate  of  the  late  proclamation  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  which  menaces  with  serious  consequences 
the  settlers  upon  public  lands,  I  shall  always  think  that  neither 
justice,  or  policy,  required  that  the  people  of  this  territory  should 
be  removed  from  lands  which  they  had  ameliorated  by  their  labour, 
and  defended  by  their  bravery,  before  an  opportunity  of  buying  was 
afforded  them;  and  indeed  before  they  had  received  the  pay  which 
the  government  owes  them  for  defending  even  the  country  itself, 
against  our  savage  enemies.  I  hope  that  kind  providence  will  ward 
off  the  afflictive  blow  with  which  this  class  of  our  citizens  are  threat- 
ened, but  should  it  be  otherwise,  they  shall  have  my  best  exertions  to 
procure  them  the  remedy  which  their  case  will  imperiously  call  for, 
and  believing  the  law  upon  which  the  proclamation  issued  to  be 
unjust  and  unnecessary,  as  to  the  universality  of  its  application,  I 
shall  be  in  favor  of  its  total  repeal,  or  of  such  a  modification  of  it,  at  ! 
least,  as  will  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  evils  at  present,  so  o^reatly 
and  so  justly  dreaded. 

These,  and  other  regulations,  such  as  establishing  mail  routs,  and 
post  offices,  &c.  I  believe  would  conduce  to  the  interest  of  our  country. 
But  I  do  not  wish  it  understood,  that  I  pledge  myself  to  effect  all, 
or  any  part  of  the  measures  above  enumerated,  I  only  intended  to 
state  my  opinion  of  their  propriety  and  utility,  and  my  willingness, 
and  determination  to  aid  in  promoting  them,  and  any  other  objects 
of  the  public  good.  All  that  I  can  promise  is,  that  so  far  as  atten- 
tion to  your  interest,  and  zeal  in  the  maintenance  thereof,  can  supply 
the  want  of  better  talents,  you  shall  have  no  cause  to  repent  any 
confidence,  with  which  you  may  honor  me.

Memorandum    [Evidently  for  use  of  Stephen  F.  Austin.] 

[December  1816-January,  1817.] 

A  Bank  should  always  be  Placed  on  such  a  footing  as  to  secure  to 
the  Public  equal  advantages  and  the  Charter  should  give  such  power 
to  the  directors  as  will  inable  them  to  Extend  the  stock,  so  as  to  meet 
the  Public  demand  and  answer  Public  expectation 

the  makeing  bylaws  and  establishing  a  Branch  bank  aught  to  be 
left  fully  in  the  Power  of  the  directors . 

1  Stephen  F.  Austin  represented  Washinstou  County  in  the  Missouri  Territorial  Lejris- 
lature  from  January,  1815,  to  January,  1819.     See  Houck,  History  of  Missouri,  III,  b-9. 
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A  Territorial  bank  will  be  more  advantageous  then  any  Other—  > 
because  the  Name  of  the  Territory  annexed  to  the  Charter  will  give 
Credit,  to  the  Notes  and  Value  to  the  stock,  but  it  aught  to  be  so 
guarded  as  not  to  give  the  legislature  too  great  and  commanding 
controle  over  the  bank  and  at  the  same  time  retain  such  authority  as 
will  cause  the  directors  to  discount  generally  for  the  Country  as  well 
as  town 

The  following  General  rules  may  be  usefull  to  you

I  wish  the  touch  stone  of  Public  scrutiny  ap- 
plied to  them,  and  if  found  erronious  and  corrupt  that  they  mif^ht 
sink  into  infamy  beneath  the  weight  of  public  disapprobation.  l)ut 
sir  those  who  impugn  my  principles  maliciously  and  without  just 
cause  are  injureing  themselves  not  me  for  there  is  an  innate  impene- 
trable and  impregnible  security  and  Safety  in  conscious  intc<rrity 
which  disdains  the  dastardly  assaults  of  malice,  and  causes  that  ruin

to  come.  Sir  every  one  knows,  who  knows  anything  about  the 
quantity  of  specie  in  circulation  in  this  Territory  that  there  is  not 
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a  sufficiency  for  the  establishment  of  two  Banks  and  indeed  not  sufll- 
cient  for  one  in  consequence  of  which  supposeing  we  grant  this 
charter  and  establish  another  Bank  and  that  the  specie  is  equally

after  it  serves  another  the  same  purpose  and  thus  in  the  course  of  a 
day  represents  property  to  the  am*  of  some  100s  or  perhaps  1000s  of 
DolP  the  circulateing  medium  therefore  necessary  for  any  Country

in  the  circulation  of  600  000  DolP-  and  Sir  let  me  ask  you  what  is  to

are  dreaned  of  Specie  and  involved  in  the  alternative  of  importing 
jSpecie  at  an  emmence  hazard  and  expence  or  of  stopping  payment, 
an  event  which  like  the  thunder  bolt  that  rends  in  fragments  what- 
Bver  it  comes  in  contact  with  would  prostrate  the  prosperity  of  the 
Country  to  a  state  of  depression  whence  it  would  take  the  labours 
iand  exertion  of  years  to  redeem  it 

I  the  establishment  of  another  Bank  therefore  at  this  time  would 
most  clearly  and  unquestionably  have  a  tendency  to  drive  almost  all 
jthe  specie  out  [of]  circulation  and  entail  up  [on]  us  the  numerous 
jevils  resulting  therefrom  Sir  Experience  has  shewn  that  the  Bank- 
ling  system  has  been  carried  to  an  excess  in  the  United  States  which 
jendangers  their  prosperity  and  there  is  reason  to  fear  may  even  shake 
the  foundation  of  the  government  itself  and  aught  we  not  to  profit 
by  the  examples  before  us,  to  view  the  acts  of  those  States  who  have 
jmultiplied  Banks  with  a  scrutinizing  eye  and  to  take  warning  by 
jtheir  Errors — look  at  the  commencement  of  the  Banking  system  in 
'those  States  and  trace  its  progress  and  you  find  in  every  instance 
that  Qiarters  were  obtained  with  difficulty  at  first,  but  the  granting 
of  one  was  made  a  president  for  granting  another  untill  the  interest 
of  the  Banks  predominated  over  the  interest  of  the  Community  and 
then  charters  were  granted  indiscriminately — so  it  will  be  in  this 
Territory  unless  a  check  is  put  to  it  at  once,  the  establishment  of  two 
Banks  at  a  time  when  the  Territory  is  hardly  able  to  support  one  will 
reiterate  in  the  case  of  future  Legislatures  as  a  most  weighty  presi- 
dent in  favour  of  gi-anting  50  or  an  100  Banks  as  soon  as  we  have  a 
state  and  the  population  increases 

We  see  therefore  upon  a  fair  and  impartial  view  of  this  subject 
that  no  evil  can  possibly  result  to  the  community  from  a  Postpone- 
ment of  this  bill  in  as  much  as  the  charter  Bank  now  going  intf) 
operation  will  be  sufficient  to  supply  the  present  state  [of]  tijc 
country  and  to  drive  away  foreign  Bank  notes  and  that  no  evil  will 
result  to  individuals  but  that  on  the  contrary  by  adopting  tlio  Bill 
at  this  time  we  run  the  hazard  of  involving  both  Banks  in  rum.  A\  c 
do  an  act  of  injustice  to  the  Bank  already  chartered  by  depriveing

are  benifitial  or  injurious  to  the  community  and  enable  the  Legis-  I 
lature  to  shape  their  course  accordingly.     I  have  moved  a  postpone-  la- 
ment of  this  Bill  to  the  time  proposed  and  shall  vote  for  it  from  ai|lii]i: 
firm  conviction  that  the  best  interest  of  the  country  demands  it  and  |  '  - 
will   be  materially  benefited  or   injured  in  the  discussion  of  this  ■ 
question  which  I  think  rests  up  [on]  this  proposition 

Wheither  there  possibly  can  as  much  injury  result  to  the  com- 
munity from  the  postponement  of  this  Bill  as  there  can  from  its  ■, 
adoption  let  us  first  consider  what  evils  can  possibly  arise  from  its  - 
postponement,  :

One  Bank  therefore 
remedies  the  evil  as  to  forreign  paper  two  creates  another  evil  still    ;

to  form  a  competition  and  to  be  a  check  upon  each  other.  Sir  those   •[ 
who  are  versed  in  banking  will  tell  you  that  nothing  is  more  danger- 
ous than  a  violent  compe[ti]tion  between  Banks  for  there  is  eminent 
danger  that  the  directors  harried  on  by  those  warm  feeling  which  are 
always  alive  and  on  the  alert  in  all  cases  of  competition  and  governed   !■  ^ 
more  by  the  impulse  of  those  feelings  than  by  the  true  interest  of  the  fj«^ 
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^ank  would  hazard  its  credit  and  safety  by  extending  its  accomoda- 
fons  too  far  and  by  attempting  to  injure  and  ruin  the  othei-— as  to'a 
jheck  Sir  the  Charter  of  the  old  Bank  prescribes  [rules]  for  its  gov- 
r™-  which  were  [made]  sufficiently  restrictive  by  the  Legislature  wlio 
jranted  it,  and  the  intrest  of  the  Bank  alone  is  a  sufficient  guarantee 
Ijgainst  partiality— for  sir  if  the  Directors  were  so  far  to  disregard 
hose  principles  of  equity  which  aught  to  govern  every  man  in  all  his 
l^ansactions  with  his  fellow  man,  they  at  least  would  be  attentive  to 
eir  own  private  interests  which  would  lead  them  to  give  general 
tisf action  to  all  so  far  as  the  friends  of  the  Bank  would  pei-mit 
em  for  if  they  pursued  a  different  course  and  instead  of  give- 
[ig  that  general  satisfaction  which  would  arise  from  impartiality— 
hey  were  to  disgust  and  enrage  their  customers  by  their  partiality 
nd  injustice,  no  person  would  apply  to  it  for  discounts— it  would  do 
LO  business  and  would  be  an  expense  instead  of  a  profit  to  stock- 
olders— Competition  therefore  is  dangerous  and  there  are  sufficient 
hecks  in  the  charter  and  in  the  individual  interest  if  not  in  the  in- 
grity  of  the  Directors — you  are  told  that  the  Individuals  who  have 
ssociated  themselves  togeather  will  be  injured  if  they  do  not  obtain 
Charter     Sir  I  do  hope  and  trust  that  when  individual  and  local 
terest  comes  in  contact  with  the  interest  of  the  whole  community 
hat  this  nor  no  other  legislature  that  ever  did  or  ever  will  exist  can 
ntertain  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  as  to  the  course  to  be  adopted,     Sir 
ndividual  interest  has  nothing  to  do  with  and  aught  to  have  no  bear- 
ng  whatever  in  the  decission  of  this  question     it  is  one  which  involves 
|he  interest  of  the  whole  community  as  such  must  be  acted  on  by  this 
House,  but  sir  even  admitting  that  the  House  would  suffer  themselves 
|:o  be  biased  in  favour  of  this  charter  provided  any  individual  injury 
jsvould  result  from  its  rejection  or  postponement,  and  I  cannot  see

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  person,  company  or 
ssociation  of  persons  who  shall  lend  money  and  shall  issue  by 
limself  or  themselves,  or  by  his  or  their  officer  or  officers,  agent  or 
J     igents  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  any  bonds, 
lotes  or  bills  payable  to  bearer  or  to  order,  and  endorsed  in  blank, 
T  use  other  evasions  or  devices,  by  which  the  bonds,  notes  or  bills 
0  given  or  issued  by  such  person,  company  or  association  of  per- 
sons, or  on  his  or  their  behalf,  pass  or  cerculate  by  delivery,  shall 
be  taken  and  deemed  a  bank  within  this  act. — 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  person  who  shall  act  as 
a  president,  director,  cashier,  clerk  or  Servant  or  agent  to  such  bank 
or  shall  in  any  way  assist  in  the  issuing  of  such,  bonds,  notes,  or 
bills,  or  shall  assist  in  the  discounting  of  paper  or  lending  money  for 
such  bank,  or  in  paying  out  or  receiving  money  for  such  bank,  or  in 
any  manner  use  his  agency  for  the  benefit  of  such  bank;  and  every 
person  whose  handwriting  shall  appear  on  the  bond,  bill,  note  f^r 
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contract  of  such  bank,  whether  as  the  drawer  or  endorser  thereof, 
or  as  a  witness  or  payee  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  an 
officer  of  such  bank  and  shall  be  liable  to  all  the  penalties  and  for-

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
receive  and  offer  in  payment,  the  bond,  bill,  note,  or  contract  of 
any  such  bank,  knowing  the  same  to  be  unincorporated,  payable  to 
bearer  or  to  order  and  endorsed  in  blank,  he  she  or  they  shall 
for  each  and  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  four  times  the 
amount  of  such,  bond,  bill,  note  or  contract :  and  if  any  persons  or 
persons  shall  receive  and  pass  or  circulate  or  in  any  way  give  cur- 
rency to  the  bond,  bill,  note  or  contract,  of  any  such  bank,  by  de- 
livery without  first  endorsing  the  same,  knowing  such  bank  to  be 
unincorporated,  he,  she  or  they,  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
six  times  the  amount  of  such  bond,  bill,  note  or  contract,  together 
with  the  costs  of  suit  where  an  action  is  brought  for  the  recovery 
of  such  forfeitures. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  im- 
posed by  this  act,  may  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  or  by  indict-

Sec.  9.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  such  bank  and  every  trus- 
ee  or  person  or  persons  on  behalf  or  for  the  benefit  of  such  bank  is 
nd  are  hereby  declared  incapable  of  maintaining  any  suit  in  any 
ourt  of  this  Territory  for  any  matter  whatever,  appertaining  to 
such  bank  or  for  its  use,  except  it  be  a  suit  for  the  paymts  of  a  bond, 
lote  or  contract  given  to  such  bank  and  actually  discounted  thereby 
rior  to  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  every  suit  in  which  it  shall  at 
ny  stage  thereof  be  made  appear  that  such  suit  is  in  whole  or  in  part, 
or  the  benefit  of  such  bank,  provided  the  original  cause  of  said  suit 
hall  have  been  of  a  date  posterior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  such 
uit  shall  be  dismissed  with  costs. 

Sec.  10.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  officer,  stockholder, 
hareholder  or  partner  hereafter  interested  in  any  such  bank,  shall 
e  jointly  and  severally  answerable  in  his  and  their  individual  ca- 
Ipacity  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  bonds,  notes,  bills  or  contracts 
f  such  bank,  hereafter  executed,  any  agreement,  shift,  evasion  or 
evise  in  such  bond,  note,  bill  or  contract  or  otherwise  to  the  contrary 
otwithstanding. 

Sec.  11.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  holder  or  holders  of  any 
jbond,  note,  bill  or  contract  of  such  bank  may  institute  suit  and  re- 
cover judgment  thereon  against  any  part  or  the  whole  of  the  persons 
who  were  interested  in  such  bank,  at  the  date  of  such  bond,  note,  bill 
or  contract,  or  who  became  interested  in  such  banli  at  any  time  be- 
tween that  and  the  commencement  of  such  suit. 

Sec.  12.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  such  suit  it  shall  be  sufficient

To  the  honorable  The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled  the  memorial  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Missouri  respectfully  sheweth 
that  having  seen  with  much  satisfaction  the  disposition  manifested  • 
by  Congress  to  foster  and  promote  domestic  manufactures  by  ex-j 
tending  to  them  that  liberal  encouragement  which  arises  from  the 
protecting  duties  imposed  in  their  favor  on  foreign  importations,  and ' 
hoping  that  the  Same  policy  which  induced  the  adoption  of  thatj 
System   will  opperate  to   extend  its  advantages   to   many  usefuU 
branches  of  Manufactures  not  at  present  embraced  by  it,  they  beg 
leave  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  propriety  and  utility  of 
promoting  the  manufacture   of   crude  Lead   at  the   several  Lead; 
Mines  in  the  United  States,  by  laying  an  additional  duty  on  the  im- 
portation of  that  article — 

perhaps  no  Country  in  the  world  abounds  with  more  numerous  andj 
productive  Lead  Mines  than  the  United  States,  which  if  properly 
wrought  it  is  believed  would  yeald  a  Sufficient  Supply  for  home^ 
consumption,  and  afford  a  considerable  Surplus  for  exportation! 
thereby  retaining  in  the  Country  the  Capital  which  is  at  present, 
sent  abroad  for  that  article  and  indeed  have  a  tendency  to  convert  ^ 
the  immence  balance  which  is  now  against  the  United  States  and  in 
favour  of  those  Countries  whence  their  supplies  of  Lead  are  drawn] 
into  a  rapid  accumulation  of  the  internal  wealth  of  the  Country.    :

he  Government  and  add  another  most  important  item  to  the  pros-

,)f  one  of  the  most  usefull  and  necessary  articles  of  National  de-

Sir 
with  what  reverance,  with  what  deliberation  and  with  what  caution 
should  we  approach  the  important  subject?     We  are  about  to  lay 
our  hands  on  the  most  conspicuous  and  necessary  part  of  that  mag- 
nificent superstructure  which  is  reared  upon  the  constitution  and  i|     ^ 
should  it  be  opperated  upon  and  changed  unskillfuUy  and  injudi-  i     J" 
ciously  the  beauty  and  Harmony  of  the  whole  fabric  will  be  defaced 
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nd  disorganized,  its  intention  and  usefullness  will  be  defeated  and 
estroyed,  for  Sir  a  well  regulated  and  lest  [least]  exceptionable  ju- 
iciary  system  is  unquestionably  the  main  pillar  and  department  of 
hat  structure  of  jurisprudence  and  Government  whicli  is  reared 
pen  the  constitution  and  consequently  should  that  material  part  be 
efective  the  beauty  the  usefullness  and  indeed  the  permaneney  of 
be  whole  will  be  disfigured  defeated  and  endangered  let  us  there- 
ore  Sir  approach  this  subject  with  reverence  and  give  the  most 
nature  and  attentive  investigation  before  we  decide 

The  Bill  now  under  consideration  abolishes  the  present  system  of 
circuit  Courts  and  imposes  the  whole  judicial  proceedings  of  the 
erritory  upon  the  judges  of  the  Superior  Courts.  The  Circuit 
ourts  have  been  established  for  about  Three  years  suflicient  time 
as  been  given  to  test  their  utility  and  to  manifest  their  evils  or  ob- 
ectionable  traits  and  the  first  question  therefore  to  investigate  is 
hether  experiance  has  proved  that  the  present  system  is  a  good  or  a 
ad  one  and  whether  any  change  is  necessary  or  not —  What  Sir 
\re  the  objections  to  the  present  system  I  had  presumed  Sir  that  the 
idvocates  of  this  Bill  were  convinced  that  material  defects  existed  in 
the  present  system,  that  material  alterations  were  necessary,  and  Sir 
[  have  listened  with  the  utmost  care  and  attention  to  hear  those  de- 
'fects  pointed  out  and  listened  I  am  compelled  to  say  in  vain,  that 
Ithe  Circuit  system  is  a  good  one  the  very  advocates  and  fathei-s  of 
this  Bill  have  admitted  by  continueing  that  system  in  the  one  they 
have  offered.  The  objection  therefore  is  not  against  the  Circuit 
system  and  a  single  judge  for  in  this  Bill  it  is  provided  tliat  a 
single  Judge  shall  hold  Circuit  Courts — what  then  are  the  argu- 
ments in  favour  of  this  Bill — they  are  that  the  Sum  of  two  thousand 
Dollars  will  be  saved  to  the  Territory  and  all  the  objects  and  ad- 
vantages of  the  present  circuit  system  can  be  accomplished  by  the  one 
now  proposed — let  us  consider  these  arguments  and  first  let  us  test 
the  correctness  of  the  proposition  that  all  the  advantages  which  fiow 
I  from  the  present  system  will  equally  flow  from  the  one  now  otTerd— 
You  are  told  that  the  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  can  hold  Circuit 
Courts  as  well  as  the  present  circuit  court  Judges — can  administer 
Justice  as  well  and  can  in  fine  bear  upon  their  single  shoulders  the 
immense  weight  in  the  whole  judicial  and  county  Court  jDroceedings 
of  this  Territory— Sir  had  I  the  strength  I  could  as  well  shoulder 
this  House  and  remove  it  as  to  do  it  by  the  agency  of  500  Horses  or 
yokes  of  oxen—  I  contend  Sir  that  the  burden  would  be  too  great 
for  the  superior  Judges  to  bear.  They  could  not  devote  that  time  '-arc 
and  attention  to  the  duties  of  their  office  which  would  be  requirerl 
and  also  devote  that  time  to  study  and  the  investigation  of  legal 
subjects  which  they  ought  to  do  and  which  they  are  in  duty  bound 
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to  do.  We  can  not  therefore  expect  that  Judgements  will  be  given 
with  that  uniform  legal  correctness  that  they  ought  to  be  and  which 
we  have  a  right  to  expect  under  the  present  system  from  the  time 
which  is  allowed  the  Judges  to  investigate  subjects  under  the  present 
system  we  have  the  advantage  of  Court  of  Errors  and  appeals 
wholly  and  entirely  distinct  from  the  Circuit  Courts  and  appeals  are 
adjudicated  by  a  Set  of  Judges  who  having  never  before  judged  the 
subject  or  compromited  themselves  by  a  decission  in  the  Court  below 
take  up  the  appeals  which  are  sent  up  there  perfectly  unbiassed  and 
free  from  that  influence  which  a  prior  decission  must  unavoidably 
leave  upon  their  minds — This  would  not  be  the  case  under  the  system 
proposed  by  this  Bill  One  of  the  Judges  must  always  have  pre- 
judge [d]  every  subject  which  comes  before  them  and  would  as  is 
provided  by  this  bill  be  incompetent  to  set  on  the  tryal  of  any  cause 
sent  up  from  his  Circuit.  There  would  then  be  but  two  Judges  on 
the  Bench  on  every  tryal  and  should  those  Judges  disagree  no  de- 
cision could  be  had  the  cause  would  be  continued  from  Court  to  j 
Court  untill  one  or  both  of  [them]  were  removed  from  office  and  i 
superceeded  by  others  who  would  take  a  different  view  of  the  subject  i 
and  a^ree  in  their  judgement.  And  thus  Sir  numerous  instances  may 
occur  where  no  decission  can  be  had  at  all  for  years  and  suits  on  the 
decision  of  which  perhaps  the  whole  fortune  and  happiness  of  un- 
fortunate litigants  might  depend  would  hang  indefinitely  suspended  > 
between  the  Court  by  the  obstinacy  of  the  Judges  or  their  various 
conseptions  of  the  subject,  and  decisions  would  be  thus  delayed  and 
procrastinated  untill  ruin  and  dispair  may  have  overwhelmed  and 
prostrated  the  miserable  litigants  whose  subsistance  and  truest  hopes 
depended  on  the  issue  of  the  suit,  and  the  decision  when  it  finally  was 
obtained  would  be  rather  an  agrivation  than  antidote  to  their  suffer- 
ings as  it  could  not  perhaps  relieve  them  but  only  serve  to  give  them 
a  slight  taste  of  those  comforts  which  the  procrastination  of  the 
cause  had  incapacitated  them  to  enjoy 

This  system  therefore  Sir  I  contend  will  not  insure  to  the  citizens 
of  this  Territory  the  same  uniform  and  legally  correct  decisions  in 
the  Circuit  Courts,  it  [will]  not  insure  the  same  impartiality  un- 
biased uninfluenced  speedy  and  correct  decisions  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  appeals  and  therefore  I  contend  is  not  as  good  a  system  as 
the  present  one  and  will  not  as  fully  answer  the  objects  of  adjudica- 
tion as  the  present  system  does  and  therefore  is  not  in  any  manner 
equal  to  it  in  point  of  expediency  and  utility,  but  Sir  the  main  argu- 
ment in  support  of  this  new  system  is  that  it  will  save  the  enormous 
sum  of  2400  Dollars  to  the  Territory,  this  Sir  is  the  Colosial  argu- 
ment which  is  to  look  down  all  opposition  to  this  Bill  to  prostrate  the 
arguments  which  may  be  martialed  against  it  and  dispute  and  crush

st  to  virtue  as  to  slumber  in  the  icy  arms  of  Averice  regardless  of

?v^ound  your  feelings,  I  noticed  this  singular  Change  in  your  deport- 
nent  with  real  astonishment  expecting  however  that  you  would 
Dersue  that  course  toward  me  which  a  Man  of  honor  and  of  Sperit 
lever  hesitates  about  adopting  when  he  finds  or  conceives  himself 
njured  by  another,  I  waited  patiently  untill  last  evening,  expecting 
;o  be  call'd  on  to  answer  for  those  injuries  your  deportment  told  me 
S^ou  conceived  I  had  done  you,  I  waited  in  vain — you  remained 
Silent — and  intending  to  leave  Town  this  day  I  called  on  you  Myself 
for  an  explination  of  your  conduct,  not  doubting,  but  that  I  should 
lave  rec^  one,  and  not  doubting  but  that,  that  full  explination  would 
lave  enabled  me  to  convince  you  that  I  did  not  merit  the  treatment  I 
lad  received  and  that  the  cause  of  your  singular  deportment  might 
pe  very  readily  traced  to  the  false  representations  of  some 
Ineddling  busybody;  or  to  the  misconception  of  some  imiocent 
md  inadvertant  act  or  expression  of  mine,  which  was  never 
ntended  to  wound  the  feelings  or  injure  the  reputation  or 
i^iews  of  any  person  liveing,  much  less  one  who  I  aru^e  considered 
I  man  of  principle  and  consistancy  and  who  I  oiwe  esteemed 
IS  a  friend.  I  consider  it  one  of  the  first  duties  of  a  Gentleman 
to  render  reparation  where  it  is  due  and  there  are  *  certain 
fther    dutiss     [Austin    inserts    the    marginal    note    "  Masonic    J 
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which  sometimes  exist  between  men  and  which  to  me  I  hope  will 
always  be  Sacred  however  lightly  and  contemptuously  they  May  be 
treated  by  others,  and  in  order  to  do  my  utmost  in  the  discharge  of 
these  duties  I  was  induced  to  call  on  you  to  State  to  me  when  and 
how,  I  had  injured  you,  that  I  might  make  reparation  if  bound  as 
a  man  of  honor  to  do  so,  or  that  an  explination  of  your  conduct 
might  the  better  enable  me  to  regulate  my  future  deportment  to- 
ward you,  I  applied  to  you  Sir  with  these  motives,  with  these  views^ 
and  in  the  true  Sperit  of  conciliation,  and  what  was  my  answer? 
that  you  had  no  verbal  explanation  to  make  which  at  that  time  I  took 
for  a  total  denyal  to  make  any  explination  at  all.  The  first  im- 
pression which  this  declaration  made  upon  my  mind  was  Surprise,^ 
that  you  Should  treat  me  with  coolness  bordering  on  contempt.

you  Sir  what  are  those  facts  and  received  an  evaseive,  equivocating 
mswer  which  a  Gentleman  would  feel  himself  disgraced  in  giveing, 
but  you  repeat  that  you  are  governed  by  facts^  and  I  again  reiterate 
the  demand  What  are  those  facts?    You  Say  that  "  I  might  have 
discovered  your  coolness  Some  Months  ago  if  I  had  possess'^  common 
understanding["]     I  am  now  Sencible  that  I  did  perceive  a  cool- 
Qess  in  your  address  to  me  when  I  was  at  Herculanium  and  felt  a 
Little  piqued  at  it  but  being  equally  conscious  at  that  time  as  I  now 
am,  that  I  had  intentionally  done  nothing  to  offend  you  I  took  no 
further  notice  of  it  and  soon  totally  forgot  it—    Under  date  of  May 
14^^  you  Say  that  "  you  cannot  enter  into  the  explination  you  re- 
quire without  mentioning  the  names  of  those  you  respect  etc.["]     I 
know  not  who  you  allude  to^  but  as  yon  have  left  me  entirely  to  con- 
jecture I  have  been  induced  by  a  great  variety  of  circumstances  to 
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Suspect  who  you  mean  and  here  I  will  remark  that  if  I  am  correct 
in  my  conjecture  and  if  you  intend  to  insinuate  that  I  have  ever 
directly  or  indirectly  .  or  in  any  manner  whatever  intentionally 
treated  these  persons  with  the  least  disrespect  or  impropriety.  You 
insinuate  what  is  false,  you  have  discribed  two  characters  in  the  last

Sir  I  can  think  of  no  time^  no  place,  no  evrcvmistaruyes,  when  a  per- 
son could  wantonly  and  openly  wound  my  feelings  without  having  j 
it  [in]  my  power  either  instanta  or  in  a  very  Short  time  afterwards  | 
to  resent  Such  treatment  as  it  merits,  but  you  poor  pitiful  goodi 
natured  creature,  you  could  have  your  feelings  wounded,  and  Suffer ! 
the  Sacred  name  of  friendship  to  be  basely  prostituted  as  a  cover  from 
behind  which  you  could  be  assailed  in  the  Most  vulnerable  part,  you 
could  suffer  (M  this  to  be  done  by  me  as  you  insinuate  and  find  no  time, 
no  place  to  punish  it  no  way  to  resent  it  but  by  Sullenness  for  I  know ' 
not  what  more  deserving  name  to  give  it.

On  the  other  part  M^  Austin  assures  us  that  he  never  did  inten- 
ionally  give  cause  of  offence  to  M'"  Pilcher,  and  that  the  circum- 
jtance  was  inadvertant,  and  without  any  intention  of  wounding  his 
eelings.  Consequently  M'^  P's  coolness  arose  from  mistaken  impres- 
ions  of  his  intention.    Also  that  at  the  time  he  call'd  on  M""  P  for  an 
xplanation,  he  was  intirely  unconscious  of  the  cause  of  such  cool- 
Iness  and  that  the  inference  he  drew  at  the  time  he  was  leaving  M""  P.

Moses  Austin  to  Citizens  or  Jefferson  County 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  County  of  Jefferson 

Gentlemen 

When  the  civil  rights  of  a  Citizen  are  invaded,  when  the  sanctuary 
of  his  Dwelling  is  beset  by  a  Posse  under  the  command  of  a  man 
clothed  with  the  ensigns  of  authority.  It  is  taken  for  granted  that 
the  man  has  been  guilty  of  some  Criminal  Offense  against  the  laws 
of  his  Country.  Considering  myself  bound  by  the  strongest  ties  of 
Justice  to  myself,  my  family  and  society — I  take  the  liberty  to  address 
you  this  letter  in  Explanation  of  the  assault  made  on  my  house  this 
day  by  Geo.  Hammond — Sheriff  of  your  County,  It  is  not  my  inten- 
tion to  go  into  a  full  exposition  of  this  mans  conduct  but  confine 
myself  to  the  transactions  of  this  day, 

About  two  O  Clock  P.  M.  Geo  Hammond  with  a  posse  of  men  1 
came  to  the  frunt  door  of  my  house  in  this  place  and  demanded  to  | 
enter  the  House,     his  business  being  asked  he  said  he  had  a  suit  i 
against  me  wherein  James  Rankins,  John  Giger  and  John  Findly; 
were  Pltf  and  myself  Deft  for  my  donation  subscribed  to  aid  in  i 
building  your  courthouse.     I  was  given  the  alternative  either  to ' 
acknowledge  he  had  legally  Served  said  writ  on  me  some  time  be-  ■ 
tween  the  15  and  last  of  Nov.  and  I  was  also  required  to  agree  that 
I  made  this  acknowledgment  fully  and  with  out  restraint,  on  my 
refusal  he  swore  he  would  force  his  way  into  my  house  by  Brakeing 
Down  my  door  with  an  ax  which  he  had  then  uplifted  ready  to  | 
execute  his  denounciation  ■ 

I  resisted  his  threats  until  the  last  extremity  when  by  the  solioi-  ; 
tations  of  some  of  the  persons  present  I  consented  to  accept  of  the 
k^HScr  evil  to  avoid  the  greater  and  to  agree  to  any  terms  or  do  any-  , 
thing  he  might  dictate  to  me  to  say,  knowing  that  the  loss  of  Hfe  ; 
would  be  the  consequence.  If  my  door  was  forced,  the  laws  of  our 
Country  has  marked  out  the  duty  of  her  officers  and  at  the  same  time  j 
secured  to  every  Citizen  his  civil  and  religious  liberties  and  for  a  | 
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violation  of  those  rights  I  hold  the  sheriff  and  his  Securities  ac- 
countable. When  our  rights  are  invaded  it  is  of  no  Consequence  to 
the  Citizen  or  subject  whether  it  comes  by  the  hand  of  an  Emperor 
King  or  Demon  in  office  under  a  Republic,  they  are  alike  distruc- 
tive  of  all  security  to  person  and  property.  I  do  now  most  solemnly 
declair  that  the  acknowledgements  I  made  to  George  Hammond  Dur- 
ing the  time  my  house  was  beset  by  himself  and  posse  were  extorted 
from  me  to  avoid  a  violation  of  my  House  and  for  the  safety  of  my 
wife  and  family  and  to  prevent  consequences  which  would  have  been 
Dreadful  in  the  extreme. 

I  do  also  most  solemnly  declare  that  the  writ  which  he  says  he  ex- 
ecuted between  the  15"'  and  last  of  November  was  never  served  on  me 
as  stated.

I  find  that  Wheeler  is 
generally  unpopular  and  I  believe  the  general  interest  of  all  con- 
cerned would  be  promoted  by  his  removal.     I  have  no  confidence  in

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Ohara,  he  may  be  an  honest  man  but  I  confess  my  present  impres- 
sions are  against  him,  and  I  have  to  request  you,  as  you  value  your 
own  safety,  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  his  Bank  or  his  paper^  and 
above  all  things  do  not  give  it  currency,  or  take  it  at  all,  that  Bank 
will  blow  up  before  long,  and  then  you  will  be  blamed  and  injured 
for  giving  credit  to  the  notes  "VVlieeler  I  believe  has  done  all  he 
could  for  the  best  but  he  is  a  bad  manager,  he  blabs  and  splutters 
too  much —  you  aught  to  retain  the  whole  of  your  half  of  the 
original  location,  if  you  do  so  I  can  make  a  sale  of  a  part  of  it  in

The  subject  I  would  address  you  upon  is  the  Manufacturing  of 
window  Glass  in  your  state. 

From  a  Geographical  view  of  that  country  I  look  upon  it  as  pos- 
sessing advantages  in  the  manufacturing  of  window  glass  far  super- 
ior to  any  other  part  of  the  United  States — Amongst  which  its 
vicinity  to  the  lead  mines  is  not  the  least — The  proper  sand  and  clay 
(two  articles  of  the  first  importance)  I  understand  also  may  be  had 
very  convenient — 

Altho  lead  on  account  of  the  expense  is  not  commonly  used  in  the 
making  of  window  Glass  yet  where  it  can  be  procured  so  easily  as 
at  your  place  it  may  be  rendered  very  useful — The  Glass  will  be 
heavier  and  of  finer  texture  and  will  of  consequence  sell  more  readily 
in  a  market  where  there  may  be  a  competition — 

A  Glass  Factory  may  at  present  (labours  being  with  us  so  much 
lower  than  usual)  be  erected  and  put  in  full  operation  with  a  capital 
of  about  $4000  cash  and  a  store  of  goods  of  6  000 — making  together

The  cost  of  making  Glass  at  these  Works  for  a  year  past  has  been 
at  an  average  of  about  three  dollars  and  sixty  cents  per  box  (fifty 
feet)  it  is  now  made  for  $3.19  per  box — Notwithstanding  that  a  rent 
of  $2000  per  annum  is  paid  for  the  works— A  friend  of  mine  who 
traveled  through  your  country  about  eighteen  months  ago  told  me 
the  article  sold  at  your  place  then  at  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a 
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box — being  an  advance  of  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent — A  manu- 
factory well  managed  with  good  workmen  will  produce  from  six 
to  seven  hundred  boxes  of  Glass  per  month — we  have  in  two  instances 
at  these  works  within  a  year  made  800  boxes  of  Glass  in  one  month —

should  any  Gentlemen  in  your  place  feel  disposed  to  embark  in  the 
business  I  should  be  happy  to  engage  with  them  and  move  to  that 
country

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Examination  or  Moses  Austin^ 

At  the  City  of  San  Fernando  de  Bexar,  the  23''  day  of  December  l^f 
A  D  1820:  The  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Texas,  Colonel  Don 
Antonio  Martinez,  in  order  to  obtain  detailed  information  about, 
the  condition  of  affairs  and  movements  on  the  frontier  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  assembly  of  men  in  Galveston  Island,  summoned  to 
appear  at  this  office  the  foreigner  Moses  Austin,  who  arrived  to-day 
in  this  city,  with  two  other  persons.  Said  Moses  Austin  being  pres- 
ent was  required  through  the  Baron  de  Bastrop  who  had  promised 
well  and  truly  to  discharge  the  duty  of  Interpreter,  to  make  true 
answers  to  such  questions  as  might  be  propounded  to  him,  answered 
as  follows. 

Questioned  as  to  his  name,  native  country  and  residence — An- 
swered: That  he  is  a  native  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  actually  ai    i  u, 
resident  of  Missouri,  is  a  catholic,  a  merchant  and  dealer  in  lead  ore.! 

Asked: — Whence  he  came,  who  accompanied  him,  and  what  is  his! 
object  in  entering  this  Province?     Answered:  That  he  came  fromj 
Missouri  through  Nachitotches,  that  he  had  been  accompanied  by 
a  negro  boy  belonging  to  him,  and  two  other  Americans ;  that  he  came ; 
to  this  Province  for  the  purpose  of  applying  to  the  Government  for , 
authorization  to  settle  himself  in  it  with  his  family,  inasmuch  as  he 
had  already  been  a  subject  of  the  Government  of  Spain,  as  is  proved 
by  a  passport,  which  he  presented,  signed  by  Don  Carlos  Martinez 
de  Irujo,  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  His  Majesty,  signed  at  Phila- 
delphia, the  13th  July,  1797 ;  and  that  it  is  his  intention  to  provide  i 
for  his  subsistance  by  raising  sugar  and  Cotton. 

Asked :  what  observations  he  made  on  his  way  from  Missouri ;  if  \ 
he  knows  anything  about  the  movements  of  the  banditti  on  the  fron- 
tier of  the  United  States,  if  he  has  seen,  or  heard,  anything  of  the 
state  of  affairs  in  Galveston  Island,  and  to  state  whatever  incident 
may  have  called  his  attention. — Answered :  That  he  has  observed 
nothing  on  his  way  from  Missouri ;  that  he  had  only  heard  it  said  at 
Natchitoches  that  Long^  has  been  abandoned  by  his  men,  20  or  30 
men  only  still  remaining  with  him ;  that  Lafitte  has  abandoned  Gal- 
veston Island,  after  having  been  attacked  by  an  American  frigate, 
and  that  the  President  of  the  Congress  had  promised  a  reward  of 
500  Dollars  for  the  apprehension  of  Long  [Lafitte]  That  Lafitte 
repaired  to  South  America,  but  that,  on  his  departure  from  Galveston, 
he  captured  an  American  ship,  and  put  to  death  all  her  crew,  except 
two  men  who  made  good  their  escape ;  and  finally,  that  he  has  read  in

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the  American  newspapers  a  treaty  made  by  Don  Luis  de  Onis,  Spanish 
Minister,  with  the  American  Congress,  which  treaty  was  already 
signed  by  the  King  and  approved  by  the  Sovereign  Congress  of  the 
Cortes.^ 

Asked ;  How,  having  obtained  in  1797,  a  passport  from  the  Spanish 
Minister,  he  has  not  applied  sooner  for  the  Settlement  he  intends 
to  make  in  this  Province? — Answered, — that,  since  the  year  above 
mentioned,  he  went  to  reside  at  Saint  Louis  (Missouri)  which  ter- 
ritory belonged,  then  to  Spain ;  he  had  tliere  lead  mines,  the  produce 
of  which  he  exported  to  Havana,  until  the  year  1800  [sic],  when  the 
American  Government  having  prohibited  the  working  of  mines  by 
private  enterprise,  he  lost  all  the  benefit  of  his  labor ;  but  now,  in  view 
of  the  new  system  of  Government  adopted  by  Spain,'-  he  resolved 
upon  aplying  for  authorization  to  settle  in  this  Province 

Asked;  If  he,  or  his  associates  have  with  them  any  merchandize, 
to  declare  the  same  in  which  case  it  should  be  sequestered  and  re- 
turned to  them  previous  to  their  leaving  this  territory,  or  otherwise, 
it  should  be  seized  upon  as  unlawful? — Answered,  that  all  the  prop- 
erty he  has  with  him,  is  an  escopet,  a  pistol,  two  horses,  some  clothing 
for  his  personal  use,  and  the  necessary  amount  of  money  for  his 
traveling  expences;  that,  those  who  accompany  him  are  not  under 
his  control,  and  joined  him  at  about  six  leagues  from  Natchitoches; 
Still,  he  is  satisfied  that  they  have  no  goods  of  illicit  trade. 

Asked :  If  he  has  any  further  statements  to  make ;  Answered  in  the 
negative,  He,  further,  ratified  the  foregoing  answers,  and  declared 
himself  to  be  53  years  of  age ;  Whereupon,  he  signed  these  presents, 
with  me  and  assisting  witnesses — Moses  Austin — Antonio  Martinez — 
Baron  de  Bastrop — Francisco  Montes — Ylario  de  la  Garza.

[New  Orleans,  January  20,  1821.1 
Elias  Bates  arrived  here  this  day  in  a  Steam  Boat  from  Alexnn- 
dria;  he  went  as  far  as  the  Sabine  and  heard  that  Father  had  arrived 
at  St  Antonio  and  was  to  be  back  at  Natchitoches  by  the  l.')th  of 
February;  he  was  well.  I  know  nothing  as  to  my  father's  objects  or 
prospects.  Elias  will  remain  in  the  country  until  my  father  returns. 
As  to  Bryan  and  Sister  my  heart  bleeds  for  their  troubles — if  I 
can  be  of  any  servise  to  you  or  them  let  me  loiow  it,  and  I  will  go 
home;  I  will  do  anything  that  is  right.  My  reputation  is  oZ/  I  have 
on  earth,  if  that  is  destroyed  I  can  be  of  no  use  to  you  or  any  one 
else,  and  there  will  no  longer  [be]  a  necessity  of  my  remaining  either 
in  this  Country  or  any  other. 

I  came  here  with  a  hope  of  getting  employ ;  I  offered  to  hire  myself 
out  as  clerk,  as  an  overseer,  or  anything  else,  but  business  is  too  dull 
here  to  get  into  business.  There  are  hundreds  of  young  men  who  are 
glad  to  work  for  their  board.  I  met  with  Kenner:  he  said  ho  would 
befriend  me,  but  I  have  not  seen  him  since.  In  this  state  of  things  it 
Iwas  my  good  fortune  to  get  acquainted  with  Joseph  H.  Hawkins  Esq*"-' 
(formerly  of  Lexington  Kentucky)  who  gave  me  employ  in  an  office. 
jHe  is  a  man  who  in  every  respect  is  an  honor,  and  an  ornament  to  the 
human  race.  He  has  kindly  advanced  me  money  enough  to  purchase 
a  few  groceries  for  you  and  sister,  which  I  have  shipped  on  board

7hich  I  consider  it,  my  duty  to  communicate  to  your  Excellency  in 
Exoneration  of  any  blame  or  suspicion  of  blame  that  might  be 
ttached  to  me  in  consequence  of  my  being  in  company  With  a  man 
hat  may  have  conducted  unwisely  and  thereby  drawn  disgrace  on 
dmself  and  endanger*^  my  reputation 

The  day  before  I  left  St  Antonio  for  the  United  States,  Kirkham 
he  man  in  whose  company,  I  visited  your  Capital  mentioned  to  me 
hat  five  Spaniards  would  leave  your  city  with  us  for  Nachitoches, 
ut  did  not  say  that  they  had  any  intention  to  leave  the  City  in  a 
'landestin  manner  or  to  committ  any  act  in  violation  of  your  orders 
r  that  of  Society.  Nor  was  there  intentions  made  known  to  me 
mtill  after  I  had  arrived  at  the  River  St  Marks,  when  I  learned  from 
kirkham  that  the  Spaniards  would  come  up  with  us  at  the  River 
Jolorado  at  which  place  he  Kirkham  had  agreed  to  delay  for  them 
nd  that  they  was  to  bring  with  them  a  Number  of  Mules  which  he 
kirkham  had  told  them  he  would  purchase  and  gdve  them  a  safe 
onduct  to  the  United  States.

ng  in  Company  with  James  Kirkham  whose  unguarded  conduct  may 
lave  drawn  down  disgrace  on  himself  and  indangered  my  Reputa- 
ioion. 

The  day  before  I  left  Sant  Antonio  Kirkham  mentioned  to  me  that 
I  five  Spaniards  would  leave  the  City  with  us,  for  Nachitoches  but

Hazel  Run  June  the  8-  1821 
I  rote  my  dear  Stephen  by  M""  Honey  on  the  third  Ins*  informing 
him  of  his  Fathers  Illness — and  I  now  rite  you  by  our  old  friend 
Mr  Bruffey  and  am  truly  sorry  that  I  have  nothing  Encouraging  to 
communicate  I  found  your  poor  Father  very  ill  indeed,  D^  ben 
Hiser  [Bernhisel]  thought  his  disorder  dangerous,  it  being  a  Violent 
attack  of  Inflamation  on  the  brest  and  lungs,  attended  with  a  high 
fever —  the  D'"  staid  a  day  and  night  blistered  and  bleed  most 
copiously  and  when  he  left  us  two  days  past  I  flatterd  myself  he  was 
much  better —  but  oh  my  son  I  greatly  fear  it  was  only  a  delusion, 
so  apt  are  [we]  to  flatter  ourselves  with  that  which  will  contribute 
to  our  happyness  his  fever  has  returned  this  day  with  great  violence, 
he  breathes  with  much  difficulty  and  seems  in  great  distress  boath  in 
body  and  mind — in  short  my  son  I  feel  much  allarmed  about  him,

Dear  Madam, 

Your  son  Stephen  F.  Austin  has  been  a  member  of  my  family  for 
the  last  eight  months — His  amiable  qualities  of  the  heart  combined 
with  his  intelligence  and  acquirements  will  always  secure  him 
friends — 

And  our  intercourse  has  resulted  in  mutually  warm  and  I  trust 
lasting  attachment.  He  had  set  his  heart  on  facilitating  the  views  of 
his  father  in  his  contemplated  settlement  in  Texas — And  believing 
the  enterprise  laudable,  and  perhaps  promising  some  reward  to  those 
who  would  toil  in  its  prosecution,  I  agreed  to  meet  the  proposition 
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of  his  Father,  and  take  a  joint  interest  in  the  grant  and  settlement— 
Upon  receiving  your  last  letter  enclosing  one  from  your  son,  Mr. 
Bryan  enjoining  so  strongly  on  Stephen  in  the  name  of  his  father 
the  fulfilment  of  his  objects  (which  indisposition  then  prevented  his 
doing,)  Stephen  and  myself  both  concluded  it  was  best  for  him  to  set 
out  immediately  and  meet  the  Spanish  officers  waiting  at  Nachitoches 
to  conduct  him  to  the  grant — and  take  a  number  of  respectable  per- 
sons along  with  him  to  explore  the  Country — He  set  out  from  this 
plate  ten  days  ago  to  effect  this  object  taking  some  8  or  10  persons 
with  him — The  Spanish  Officers  having  been  waiting  some  time  they 
have  probably  by  this  time  set  out  for  the  Colorado — 

I  have  advanced  Stephen  all  the  funds  he  desired  for  the  expedi- 
tion and  have  promised  to  furnish  more  as  he  requires  them — His 
prospects  seem  flattering  so  far  as  the  good  feelings  of  the  local  offi- 
cers and  Government  can  promise  success. 

I  had  expected  his  father  here  as  soon  as  his  health  would  permit, 
and  was  prepared  to  further  his  views  by  every  friendl}^  effort  in  my 
power — Today  I  learn  that  that  father — is  no  more — I  have  no  con: 
solation  my  dear  madam  for  this  afflictive  dispensation —  Your  only 
consolation  is  to  be  found  in  the  resignation  which  we  owe  to  the 
will  of  Heaven —  Blessed  by  the  dear  pledges  of  affection  left  behind, 
you  should  for  their  sake  meet  this  inroad  upon  your  happiness  with 
the  fortitude  necessary  to  sustain  it — 

God  still  tempers  the  wind  to  the  shorn  lamb —  It  is  the  Cup  of 
afflication  that  chastens  and  brightens  the  pearls  scattered  before  us 
here,  and  sometimes  prepares  us  for  that  hereafter,  where  *'  the 
weary  are  at  rest,  and  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling  " — 

Pardon  the  liberty  I  take  in  addressing  you —  My  only  object  is 
to  fil  the  place  of  your  Stephen  until  he  shall  return  to  you —  Pray 
look  upon  me  as  such —  Will  you  allow  me  to  ask  if  any  remittance 
of  money  or  shipment  of  articles  from  this  place  is  now  necessary  to 
your  comforts?  I  promised  Stephen  to  write  you  if  anything  hap- 
pened and  would  to  God  I  could  alleviate  your  sorrows —

Natchitoches,  July  1,  1821. 

Dear  Sir — I  am  now  this  far  on  my  journey  to  the  Province  of 
Texas,  to  take  possession  of  the  lands  granted  to  my  Father,  Col. 
Moses  Austin,  (formerly  of  Mine  a  Burton,  Missouri)  by  the  Spanish 
rovernment. 

The  land  lies  on  the  Colorado  and  Brassos  rivers,  and  includes  a 
ituation  on  the  Bay  of  St.  Bernard,  suitable  for  a  sea-port,  at  which 
place  a  port  of  entry  is  ordered  to  be  established.  This  concession 
to  my  father  is  granted  by  Don  Joaquin  de  Arredondo  the  governor 
of  the  Internal  Provinces,  and  is  duly  confirmed  by  the  Supreme 
Oouncil  of  those  Provinces  dated  17th  January,  1821,  at  Monterey. 
It  contains  a  permission  to  settle  three  hundred  families  on  the  lands 
to  each  of  whom  a  tract  of  land  is  to  be  given  and  to  whom  most 
liberal  privileges  are  secured,  both  in  regard  to  commercial  inter- 
course and  civil  rights. 

The  Constitution  of  Spain  is  in  full  operation  at  those  provinces 
and  recent  accounts  state  that  the  beneficial  effects  of  it  are  already 
perceptible. 

The  gold  and  silver  mines  are  getting  into  more  extensive  opera- 
tion than  they  have  for  many  years.  Money  is  becoming  more 
abundant,  a  free  trade  is  permitted,  and  the  restrictive  system  hereto- 
fore pursued  in  regard  to  foreigners  has  been  superseded  by  the  most 
liberal  encouragement. 

Don  Joseph  Erasmo  Seguin,  a  Spanish  gentleman  from  San 
Antonio  was  despatched  by  governor  Martinez  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  informing  my  father  of  the  confirmation  of  his  grant  by  the 
governor  general,  and  to  invite  back  all  the  fugitive  Spaniards  \vho 
fled  in  the  revolution  of  1812,  and  are  living  at  this  place,  most  of 
whom,  I  am  informed,  will  return  to  their  country  again. 

I  go  in  company  with  Don  Erasmo,  and  have  a  large  company  of 
American  companions  besides  the  Spaniards. 

Should  you  yet  meet  w^ith  any  Farmers  of  good  character  or 
mechanics,  who  wish  to  emigrate  to  this  fine  country  and  participate 
in  the  advantages  secured  to  my  father  by  this  grant,  you  will  oblige 
me  by  informing  them  that  they  can  procure  every  information  on 
this  subject  by  writing  to  my  father,  Herculaneum,  Missouri;  but 
they  must  be  well  recommended.

Nachitoches  July  4  1821 

Don  Erasmo  has  just  furnished  me  with  another  Copy  of  the 
papers  relative  to  the  grant. 

Col  Pitts  has  not  time  to  waite  or  I  would  have  it  correctly  trans- 
lated—  The  following  is  a  rough  Translation  of  the  order  from 
Arredondo  to  Martinez — ^ 

"The  Supreme  Cortes  of  these  provinces  having  deliberated  on 
the  representation  made  to  me  in  your  official  note  of  the  26  Decem- 
ber No.  Ill —  I  have  just  received  their  resolution  with  which  I 
have  conformed  it  is  as  follows — 

It  is  expedient  to  grant  the  permission  which  Moses  Austin  solic- 
ited to  establish  himself  with  three  hundred  families  in  the  Province 
of  Texas,  on  the  conditions  specified  in  his  memorial  on  this  subject 
which  accompanied  your  official  letter — provided  that  the  following 
conditions  be  complied  with — 

1^*  All  who  emigrate  under  this  permission  must  be  Catholics^  or 
agree  to  be  so,  before  they  remove — 

2^  They  must  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  be  faithful  to  the  King 
and  Constitution  etc 

3  They  must  be  honesty  industrious  farmers  and  mechanics — and 
the  applicant  M  Austin,  will  be  hell  responsible  for  their  good  con- 
duct"—  (This  is  the  substance  of  Arredondos  order  to  Martinez) 
"  and  you  are  directed  to  send  this  intelligence  to  the  party  inter- 
ested' by  a  confidential  messenger.

Mr.  Stephen  F.  Austin  has  this  day  given  me  authority  to  sell  his 
negro  man  Richmond  for  the  Sum  of  Six  hundred  and  fifty  Dollars 
(as  the  minimum  price) —  One  hundred  Dollars  of  the  proceeds 
of  said  negro  is  to  be  appropriated  to  pay  said  Austin's  note  of  this 
date  for  that  sum,  the  balance  to  be  paid  over  to  the  order  of  said 
S.  F.  Austin,  or  of  Moses  Austin,  or  of  Joseph  H.  Hawkins  Esquire 
of  New  Orleans.

Nachitoches  July  13  1821 
My  dear  Mother  and  Sister 

I  have  just  heard  the  meloncholy  news  of  the  death  of  my  Father — 
his  exertions  on  the  trip  to  St  Antonio  and  after  his  return  were  too 
much — he  suffered  more  than  you,  or  any  one  else  can  immagine  who 
has  not  been  in  this  wild  Country — We  must  resign  ourselves  to  the 
dispensations  of  Providence,  death  must  finally  terminate  the  career 
of  us  all.  This  news  has  efTected  me  very  much,  he  was  one  of  the 
most  feeling  and  affectionate  Fathers  that  ever  lived  his  faults  I 
now  sa}^,  and  always  have,  were  not  of  the  heart —  It  is  some  con- 
solation to  me  that  he  was  with  his  family,  or  at  least  with  a  part  of 
them —  I  had  progressed  on  my  journey  beyond  the  Sabine  when 
I  heard  the  news —  My  Friend  Hawkens  wrote  me  from  Orleans, 
and  the  letter  was  sent  on  by  express —  I  returned  this  morning  to 
arrange  some  business  with  the  Spanish  Agent  here,  and  shall  leave 
here  again  this  evening.  My  party  will  wait  for  me  at  Nacogdoches — 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Spanish  Officers  here  that  this  most  unhappy 
event  will  not  retard  the  progress  of  the  settlement.  I  shall  go  out 
and  take  possession  of  the  land  and  arrange  for  the  families  to  move 
in  the  fall — so  that  I  still  hope  great  good  will  result  from  my 
Father's  astonishing  perse verence  and  fatigue  last  winter — 

I  pray  you  to  be  carefull  of  your  tender  health.  I  hope  to  em- 
brace my  Dear  Mother  and  Sister  once  more  next  fall,    immediately

Nacogdoches^  July  20^  1821. 

Dear  Sir — I  wrote  you  fully  from  Nachitoches,  relative  to  the 
confirmation  of  my  father's  grant  by  the  governor  general,  and 
council  of  the  four  internal  province,  enclosing  you  copies  of  the 
documents  delivered  me  by  Don  Erasmo,  the  agent  on  the  part  of 
the  Spanish  government,  and  who  is  authorized  to  conduct  myself 
and  settlers  to  the  lands  granted. 

We  are  thus  far  on  our  way  to  explore  the  country,  and  select  the 
most  judicious  sites  for  our  settlement. 

We  found  several  families  at  this  place,  who  held  a  council  upon 
our  arrival,  and  resolved  to  remove  within  the  limits  of  the  lands 
granted  my  father;  the  inducements  to  their  removal  being  the 
advantages  of  a  situation  nigher  to  the  sea,  and  consequently  to  the 
seat  of  trade. 

I  have  not  the  boundaries  of  the  grant  before  me,  but  understand 
it  will  include  the  harbor  of  Mata  Gorda,  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Colorado  river. 

I  met  here  a  gentleman  who  travelled  through  the  grant,  and  who 
assures  me  it  is  the  richest  and  best  watered  part  of  the  province. 
All  travellers  unite  with  our  much  lamented  Gen.  Pike,  in  alleging 
the  climate  to  be  one  of  the  most  delightful  in  this,  or  any  other 
country. 

I  had  both  verbal  and  written  correspondence  with  a  number  of 
gentlemen  who  proposed  to  migrate  to  Texas,  and  become  settlers

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within  the  grant.  As  I  have  not  leisure  to  write  them  all,  be  pleased 
to  make  known  through  the  public  prints: 

1st.  That  I  shall  comply  with  the  condition  of  the  grant,  and 
effect  the  settlement  to  the  full  extent,  and  in  the  same  manner 
contemplated  by  my  late  father. 

2d.  That  I  shall  explore  the  country,  and  then  select  the  most 
judicious  points  for  our  settlement. 

3d.  That  a  port  has  been  established  by  the  proper  authority,  in 
the  Bay  of  St.  Bernard,  which  will  at  once  secure  great  facilities 
to  commerce. 

4th.  That  I  am  authorized  to  introduce  and  settle  on  the  grant, 
three  hundred  families;  and  they  are  permitted  to  carry  with  them 
all  the  property,  effects  and  supplies  they  think  proper. 

5th.  That  every  facility  will  be  given  calculated  to  aid  the  settlers, 
and  they  will  be  secured  in  grants  of  land  proportionate  to  the 
numbers  of  each  family,  and  the  force  or  means  they  possess  of  carry- 
ing on  useful  and  agricultural  pursuits. 

Liberal  grants  of  land  will  also  be  made  to  mechanics  of  all  de- 
scriptions who  will  become  settlers;  but  no  settler  will  be  received, 
or  grant  made  to  any  individual,  who  does  not  produce  satisfactory 
evidence  of  good  character  and  industrious  habits;  and  the  settlers 
will  supply  themselves  with  certificates  to  this  effect  from  some  court, 
magistrate,  mayor,  justice,  notary,  or  other  public  officer. 

The  objects  of  this  settlement  are  entirely  agricultural.  The  rich- 
ness of  the  soil,  healthfulness  of  the  climate,  contiguity  to  the  sea, 
and  other  natural  advantages,  promising  a  reward  to  our  labors, 
which  few  spots  on  the  globe  could  furnish  to  an  equal  extent. 

I  shall  return  to  Natchitoches  in  Louisiana,  by  the  25th  Sept.  and 
after  a  visit  to  Herculaneum,  in  the  state  of  Missouri,  shall  proceed 
with  the  settlers  to  the  points  of  location. 

All  persons  desiring  information,  will  address  me  at  "  Hercula- 
neum, Missouri,"  and  their  letters  shall  be  answered  immediately 
on  my  reaching  that  place. — As  the  communications  will  be  numerous, 
it  is  expected  that  the  applicants  for  information  will  pay  the  post- 
age on  their  letters. 

I  will  publish  on  my  return,  the  point  at  which  the  settlers  had 
best  convene,  and  in  the  mean  time,  those  who  may  come  on  should 
not  descend  the  Mississippi  river  below  the  mouth  of  Red  river,  nor 
go  farther  into  the  interior  than  Natchitoches. 

Persons  wishing  to  become  settlers  will  forward  me  to  Hercula- 
neum,  their  names,  occupation,  number  and  description  of  their 
families  and  the  number  of  work  hands  they  would  employ. 

Mechanics  will  be  particular  in  describing  their  trades,  and  the 
number  of  persons,  including  apprentices,  attached  to  their  families. 
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A  port  having  been  legally  established,  in  the  Bay  of  St.  Bernard 
the  settlement  will  at  once  be  secured  in  a  direct  communication 
with  New-Orleans  and  other  places,  from  which  supplies  can  be 
obtained. 

You  have  already  been  informed  that  the  Spanish  constitution  is 
in  full  force  in  the  internal  provinces.  And  Don  Erasmo,  the  com- 
missioner appointed  to  conduct  us  to  the  lands,  brought  to  Louisiana 
proclamations,  promising  security  and  protection  to  all  persons  who 
have  left  the  country  during  former  troubles,  and  who  would  not 
return. 

I  understand  a  number  have  already  embraced  the  offer. 

Such  parts  of  my  letters  as  you  cause  to  be  published  calculated 
to  give  information  to  the  settlers,  I  hope  the  newspapers  in  Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee,  Kentucky  and  Missouri,  will  republish. 
Very  respectfully,

P.  S.  All  persons  who  were  citizens  of  Louisiana  at  any  time 
prior  to  its  cession  to  the  United  States,  will  find  great  facilities  in 
obtaining  grants  for  land  in  this  province.

Herculaneum  August  the  25  [1821] 
This  days  mail  brought  my  dear  sons  wellcome  letters  of  the  13  and 
14  of  July  which  afforded  me  much  real  sattisfaction.  I  had  re- 
ceived one  from  you  dated  the  7  ult  but  as  you  had  not  heard  of  your 
dear  Fathers  death  I  posponed  answering  it  till  I  heard  from  you 
again,  yes  my  dear  Stephen  this  unexpected  stroak  of  divine  provi- 
dence must  have  afflicted  your  affectionate  heart  most  sensibly,  even 
at  this  time,  when  more  than  two  months  has  passed  away  in  sadness 
and  sorrow,  I  can  hardly  realize  the  reality  of  the  melancholy  event, 
to  have  him  taken  from  us  at  a  time  when  his  prospects  appeared  so 
flattering  and  his  expectations  of  future  happyness  and  prosperity 
raised  to  the  highest  pitch,  oh  what  a  lesson  for  those  he  has  left 
behind  to  strugel  a  few  years  longer  in  this  vail  of  tears,  my  dear 
Stephen  wishes  to  know  the  particulars  of  his  Fathers  death  I 
wrote  you  soon  after  it  took  place  and  sent  the  letter  [by  Mr]  Bruffy 
to  Orleines,  what  he  did  with  the  letter  I  have  not  learnt  but  least 
theay  never  reatch  you,  I  will  again  give  you  a  short  detail  your 
dear  parent  was  in  very  bad  health  when  he  returned  in  march  and 
was  but  a  shadow  of  his  former  self  but  such  was  his  anxiety  to 
arrange  all  his  business  in  this  quarter,  I  could  not  prevail  on  him  to 
attend  to  his  health  and  taike  those  medicines  necessary  to  restore  it 
as  soon  as  he  was  able  to  ride  he  went  to  S*^  Louis,  where  he  was  de- 
tained six  weeks  setling  with  the  directors  of  the  bank  this  might 
have  been  don  in  one,  had  theay  been  disposed  to  do  him  Justice,  at 
length  one  generous  and  disinterested  man,  even  a  lawyer,  steped 
forward  and  vollanteered  his  services  to  your  persecuted  Father,  he 
said  the  sale  of  the  lead  mine  estate  was  an  Illegal  one,  that  he  would 
undertake  to  recover  it  and  not  receive  one  dollar  till  he  had  gained 
it  he  stated  this  to  the  board  of  directors  which  brought  them  to  a 
compromise  and  your  Father  after  the  greatest  perplexity  and  delay. 
at  len^h  obtained  a  full  receipt  from  the  Directors,  exonerating 
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^ou  and  J.  B  [James  Bryan]  and  bringing  the  bank  5000  dollars  in 
his  debt  he  returned  home,  spent  and  exhausted  with  fatigue  but 
would  take  no  rest,  started  in  fore  days  for  Potosi  to  mack  a  finish 
of  business  their,  I  felt  greatly  allarmed  and  did  all  I  could  to  pre- 
ivail  on  him  to  take  advice  and  postpone  his  Journey  a  few  days,  you 
know  his  determined  and  perservering  disposi[t]ion,  he  had  fixed 
the  25  of  May  for  leaving  this  country  and  he  had  not  a  moment  to 
loose,  he  laid  sick  at  D""  M«  Grady  several  days,  then  finished  his 
business  and  started  to  Bellview,  laid  two  days  very  ill  at  M'"  Ruggles, 
but  persisted  going  on  the  third  day  to  Sq""-  Step"  and  finally  on  the 
seventh  day  after  he  left  the  mines  arrived  at  Hazel  run  ^  so  ill  he 
had  to  be  helped  of  the  hors  this  was  the  2  of  June,  he  appeared 
very  unwilling  even  then  to  give  up  and  the  next  day  Commenced 
setling  his  accounts  with  J  B  and  thought  he  would  be  able  to  ride 
to  this  place  in  two  days,  all  this  time  the  disease  was  gaining  fast 
on  his  sistom,  the  day  I  expected  him  home,  an  express  was  sent  for 
me  I  [took]  out  D'"  Benhiser  [Bernhisel]  with  me  he  is  from  Phila- 
dp*-  and  came  highly  recommended  He  said  his  disordor  was  a 
violent  Inflamation  of  the  lungs,  he  bleed  and  blistered — staid  a  day 
and  night  and  pronounced  him  out  of  danger,  I  watched  by  him

his  dieing  fathers  last  request  to  prosecute  the  enterprise  he  had  Com- 
menced, that  he  had  set  his  heart  two  much  on  it  but  for  some  wise 
purpose,  god  had  prevented  his  travelling  the  rode  he  had  planed 
out,  he  had  opened  and  prepared  the  way  for  you  and  your  brothers  *

Nachitoches  Octiibre  12  de  1821 
Al  Senor  Don  Antonio  Martinez  Governador  de  la  Provincia  de

Tengo  el  honor  de  comunicar  a  VS,  mi  feliz  llegada  con  mis  com- 
paiieros  el  1°  del  corriente  en  este  lugar,  y  dara  a  V.S.  vna  relacion 
de  mi  viage.

AtrsTiN  TO  Antonio  Martinez 

Nackitosh  October  ir^.  1821— 
His  Excellency  Governor  Martinez, 

Sir  I  had  the  honor  of  addressing  you  a  letter  dated  on  yester- 
day, giving  an  account  of  my  proceedings  relative  to  the  new  Colony. 
I  now  write  you  on  a  Subject  of  deep  interest  to  the  progress  of  the 
new  Settlements  in  Texas — 

On  my  arrival  here  I  found  near  one  hundred  Letters  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  where  I  formerly  lived  in  upper  Louisiana  (now 
called  Missouri)  and  many  from  Kentucky  and  other  places  re- 
questing information  relative  to  settling  in  the  Province  of  Texas, 
and  I  am  convinced  that  I  could  take  on  fifteen  hundred  families 
as  easily  as  three  hundred  if  permitted  to  do  so — 

The  distance  to  St  Antonio  is  so  great  and  the  journey  is  con- 
sidered so  hazardous  and  expensive  that  men  in  moderate  circum- 
stances are  deterred  from  going  in  person  to  apply  for  permission 
to  settle — and  there  are  many  other  obstacles  in  the  way,  I  have 
therefore  thought  that  the  settlement  of  the  Country  w"^-  be  greatly 
facilitated,  and  kind  and  character  of  those  who  emigrate  would 
be  much  better,  if  the  whole  superintendence  of  the  Emigration 
from  the  U.  S.  was  intrusted  to  one  agent  whose  general  knowledge 
of  the  American  character,  and  particularly  of  the  people  of  the 
western  country  and  also  of  the  situation  and  lands  of  the  Province, 
of  Texas  would  enable  him  to  conduct  the  formation  of  the  settle- 
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ment  with  advantage  to  the  Government  and  satisfaction  to  the 
Settlers — 

Considering  that  the  first  effort  towards  Colonising  the  Pro®-  by 
citizens  from  the  U.  S.  is  made  b}^  me,  and  that  after  having  ex- 
plored the  sea  coast  I  shall  have  a  full  Knowledge  of  the  Country, 
and  considering  also  that  the  public  stations  I  have  filled  in  M, 
[Missouri]  and  A.  [Arkansas]  (having  been  for  many  years  a  Mem- 
ber of  the  legislature  of  the  former  and  one  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Court  in  the  latter)  has  enabled  me  to  form  very  extensive  and 
general  acquaintance  with  the  people  of  the  western  country,  and 
also  that  my  former  residence  for  many  years  under  the  Spanish 
Gov*,  in  upper  Louisiana  has  made  me  some  what  familiar  with  the 
laws  and  customs  I  have  supposed  that  I  could  probably  effect  as 
maich  towards  settling  Texas  with  useful  citizens  as  any  other  man, 
I  therefore  respectfully  petition  that  I  be  permitted  to  extend  the 
settlements  to  the  Guadaloupe  and  St  Marcos  Elvers  on  the  west 
and  to  the  Trinity  and  St.  Jacinto  on  the  East — 

Should  this  plan  for  the  appointment  of  a  general  Commissioner 
or  Agent  for  the  Province  be  adopted  I  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  it  would  greatly  facilitate  the  objects  of  the  appointment  if 
he  was  to  have  pretty  extensive  discretionary  powers  a^  to  the  dis- 
tributing of  lands,  so  as  to  save  the  delay  and  expense  of  applying 
to  the  Gv*  for  instructions  relative  to  each  settler  and  that  he  be 
authorized  to  issue  certificates  to  the  settlers  stating  (under  such 
limits  as  the  Gv*  may  deem  proper)  the  quantity  of  land  and  the  ^ 
place  where  he  is  to  receive  it — these  certificates  could  be  a  guide  to 
the  Surveyor  Gen^  of  the  Province  in  laying  off  the  lands,  and  the 
returns  would  thus  be  all  made  by  the  surveyor  Gen^  and  the  Com''  ^ 
and  the  Gv*  would  only  have  those  two  officers  to  transact  the  busi-  I 
ness  with  instead  of  the  hundreds  that  would  trouble  them  if  each 
settler  was  to  apply  for  himself  individually.

Mr  Davidson  who  returned  a  few  days  since  from  St  Antonio 
informs  me  that  applications  have  been  made  for  grants  of  two 
and  three  leagues  square  on  the  Colorado.^  I  would  respectfully 
suggest  to  your  Excellency  that  it  may  create  some  confusion  if 
grants  are  made  within  the  tract  of  country  in  which  my  settlement 
is  forming —     I  have  promised  the  settlers  that  the  first  who  go

Permission  is  hereby  granted  to  William  Kincheloe  to  settle  in  the 
Colony  now  forming  by  me  on  the  Brassos  and  Colorado  Rivers  in 
the  Province  of  Texas,  and  the  said  Kincheloe  is  authorized  to  select 
a  mill  seat  anywhere  within  the  bounds  of  the  Colony,  and  also  to 
choose  tracts  of  land  for  [  ]  Families  now  on  their  way  to  said 

Colony,  he  is  to  mark  the  tracts  chosen  by  him  both  for  himself

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and  the  other  families,  and  to  report  to  me  or  my  agent  the  situation 
thereof —  And  in  consideration  of  the  Said  Kincheloe  agreeing 
to  build  a  mill  on  the  mill  seat  which  he  may  choose  within  one  year, 
he  is  to  have  Six  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land  in  addition  to 
the  quantity  which  he  may  be  entitled  to  in  common  with  the  other 
Settlers,  and  one  lot  in  the  Town.  The  town  lot  is  given  gratis,  and 
there  is  to  be  no  charge  on  Said  additional  Section  of  land  except  the 
Surveying  fees — 

Said  Kincheloe  and  the  families  who  are  now  coming  on  with  his 
are  to  receive  land  as  follows — The  head  of  each  family  is  to  get  Six 
hundred  and  forty  acres  and  in  addition  to  that  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  for  their  wives,  one  hundred  and  Sixty  acres  for  each 
child,  and  Eighty  acres  for  each  Slave  to  be  taken  in  two  seperate 
tracts,  one  on  the  river  with  a  front  four  times  less  than  its  depth, 
and  the  other  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  river  lands.  The  said 
tracts  or  one  of  them,  must  be  actually  inhabited  and  cultivated  by 
the  persons  to  whom  the  permit  to  settle  is  given  before  the  1  of 
January  1823 —  Twelve  Dollars  and  fifty  cents  p*"-  hundred  acres 
must  be  paid  me  one  half  on  recipt  of  title  and  the  other  half  in  one 
year  thereafter,  which  will  be  in  full  for  Surveying  and  all  other 
charges

They  appear  liberal  and  verry  En- 
couraging to  emegrants.  I  have  had  Some  Serious  thoughs  of  re- 
moving to  that  Country  but  at  this  time  I  am  So  embarresed  that  it  is 
imposable  for  me  to  leave  here  without  making  a  greater  Sacra Hce 
than  would  be  remunerated  by  a  removal. 

I  wrote  you  previous  to  your  departure  from  N,  Orleans  but 
received  no  answer  I  then  told  you  of  the  distress  I  was  in  at  that 
time  which  are  Still  growing  worse.  I  hope  you  will  answer  this 
and  let  me  know  what  1  have  to  depend  on.  The  accounts  you  left 
with  M'"  Asheley  [at  Little  Eock]  are  little  better  than  nothing  they 
will  not  be  Collected  for  two  or  three  years  and  I  want  the  Money 
immeadiately  I  am  nearly  ruined  now  for  want  of  it.  I  offered  your 
Note  this  day  for  half  of  its  amount  and  Could  not  get  it.  I  hope 
you  will  make  an  effort  to  relieve  me  if  you  Could  Send  me 
groceries  Iron  or  any  kind  of  Southern  articles  I  Could  put  them 
upp  to  pay  debts.  If  I  had  your  deposition  I  Could  recover  it  off 
Harines(  ?)  Estate  as  he  made  the  Contract  after  I  had  refused  on  my 
part.

Agreement  Between  Austin  and  Joseph  H.  Hawkins 

Articles  of  agreement  made  and  concluded  this  14  day  of  Nov'"-  1821, 

between  Stephen  F.  Austin  and  Joseph  H.  Hawkins  of  New  Orleans 

witnesseth : 

That  whereas  a  contract  was  heretofore  entered  into  between  the 
parties  hereto,  The  said  Austin  acting  for  and  in  behalf  of  his  father 
Moses  Austin,  and  in  virtue  of  authority  from  him,  whereby  the  said 
Moses  Austin  by  his  agent  and  son,  covenanted  and  agreed  to  sell,  and 
did  sell  to  Jos-  H.  Hawkins  one  equal  half  part  of  all  lands  granted 
by  the  Spanish  gov*-  to  said  Moses  Austin  in  the  province  of  Texas, 
together  with  one  equal  half  part  of  town  lotts,  emoluments,  profits, 
monies  or  effects  derivable  by  the  settlement  and  sale  of  the  lands  and 
lotts  so  agreed  to  be  settled  by  said  Moses  Austin,  and  whereas  since  the 
death  of  said  Moses  Austin  the  Spanish  gov*-  in  Texas  have  confirmed 
to  said  S.  F.  Austin  the  grant  of  lands  originally  contemplated  to 
be  granted  his  father,  the  said  Stephen  F.  having  resolved  to  effect 
the  Settlement  and  carry  the  grant  into  execution  upon  the  same 
principles  stipulated  and  agreed  by  his  said  deceased  father  and 
whereas  the  consideration  to  be  paid  by  said  Hawkins  to  said  Moses 
Austin  was  the  advance  of  the  monies  necessary  to  defray  the  ex- 
pences  incured  in  obtaining  said  grant.  And  which  have  been  already 
advanced  by  said  Hawkins  and  the  parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree 
as  follows. 

The  said  S.  F.  Austin  hereby  acknowledges  to  have  rec*^  from  said 
Hawkins  the  sum  of  Four  thousand  dollars  in  full  of  all  monies  to 
be  advanced  by  him  under  this  contract,  or  the  contract  before  re- 
ferred to,  made  by  said  S.  F.  Austin  under  the  direction  and  au- 
thority of  and  for  his  father  as  aforesaid,  And  for  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  said  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  so  paid  by  said  Haw- 
kins, the  .said  S.  F.  Austin  doth  hereby  for  himself  and  the  othei  legal 
representatives  of  his  said  Father  covenant  and  agree,  that  after 
meeting  the  necessary  expenses  of  surveying  the  said  Hawkins  shall 
be  entitled  to  and  receive  one  equal  half  part  of  the  monies,  effects, 
property  and  profits  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands,  lotts,  or  from 
any  other  sources  growing  out  of  the  grant  of  lands  before  referred 
to,  or  the  settlement  thereof,  And  all  lands  lotts  and  other  property

In  embarking  in  objects  requiring  additional  disburcements  of 
monies  or  monied  responsibilities  it  must  be  done  by  joint  and  mu- 
tual consent.

Know  all  men,  by  these  presents,  that  whereas  Stephen  F.  Austin

In  the  first  place  it  is  agreed  that  each  person  who  makes  himself 
a  party  to  this  agreement  Shall  place  himself  under  the  direction  of 
Said  Austin,  and  as  Soon  as  a  vessel  is  provided,  Shall  go  on  board 
the  Same,  and  aid  in  taking  the  soundings  of  the  coast,  and  mouths 
of  the  Rivers  from  Galveston  to  the  Mouth  of  the  Gaudaloupe  River, 
Should  it  be  deemed  necessary  to  explore  that  far,  and  while  on  board 
Said  vessel  to  attend  to  the  orders  of  the  Captain,  and  Conduct  them- 
selves in  an  orderly  manner,  after  the  Coast  is  Sounded,  the  said 
Emigrants  will  land  under  the  directions  of  said  Austin  and  remain 
in  his  employ  untill  the  first  day  of  December  1822  during  which

'■  3.  Six  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land  will  be  granted  to  the 
head  of  each  family,  and  in  addition  to  that,  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  to  a  man's  wife,  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  for  each 
child,  and  eighty  acres  for  each  slave;  which  land  will  be  laid  off 
in  two  equal  tracts,  one  on  the  river  in  an  oblong,  the  other  is  to 
be  located  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  river  lands;  one  of  said 
tracts  must  be  actually  inhabited  and  cultivated  by  the  person  and 
family  who  has  permission  to  settle  it,  within  one  year  from  the 
first  of  January  1822.

Sir, 

I  have  seen  a  publication  in  a  news  paper,  purporting  to  be  an 
extract  of  a  letter,  written  by  you  at  La  Bahia,  Province  of  Texas, 
on  the  1^^  day  of  September  1821  and  addressed  to  a  gentleman  at 
New  Orleans,  wherein  is  set  forth  the  advantages  of  a  contemplated 
settlement  which  you  had  in  view  in  the  above  named  province. 

The  extract  above  alluded  to,  states  the  following  as  the  outline 
which  you  propose  to  pursue  in  regard  to  the  grants  of  lands:  viz. 
To  give  to  each  individual  settler  one  tract  of  land  binding  on  the 
river  or  some  water  course,  half  a  mile  in  front,  by  two  miles  in 
depth  for  farming — and  one  other  tract  of  one  a  half  mile  square  to 
be  located  back  from  the  river  for  vachery ;  and  that  to  those  settlers 
who  have  families,  you  propose  the  following  addition  to  their 
grants: — to  each  married  Avoman  160  acres,  to  each  child  80  acres, 
and  for  each  slave  40  acres ;  to  be  laid  oft'  adjoining  the  farming  tract; 
and  double  those  quantities  adjoining  the  vachery  tract. 

The  object  of  this  letter,  is,  to  make  some  further  enquiries  about

Baltimore  Dec  13.^^  1821 

Having  seen  an  extract  of  your  letter  on  grants  of  land  in  the 
kEorning  Chronicle  of  the  city,  and  view  the  subject  of  great  im- 
)ortance  we  are  induced  to  obtrude  on  your  notice,  by  addressing 
ou  a  few  lines. 

The  liberal  proffers  of  land  in  the  Province  of  the  Texas  which 
/ou  are  authorized  to  hold  out  to  adventurers  have  attracted  our 
ittention  and  raised  an  earnest  solicitude  to  become  more  particu- 
arly  acquainted  than  we  have  yet  been  or  perhaps  can  expect  to  be, 
;hrough  the  medium  of  the  public  prints,  on  that  subject.  It  is  our 
confident  expectation,  if  the  expense  of  getting  to  that  country  with 
I  family  could  be  pretty  nearly  estimated,  and  if  the  character  of 
he  government  which  shall  immediately  on  our  arrival  direct  us, 
md  of  that  which  may  at  some  short  time  subsequent  be  therein 
■stablished  [should  be  satisfactory],  that  a  large  company  might 
soon  be  made  up,  provided  that  information  on  these  points  should 
be  such  as  to  authorize  our  transition  thither.  No  feature  in  any 
government  could  be  more  abhorrent  to  men  born  in  the  land  of 
hberty, — and  matured  in  the  arms  of  universal  toleration,  than 
religious  restraint.  The  idea  of  an  established  church  of  any  par- 
ticular creed  would  forever  banish  from  our  minds  the  design  of 
leaving  our  natal  soil.  The  consideration  of  toleration  in  Religion, 
and  the  assurance  that  this  will  form  one  of  the  prominent  and 
auspicious  features  of  the  constitution  will  remove  a  thousand  ob- 
stacles from  the  execution  of  our  designs.  The  prospect  of  undis- 
puted and  permanent  titles  to  land,  and  of  quiet  and  peaceful  regu- 
lations in  the  Province  must  also  be  powerful  incitements  to  emi- 
grants. The  writers  are  aware  that  many  difficulties  and  embarrass- 
ments must  attend  undertakings  of  this  nature,  and  therefore  it  will 
occur  to  you,  Sir,  that  it  must  be  greatly  desirable  to  the  emigrant 
to  obtain  all  the  information  possible  on  the  subject,  that  he  may 
be  the  better  prepared  to  encounter  impediments,  and  to  overcome

Mine  a  Burton  [Missouri]  December  25^^  1821 
Dear  Sir 

This  day,  from  its  celebrity  as  a  Holy-day,  in  the  Christian  Re- 
ligion, as  also  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  has  become  a  leisure 
day  with  me,  in  my  usual  avocations,  and  have  concluded  to  employ 
it  in  part  in  an  address  [to]  you,  which  I  hope  you  find  as  con- 
venient to  answer  as  me  to  ask. 

The  subject  proposed  is  the  "Province  of  Texas"  It  lias  become 
a  subject  of  considerable  interest  in  this  section  of  Missouri.  All 
those  who  once  experienced  the  gratuity  of  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment (a  thing  I  never  have  done)  speaks,  generally,  in  favour  of  it 
with  a  few  exceptions  of  social  inconveniences  such  as  Soil,  Climate, 
its  thin  Population  etc. 

I  wish  to  be  informed,  first  of  the  principles  of  the  Government, 
I  should  be  glad  (should  it  not  be  too  voluminous)  to  have  a  complete 
copy  of  its  Constitution ;  Second  the  Tranquility  of  the  Public  Mind, 
and  probability  of  the  continuation  of  the  present  form  of  Govern- 
ment; Thirdly  the  liberty  of  the  Spanish  Functionaries  where  they 
have  confidence  in  the  subject ;  Fourthly  their  credulity  in  the  fidelity 
of  the  Americans,  generally,  who  emigrate  to  that  country ;  Fifthly 
advantages  and  disadvantages  generally.  Its  commercial  situation  - 
the  Depth  of  the  water  at  the  entrance  into  the  Bay  at  the  most  favour- 
able point  and  where  that  point  is  situated,  -  The  Staple  of  the  coun- 
try, both  at  present  and  what  it  may  be  likely  to  be  hereafter  -,  in  a 
word  any,  and  everything  that  could,  in  anyAvise,  tend  to  an  eluci- 
dation of  such  objects  as  would  naturally  induce  emigrants  to  that 
country.  And  Sixth  and  lastly  your  opinion  what  advantages  I 
could  derive  if  I  was  to  go  there ;  I  believe  I  could  bring  fifty,  per- 
haps more,  families  with  me  from  here  and  Kentucky.  I  don't  mean 
a  participation  of  the  advantages  you  expect  to  derive  from  the  Grant, 
which  you  have  succeeded  to:  as  I  suppose  you  will  have  no  diffi- 
culty in    affecting  your  purposes  so   far   as  relates   to  emigrants.

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I  would  also  be  very  glad  to  know  your  prospects;  (I  have  supposec 
them  Grand)  and  of  your  final  Prosperity. 

Major  Hawkins  is  to  be  the  bearer  of  this  and  will  also  be  th 
bearer  of  your  answer;  from  the  safety  of  the  conveyance  I  hav^ 
asked  your  opinion  on  one  point  to  which  you,  perhaps,  may  have  somi 
hesitation  in  answering,  to  wit,  the  second  proposition,  and  shoulc 
you  not  deem  the  safety  of  the  conveyance  sufficient  guard,  you  havi 
a  cypher  which  we  once  learned  to  gather  which  will  elude  any  de 
tection. 

I  presume  your  prospects  are  very  flattering,  and  that  you  ar« 
very  much  pleased  with  the  country,  and  under  such  circumstance! 
men  are  very  apt  to  exagerate  on  their  ideas,  but  I  presume  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  remark  this  to  one  who  so  well  understands  th< 
Phylosophy  of  the  Human  Mind. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  undertake  to  give  you  any  details  of  affair 
in  your  old  Stamping-ground,  as  you  will  receive  them  in  a  mor(i 
satisfactory  way  by  the  bearer.  '

In  corrisponding  with  my  friends  in  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  I  learn 
that  several  of  them  are  desirous  of  settling  in  the  Spanish  Terri- 
tory:— Knowing  that  you  were  forming  a  settlement  in  that  coun- 
try; I  saw  no  readier  way  of  satisfying  their  enquires  respecting  it 
than  by  applying  to  you  for  information.  In  addressing  you,  Sir, 
on  this  subject  I  am  less  influenced  by  the  very  slight  acquaintance 
which  happened  betw^een  us  at  Potosi  than  by  the  belief  that  it  may 
be  your  interest  and  wish  to  communicate  inteligence  of  this  kind 
to  those  intending  a  removal  to  the  Spanish  province.  For  myself, 
having  lately  received  a  Medical  Diploma  from  the  Ohio  College, 
I  expect  to  get  my  bread  by  that  profession  which  I  expect  can  be 
done  as  easily  in  this  country,  hard  as  they  [times]  are,  as  in  the 
new  and  thinly  populated  province  of  Texas.  The  enquiries  of  my 
friends  are  directed  principally  to  the  price  and  qua[l]ity  of  land, 
the  price  of  produce  and  live  stock,  the  price  of  mechanics  w?iges 
and  the  climate  with  regard  to  health.  I  have  a  brother  who  is  a

I  arrived  liere  on  the  28^''  1st.  in  company  with  H  Elliot  and  three 
young  men  who  calculate  to  remain  in  the  country  if  they  meet  witli 
sufficient  encouragement  I  left  home  on  the  IG""  of  December  and 
came  on  the  Nacogdosh  where  I  was  in  hopes  of  meeting  with  you 
on  your  return  from  N.  Orleans —  my  Journey —  has  been  quite 
tedious  and  vernj  unpleasant  in  some  Respects  which  shall  be  ex- 
plained in  due  time —  When  we  arrived  on  this  River —  a  few  cir- 
cumstances combined  —  induced  Eliott  to  take  a  Canoe  and  pro- 
ceed to  the  Mouth  of  the  River  in  hopes  of  meeting  with  you — 
which  he  considers  of  vast  importance  to  you  as  well  as  himself — 
the  fact  is  he  is  fearful  that  Rob  Andrews  will —  hy  meeting  with

I  have  been  struggling  for  a  week  past  to  find  an  hour  to  devote  to' 
this  purpose.  It  is  now  eleven  oclock  at  night  and  as  usual  I  am  almost 
too  much  exhausted  to  hold  my  pen —  I 

The  "  only  Son  "  Mr,  Kincheloe  owner  carries  several  of  my  friends' 
and  a  number  of  valuable  settlers — 

Three  other  vessels  have  recently  sailed  for  the  Colorado,  and  in 
fact  my  dear  Sir  had  the  Lively  returned  with  a  good  account  of 
her  voyage,  your  country  would  be  crowded  to  overflowing — 

I  have  recently  received  a  letter  from  a  M''  Ross  in  Tennessee  (for-i 
warding  good  letters  of  recommendation)  proposing  to  "  deliver  you^ 
three  hundred  famAlies  hy  contract "  There  are  hundreds  on  the  way 
and  thousands  ready  to  go  if  one  word  of  Encouragement  could  now  be 
had  from  you. 

I  begin  to  fear  the  jealousy  of  the  S[panish]  Government  may  be 
excited  and  some  prohibition  interposed — At  all  events  the  most 
should  be  made  of  a  cloudless  sky. 

After  your  300  families  are  introduced  would  it  not  be  well  to  raise 
the  price  of  j^our  land?  Would  you  not  be  justified  in  asking  50  cents 
or  even  a  dollar  and  by  and  by  still  more  for  lands  ? 

These  are  mere  suggestions — Your  own  better  Judgment  will  gov- 
ern and  I  know  guide  correctly— Perhaps  my  own  necessities  may 
have  led  to  this  view  of  the  subject. 

I  am  bent  down  almost  to  the  very  ground.  Of  the  $7,000  advanced 
for  the  Providence  I  have  not  one  cent  return — In  fact  my  dear  Sir 
I  turn  my  mind  towards  you  as  the  wrecked  mariner  does  towards 
the  glimerings  of  the  light  house  which  promises  a  Haven  of  safety — 
Were  it  not  for  you  my  path  would  now  be  cheerless  if  not  hopeless. 

If  I  could  obtain  through  your  efforts  the  means  to  pay  my  debts 
I  would  join  you  immediately  and  spend  my  life  in  plowing  the 
soil — and  teaching  our  children  the  ways  of  virtue. 

You  can  form  no  idea  of  my  anxiety  to  hear  from"  you — The  only 
information  I  have  received  was  from  M^  Kincheloe — He  informed 
me  you  were  not  far  from  the  mouth  of  the  Col*  and  where  you  ex- 
pected to  meet  the  Lively — I  have  derived  more  satisfaction  as  to 
the  value  of  your  country  from  M^  K  than  any  other  individual  I 
have  seen. 

And  his  account  would  reconcile  even  some  little  reTnnants  of 
aristocracy  where  the  boone  they  purchased  was  otherwise  so  ines-

jlimable — I  have  relinquished  altogether  the  idea  of  answering  the 
liriany  letters  that  are  wrote  me — In  fact  I  almost  tremble  at  some 
noments  least  some  untoward  event  should  entail  misfortunes  on 
hose  who  have  relied  more  on  you  and  myself  and  upon  our  names 
han  upon  their  own  judgment — However  sufficient  for  the  day  be 
he  evil  thereof. 

All  our  concerns  here  would  be  stale  flat  and  unprofitable  to  you — 
fou  and  your  Colony  excite  more  interest  than  the  assembled  sages 
)f  the  nation.

Government  for  approval,  and  that  immigrants  arriving  in  Texas  in  the  meantime  should 
be  only  temporarily  settled  on  lands  designated  by  the  nearest  ayuntamiento.  About  the 
same  time  the  Junta  Gubernativa  (the  provisional  congress  of  Mexico)  began  to  consider 
the  general  subject  of  settlements  in  Texas  and  the  Californias,  and  when  the  Austin 
colony  was  called  to  its  attention  showed  a  disposition  to  treat  it  as  a  part  of  rhe 
general  plan  and  delay  specific  approval.  It  was  this  situation  which  took  Austin  to 
Mexico.

Loredo  March  28  1822 
Dk  Brother, 

We  arrived  here  on  the  21  and  finding  that  a  considerable  Com- 
pany were  going  on  to  La  Piinta,  on  Sunday  afternoon  I  thought 
it  most  prudent  to  wait  for  them,  on  acount  of  the  Indians,  who 
are  very  numerous  on  all  these  roads, — about  six  miles  this  side  of 
jthe  river  Nuesis  50  Camanches  charged  upon  us  a  little  before  sun 
rise,  the  Doctor  and  Waters  were  out  after  the  Horses  and  I  was 
alone  at  Camp,  they  surrounded  me  in  an  instant  and  took  possession 
of  every  article  we  had — resistance  was  useless  for  against  so  many 
it  would  have  been  ineffectual  the  Doctor  and  Waters  and  the  Horses 
were  soon  brought  up  by  the  Indians  and  I  then  expostulated  with 
them  for  treating  their  Friends  the  Americans  in  such  a  manner, — 
when  they  found  there  was  no  Spaniards  with  me,  they  gave  us  back 
our  Saddle  bags,  saddles,  and  everything  else  except  4  blankets,  a 
bridle,  my  Grammar  and  Several  other  little  things  and  all  our  pro- 
visons,  nothing  saved  our  lives  but  being  Americans,  and  as  the  next 
party  might  not  be  so  polite  I  have  waited  for  the  company  that  is 
going  on  to  morroAv.  Two  men  were  taken  prisoners,  the  day  before 
lyesterday  within  a  few  miles  of  this  place,  one  of  whom  escaped  and 
got  in  this  morning  he  says  the  Indians  are  waylaying  the  road  be- 
tween this  and  Punta,  (the  road  I  am  going) — about  3  miles  this 
side  of  where  the  Indians  charged  upon  us,  we  met  another  party 
of  34  who  were  encamped  behind  a  hill  watching  the  road,  only  two 
of  them  came  to  us,  they  said  their  captain  knew  us  to  be  Ameri- 
cans and  ordered  his  men  to  let  us  alone. 

The  Country  from  the  River  Madina  to  this  place  is  the  poorest 
I  ever  saw  in  my  life,  it  is  generally  nothing  but  Sand,  entirely  void 
of  Timber,  covered  with  scrubby  thorn  bushes  and  Prickly  Pear — 
this  place  is  on  the  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande — and  is  as  poor  as  sand 
banks,  and  drought,  and  indolence  can  make  it — The  river  is  about 
the  size  of  the  Arkansas,  if  anything  a  little  larger — 

I  hope  you  are  applying  yourself  closely  to  Study — get  the  first 
volume  of  Dufief s  ( ? )  Grammar  from  the  Doctor  and  Study  the 
familiar  phrases  and  lessons,  and  write  thein^  also  after  commiting 
a  verb  write  it  from  memory  and  then  compare  it  with  the  book  to 
see  that  the  spelling  is  correct — also  repeat  your  verbs  as  you  learn 
them  to  Francisco  or  some  other  who  can  correct  your  pronuncia- 
tion, a  bad  pronunciation  at  the  start  will  be  difficult  to  correct. 
therefore  take  no  lessions  [sic]  from  any  but  those  who  are  capable 
of  giving  them — Remember  that  it  is  all  important  to  learn  to  write 
the  language — 
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Pray  be  particular  in  taking  care  of  your  things — The  tent,  Blan 
kets,  Kittle,  Pack  Saddle,  the  two  bridles,  and  every  other  articl 
however  trifling  it  may  seem  to  be.

Your  Letter  of  Introduction  was  handed  me  by  M""  Erwin,^  with 
whom  I  have  traveled  from  Vera  Cruz  to  this  City,  it  will  always 
afford  me  much  Pleasure  to  serve  any  Person  you  may  recommend  - 
I  wish  to  say  Nothing  of  M'^  E n 

General  Trespalacios  ^  of  whom  you  must  know  something  is  ap- 
pointed Governor  over  the  Province  of  Texas,  his  second  in  com- 
mand is  Mr  Mileham  [Milam]  ^  formerly  of  Kentucky,  now  a  Colonel 
in  the  Mexican  Service,  he  will  be  also  accompanied  by  a  Colonel 
Burns  (English)  and  a  Captain  Austin  formerly  of  Newyork  -  these 
two  last  were  with  General  Long  who,  by  an  unfortunate  accident 
lost  his  life  in  this  City  a  few  days  since ;  the  Governor  sets  off  in  a 
few  days  for  his  Province  accompanied  (as  is  said)  by  some  Cal- 
valry  - 

Plaving   had    several    Interviews    and    Conversations   with   Tres- 
palacios I  did  not  fail  to  introduce  the  Austin  Settlement,  the  Gen- 
eral who  is  very  collected  and  wary  in  Discourse,  has  always  ex-  ! 
pressed  his  wish  to  protect  and  encourage  the  Establishment;  as  I  | 
had  heard  from  those  who  surround  Him  some  Hints  unfavourable  j 
to  Mr  Austin,  and  assertions  that  he  had  some  time  past  acted  a 
Part  unfriendly  to  the  Revolutionary  Party  as  well  as  disrespectful  j 
to  the  General,  I  felt  a  desire  to  elucidate  this  Matter  and  in  a  subse- 
quent conversation  hinted  to  Him  that  notwithstanding  his  friendly 
views  I  had  found  in  the  City  some  Persons  who  were  ill  disposed

With  other  Persons  high  in  Publick  Esteem  I  have  also  entered 
3n  this  matter,  and  particularly  with  Don  Leandro  Echenique  a 
eading  member  of  this  Congress  and  of  the  Committee  of  Coloniza- 
tion, he  shewed  me  a  large  package  of  Papers,  which  He  assured  me 
svere  Documents  and  Petitions  etc.  etc.  relating  to  the  Austin  (J rant, 
xnd  gave  me  explicitly  to  understand  that  all  was  in  a  favorable 
Train,  and  the  Disposition  of  Congress  amicable  to  the  Subject. 
N^otwithstanding  all  this  I  believe  that  great  Vigilance,  Circum- 
jspection  and  Policy  will  be  required  to  place  the  Settlement  on  a 
solid  foundation — the  good  will  of  Trespalacios  is  very  desirable 
the  Favor  of  the  Governor  General  is  also  necessary  at  least  until 
the  Grant  be  confirmed  by  the  General  Government  here,  the  Cap- 
tain General  of  the  four  Provinces  is  now  in  this  City 

With  this  information  which  I  think  may  be  relied  on,  the  patrons 
of  the  A.  Settlement,  should  take  such  measures  as  will  secure  their 

object,  the  Governor  Tresp s  will  probably  be  at  San  Antonio 

his  Head  Quarters,  in  fifty  days  from  this  date.^ 

Three  days  since  the  Government  received  by  Express  the  Intelli- 
gence of  the  acknowledgment  by  the  U  S  of  the  Independence  of 
Spanish  America,  and  of  the  Arrival  at  Vera  Cruz  of  an  American 
Consul,  my  Disappointment  on  this  Subject  is  very  slight  and  my 
only  regret  is  in  having  made  the  Application  for  an  office,  which 
could  not  fail  to  embarrass  my  Commercial  Movements  — 

There  is  every  probability  that  M^-  Robert  Leftwich  -  will  receive  a 
Grant  of  Land  —  I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  opinion  of 
the  whole  Transaction  that  it  is  a  Most  singular  and  extraordinary 
One.  In  my  Opinion  the  Austin  Grant  will  have  as  much  to  fear 
from  the  encroachment  of  new  grantees  as  from  any  other  cause. 

It  is  not  at  present  in  my  power  to  say  much  on  Political  Subjects. 
The  Congress  in  session  here  is  a  respectable  body  and  its  Trans- 
actions are  conducted  with  great  Decorum  and  Order  The  treasury 
of  the  State  is  empty,  its  Resources  in  a  deplorable  state  and  withall

20  miles  south  of  Labbedee  [La  Bahia]  Aprill  the  29^^^  1822 
S^—  On  the  24*^  Instant  I  met  with  a  M''  Whitson  at  Labbedee  who 
Came  with  Kinchelow  from  Orleans  In  a  Sloop  Kinchelow  pur- 
chased, together  with  six  or  seven  other  families  M^  Kinchelow 
undertook  to  land  them  at  the  Mouth  of  Colorado  and  kept  the ' 
people  three  months  on  bord  the  Vessel  sounding  and  Trying  to  find 
the  Mouth  of  Colorado  hailing  the  Vessel  over  shoals  and  so  fatigued 
the  men  and  worn  them  out,  some  wanted  to  land  at  Galveston  others 
at  the  Mouth  of  the  Brasses  but  he  would  not  suffer  them  to  Do  so, 
for  some  Considerable  time  at  Last  they  got  out  in  some  way  and 
at  some  place  after  Keeping  them  on  bord  until  all  their  provisions

M'"  Whitson  Told  me  that  M^  Kinshalow  told  the  people  he  was  a

M'"  Whitson  Could  not  tell  me  whether  th[e]y  would  Land  or  go 
back  we  heard  as  we  Came  by  the  Colorado  they  had  Landed  and 
left  the  cargo  the  fir^t  time  but  there  was  no  truth  in  it —  what  I

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tell  you  I  believe  is  True  M'"  Whitson  appears  to  be  [a]  very  steady 
Genteel  man  such  as  I  would  take  for  a  man  of  Truth  he  told  me

[have  seen  a  Tollarable  shear  of  the  Country  but  had  Not  the  happi- 
'ness  of  seeing  you  as  I  am  very  anxious  to  Do  But  fortune  seems  to 
forbid,  M''  Bruffey  and  my  self  Came  Down  here  with  a  hope  of 
|giting  into  some  business  until  you  Might  return  But  our  Expecta- 
tions have  failed  Now  we  are  under  necessity  of  making  homewards 
as  fast  as  we  Can — 

Times  are  hard  No  provisions  to  be  had  or  we  would  wait  your  re- 
jturn  to  Know  the  Determination  of  [the  government] — M^  Bruffey 
and  myself  are  well  pleased  with  the  country  with  some  Exceptions 
I  that  of  the  scarcity  of  Timber  and  some  as  to  springs  upon  the  whole 
we  both  intend  Moving  to  the  Country.  If  we  are  pleased  with  the 
government  Much  will  Depend  on  the  Report  we  make  and  the  gov- 
ernment when  we  return,  when  I  left  home  the  whole  Country  almost 
Talked  of  Coming  we  was  Detained  one  Month  beyond  the  Sabbean 
waiting  for  grass  to  grow  or  Else  we  would  have  been  here  before 
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you  put  off,  we  arrived  at  S*  Antonio  on  the  15*^  Instant.  Came  witt 
my  surveyin[g]  Instruments  thinking  I  might  get  into  Business  Ir, 
that  way  perhaps  I  am  Disappointed  in  all  views  but  the  sight  of  ty 
Country  that  is  a  satisfaction  To  me  that  I  have  seen  so  Desireable  i 
Country  and  Climate  I  wish  you  to  write  me  as  soon  as  the  natun 
of  times  will  admit  and  give  me  a  true  statement  of  the  governmeni 
If  Times  are  settled  to  your  wishes  or  Expectations  and  there  shoul 
be  [a]  good  Job  of  surveying  to  be  had  more  than  you  have  alread}' 
promised  be  good  Enough  to  Try  to  procure  a  place  for  me  and  le1| 
me  know  what  time  will  be  best  to  Come  I  would  not  be  worth  while!

Dear  Sir: — After  a  long  and  tedious  journey,  I  am  at  length  at 
the  fountain  head  of  the  new  horn  nation.  All  I  will  say  at  pres- 
ent, (in  regard  to  the  country  over  which  I  have  passed,  since  I  left 
Texas,)  is,  that  no  one  after  reading  Humboldt  and  other  writers, 
can  pass  through  this  country  without  being  sorely  disappointed  at

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every  step.  The  nation,  however,  possesses  great  resources,  and  its 
vast  and  successful  effort  for  independence  combined  with  the  gen- 
eral harmony  which  at  this  time  prevails,  furnish,  I  think,  sure 
pledges  of  future  greatness  and  prosperity. 

In  regard  to  my  grant  and  settlement,  I  have  only  been  here  a 
few  days  and  I  have  not  had  time  for  the  full  examination  of  my 
papers  by  Congress.  I  found  the  government  here  fully  informed, 
(through  the  Governor  of  Texas),  of  all  that  had  been  done  in  rela- 
tion to  the  grant;  the  steps  I  had  taken,  and  the  progress  of  the 
settlement —  so  far  all  seems  satisfactory,  and  I  can,  I  think,  safely 
assure  you,  that  Congress  will  in  a  few  days  sanction  all  that  has 
been  done,  as  well  as  the  measures  necessary  to  the  future  prosper- 
ity of  the  settlement. 

We  have  just  heard  of  the  acknowledgement  of  the  independence 
of  this  government  by  the  United  States — an  event  exciting  the  most 
lively  sensations  here — and  fraught  I  hope,  with  solid  and  lasting 
benefits  to  both  nations. 

The  Congress  here  do  business  in  good  order  and  with  great  de- 
liberation, though  rather  slow;  and  the  most  perfect  harmony  pre- 
vails, notwithstanding  the  existence  of  two  parties.  Imperial  and 
Republican. 

Gen.  Iturbide  seems  to  have  the  happiness  of  his  country  much 
at  heart,  and  I  have  no  doubt  he  will  act  as  a  great  and  good  man 
ought  to  do. 

Gen.  Wilkinson  arrived  here  two  days  ago —  you  will  be  gratified 
to  learn  he  possesses  the  confidence  of  this  government  in  a  high  de- 
gree, receives  the  most  distinguished  attentions,  resides  at  the  house 
of  the  Captain  General  of  this  province,  where  he  was  waited  on 
shortly  after  his  arrival  by  Gen.  Iturbide,  and  the  members  of  the 
regency. 

Mr.  Irwin  and  Leftwich  are  here — their  petition  for  a  grant  of 
land  is  before  Congress,  and  will  be  acted  on  in  a  few  days. 

There  are  also  two  European  applicants  for  grants,  one  propos- 
ing the  settlement  of  5000  Irish  emigrants,  and  the  other  8000  Ger- 
man 

Gen.  Trespelacias  has  been  appointed  Governor  of  Texas.  Gen. 
Long  was  killed  a  short  time  since  by  a  sentry — his  family  and  his 
men  will,  I  think,  be  provided  for. 

I  hope  to  set  out  for  the  settlement  in  Texas,  in  the  course  of  ten 
or  twelve  days.

Mexico  May  10.  1822 
The  knowledge  which  I  have  obtained  during  my  residence  in  the 
Province  of  Texas  of  the  situation  and  disposition  of  the  hostile  In- 
rlians  who  are  harrassing  it,  having  enabled  me  to  make  some  ob- 
servations on  the  causes  of  that  hostility,  and  some  reflections  as  to 
the  surest  means  of  terminating  it  by  a  lasting  peace ;  and  feeling  a 
leep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  that  province  and  of  the  nation  gen- 
erally; I  beg  leave  to  submit  a  few  remarks  on  this  subject  to  your 
Excellency  as  the  superior  political  head  of  the  Eastern  division  of 
the  nation,"  feeling  confident  that  your  Paternal  solicitude  for  the 
happiness  of  the  Provinces  under  your  command  will  insure  a  fa- 
vorable reception  to  any  well  founded  suggestion  calculated  to 
ameliorate  their  condition,  and  that  your  natural  goodness  of  heart 
will  appreciate  my  motive  and  pardon  me  for  attempting  to  advise 

I  on  a  subject  of  such  importance 

j  The  war  with  the  Comanches  and  Lipanis  Indians  owes  its  origin 
to  the  Revolution  in  the  Province  of  Texas  in  the  year  1812 — those 
Indians  and  many  others,  being  employed  at  that  time  by  the  In- 

j  surgents  to  fight  the  Royal  forces.  After  the  defeat  of  Toledo  at  the 
River  Medina  and  the  dispersion  of  his  army,  many  of  the  old  In- 
habitants of  Texas  fled  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Nachistoches  where  they  are  now  living;  some  of  these 
inhabitants  being  well  acquainted  with  the  Comanches  and  Lipanis 

I  Indians  and  with  the  country  they  inhabitated,  united  themselves 
with  the  American  Traders  at  Nachistoches  and  opened  a  contraband 
traffic  with  those,  and  other  Indians  living  in  the  Province  of  Texas 
taking  out  Goods  and  receiving  Horses  and  Mules  in  exchange — This

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trade  was  found  to  be  very  lucrative  to  those  engaged  in  it,  and  the 
Indians  finding  a  good  market  for  their  Horses  and  Mules,  were  en- 
couraged to  prosecute  a  plundering  war  against  the  frontiers  of 
Texas,  Quahuila,  and  Nuevo  Santender,  robbing  those  Provinces  ofi 
Horses  and  Mules  to  sell  to  the  traders  for  Merchandise  and  this  traf- 
fic having  continued  up  to  the  present  time  is  the  real  cause  of  the' 
continuation  of  the  Comanche  war —  It  therefore  being  a  war  of 
individual  interest  to  the  Indians  will  never  cease  until  that  inter-; 
est  is  distroyed,  by  stoping  the  Indian  trade  as  it  is  now  carried  on,i 
and  confining  it  to  a  particular  channel  where  it  would  be  underj 
the  immediate  control  of  Government —  I 

There  are  three  routes  by  which  mules  are  introduced  into  the 
United  States  from  the  Comanches — one  is  by  Nacodoches,  another 
is  by  Pecon  Point  on  Red  River  above  Nachistoches,  and  the  third 
route  is  to  the  north  by  way  of  the  Kansas  River  to  the  Missouri 
River,  the  trade  on  this  last  route  is  principally  carried  on  by  In- 
dians from  one  nation  to  another  until  the  mules  reach  the  Mis- 
souri where  they  are  bought  by  American  traders — 

The  first  route  by  Nacogdoches  can  be  easily  stoped  by  a  Gar- 
rison at  that  place — the  second  route  by  Pecon  Point  can  also  be 
stoped  by  a  Garrison  on  the  bank  of  Red  River  oposite  the  mouth 
of  the  Kiamiche  River  where  there  is  a  good  situation — oposite  to 
this  place  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  there  is  a  settlement 
of  about  two  hundred  families  who  are  included  within  the  limits  of  a 
district  of  country  which  has  lately  been  ceded  by  the  United  States 
to  the  Choctaw  Indians,  those  settlers  would  willingly  remove  and 
settle  round  the  Fort  at  Pecon  Point  and  in  a  short  time  would  supply 
the  Garrison  with  Provisions — 

The  third  route  to  the  north  by  way  of  the  River  Kansas  to  the 
Missouri  is  more  difficult  to  stop,  the  only  effectual  way  of  doing  it 
that  I  can  see  is  by  representing  the  iniquity  of  this  trade  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  and  getting  an  order  from  that 
Government  prohibiting  their  citizens  from  buying  Horses  or  Mules 
introduced  from  the  Comanches  either  by  this  or  any  other  route — It 
is  an  established  principle  in  the  law  of  nations,  and  one  that  has 
been  repeatedly  recognized  and  enforced  by  the  United  States  that 
where  two  nations  are  at  peace,  the  Citizens  of  one,  can  not  fit  out 
within  its  limits,  an  expedition  with  an  intention  of  making  war, 
or  aiding  to  make  war  against  the  other — now  this  principle  will 
apply  to  the  Comanche  trade — The  United  States  and  this  nation 
are  at  peace,  and  are  united  by  the  strongest  ties  of  friendship — The 
traders  from  the  United  States  fit  out  expeditions  to  the  Comanches 
and  other  nations  of  Indians  who  are  at  war  with  this  nation,  and 
not  only  furnish  them  with  arms  and  amunition  to  carry  on  the 
war,  but  actually  hire  them  to  pillage  the  frontiers  by  purchasing 
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e  fruits  of  that  pillage — and  therefore,  these  trading  expeditions 
•e  fitted  out  for  the  express  purpose  of  annoying  a  nation  with 
fiom  the  United  States  are  at  peace,  and  is  evidently  contrary  to  the 
bove  principle  of  the  law  of  Nations — 

Another  view  of  this  Subject  is  that  this  trade  is  a  species  of  land 
iracy  which  is  carried  on  by  those  traders  against  the  Citizens  of 
lis  nation,  for  it  amounts  to  the  same  thing  whether  those  traders 
lunder  Mules  themselves,  or  hire  the  Indians  to  do  it — I  therefore 
ive  no  doubt  that  if  this  subject  was  represented  to  the  Government 
I  the  United  States,  that  a  law  would  be  passed  which  would  eifec- 
lally  stop  this  iniquitous  traffic — 

After  the  avenues  by  which  this  trade  have  heretofore  been  car- 
ted on  are  closed,  there  will  still  be  two  other  important  objects  to 
[feet  before  a  permanent  peace  can  be  relied  on.  One  is,  the  estab- 
shment  of  a  regular  system  by  which  those  Indians  could  be  sup- 
lied  with  Goods,  and  other  necessary  articles  which  they  have  here- 
ofore  received  from  the  American  traders,  and  without  which  they 
nil  not  be  satisfied — The  other  is,  to  strengthen  the  Province  of 
Texas  by  fostering  the  settlement  which  is  already  formed  on  the 
Colorado  and  Brazos  by  me,  and  encouraging  the  introduction  of 
aore  settlers — 

In  conversing  with  the  Baron  de  Bastrop,  and  several  other  citi- 
zens of  Bexar  on  this  subject  I  suggested  several  methods  of  regu- 
lating the  Indian  trade, — One  was  to  incorporate  a  Company  to  whom 
;he  whole  Indian  trade  of  Texas,  and  of  the  Rio  Grande  Del  Norte 
should  be  given — This  company  by  having  fixed  laws  for  its  regula- 
tion could  concentrate  and  control  the  Indian  trade,  and  thereby 
prevent  abuses. — Another  method  was  for  the  Government  to  estab- 
hsh  factories  at  convenient  points,  where  constant  supplies  could  be 
kept  for  the  Indians.  And  a  fourth  plan  was  to  grant  Licenses  to 
Individuals  to  carry  on  said  trade  each  trader  to  furnish  his  own  capi- 
tal and  to  be  independent  of  each  other — of  these  plans  I  think  the 
first  one  by  the  incorporation  of  a  Company  the  best,  for  if  a  liberal 
charter  was  granted  to  the  company  and  foreigners  permitted  to  hold 
I  Stock  in  it,  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  sufficient  Capital  could  be  raised 
in  the  United  States  to  effect  all  the  objects  required,  and  the  trade 
could  be  Managed  so  as  to  be  profitable  to  the  Company,  and  usefull 
to  this  Government — Should  this  plan  meet  the  views  of  the  Govern- 
ment I  would  submit  the  outlines  of  A  Charter  which  I  think  would 
embrace  all  the  objects  necessary,  and  should  the  charter  be  granted 
I  could  be  of  some  use  in  aiding  to  raise  the  Capital  by  inducing  Mer- 
chants in  the  U.  S.  to  take  the  Stock. 

There  is  one  thing  more  necessary  besides  regulating  the  trade-- 
to  insure  a  lasting  peace  with  the  Indians,  and  that  is  to  strengthen 
the  settlements  of  that  Province,  so  as  to  enable  it  to  overpower  and 
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subdue  the  Indians,  if  they  still  continue  hostile  this  can  be  done 
and  the  whole  frontier  of  the  Eastern  Provinces  defended  with  little 
or  no  expense  to  the  nation — 

If  the  government  will  grant  me  the  privilege  of  settling  the  dis- 
trict of  Country  designated  in  my  Memorial,  I  will  obligate  myself  1 
as  stated  in  my  memorial  to  organize  the  settlers  into  Rifle  Companies 
and  arm  them,  and  to  hold  them  in  readiness  at  all  times  to  march 
against  the  Indians  within  said  Province  whenever  called  on — These 
companies  will  be  sufficient  in  conjunction  with  the  regular  troops 
and  militia  of  the  Province  to  subdue  the  Indians  and  keep  them  \ 
at  peace.  ^     : 

[The  following  paragraph  Austin  deleted: 

The  organizing  of  these  Rifle  Companies  with  arms  ready  for  | 
service,  and  the  other  services  mentioned  in  my  memorial,  which  j 
I  have  agreed  to  render  the  nation,  I  hope  may  be  considered  a  | 
sufficient  equivalent  for  the  privileges  asked  for  in  that  memorial —  | 
Having  been  the  first  who  commenced  the  settlement  of  Texas  I  j 
feel  great  anxiety  that  the  settlement  should  succeed  and  my  ex- 
perience on  this  subject,  and  the  examples  which  history  afford  of  : 
the  difficulty  of  forming  a  settlement  in  a  wilderness  has  convinced 
me  that  the  first  establishment  in  a  wilderness  Inhabited  by  Indians 
cannot  succeed  unless  it  is  very  strong,  and  under  the  direction  of 
one  individual,  for  a  multiplicity  of  directors  in  the  same  estab- 
lishment will  produce  confusion  and  division,  and  there  will  neither 
be  that  security  or  progress  in  improvement  which  would  arise  from  i 
system  union  and  consert  in  all  the  motions  of  the  settlers  a  thing 
which  can  only  be  produced  by  assigning  the  formation  of  the  first  ^ 
settlement  within  .particular  limits  to  one  person — ] 

The  welfare  of  the  new  Settlers  which  I  have  brought  into  Texas  j 
is  closely  connected  with  these  subjects    We  are  all  equally  interested  ! 
in  procuring  a  peace  with  the  Indians,     I  therefore  offer  my  services  j 
in  any  way  that  the  Government  may  want  them  towards  effecting 
this  desirable  object,  or  in  any  other  manner  in  which  I  can  render 
any  service  to  the  nation

I  have  been  here  since  the  29*^  of  April  but  my  business  is  not  yet

Some  great  events  have  transpired  since  my  arrival  here,  and  this 
great  city  is  now  in  a  State  of  Commotion  and  rejoicing —  on  the^ 
17  the  Generalissimo  Iturbide  resigned,  and  sent  his  resignation 
to  Congress,  this  produced  much  sensation,  which  broke  out  on  the 
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night  of  the  18,  by  firing  of  Musketry  and  cannon  in  the  air  loaded  ' 
with  Balls,  and  loud  Shouts  from  the  Soldiers  and  Citizens  pro- 
claiming Iturbide  Emperor  under  the  title  of  Augustin  1st —  the ' 
next  day  the  Congress  met  at  7  and  at  12  elected  Iturbide  Emperor,  * 
this  was  Sunday,  on  Monday  the  form  of  the  oath  was  agreed  on  I 
and  on  Tuesday  which  was  yesterday  it  was  administered  in  Con- 
gress Hall  by  the  President  amidst  the  Shouts  of  the  Multitude, 
this  day  has  been  a  constant  scene  of  rejoicing,  the  army  paraded  I 
and  the  Bells  have  kept  a  constant  roar  since  daylight —  I  hope  |

I  was  so  unfortunate  as  not  to  see  the  Baron  [de  Bastrop],  he  left  I 
here  early  in  the  morning  after  I  arrived  I  called  at  his  lodgings  not 
more  than  half  an  hour  after  he  had  started  give  my  respects  to 
him —  You  must  conduct  yourself  very  prudently  and  attend  to 
your  studies  and  to  Religion  (sic),  there  are  some  dark  clouds 
hanging  over  this  part  of  the  Country,  many  are  dissatisfied  and 
disappointed  at  the  election  of  Iturbide,  and  the  Republican  party

y  the  election  of  the  hero  of  Iguala,  the  Liberator  of  his  (>ountry 
0  the  Imperial  Throne — 

I  make  a  tender  of  my  services,  my  loyalty,  and  my  fidelity  to  the 
vonstitutional  Emperor  of  Mexico;  a  tender  which  I  am  ready  to 
lerifj  by  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Empire. 

This  solemn  act  cuts  me  off  from  all  protection  or  dependence  on 
ny  former  government — my  property,  my  prospects,  my  future 
lopes  of  happiness,  for  myself  and  family,  and  for  the  families  I 
lave  brought  with  me,  are  centered  here —  This  is  our  adopted 
N'ation: — We  look  to  the  Sovereign  Congress  as  the  pure  fountain 
ivhence  those  blessings  are  to  flow  which  will  diffuse  peace,  improve- 
ment, intelligence,  and  happiness  over  this  new  born  Nation : 

We  raise-  our  eyes  and  hearts  to  him,  whose  virtues  have  elevated 
dim  to  the  station  he  merited,  as  the  Father,  who  is  to  distribute 
those  blessings  to  his  people  with  a  firm,  impartial,  and  benevolent 
hand — 

I  therefore  supplicate  that  his  Imperial  Majesty  will  have  the 
goodness  to  take  the  Settlement  I  have  formed  under  his  protec- 
tion, and  that  we  be  may  be  received  as  Children  of  the  great  Mexi- 
can family. — 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  Your  Excellency  with  a  Copy 
of  my  Memorial  now  before  Congress,  and  also  the  translation 
lof  a  letter  from  General  Wilkinson,  which,  in  addition  to  the  fact 
that  I  am  actually  settled  in  Texas  with  my  property  and  family,

He  could  not  comprehend  why  I  recommended  Ervine  [Erwin] 
and  his  views — I  wrote  you  fully  on  this  subject — I  took  a  share  in 
E's  Compy.     It  was  necessary  to  do  so- — They  would  have  left  here! 
otherwise  with  feelings  of  hostility —  ' 

I  have  a  written  stipulation  that  my  membership  and  agency  was 
rec^  with  a  knowledge  of  my  interest  in  your  grant,  and  that  nothing 
was  desired  or  expected  not  promotive  of  your  interests.  The  fact 
is  that  their  success  is  yours — As  to  the  respective  value  of  the 
grants,  that  will  depend  on  local  advantages — To  make  Carrol  and 
others  friends  who  were  to  be  our  neighbors  was  no  small  affair — 
Having  mentioned  Carrolls  names  it  is  necessary  to  remind  you  He 
has  been  and  will  continue  our  friend — and  wishes  to  be  our  neigh- 
bour— You  will  provide  for  him  accordingly — 

I  told  Gen'  /?  .  .  .  on  yesterday  that  Gen^-  Trespalacios  had  no 
ground  or  cause  of  Complaint  ag*  you  or  your  friends,  and  that  I 
blamed  him  R,  with  the  bad  feelings  (if  any  now  existed)  which 
might  be  displayed — 

I  hope  most  sincerely  you  had  an  opportunity  of  meeting  Gen'  Tres- 
palacios in  Mexico.  I  need  make  no  comments  on  the  facts  disclosed 
by  the  letter  from  Mexico — 

» Above,  April  26,  1822, 
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There  will  be  men  around  G^  T — who  would  gladly  injure  you — 
You  need  no  admonition  from  me  on  this  subject — Your  ^ood  sense 
and  firmness  will  point  out  the  Course 

I  have  received  very  many  letters  to  you — all  of  which  T  have 
opened  and  read  Some  you  [1]  have  sent  by  the  Only  Son  The  rest 
1  retain  and  shall  answer  for  you  in  the  most  laconic  mannor  to  be 
civil — The  business  is  becoming  too  weighty  to  l)e  prolix. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  repeat — our  disbn[r |sements  now  exceed 
I $7 ,000 — including  the  provisions  shipped,  and   my  interest   in   the 
Only  Son    I  was  compelled  to  sell  one  half — the  vessel,  and  may  bo 
forced  to  sell  the  other. 

This  is  of  no  moment  should  success  attend  your  ciTorts — Tt  won  Id 
afford  me  sincere  gratification  to  say  when  and  where  we  con  Id  meet — 
I  would  even  go  to  you — could  I  be  assured  that  all  was  well. 

The  glimmerings  of  hope  sometimes  break  in  upon  me.  and  thf 
visions  are  almost  golden — I  do  [not]  mean  the  sordid  ac(]nisition  of 
wealth — but  release  from  debt  in  other  words  freedom — To  die  a 
slave  would  be  insupportable — To  leave  as  the  only  legacy  to  my 
children  hungry  creditors  would  be  to  have  lived  in  vain  and  die 
miserable 

I  have  pursuaded  M"  Hawkins  to  look  to  and  rely  on  you  as  the 
firmest  pillar  in  our  building — She  speaks  of  you  in  kindness  but 
sometimes  says  she  expects  to  upbraid  you  with  having  taken  her 
Husband  from  the  only  sure  path  for  him — his  trade —  I  am  much 
pressed  for  time  and  the  Capt  of  the  vessel  has  called.

Beg  leave  to  state  that  the  object  of  the  Society  is  to  receive  and  ^

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obtain  through  him,  such  Information  as  we  can  certainly  depend 
on,  relative  to  the  Province  of  Texas,  and  whether  it  would  be  ad-! 
visable  for  us  to  settle  there.    The  Individual  members  of  this  Society, 
have  been  Informed,  more  than  twelve  months  ago,  of  the  existence 
of  a  large  Grant  of  Land  made  to  you  by  the  King  of  Spain,  on  the 
Condition  of  your   settling  on  the   Grant,   a   Certain  Number  of 
American  Families ;  such  as  Farmers,  Mechanics  etc :  Since,  or  about 
that  time,  we  have  seen  Published  in  some  of  our  News  Papers  ab- 
stracts of  letters  said  to  be  from  yourself  and  others,  stating  that 
great  offers  in  land  were  made  to  settlers  who  would  emigrate  to  that 
Country,   being  However,  unwilling  to  Venture  so  Important  an 
undertaking,  without  a  Certainty   (having  heard  various  and  con- 
tradictory accounts  from  there,  both  as  to  its  local  situation  and  ad- 
vantages, and  its  political  situation.)

Have  you  yet  made  up  the  Number  of  settlers 
which  you  designed  to  receive  ?     If  so,  can  other  grants  be  obtained, 
and  upon  what  terms  ?    If  your  Number  is  not  made  up,  what  quantity 
of  Good  Land  do  you  offer  to  settlers,  and  their  Families  and  upon' 
what  Terms  ?    What  is  the  present  Policy  of  your  Country,  and  what 
the  future  prospects?     Will  it  ever  become  a  republic,  so  desirable 
generally  to  the  people  of  the  United  States?     Will  the  Liberty  of 
Conscience,  and  of  speech,  be  Granted  to  the  present  settlers,  and  the 
Kight  of  worshiping  their  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own 
consciences  ?    Will  the  Province  of  Texas  be  a  separate  Government 
or  will  it  be  under  the  same  government  and  Laws,  as  that  of  Mexico? 
and  will  free  access  through  the  Country  be  Granted  to  Travellers  ^ 
and  Traders.     Your  full  and  unreserv'd  answer  to  the  foregoing! 
Interrogatories,  together  with  such  other  Information  as  you  may 
think  Interesting  to  the  society;  in  writing,  will  be  Very  Desirable, 
and  thankfully  received.    This  society  is  Composed  of  Farmers,  and 
Mechanics  and  Manufacturers,  with  a  few  Merchants  and  Profes- 
sional  Characters.     Some  of  them  are  wealthy,  others  have  been 
wealthy,  but  have  fallen  Victims  to  the  Changes  and  difficulties  of  the 
time,  through  the  unguarded  Policy  of  our  Country,  and  some  are 
young  beginers:  all  of  whom  are  respectable  and  industrious,  and 
will  carry  with  them  such  letters  of  recommendation  as  you  may  re- 
quire (for  we  will  not  receive  any  but  such  as  we  believe  are  such) 
and  would  if  encouraged  be  a  great  acquisition  to  any  new  Country.

ica when  that  Book  arrives  I  wish  it  may  be  presented  to  the  Oov- 
ernor  for  his  Perusal  and  then  forwarded  to  Mexico  or  elsewhei-e,  a? 
your  Brother  and  the  Governor  may  advise  where  they  may  think  it 
may  be  most  usefull — General  Wilkinson  sailed  from  N.  Orleans  foi- 
Vera  Cruz  in  March  and  intended  to  go  from  thence  to  INIcxico,  but 
we  hear  he  was  not  permitted  to  Land  at  Vera  Cruz  and  Intended 
to  Land  at  some  other  place  and  go  on  to  Mexico,  his  business  is 
private  and  nothing  to  do  with  the  government  of  the  United 
States — It  seems  by  communications  from  Washington  that  the  Go\-^ 
of  Spain  Entirely  disapproves  of  the  Cordova  convention  ^  and 
mean  to  make  other  Efforts  to  reduce  the  Rebellious  Mexicans  to 
submission  to  the  Despotism  under  which  that  Country  has  so  long 
groaned;  our  Government  having  acknowledged  the  independency 
of  Spanish  American  seems  to  have  greatly  offended  the  Spimish 
Minister  at  Washington  and  will  no  doubt  the  Court  of  Madrid, 
when  the  new^s  arrives  there  some  United  States  ministers  or  charges 
affairs  or  Agents  will  be  sent  not  only  to  Mexico  but  to  all  the  other 
Pro^dnces  to  the  South ;  no  appointments  are  yet  made.  The  court  of 
Spain  has  appointed  a  commissioner  to  run  the  line  agreeable  to  the 
Treaty  ^  but  our  government  will  not  proceed  to  Run  the  line  provided 
the  Existing  Gov*'  of  Mexico  objects  to  it.  we  wish  to  cultivate  the 
most  friendl}^  terms  with  that  Gov* — M""  Hawkins  of  New  Orleans 
Informs  me  that  by  the  Return  of  the  Schooner  Lively  all  the  un- 
favourable impressions  Respecting  the  Navigation  into  the  Mouth  of 
the  Collerado  are  removed,  that  the  safe  and  capacios  harbour  per- 
fectly Land  Locked  within  two  miles  of  the  Mouth  of  the  Ri^er  more 
than  compenisates  for  the  shoal  water  in  its  mouth  where  lighters  must 
be  used;  Emigrants  in  very  great  numbers  seem  setting  that  way,  and 
many  to  Galveston  and  its  vicinity — these  people  go  determined  to 
support  the  Republican  Government  and  be  Good  Citizens  and  will 
be  so  I  believe —  I  Enclose  a  few  more  papers  which  your  brother 
will  be  glad  to  see.

I  fear  you  have  often  gone  to  the  Post  office  and  returned  dissatis- 
fied with  your  Brother  for  not  writing  more  frequently,  in  fact  I 
have  had  no  very  important  news  to  communicate  and  the  postage* 
of  a  letter  every  mail  is  a  tax  which  our  funds  at  present  would  feel, 
for  this  reason  I  have  not  written  as  often  as  I  otherwise  should— I 
hope  by  this  time  you  begin  to  speak  Spanish  and  also  to  write  it, 
remember  that  all  your  hopes  of  rising  in  this  country  depend  or 
lear[n]ing  to  speak  and  write  the  language  correctly,  without  that, 
you  will  do  nothing — you  have  ha.d  a  fine  opportunity  this  summer 
and  ought  to  be  able  by  the  time  I  arrive  to  speak  and  write  the  lan- 
gTiage  so  as  to  make  yourself  well  understood — this  subject  is  so 
very  hnq^ortant  that  I  note  it  first  before  I  say  any  thing  about  my 
business — The  Colonization  law  is  still  pending  and  as  the  Emperors 
Coronation  is  defered  until  the  middle  or  last  of  this  month  I  ex- 
pect nothing  will  be  done  for  some  time  yet — I  have  only  to  wate 
with  patience  and  have  no  doubt  that  in  the  end  all  will  be  right — 

I  am  uneasy  about  your  situation  as  to  money  and  have  therefore 
sent  you  a  draft  on  New  Orleans  for  $50  which  you  can  probably 
sell  at  Bexar  for  10  to  20  prcent  advance,  you  must  be  as  frugal  asi 
possible  and  not  loose  one  moment,  you  should  rise  at  day  light 
and  be  at  your  studies  and  continue  at  them  all  day,  only  taking  ex- 
ercise and  amusement  enough  to  keep  you  in  health  and  to  relax  the 
mind  and  above  all  things  do  not  fall  into  the  habit  of  sleeping  a 
siesta  after  dinner,  you  will  not  have  such  another  opportunity  of 
lear[n]ing  the  language  and  if  you  neglect  it  you  will  repent  it  when 
too  late — attend  to  writing  it,  and  in  order  to  learn  the  spelling  as 
well  as  to  improve  you  in  the  language  and  in  your  hand^  write  down 
a  long  lesson  every  day  out  of  some  book  and  as  you  write  it  look  for 
the  words  you  do  not  understand  in  the  Diccionary,  and  also  attend 
to  the  parts  of  speech  their  concordance  and  government  etc  and 
thus  you  will  learn  to  spell  the  words  and  in  doing  this  3^ou  must 
also  try  and  improve  your  hand,  you  see  how  plain  the  Spaniards 
generally  write.  If  you  could  translate  well  and  write  a  good  hand

Colorado  you  will  there  hear  of  the  various  ebbs  and  flows  by  which  i 
we  have  been  buffetted  sometimes  on  land  and  sometimes  on  the  \ 
water.  \ 

Our  disbursements  now  exceed  $6000  in  dollars —  I  fear  you  have  j 
disbursed  double  that  sum  in  fatigue  and  constitution — When  and  I 
how  reimbursements  will  take  place  we  must  leave  to  tide  and  time.  | 

I  literally  long  to  see  you.  Even  if  all  be  lost  we  shall  have  some  I 
pleasurable  excitement  some  sanguine  tho'  defered  hope.  These  are  | 
the  feelings  that  render  us  boyafit  in  adversity  and  sweeten  prosper- 
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ty.  M*"-  Elliott  was  here  a  few  days  since — your  Mother  and  frioiids 
are  well — There  are  many  longing  eyes  and  anxious  hearts  waiting 
lyour  return  and  praying  that  you  may  propitiate  your  own  hap])i- 
less  in  the  promotion  of  theirs. 

I  send  you  some  news  papers  and  package  of  old  letters  none  of 
Iwhich  have  I  answered.     I  found  it  necessary  to  be  extremely  cau- 
ious  in  writing  about  your  grant  or  the  guarantees  you  could  give 
ettlers  as  to  slavery  laws  etc. — 

My  prudence  was  well  timed — If  things  are  as  you  desire,  we  can 
now  secure  a  population  of  a  different  cast  one  which  would  prosper 
[any  Country — 

I  I  am  struggling  along  staggering  under  my  load — some  times 
I  ready  to  yield  further  effort — give  up  the  world  and  seek  some  spot 
jwhere  I  could  be  allowed  the  peace  of  mind  necessary  to  'look  about 
me  and  to  die' — But  hope  springs  eternal  in  the  human  Breast — 
jopens  new  prospects  to  the  desponding  mind — and  keeps  alive  the 
effort  necessary  to  save  us  from  dispair. 

M""^-  Hawkins  is  at  Madisonville  whither  she  went  for  her  health — 
I  shall  spend  the  siimmer  here — occasionally  visiting  my  famil}^ — 
Should  you  come  on  we  can  make  your  stay  healthful  at  least —

Gentlemen — 

This  will  be  handed  you  by  my  friend  Col.  Andrew  Erwin  of 
Tennessee,  who  you  will  find  an  intelligent  and  agreeable  Gentlemanr 
he  has  a  desire  of  procuring  information  relative  to  the  country  in 
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which  you  live,  and  you  will  confer  a  particular  favour  on  me  by  an. 
attentions  in  your  power  to  afford — I  refer  you  to  him  for  ever* 
particular  relative  to  the  political  events  which  have  transpired  her' 
and  present  state  of  the  government  etc.,  etc.  On  the  21  instant  thi 
Emperor  and  Empress  were  crowned  with  all  the  pomp  and  splendr  j 
usual  on  such  occations,  and  the  Government  is  I  think  now  estal 
lished  on  a  much  more  solid  basis  than  it  heretofore  has  been,  th 
legislative  powers  are  all  vested  in  the  congress,  and  the  Emperor  ha 
sworn  to  support  the  Constitution  which  that  body  may  form,  .'^ 
that  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Govn^-  will  be  as  fre 
and  liberal  as  any  man  could  wish.  As  citizens  of  this,  our  adopte< 
nation,  it  is  our  duty  to  be  obedient  to  the  laws  and  to  unite  in  sup 
port  of  the  Government,  I  therefore  hope  that  the  Citizens  of  th 
Colorado  and  Brazos  will  present  an  example  of  good  order  worth^ 
of  being  followed — 

1  fear  some  of  the  Settlers  may  have  become  a  little  discouragec 
at  my  long  absence,  and  at  the  uncertainty  in  which  they  have  re 
mained,  but  I  assure  you  that  I  have  been  labouring  hard  the  whol( 
time  for  your  Good,  on  my  arrival  here  I  found  the  Governmen 
very  much  unsettled.  Shortly  after  the  Emperor  Agustin,  was  pro- 
claimed, and  Congress  have  been  so  continually  occupied  with  that 
and  other  important  national  concerns,  that  individual  application? 
could  not  be  attended  to,  I  now  have  a  prospect  of  finishing  ever;^ 
thing  in  a  short  time,  and  hope  to  be  with  you  once  more  shortly,  1 
wish  you  to  assure  the  Settlers  that  all  things  will  be  arranged  tc 
their  full  satisfaction,  and  that  there  is  no  cause  for  uneasiness  at 
my  delay  The  Government  are  disposed  to  treat  all  good  Citizens 
with  the  greatest  liberality — all  bad  one  must  expect  the  severest 
rigor,  I  have  been  very  uneasy  at  a  report  that  the  Indians  have  been 
troublesome,  I  hope  however  that  it  is  unfounded,  this  fall  we  must 
try  and  force  them  to  a  peace,  the  Government  will  send  on  a  body  of 
troops  with  whose  aid  I  think  the  Comanches  may  be  humbled,  The 
Constitution  of  this  Nation  is  not  yet  formed,  and  there  is  no  pros- 
pect that  it  will  be  finished  short  of  five  or  six  months,  it  is  a  work 
of  great  magnitude  and  requires  the  most  mature  deliberation,  I 
have  no  doubt  that  it  will  secure  all  the  personal  rights  and  liber- 
ties of  the  people  as  effectually  as  we  could  wish — 

I  informed  the  Captain  Gen'  that  I  had  appointed  Mr.  J.  H.  Bell 
to  act  as  Sindex  in  the  Settlement  which  he  approved — I  hope  there ' 
has  been  no  necessity  for  a  civil  officer  and  that  every  man  has  been 
too  much  occupied  with  his  farm  to  think  of  anything  else  The 
whole  success  of  the  Settlement  depends  on  the  harmony  and  moral- 
ity, and  industry,  of  the  settlers,  if  you  establish  your  characters  for 
these  virtues,  you  have  everything  to  hope  which  a  generous  and  lib- 
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jeral  Government  can  give  you,  but  if  unfortunately  the  reverse 
fehould  be  the  case,  how  great  will  be  my  mortification,  and  how  dif- 
jferent  will  be  the  state  of  the  Settlement  from  what  I  hoped 

I  think  I  shall  be  with  you  sometime  in  September,  when  1  flatter 
[myself  with  the  pleasing  hope  of  finding  you  all  in  peace  and  hap- 

[)iness,  with  Bread  in  abundance,  and  contentment  in  every  breast 

1  assure  you  that  I  feel  the  same  interest  for  you  all,  which  I  could 
do  for  a  Brother,  and  I  will  labor  for  your  happiness  with  every  ef- 
fort in  my  power.  Remember  me  particularly  to  your  family  and 
to  every  Settler  you  see — I  wish  you  all  health  and  happiness —

in  their  deliberations,  and  appearances  justify  the  conclusion,  tha 
whatever  be  the  collision  arising  from  difference  in  opinion  as  t 
the  course  this  government  should  pursue  it  is  gradually  gainin; 
strength,  and  will,  I  trust,  ultimately  secure  the  end  of  all  govern 
ment,  the  happiness  of  the  people.  As  I  mentioned  in  a  former  let 
ter,  business  was  all  suspended  for  the  ceremonies  of  the  most  splen 
did  coronation  which  perhaps  any  age  has  furnished.  Congress  hav 
resumed  their  labors  with  some  asciduity.  The  colonization  law  i 
now  printing  and  will  be  finally  discussed  and  disposed  of  in  eigh 
or  ten  days.  I  will  forward  a  copy  the  moment  it  passes.  There  it 
a  section  in  it  which  embraces  my  case,  and  without  some  unexpecte( 
opposition  or  difficulty,  I  hope  to  have  my  claim  fully  confirmed,  anc 
be  on  my  way  to  the  settlement  at  all  events  in  fifteen  or  twenty  days 
I  shall  however,  not  leave  this  until  my  land  claim  is  finally  ad 
justed ;  and  although  I  am  aware  the  settlers  have  experienced  mucl 
inconvenience  by  my  absence,  still  in  the  end  my  visit  here  will  no 
be  without  advantages  to  the  settlement.

Plan  for  the  organization  of  Congress  for  the  Empire  of  Mexico 

As  a  citizen  of  this  Empire  I  should  be  waiting  in  my  duty  d 
I  not  feel  that  anxiety  for  the  common  welfare  of  my  Country  whi 
ought  to  animate  the  bosom  of  every  good  man.  I  have  there fo 
viewed  with  great  interest  the  political  agitations  of  the  nation,  ai 
particularly  of  this  Capital  for  the  last  two  months;  and  believii 
that  the  evils  which  now  embarrass  the  operations  of  Governme 
arise  solely  from  a  defect  in  the  organization  of  the  Legislative  6 
partment ;  I  have  taken  the  Liberty  to  offer  my  ideas  on  the  subje( 
hoping  that  my  motives  may  excuse  my  presumption 

Agreeably  to  the  Basis  which  has  governed  since  the  glorious  de 
laration  of  independence  in  Iguala,  the  fundamental  principles 
the  Government  are  established — It  is  to  be  a  Constitutional  Mo, 
archy—T\\h  Basis  has  been  recognised  as  the  foundation  on  whic 
the  superstructure  of  the  Constitution  is  to  be  erected.  The  leadin 
features  of  the  Government  is  therefore  no  longer  a  question,  ac 
any  remarks  on  that  subject  would  be  irrellevant  and  improper:  tV 
on[l]y  question  to  be  considered  is  the  details  of  a  system  the  found 
tion  of  which  is  already  laid 

The  strength  and  beauty  of  architectural  structures  depend  on  th 
S3^mmetry,  order  and  connection  of  their  parts;  so  in  the  formatio 
of   political   institutions   their   capacity   to   sustain   the   shocks  o 
conflicting  interests  is  of  Primary  import  and  must  depend  on  thl 
harmony  and  dependent  relations  of  the  constituent  parts — It  woul 
seem  that  these  circumstances  have  not  been  sufficiently  attended  tj 
in  the  organization  of  the  Government,  so  far  as  it  has  progressed! 
the  consequences  have  resulted  that  the  Congress  on  the  one  hand 
tenacious  of  its  authority  have  been  contending  about  forms,  an(i

The  Executive  on  the  other  hand  without  a  precise  definition  o- 
its  powers  have  been  obliged  to  wait  the  inefficient  operations  of  thci 
Legislature — In  this  political  [cataclysm  ( ?)  ]  the  welfare  of  the  Stattj 
is  disregarded  and  discontents  and  distrusts  are  generated  whicl| 
menace  the  most  pernicious  consequences —  j 

What  is  the  cause  of  this  state  of  things? — The  answer  is  evi-| 
dent — It  is  that  which  has  overthrown  so  many  Governments  in  the; 
old  world,  and  plunged  whole  nations  into  civil  wars,  anarchy  and, 
desolation — that  which  like  an  overwhelming  volcano  burst  upon! 
devoted  France  and  after  drenching  her  plains  with  the  blood  of' 
her  choicest  citizens  only  prepared  her  for  the  chains  of  a  despot,  j 
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I  is  the  want  of  a  proper  division^  definition^  and  limitation^  of  the 
lowers  of  the  several  branches  and  departments  of  Government — 
I  lay  it  down  as  an  axiom  which  history  will  support  and  prove, 
]at  there  is  as  much  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  the  hasty  im- 
rudence,  intemperate  decisions,  and  despotism  of  a  single  repre- 
ntative  body  or  Congress  convened  and  united  in  one  chamber  as 
lere  is  from  the  despotism  of  a  Single  individual  at  the  head  of  a 
ation,  and  consequently  that  there  is  the  same  necessity  for  a  check 
the  Legislature,  that  there  is  for  the  Executive.  This  principle 
acknowledged  even  in  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
hich  is  the  most  perfect  republic  that  exists.  The  division  of  the 
legislative  powers  in  that  Government  into  two  separate  and  dis- 
inct  branches,  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  Senate,  both 
f  which  are  to  a  limited  extent  controuled  by  the  Executive,  operates 
s  a  check  or  balance  in  the  exercise  of  them. 

The  first  great  and  preparitory  step  therefore  towards  the  firm  and 
nal  organization  of  this  Government  is  to  regulate  the  Legislative 
epartment  so  that  its  deliberations  may  be  free  and  independent, 
nd  at  the  same  time  controuled  so  as  to  be  incapable  of  exceeding  its 
uthority,  or  clashing  with  that  of  another.  To  do  this  I  propose  the 
ollowing  system  for  the  organization  of  Congress 

1 — The  Legislative  powers  shall  be  vested  in  a  Congress,  which 
shall  be  composed  of  two  chambers  one  to  be  called  the  Chamber  of 
^>he  Commons^  the  other  the  Senate 

2 — The  Commons  shall  be  elected  every  2*^  year  by  the  People  in 

the  following  manner — There  shall  be  one  Deputy  for  every  70,000 

inhabitants.     The  Provincial   deputations   of  each  Province   shall, 

immediately  proceed  to  take  an  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of

years  of  age,  an  inhabitant  of  the  Province  for  which  they  are  electe 
and  have  been  at  least  five  years  a  Citizen  of  this  Empire.  Thj 
Emperor  with  the  Consent  of  the  Council  shall  appoint  one  Senate* 
for  each  Province  to  be  selected  from  any  part  of  the  Empire  he  ma ! 
think  proper,  and  without  any  restriction  as  to  qualifications  I 

4.  The  Senate  at  their  first  session  shall  divide  themselves  int' 
four  classes,  the  seats  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  the  2^  yeai' 
those  of  the  2''  class  the  4^*^  year  and  so  on,  so  that  one-fourth  shouL 
be  chosen  every  2^  year — 

5  Each  chamber  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  its  memben 
appoint  its  own  President  and  other  officers — determine  the  rules  o' 
its  proceedings  and  with  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  expel  i 
Member —  ^ 

6.  The  Chambers  shall  hold  their  sessions  in  separate  and  disj 
tinct  Halls,  and  each  one  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings  whicl| 
shall  be  published  except  such  parts  as  may  require  secrecy — 

7  Neither  chamber  shall  adjourn  during  the  session  of  Congres. 
without  the  Consent  of  the  other,  for  more  than  four  days  at  a  time 
nor  to  any  other  place —  I 

8- — The  wages  of  the  Deputies  and  Senators  shall  be  fixed  by  law 
and  untill  that  is  done  to  continue  the  same  as  in  the  Spanish  Consti 
tution — The  Senators  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  publick  Treasury,  anc 
the  Deputies  by  the  Provinces  who  send  them — 

9 — The  deputies  to  the  Commons  shall  not  receive  any  office  fron 
the  Emporer  while  they  continue  Members 

10  All  laws  shall  pass  through  both  chambers  and  be  approved 
and  promulgated  by  the  Emperor  as  in  the  Spanish  Constitution     ! 

11 — The  powers  of  Congress  shall  [be]  the  same  that  is  given  tci 
the  Cortes  by  the  Spanish  Constitution  except  that  the  Senate  alone! 
shall  be  consulted  on  all  matters  relating  to  foreign  treaties,  and 
shall  have  the  same  power  as  to  ratifying  them  that  is  given  by  the 
Spanish  Constitution  to  the  Cortes — 

12  The  Emporer  may  convene  the  Senate  whenever  he  thinks 
proper  to  consult  them  as  to  foreign  treaties  or  other  subjects  of, 
importance  to  the  Nation  | 

13 — There  shall  be  at  least  one  session  of  Congress  every  two  years 
and  as  much  oftener  as  the  Emporer  may  think  proper  He  may* 
convene  them  at  any  time  by  proclamation —  j 

14 — There  shall  be  no  permanent  deputation  of  Congress  as  fixed 
in  the  Spanish  Constitution — and  should  it  be  necessary  to  convoke 
Congress  on  the  Death  of  the  Emperor  or  any  casualty  happening 
to  him,  it  shall  be  done  by  the  Council  of  State^ 
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I  Agreeably  to  this  plan  the  People  would  have  a  full  and  fair 
representation  in  the  Commons  in  proportion  to  their  members — 

The  Senate  would  be  a  Territorial  representation  and  being  com- 
posed of  members  elected  by  the  Provincial  Deputations  and  the 
Emperor  would  combine  the  General  interests  of  the  Nation — This 
chamber  would  also  be  to  the  Throne  what  the  House  of  Lords  is 
in  England,  one  of  its  main  pillars  and  supporters — for  the  Cap- 
ain  Generals  and  Governors  of  Provinces  are  appointed  by  the  Em- 
peror and  their  influence  in  the  provincial  Deputations  would  be 
suflficient  in  Most  instances  to  secure  the  election  of  Senators  well 
disposed  to  the  Emperor — ,  this  added  to  the  power  of  appointing 
one  third  of  the  senate  and  of  distributing  rewards  and  titles  to  the 
Senators  would  make  that  chamber  more  dependent  on  the  Throne 
than  the  House  of  Lords  is  in  England,  for  they  are  hereditary 
Senators  and  do  not  depend  on  the  Crown  for  their  appointments — 

The  Government  would  then  be  composed  of  a  Chamber  of  Com- 
mons as  purely  democratic  as  a  representative  body  can  be, — of  a 
Senate,  independent  of  the  other  branch,  and  united  by  interest  to 
the  Emperor,  but  whose  legal  existance  at  the  same  time  would  de- 
pend on  sustaining  the  Chamber  of  Commons  in  the  event  of  any 
attempt  to  clistroy  it  by  the  Executive;  for  if  one  branch  of  the 
j  Government  was  to  be  anihilated,  the  whole  must  fall,  and  a  new  or- 
ganization be  made — This  chamber  then  would  serve  as  a  barrier  to 
prevent  the  Mutual  encroachment  of  the  Executive  and  Commons 
upon  the  authority  of  each  other — 

One  great  advantage  in  this  plan  is  that  many  of  its  leading  fea- 
tures resembles  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  would 
therefore  be  calculated  to  please  that  part  of  the  people  who  wish 
to  approximate  towards  a  republic ;  but  in  fact  the  operation  of  the 
system  would  be  to  strengthen  the  Emperor ;  for  the  Senate  in  effect 
would  be  the  Mere  creature  of  the  Throne  although  in  appearance  it 
is  an  independent  representation  of  the  Nation;  and  thus  public 
opinion  would  probably  unite  in  adopting  the  system,  and  prudent 
management  would  soon  confirm  their  confidence  in  it —

On  board  french  Brig  L  Azema  at  Sea  10*^  Sept^  1822 
Dear  Judge 

Fate  has  played  me  the  most  scurvy  trick  I  ever  yet  suffered — 
on  the  third  being  close  to  the  Island  of  Cuba  we  perceived  a  small 
Schooner  standing  toward  us  I  proposed  that  we  should  prepare 
to  fight  if  as  we  suspected  she  proved  a  Pirate  this  however  alli 
declared  impossible  indeed  I  found  that  we  had  only  4  small  swivels 
3  carbines  1  sabre  and  1  Pistol  she  fired  a  gun  and  swept  toward  us 
it  being  nearly  calm  to  attempt  to  escape  was  useless  she  hoisted  U* 
States  Colors  we  ours  (French)  they  boarded  us  armed  with  sabers 
and  knives     demanded  all  our  cash  saying  if  we  find  one  dollar 
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concealed  we  will  burn  the  ship  with  you  all  in  it  which  irKk't'd  we 
would  do  were  you  of  any  other  nation  if  of  the  U"  States  you 
would  instantly  be  set  on  fire  as  soon  as  we  had  taken  all  we  want. 
We  gave  up  all  our  cash  since  they  opened  the  hold  boxes  caljins 
blockers  etc  etc  searched  every  where  and  took  away  as  the  Capt" 
tells  me  (yochineal,  cash  including  (1700  mine),  sails,  ropes,  Indi^ro, 

ill  our  stock  arms,  knives.  Powder,  Watches,  Jewellery,  etc  etc  to 
he  amount  of  60,000  D""^  they  ordered  us  to  stand  off  all  night  and 
hemselves  stood  in  for  the  shore  2  days  afterwards  5^^  being  nearly 
in  the  same  place  since  the  Captain  notwithstanding  my  remon- 
strances would  not  stand  out  to  sea  and  the  current  together  with 
our  bad  sailing  prevented  our  getting  to  the  EastAvard  they  again 
boarded  us,  called  us  Pufiateros  etc  for  not  quitting  the  coast  menaced 
our  lives  particularly  mine  as  an  Englishman  and  Patriot  Off"" 
tying  ropes  round  the  necks  of  me  and  the  Capt"  almost  half  hanged 
me  as  they  swore  they  would  and  whilst  in  this  situation  stroke  me 
with  the  flat  and  iron  scabbards  of  their  sabers  asking  where  our 
money  was  concealed  they  then  went  carrying  off  all  my  cloathes 
and  several  other  things  belonging  to  the  ship  with  the  exception 
of  one  or  two  they  are  I  believe  all  old  Spaniards  about  50  state 
I  they  have  a  companion  far  larger  and  as  we  saw  two  faluas  such 
scoundrels  never  before  breathed  nor  was  such  a  system  of  Piracy 
ever  before  carried  on  or  could  be  except  amongst  such  villians  as 
Spaniards  —

We  arrived  here  on  the  17*^^  in  order  to  repair  [our  ship  be]  fore 
we  proceed  to  Europe  but  I  shall  be  [quit  of]  this  d''^^  [damnable]  brig 
which  sails  not  so  fast  as  a  dungbarge  and  has  every  other  disad- 
vantage and  go  to  England  on  board  the  English  ship  London  a 
noble  bessel  and  very  fine  sailer  wdierefore  I  shall  hope  to  reach 
Liverpool  about  the  1^*  of  Nov^  Let  me  know  constantly  how  you 
get  on  and  believe  me  ever  yours

Vera  Cruz  at  the  head  of  his  Regiment  No  8  of  infantry — amount- 
ing to  about  800  men  well  provided  with  amunition  small  arms  and 
cannon  and  mortars,  provided  for  the  attack  on  the  castle — the  civil , 
authority  of  Vera  Cruz  seconded  him,  and  a  plan  was  published  on ! 
the  6  stating  the  basis  of  future  operations — Genl.  Guadalupe  Vic-i 
toria  soon  after  joined  Santana  with  a  considerable  body  of  troops 
and  took  command  of  the  Strong  and  important  fortified  position; 
of  Puente  de  Rey  (Kings  Bridge)  on  the  Main  road  from  Vera  Cruz; 
to  Xalapa  Puebla  and  Mexico — about  the  9  Santana  left  Vera  Cruz ' 
and  marched  in  the  direction  of  Cordova  with  the  intention  as  was 
said  of  endeavouring  to  induce  Gen^-  Lobato  and  the  division  under 
his  command  to  join  him — Lobato  however  attacked  his  advance 
guard  repulsed  them  and  took  two  small  field  pieces  and  a  few  pris- 
oners— -Santana  then  collecting  about  1000  men  took  the  main  roadj 
to  the  city  of  Mexico  and  having  surprised  and  cut  off,  by  a  rapid  I 
movement,  a  detachment  of  the  Imperial  troops  at  the  Plan  del  Rio,  j 
in  advance  of  the  Puente  del  Rey  near  Xalapa,  made  an  attack  on ! 
the  latter  city  on  the  23  Dec""-  at  daylight  and  was  repulsed  with  i 
considerable  loss  in  killed  wounded  and  Prisioners, — This  obliged! 
him  to  retreat  rapidly  to  Vera  Cruz  in  which  city  he  shut  himself  up ; 
with  the  remnant  of  his  army.    Victoria  remaining  in  possession  of ' 
the  Puente  del  Rey — during  this  period  the  town  of  Alvarado,  which 
had  followed  the  example  of  vera  Cruz  a  few  days  after  the  proc- 
lamation of  the  2"^  Dec"" — redeclared  for  the  Emperor — and  was  taken 
possession  by  Gen^    Lobato — The  Captain  General  of  the  Province 
of  Vera  Cruz  field  Martial  Echavari  uniting  the  divisions  of  Gen^ 
Lobato  and  Cortazar  and  adding  to  them  a  few  troops  from  Xalapa 
encamped  before  Vera  Cruz  and  commenced  the  siege  of  that  city 

with  about on  the day  of leaving  a  detachment  to 

besiege  Victoria  at  the  Puente  del  Rey  under  the  command  of  Gen^

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iCalderon  The  sieges  of  these  two  places  was  continued  without  any 
important  occurrance  save  occasional  skirmishes,  and  the  scarcity 
of  provisions  in  Vera  Cruz,  untill  the  day  of — when  the  besieging 
army  under  Echavarri  entered  into  a  convention  with  Ayuntamiento 
of  Vera  Cruz,  called  the  convention  of  Casa  Mata  from  its  bearing 
date  at  that  place    this  convention  is  as  follows — &c,  &c. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Emperor  who  left  Xalapa  the  1  Doc""  entered 
Mexico  on  the  12*^*'  Dec'"  and  was  received  with  great  demonstrations 
fryars  and  priests  bearing  crosses,  a  splendid  Image  of  the  virgin 
at  the  head  of  calle  de  los  Plateros  fronting  the  great  square — 
another  at  the  entrance  of  his  Palace  the  windows  and  doors  of 
which  were  hung  with  curtains  and  festoons,  as  was  also  the  street 
Heading  from  the  tryumphal  arch  to  the  Palace,  the  whole  of  which 
was  fancifully  illuminated  with  small  lamps  suspended  in  festoons 
across  the  street  throughout  its  whole  extent  presenting  when  viewed 
from  either  extremity  the  appearance  of  Millions  of  stars  suspended 
over  the  Street  below  the  eves  of  the  houses — a  Splendid  Gilt  try- 
umphal car  was  also  made  at  the  cost  of  the  City  in  which  it  was 
intended  to  have  drawn  the  Emperor  into  the  City  from  the  Gate; 
but  he,  probably  thinking  that  his  journey  had  afforded  no  cause  of 
tryumph,  prudently  defeated  this  design  by  making  his  entrance 
in  the  night  previous  to  the  day  he  was  expected — 

The  admirers  of  H.  M.  however  were  determined  their  labour 
should  not  be  lost,  and  accordingly  a  procession  was  formed  which 
moved  from  the  Monastary  of  St.  Francisco  composed  of  about  100 
fryars  and  priests  bearing  crosses,  a  splendid  Image  of  the  Virgin 
Mary  as  large  as  life  clothed  in  silver  and  standing  on  a  fanciful 
pedestal  of  Glass — Christ  on  the  Cross  and  a  quantity  of  Saints— 
Preceeded  by  the  Emperor  [75]  body  Guard  of  Horse  next  followed 
the  Car  drawn  by  fryars  in  which  was  the  Portrait  of  H.  M.  sup- 
ported by  two  Priests — a  full  Band  of  Music  a  detachment  of 
Infantry  and  an  immence  crowd  of  the  Eable  populace  closed  the 
line— This  farce  was  succeeded  [by]  others  of  a  similar  character, 
the  Car  was  hauled  and  rehauled  through  the  Streets  and  illumina- 
tions and  incessant  and  deafning  peals  of  Bells  seemed  to  occupy 
the  whole  attention  of  the  People — It  was  however  manifest  to  all 
and  was  even  observed  with  regret  by  the  tools  and  creatures  of  the 
Emperor,  that  the  great  mass  of  the  respectable  and  intelligent  part 
of  the  inhabitants  viewed  these  displays  with  the  disapprobation  and 
contempt  they  merited — in  the  train  of  the  Car  was  seen  none  but 
fryars,  a  few  servile  officers  who  had  been  promoted  for  their  per- 
sonal exertions  in  proclaiming  the  Emperor  or  insulting  the  congress 
and  the  lowest  dregs  of  the  Rabble  who  are  a  nearly  perfect  con- 
terpart  of  the  Lazeroni  of  Naples  except  being  a  mixture  of  Indians 
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half  and  quarter  Indians  etc.  and  in  the  last  grade  of  ignorance' 
fanatisicm    poverty,    nakedness    and    misery — The    Ayuntainient< , 
about  this  time  also  set  to  work  preparing  for  the  "J  ura  "  or  ceri 
mony  of  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  of  the  E. — a  temple  was  erecteo 
in  the  great  square  nearly  fronting  the  Cathedral  presenting  por| 
ticoes  on  the  four  sides  supported  by  collumns  about  20  feet  h 
height,  the  entablatures  and  fronts  of  which  adorned  with  large  his 
torical  paintings  representing  the  "  Heroe  of  Iguala  "  in  the  variou; 
stages  of  his  progress  from  a  Spanish  Colonel  to  Imperial  diadem- 
such  as  proclaiming  the  plan  of  Iguala  on  the  24  February  1820  [sic] 
the  ratification  of  the  treaty  of  Cordova,  the  takeing  of  Mexico  by  th(! 
trigarante   army    on   the   27   Sep*^    following,   his    proclamation  a; 
Emperor  on  the  night  of  18  May  1822,  his  coronation  on  the  2:- 
July  &c,  &c.    An  amphitheater  for  the  Bull  fight  was  also  erectecl 
in  a  part  of  the  same  square  fronting  the  Palace  of  the  Vice  Roy:i 
now  Imperial  Palace,  and  on  the  site  of  the  circular  enclosure  whicl! 
surrounded  the  Collossal  Brown  Statue  of  Charles  the  4,  Mountecj 
on    horseback,   this   enclosure    was    about    100    yards    in    diamiteil 
entirely  of  hewn  and  carved  stone,  within  the  surface  was  elevatecj 
about  4  feet  above  the  level  of  the  great  square  and  paved  with  hewr 
stone  up  to  the  foot  of  the  statue,  which  rose  in  the  center  on  f

The  objects  of  the  war  which  has  raged  within  the  limits  of  thi 
extended  Empire,  since  the  ever  memorable  and  glorious  cry  whic 
was  raised  in  Dolores,^  in  favor  of  the  rights  of  Man,  and  the  inde 
pendence  of  Anahuac,  has  undoubtedly  been  the  happiness  of  th! 
Mexican  people.     Unfortunately,  the  arbitrary  power  of  Spain,  | 
power  founded  in  its  origin  in  usurpation  dessolation  and  blood,  ant' 
continued  by  injustice  and  oppression,  to  [by]  intrigue  and  corrupl 
tion,  prolonged  the  struggle  for  independence  untill  the  Hero  o| 
Iguala^  devised  a  plan,  which  uniting  all  interests  and  all  partie' 
effected  the  long  desired  emancipation  in  a  few  months. 

All  that  then  remained  to  complete  the  happiness  of  the  Mexi! 
can  people,  was  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  Government,  whiclS 
would  effectually  secure  to  them  and  their  posterity,  the  rich  rewarc' 
of  so  many  years  of  toil,  so  many  sacrifices  and  the  ...

[he  (jovernment,  after  all  foreign  enemies  are  expelled,  and  inde- 
pendence secured,  is  to  establish  a  particular  system  in  opposition  to 
|:he  wishes  of  the  nation  and  the  will  of  the  People.  In  the  latter 
jiiase,  where  the  Government  is  formed  by  common  consent,  it  must 
jje  free,  for  we  cannot  suppose  that  a  whole  people,  when  left  to  their 
Wn  free  will  would  ens  [lave]  themselves.  Which  of  these  two  would 
be  most  just  or  most  condusive  to  the  Ge^  good  ? 

It  is  a  principle  founded  in  natural  justice,  and  natural  law,  and 
|which  therefore  originated  at  the  creation  as  an  imprescriptable  in- 
jheritance  given  by  the  great  God  of  truth  and  justice  to  man  and  can 
only  cea^se  when  all  [subl]  unary  things  shall  have  been  swept  from 
■existence  and  lost  in  the  vast  ocean  of  eternity.    "  That  all  Government 
of  right  originates  "  from  the  People— is  founded  on  consent— and 
is  instituted  "  for  the  general  good  and  happiness  of  the  whole '' 
1    The  people  then,  and  they  alone,  have  the  right,  and  the  sole  right 
iof  electing  their  form  of  Government,  and  forming  their  Constitu- 
tion, and  any  intervention  of  force  or  power  in  opposition  to  their 
will,  is  an  unjust  usurpation  of  their  rights.    Taking  this  principle  for 
^  a  basis,  let  the  question  be  asked  have  the  Mexican  People  chosen 
j their  form  of  Government ?— have  they  formed  their  Constitution? 

The  Congress  Constituyente,  declared  that  the  form  of  Government^ 
should  be  a  Constitutioncd^  limited^  hereditary  Monarchy,    And  that 
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Don  Agustin  de  Iturbide  should  be  Emperor  of  the  Empire  '  f* 
Mexico — But  it  is  a  principle,  universally  recognised,  that  nothi 
produced  by  undue  and  improper  coertion  is  valid.  Supposing  the 
fore  this  act  of  the  Congress  to  have  been  free,  Spontanious  and  u 
influenced  by  fear  or  force,  the  mexican  nation  have  legally  chos 
their  form  of  Government :  and  supposing  the  election  of  his  Majef^ 
Don  Agustin  1^^  to  have  been  equally  free  and  uninfluenced  by  ii 
proper  force  or  power,  the  election  of  the  Emperor  is  the  legal  act 
the  nation. 

The  form  of  Government  therefore  admitting  the  above  suppoi 
tions  to  be  facts  has  been  elected  by  the  People,  and  the  Emperl 
chosen :  but  the  foundation,  the  soul  of  all  free  political  institutior  ^ 
the  Constitution  is  still  wanting.  This,  the  people  have  not  y 
made — they  have  not  yet  declared  how  the  Monarchy  shall  be  co 
stituted,  how  the  powers  of  the  different  branches  of  Governmei 
shall  be  divided,  distributed  and  limited,  and  in  fact  what  powe 
are  given  up  to  the  Government  by  the  People,  and  what  are  reserve 
The  great  work  then  of  making  and  adopting  a  Constitution  coi 
forming  to  the  system  of  Government  already  elected  proclaime 
and  sworn  to  is  yet  to  be  done  and  the  want  of  this  constitution 
the  great  cause  of  the  present  evils  which  afflict  the  nation. 

The  Law  of  nature,  of  reason,  and  of  truth,  is  the  law  of  Gog 
and  that  law  declares  that  "  all  Government  of  rio^ht  oriojinates  froi 
the  People  " — The  People  therefore  have  not  only  a  right  to  elec 
the  form  of  their  Government  and  chuse  their  Eviperor^  but  als 
to  prescribe  laws  to  that  Em'peTor  and  consolidate  that  forin  of  Go\ 
ernment  into  a  system  by  a  Constitution^  which  is  the  paramount  la^ 
of  the  nation  and  the  foundation  of  all  other  laws — But  the  Peoplj 
collectively  cannot  assemble  and  debate  and  vote  on  the  Constitutior 
the  only  legal  manner  therefore  in  which  it  can  be  decreed  and  sancj 
tioned,  is  by  the  legal  Representatives  of  the  People  in  Congreaj 
assembled —  I 

A  free  Congress  of  the  nation  unites  all  parties  and  all  interests 
except  those  which  tend  to  the  distruction  of  its  independence,  or  th(' 
usurpation  of  its  liberties — No  real  friend  of  his  Country  therefoKj 
ought  to  oppose  the  immediate  convocation  of  a  general  Congress- 
Such  a  measure  ought  at  once  to  satisfy  all  parties,  and  thus  suspend! 
the  further  progress  of  the  civil  war,  which  like  the  warning  thun- 
ders of  a  volcano  previous  to  its  irruption,  now  threatens  the  na- 
tion— It  is  therefore  the  duty  of  the  Junta,  if  they  have  any  authority j 
to  use  it  in  calling  a  General  Congress  of  the  nation,  and  if  they  are 
only  councellors  of  the  Emperor  in  the  provisional  administration 
of  the  Government,  they  ought  to  advise  his  Majesty  to  order  a  new 
Congress  immediately. 
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But  the  Junta  are  directed  by  the  organic  basis  decreed  bv  the 
mperor  at  their  formation  to  form  a  project  of  a  Constitution.    If 
ley  do  so,  are  the  future  Congress  bound  to  adopt  it  whether  they 
pprove  of  it  or  not?    Agreeably  to  the  golden  rule  herein  stated  the 
i'eople  alone  have  the  right  of  forming  their  Constitution:  and  will 
ny  one  say,  that  the  People  of  this  nation  created  the  Junta,  or 
uthorised  them  to  form  a  Constitution  for  them  ? 
All  then  that  the  Junta  can  legally  do  is  to  call  a  General  Con- 
ress — The  only  thing  that  can  unite  the  conflicting  interests  of  the 
ation,  is  a  general  Congress — The  only  legal  mode  of  consolidating 
nd  firmly  establishing  the  Government,  is  by  a  General  Congress— 
'he  only  power  that  has,  or  can  have  legal  authority  to  foim  the 
.Constitution,  is  a  General  Congress — And  all  that  can  save  tlie  Na- 
ion  from  the  horrors  of  a  civil  war  is  a  General  Congress. 

The  voice  of  your  Country,  therefore,  a  voice  which  none  but 
Tyrants  disregard,  and  one  which  every  true  patriot  considers  as 
acred  as  that  which  spoke  in  thunder  from  Mount  Sinai,  calls 
ipon  you  for  a  General  Congress.  With  this  sacred  appeal  sound- 
ng  in  your  ears,  will  your  consciences  permit  you  to  waste  away  time 
0  precious  to  the  nation,  in  debating  the  project  of  a  Constitution 
hich  you  have  no  right  to  sanction,  when  by  so  doing  you  jeopnrd- 
ise  the  peace  of  your  country  and  perhaps  involve  it  in  Civil  war 
by  delaying  the  Convocation  of  Congress? 

Let  the  Junta  therefore  adopt  the  following  propositions  in  order 
to  shew  the  nation  how  far  the  Government  is  legally  constituted, 
what  rights  appertain  to  the  people,  and  what  they  have  yet  to 
perform 

1 — That  all  Government  of  right  originates  from  tlie  People — is 
I  founded  in  consent — and  is  instituted  for  the  general  good — 

2 — That  the  People  by  their  legal  re]:)resentati^'es  in  Con^rress  as- 
sembled have  declared  that  the  Government  of  the  IMexican  Nation 
should  be  a  Constitutional,  limited,  hereditary  Monarchy,  which 
declaration  was  made  freely  without  the  influence  of  force  or  fear — 
3 — That  the  People  by  their  legal  representatives  in  Congress  as- 
sembled, did  on  the  19"'  of  May  last  elect  Don  Agustin  1.  Emperor 
of  the  Mexican  Nation,  and  tliat  said  election  was  freely  made  with- 
out the  influence  of  force  or  fear 

4 — That  therefore  the  f or 7)i  of  Government  of  the  Mexican  Nation 
is  legally  adopted  and  the  Emperor  legally  chosen 

5 — That  the  peop*e  have  not  3'et  formed  their  Constitution,  and 
they,  and  they  only,  have  the  sole  and  absolute  power  of  formino^  it — 
6 — That  as  the  People  cannot  all  assemble  and  debate  and  vote  on 
the  Constitution,  the  only  legal  mode  of  doing  it  is  by  their  repre-^ 
sentatives,  freeiv  chosen  and  assembled  in  a  General  Congress — 
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7 — That  said  Congress  cannot  execute  the  duties  intrusted  to  tho 
by  the  People,  without  the  secure  and  inviolable  guarantee  of  liber 
of  speech,  and  personal  security — 

8 — That  to  insure  the  observance  of  said  guarantee  all  the  trooj 
within  the  city  where  Congress  sits  ought  to  be  under  their  directio 
and  commanded  by  a  General  of  their  nominating — 

9 — That  the  junta  have  no  authority  to  form  a  Constitution,  an 
that  it  is  therefore  inexpedient  to  spend  time  del^ating  a  project 
a  Constitution  which  they  have  no  authority  to  sanction — 

10 — That  the  immediate  convocation  of  Congress  is  necessary  t 
save  the  Nation  from  a  civil  war — 

These  principles  being  established  let  the  Junta  pass  a  decree  in 
mediately  for  the  new  Convocation,  and  send  it  to  the  Emperor  fc 
his  approbation —

[March  7-10  (?),2  1823] 
In  this  enlightened  century  when  the  March  of  freedom  has  opene» 
the  eyes  of  the  Intelligent  world  and  desplayed  to  the  People  thos 
hidios  chains  which  despotism,  and  its  prime  agent,  and  companior 
Superstition  and  fanaticism,  forged  in  the  benighted  ages  of  an! 
tiquity,  to  fetter  their  bodies  for  the  venal  purposes  of  Royal  agran : 
disement,  voluptiousness  and  crimes  and  to  degrade  and  hurl  theij 
minds  to  that  state  of  darkness  embecility  and  corruption  congenia 
to  the  views  of  the  enemies  of  rational  libert^^  and  Social  happiness! 
In  this  enlightened  age  I  say  it  is  unnecessary  to  ask  in  whom  the. 
leo^itimat  sovereign [ty]  of  a  nation  rests,  even  the  very  sycophant.^! 
of  T3^rants  agree  that  the  People  are  the  sovereigns  and  that  all  poweij 
and  all  Gv*  of  right  originates  from  them  and  is  established  for  thej 
common  good — and  The  only  legal  organ  by  which  the  soviren  people- 
can  express  their  will  is  by  a  free  and  independent  national  represen-; 
tation  in  congress  assembled — these  principles  being  acknowledged  let  j 
us  compare  them  with  the  present  political  state  of  this  Empire  and;

What  steps  were  taken  to  effect  this , 
object.     The  author  of  the  plan  of  Iguala  and  treat^^  of  Cordova 
[Iturbide]   recognizing  the  principle  above  stated  that  the  people 
were  the  Sovereigns  like  a  true  patriot  made  one  of  the  bases  of  his 
plan  that  the  cortes  of  the  nation  meet  and  form  the  constitution, 
accordingly  the  national  representation  met  and  were  installed  in  this

'W  jand  that  the  Deputies  uninfluenced  by  the  recollection  that  they  Avere 
sitting  in  a  room  where  national  freedom  and  justice  had  on[c]e  been 
bound  hj  priest  craft  and  Fanaticism,  or  by  the  threats  or  allure- 
Dpw  jments  of  Imperial  power,  only  remembered  that  they  were  the  rep- 
aflopl  I  resentatives  of  [the]  injured  and  insulted  sovereignty  of  the  Mexican 
nation  and  [as]  such  rejected  the  proposition  to  distroy  tlicin- 
selves,  or  to  give  to  the  emperor  a  veto  on  the  constitution  as  he  de- 
manded— the  consequence  of  this  was  that  in  less  than  6  hours  after 
P4  j  this  magnanimous  vote  was  pronounced  an  Imperial  decree  Avas 
communicated  to  them  through  the  medium  of  a  military  force  dis- 
solving them  from  the  moment  the  decree  was  presented.

jtion  has  already  arrived  and  I  find  it  much  more  liberal  than  I  ex- 
ipected. 

Some  of  the  items  are  that  you  are  free  from  Taxes  dutys  contribu- 
jtions  under  whatever  name  they  may  be  for  six  years  and  for  six 
I  following  pay  but  half  that  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  Empire 
pay— All  slaves  already  introduced  and  all  that  are  introduced  here- 
after for  the  use  of  the  settlement  are  slaves  for  life  their  children 
j  are  free  at  the  age  of  14  years  Traffic  in  slaves  is  prohibited  in  toto. 
'  You  are  all  perfectly  secure  as  to  your  lands  all  that  now  remains 
:  is  the  usual  paper  form  and  the  land  is  yours  forever    there  are  many 
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other  very  liberal  articles  ^hich  you  will  see  in  a  short  time,  tlu, 
quantity  of  land  is  somewhat  greater  for  each  family— but  all  ii 
owing  to  his  stay  untill  the  business  was  concluded  if  he  had  no] 
have  done  so  it  is  extremely  doubtful  whether  the  law  had  been  coni 
eluded  this  year — he  pressed  it  every  day  until  at  length  they  con! 
eluded  it  and  presented  it  to  the  Emperor  who  sancioned  it  imme ! 
diately.  • 

I  have  understood  that  my  brother  left  Mexico  on  the  22*^  of  Jan 
if  so  he  will  be  here  in  a  few  days  he  comes  on  fully  vested  witl 
power  to  secure  your  lands,  forever — the  gov.  tells  me  that  he  wil 
send  the  law  of  colonization  to  the  Colorado,  and  the  Alcalde  thereoj 
will  forward  it  on  to  you  by  this  conveyance. 

We  have  in  this  place  the  greatest  scarcity  of  corn  and  flour  im 
aginable  the  council  of  the  town  have  sent  to  the  Interior  for  con 
but  it  is  not  to  be  had  and  now  they  send  to  the  Colorado.  If  any 
person  should  have  a  little  corn  to  sell  either  on  the  Brazos  or  Colo- 
rado they  can  now  sell  it  for  almost  what  they  please  and  deliver  il 
at  their  homes. 

I  expect  my  Brother  every  day;  I  hope  that  in  a  short  time  I  shalj 
have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  on  the  Brazos     Untill  then 
I  remain  jours

i^ROJECT  OF  A  Constitution  for  the  Republic  of  Mexico 

FORMED  BY  STEPHEN  F.   AUSTIN   OF  TEXAS 

City  of  Mexico  March  29,  1823  ^ 
i!  We,  the  People  of  the  Mexican  Nation,  having  assumed  those 
jaatural  and  imprescriptable  rights  which  appertain  to  us  as  members 
l^f  the  great  human  family,  an[d]  in  virtue  thereof  declared  our- 
selves an  independent  nation,  free  from  the  dominion  of  old  Spain 
nd  all  other  powers  whatever;  and  being  desirous  of  establishing 
nd  consolidating  a  system  of  Government  founded  on  the  solid  basis 
of  Natural  justice,  equal  rights,  and  common  good,  in  order  to 
nsure  union,  strength,  safety,  harmony,  equity,  and  the  blessings 
lof  liberty  to  ourselves  and  posterity ;  do  ordain,  decree,  and  estab- 
lish, this  Constitution,  for  the  Government  of  the  Mexican  Nation^ 

Chapteb  I 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AND  FUNDAMENTAL  MAXIMS 

Article  1.  The  People  of  the  Mexican  Nation  are  independent  of 
pain  and  all  other  powers  whatever,  and  have  the  sole,  absolute, 
nd  exclusive  right  of  governing  themselves  as  a  free.  Sovereign,  and 
independent  Nation. 

Article  2.  All  men  as  individuals,  have  certain  natural,  essential 
and  inherent  rights;  among  which  are  the  enjoying  and  defending 
hfe  and  liberty,  acquiring  possessing  and  protecting  property,  and 
in  a  word  of  seeking  and  obtaining  happiness. 

Art.  3.  When  men  enter  into  a  State  of  Society  they  surrender 
up  some  of  their  natural  rights  to  that  Society,  in  order  to  insure  the 
protection  of  others;  and  without  such  an  equivalent  the  surrender 
is  void. 

*  Besides  this  somewhat  complete  draft  of  a  Constitution,  there  are  a  Spanish  transla- 
tion of  the  general  provisions,  Articles  1-29,  and  another,  apparently  earlier,  form  of 
Articles  110-225.  Austin  has  preserved  the  order  of  the  Spanish  Constitution  of  1812 
and  as  much  of  its  substance  as  could  be  adapted  to  the  republican  form  of  government. 
The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was,  of  course,  his  model  for  most  of  the  varia- 
tions and  adaptations  from  the  Spanish  document.  As  yet  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  ^ 
determine  what,  if  any,  influence  Austin  may  have  had  on  the  Mexican  Constitution ;  but 
see  below.

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Art.  4.  The  surrender  of  these  rights  must  also  be  free,  voluntaiT 
and  without  coertion,  or  it  is  void. 

Art.  5  The  rights  thus  surrendered  are  deposited  in  the  hands  o  i 
the  agents  of  the  People,  to  be  exercised  for  the  common  good,  com  I 
mon  security,  and  General  happiness  of  all. 

Art.  6  These  agents  constitute,  and  administer  the  national  Gov 
ernment. 

Art.  7  The  sovereignty  resides  essentially  and  originally  in  th. 
People,  and  from  its  nature  is  unalienable,  imprescriptable,  and  indi 
visible ;  the  national  agents  are  therefore  at  all  times  accountable  tc 
the  People.  I 

Art.  8  Government  being  instituted  for  the  common  benefit,  pro  , 
tection  and  happiness  of  the  whole  community,  and  not  for  the! 
private  interest,  or  agrandisement  of  any  one  man,  family  or  class  I 
of  men;  therefore  whenever  its  objects  are  perverted,  or  public  lib-| 
erty  manifestly  endangered  and  all  other  means  of  redress  are  inef-i 
fectual,  the  people  may,  and  of  right  ought  to  reform  the  old,  ori 
establish  a  new  Government.  The  doctrine  of  non-resistance  tci 
arbitrary  power  is  absurd,  degrading,  and  distructive  of  the  happi-: 
ness  of  mankind. 

Art.  9  The  people  have  a  light  to  assemble  in  an  orderly  and_ 
peacible  manner,  to  consult  upon  the  public  weab  give  instructions , 
to  their  deputies  and  petition  Congress  for  redress  of  grievances. 

Art.  10  A  well  regulated  national  Militia  is  the  proper,  and 
natural  defence  of  a  Nation,  and  no  citizen  shall  be  deprived  of  the 
right  of  keeping  and  carrying  arms ;  except  in  such  cases,  to  be  spe- 
cially provided  for  by  law,  in  which  the  public  tranquility  may  render 
it  necessary. 

Art.  11  All  elections  ought  to  be  free,  and  every  inhabitant  of  the  ; 
nation,  having  the  qualifications  required  by  law,  has  an  equal  right  j 
to  elect  and  be  elected  into  office.  j 

Art.  12  Every  citizen  is  entitled  to  a  certain  remidy,  by  having  j 
recourse  to  the  laws  for  all  injuries  he  may  receive  in  his  person,  , 
property  or  character;  to  obtain  right  and  justice  freely,  without  | 
being  obliged  to  purchase  it,  and  promptly  according  to  the  laws. 

Art.  13  Every  person  hath  a  right  to  be  secure  from  unreasonable  ; 
searches,  and  seizures  of  his  person,  his  houses,  his  papers,  and  pos-  , 
sessions,  none  of  which  shall  be  molested  except  in  the  cases  and  ! 
with  the  formalities  prescribed  by  law.  I 

Art.  14  No  part  of  a  mans  property  shall  be  taken  and  applied  \ 
to  public  use  except  by  his  own  consent,  or  by  virtue  of  a  law  regu-  j 
larly  enacted  by  Congress,  and  no  duty,  or  contribution  of  any  i 
description  shall  be  levied  or  collected  without  due  authority  by  law  ! 
of  Congress.

Art.  15  The  liberty  of  the  Press  and  of  Speech  is  so  essential  to 
the  freedom  and  improvement  of  the  nation,  that  it  shall  be  invio- 
lably preserved,  and  can  only  be  restricted  by  Congress  so  as  to 
prevent  scandalous  attacks  on  private  character. 

Art.  16  Ex  post  facto ^  or  retrospective  laws  are  oppressive  and 
unjust,  and  no  such  law  shall  be  passed 

Art.  IT  In  all  cases  and  at  all  times  the  Military  ought  and  shall 
he  under  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  poAver,  except  in  the  casns 
to  be  provided  for  by  law  in  time  of  war,  or  invasion 

Art.  18  No  soldier  in  time  of  peace  shall  be  quartered  in  any  house 
)r  hacienda  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  and  in  time  of  war  such 
]uarters  ought  to  be  made  in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  19  No  person  shall  be  subject  to  Martial  law  except  those  em- 
ployed in  the  arm}'  or  nav}^,  or  in  the  Militia  in  actual  Service. 

Art.  20  The  basis  of  the  national  representation  is  the  population 
ncluding  all  native  free  born  citizens  of  whatever  descent,  wheither 
American,  European  or  african,  and  foreigners  who  are  considered 
lis  Citizens. 

Art.  21  Monopolies,  and  exclusive  and  special  previliges,  wheitlier 
n  favour  of  an  individual,  or  an  association,  of  eclesiastics  or  lay- 
jmen,  are  prejudicial  to  the  true  interests  of  the  nation  contrary  ^o 
latural  justice,  and  are  absolutely  prohibited;  except  when  granted 
jiccording  to  the  formalities  of  the  law,  for  a  limited  period,  as  a 
compensation  for  new  inventions  and  improvements  in  the  arts  or 
sciences. 

Art.  22  No  hereditar}^  office,  honors,  titles  of  nobility,  or  any  other 
titles  except  those  of  office  shall  be  granted. 

Art.  23  No  public  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  or  in 
any  manner  appropriated  except  by  virtue  of  a  law  of  Congress:  and 
the  President  of  Mexico,  Minister  or  anj^  other  person  who  violates 
jthis  article  shall  be  guilty  of  a  high  crime  and  punished  according  to 
law. 

Art.  24  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws  or  the  execution  of  them 
shall  alone  be  exercised  by  Congress — 

Art.  25  The  entail  of  estates  by  primogeniture  to  the  exclusion  of 
younger  children  (Mayorasgos)  is  calculated,  arbitrarily  to  prevent 
the  distribution  of  property,  thereby,  in  violation  of  justice  en- 
jriching  the  few,  and  empoverishing  the  many,  to  create  and  per- 
Ipetuate  aristocracy,  and  to  engender  indolence,  arrogance,  vice,  and 
jcorruption,  and  is  therefore  distructive  of  individual  happiness,  sub- 
ijversive  of  national  prosperity,  at  variance  with  the  principles  of  a 
Ifree  Government,  and  dangerous  to  the  liberties  of  the  people;  all^ 
such  entails  shall  therefore  be  distroyed,  and  an  equitable  system  of 
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inheritance  established  by  law,  founded  on  the  basis  of  equal  justic ! 
and  national  prosperity.  I 

Art.  26  Despotic  Governments  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  mind ; 
of  the  people  in  darkness  by  prohibiting  the  introduction  of  book 
proscribed  for  their  liberal  principles.  Free  Governments  on  th« 
contrary  have  thrown  open  the  door  for  the  admission  of  all  withou 
exception,  and  experience  has  fully  proved  the  beneficial  effects  o 
this  liberal  policy  in  enlightening  the  people,  who,  very  soon  discrim 
inate  between  any  evil,  irreligious,  or  immoral  doctrines  which  sucl 
books  may  contain,  and  the  pure  and  virtuous  ones;  rejecting  th* 
former,  and  profiting  by  the  latter.  All  restrictions  or  prohibition 
therefore  on  the  introduction,  sale  or  reading  of  books,  are  calculatec , 
to  prevent  the  diffusion  of  intellectual  light,  and  knowledge ;  to  retarc 
the  improvement  of  the  Nation,  by  perpetuating  ignorance,  super 
stition  and  servile  principles,  and  are  at  variance  with  the  genius  o: 
free  institutions,  and  shall  never^be  imposed  under  any  pretext  what 
ever. 

Art.  27  A  nation  can  only  be  free,  happy  and  great  in  proportior 
to  the  virtue  and  intelligence  of  the  people;  the  dessimination  oi] 
usefull  knowledge  and  of  the  arts  and  sciences  is  therefore  of  pri- 
mary importance  to  national  liberty  and  prosperit}^,  and  to  effect 
this  great  object,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Congress  to  provide  by  eTer\| 
means  in  their  power  for  the  speedy  establishment  of  schools,  acade- 
mies and  colleges  throughout  the  whole  nation  for  the  instruction  oi, 
youth  and  children.  i 

Art.  28  In  order  to  prevent  those  who  are  invested  with  authority  | 
from  becoming  oppresors;  the  people  have  a  right,  at  such  timcjj 
and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  establish  by  the  frame  of  Govern- 1 
ment,  to  cause  their  public  officers  to  return  to  private  life,  and  to| 
fill  up  vac  ant  places  by  regular  elections  and  appointments. 

Art.  29  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental  principles  of; 
the  Constitution ;  a  rigid  obedience  to  the  laws ;  and  a  strict  adher- 1 
ance  to  justice,  temperance,  industry,  frugality  and  all  the  social  and; 
civil  virtues  is  necessary  to  preserve  the  blessings  of  liberty  and,; 
good  Government. 

ADDITIONAL   ARTICLE  '

The  Govt  debts  contracted  in  the  name  of  the  Nation  b}^  its  legal  \ 
agents  for  the  use  of  the  cause  of  independence  since  the  declaration  ; 
in  the  year  1810,  shall  be  acknowledged  as  a  part  of  the  National  debt  I 
of  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  in  the  manner  which  Congress  may  de-  | 
termine  by  law —  | 

All  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  fought  for  the  cause  of  inde-  | 
pendence  since  the  first  epoch,  and  the  widows  and  children  of  those  j 
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who  have  been  slain  in  the  same  cause  deserve  the  gratitude  and 
jthanks  of  the  nation  and  ought  to  be  rewarded  so  far  as  is  consist- 
ent with  justice  and  the  state  of  the  finances  of  the  nation. 

Chapter  II 

OF   THE    RELIGION 

Art.  30  The  Eoman  Catholic  apostolic  is  the  religion  of  the  Mexi- 
[Can  Nation. 

Chapter  III 

OF   the  territory   of   the  MEXICAN    NATION    AND   ITS    CITIZENS 

Art.  31  The  Territory  of  the  Mexican  Nation  is  composed  of  the 
whole  country  extending,  from  the  division  line  established  on  tlie 
north  by  the  United  States  of  North  America  and  Spain,  in  the  treaty 
of  limits  negociated  by  Don  Luis  de  Onis;  to  the  isthmus  of  Darien 
on  the  South;  including  all  the  islands  bays,  and  ports  appertaining 
to  the  ^Atlantic  or  Pacific  coast  within  said  limits. 

Art.  32.  All  free  persons  born  in  this  nation  of  whatever  descent 
are  citizens;  also  all  foreigners  who  are  naturalised  according  to  law. 

ADDITIONAL  ARTICLE  AFTER   ART.    32 

Every  Mexican  shall  be  faithful  to  the  Constitution,  obey  the  laws, 
and  respect  the  established  and  legal  authorities — and  shall  con- 
tribute in  proportion  to  his  means  toward  the  public  expences,  and 
shall  take  up  arms  in  defence  of  his  country  whenever  called  on 
agreeably  to  law — he  shall  also  be  bound  to  serve  in  any  office  to 
which  he  may  be  elected  by  the  votes  of  the  people — 

Art.  33.  The  right  of  Citizenship  may  be  lost  by  voluntary  ex- 
patriation, by  acquiring  naturalization  in  a  foreign  Government,  for 
crimes  according  to  the  laws  and  for  not  being  able  to  read  and  write 
at  the  age  of  twenty  years — 

Chapter  IV 

OF  the  government,   and  STILE  OF  THE  NATION 

Art.  34  The  stile  of  this  community  shall  be  the  Republic  of 
Mexico. 

Art.  35  The  Government  is  a  representative  Republic. 

Art  36  The  powers  of  Government  defined  and  granted  in  this 
Constitution  shall  be  vested  in  three  seperate  and  distinct  branches, 
to  wit,  the  Legislative,  the  Executive,  and  Judicial,  each  of  which 
shall  be  kept  as  seperate  from  and  independent  of  each  other,  as  is 
consistent  with  that  connection  which  binds  the  whole  fabrick  of  the^ 
Constitution  together. 
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Chaptee  V 

OF    THE    LEGISLATUKE 


Art.  37  The  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  i 
a  Congress  to  be  composed  of  a  Chamber  of  Deputies,  and  a  Senat' 


CHAMBER  OF  DEPUTIES 


Art.  38  The  chamber  of  Deputies  shall  be  composed  of  membei 
elected  every  two  years  by  the  people. 

Art.  39  The  number  of  Deputies  shall  be  one  for  every  3000 
inhabitants :  but  every  Province  shall  have  at  least  one  deputy. 

Art.  40  Congress  have  power  to  alter  the  ratio  established  in  th' 
last  article  as  they  think  proper.  j 

Art.  41  To  be  a  Deputy  in  this  chamber  it  requires  to  be  a  citize ; 
in  the  enjoyment  of  his  rights,  over  twenty  five  years  of  age,  a  nativl 
or  inhabitant  of  the  province  for  which  elected,  of  sound  moralit' 
good  reputation,  accredited  patriotism,  posessed  of  sufficient  rep 
estate  for  a  decent  maintenance,  instructed  in  the  principles  o 
national  and  civil  jurisprudence,  or  in  the  elements  of  agriculture 
Mining,  Manufactures,  or  Commerce,  in  order  to  the  more  successful, 
discharge  of  the  high  and  sacred  duties  of  the  Station. 

Art.  42  Provinces  which  send  not  more  than  ten  Deputies  ma; 
elect  one  secular  eclesiastic;  Provinces  which  send  more  than  ten 
and  not  over  twenty  deputies,  may  elect  two  secular  eclesiastics 
Provinces  which  send  more  than  twenty,  and  not  over  thirty  depu 
ties  may  elect  three  secular  eclesiastics;  and  so  on  in  the  same  pro 
portion;  but  a  greater  number  of  eclesiastics  than  this  shall  neve, 
be  sent  by  any  Province 

Art.  43  Should  a  greater  number  of  eclesiastics  be  elected  than  i; 
permitted  in  the  preceding  article,  the  chamber  of  deputies  shall  de 
cide  which  shall  be  dismissed,  so  as  to  reduce  the  number  to  that 
prescribed,  —  The  corresponding  suplenties  shall  fill  the  cavancies 
[vacancies?]  thus  occasioned;  but  should  the  suplente  also  be  ar 
eclesiastic,  the  chamber  shall  order  a  new  election  for  the  district 
which  is  thus  left  without  a  representative,  declaring  in  said  ordei 
that  an  eclesiastic  should  not  be  elected  for  said  district  for  that  con 
gress. 

Art  44  Should  it  happen  that  a  person  is  elected  for  the  Province 
in  which  he  was  born,  and  also  for  that  in  which  he  resides ;  he  shall 
take  the  seat  for  the  latter,  and  the  corresponding  suplente  shall 
represent  the  former.  The  same  shall  be  done  in  case  a  person  should 
be  elected  for  two  districts  of  the  same  Province  when  he  resides  in 
one  of  them;  but  should  he  reside  in  neither  of  the  districts  for 
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which  elected  he  may  choose  which  he  will  represent,  and  notify  the 
corrisponding  Suplente  accordingly. 

Art  45  The  qualifications  of  Suplenties  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
proprietors. 

ELECTION   OF  DP:PUTIES 

Art  46  The  Provincial  deputations  shall  from  time  to  time  take 
an  exact  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  provinces 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law.  This  being  done  they  shall  divide 
them  into  as  many  election  districts  as  they  may  be  entitled  to  depu- 
ties in  Congress,  so  as  to  include  as  nearly  as  may  be  practiable 
thirty  thousand  inhabitants  in  each  district.  The  said  districts  shall 
be  designated  by  numbers  where  there  is  more  than  one  in  a  Vvov- 
ince;  as  the  first,  second,  or  third  district  of  such  a  Province  — 

Art  47.  The  limits  and  bounds  of  the  elective  districts  established 
in  the  proceeding  article,  shall  be  clearly  defined  and  made  known  by 
the  proclamation  of  the  Political  chief  of  the  Province,  posted  up  in 
the  most  public  places  in  each  Parish ;  which  proclamation  shall  also 
designate  the  capital  of  each  district,  or  place  where  the  electoral 
Juntas  of  districts  hereinafter  mentioned  are  to  meet. 

Art  48  After  dividing  the  population  of  each  Province  into  di?- 
tricts  as  above  stated,  should  there  remain  a  fraction  of  more  than 
20,000,  it  shall  form  a  seperate  district  and  elect  a  deputy  as  the 
others,  but  fractions  less  than  20000  shall  be  added  to  other  districts. 

Art.  49  There  shall  be  one  deputy  to  the  chamber  of  this  name, 
and  one  suplente  elected  from  each  of  said  districts. 

Art  50  In  order  to  carry  the  last  article  into  effect,  when  an  elec- 
tion is  required  either  b}^  the  Constitution,  or  by  an  order  for  a  spe- 
cial election  to  fill  a  vacancy ;  the  Political  Chiefs  of  the  Provinces 
shall  give  public  notice  thereof  by  proclamation  in  exevy  parish  and 
public  place  of  the  Parish  .designating  tlic  day  or  days  of  the  elec- 
tion, which  days  must  be  the  same  througliout  the  Avhole  Province: 
in  which  proclamation  the  objects  of  the  election  must  be  stated  and 
that  part  of  the  Constitution  prescribing  the  qualifications  of  depu- 
ties, quoted ;  it  shall  also  name  one  alcalde  and  two  assistents  to  pre- 
side as  Judges  at  the  election  in  each  Parish,  and  one  Alcalde  to 
preside  at  the  electoral  Junta  of  the  district. 

Art.  51.  The  Proclamations  spoken  of  in  the  last  article  must  be 
issued  and  posted  at  least  three  months  previous  to  regular  elections 
and  nt  least  one  month  previous  to  special  elections. 

Art.  52  On  the  day  thus  designated  the  Alcalde  and  assistants  ap- 
pointed to  preside  at  the  parish  elections,  shall  assemble  at  the  most 
convenient  and  central  place  in  the  Parish,  which  place  must  have^ 
been  designated  by  them  by  public  proclamation  posted  up  at  least

shall  appoint  three  secretaries  to  record  the  proceedings  of  thr, 
election  ! 

Art.  53  The  election  shall  then  commence  and  the  name  of  eacbj 
voter  recorded  by  the  secretaries,  elections  must  be  opened  at  ^ 
oclock  A.  M.  and  closed  at  6.  P.  M.  The  law  shall  determine  wheithei  j 
the  votes  shall  be  given  viva  voce  or  by  ballot,  and  shall  regulate  alii 
the  necessary  f ormalties  of  elections  not  herein  provided  for —  j 

Art.  54.  Each  of  the  secretaries  shall  make  a  complete  record  oil 
the  election,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  alcalde  and  thei 
two  assistents  and  witnessed  by  all  the  secretaries.  | 

Art.  55  The  caption  of  the  records  mentioned  in  the  last  article! 
shall  state  the  name  of  the  Parish,  number  of  the  district  name  oi 
the  Province,  time,  and  object  of  the  election,  names  of  the  presiding; 
alcalde  and  assistents,  and  name  of  the  Secretary  by  whom  made.       I 

Art.  56  Two  of  said  records  shall  be  sealed  up  in  presence  of  the' 
said  Alcalde,  the  two  assistents  and  the  clerks,  one  of  which  shall  be; 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Provincial  Deputation  or  Political  Chief  i 
of  the  Province  and  the  other  shall  be  taken  by  the  said  Alcalde! 
or  one  of  the  assistents  to  the  President  of  the  Electoral  Junta  of 
the  district,  and  the  remaining  record  shall  be  deposited  in  the' 
archives  of  the  Parish  church  for  the  inspection  of  any  person. 

Art.  57  On  the  fifth  day  after  the  Parish  election  the  electoral 
Junta  of  the  district  shall  meet  at  the  place  designated  as  the  capital 
of  the  district  agreeably  to  the  47*^  article  and  at  such  house  as  the 
president  of  the  Junta  may  appoint. 

Art.  58  The  electoral  Juntas  of  districts  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Alcaldes,  or  one  of  the  assistents  who  presided  at  each  of  the  Parish  | 
elections ;  and  the  Alcalde  appointed  agreeably  to  the  last  clause  of  j 
the  50*^  Article,  who  shall  be  President  of  the  Junta.  I 

Art.  59  The  electoral  Junta  of  the  District  being  assembled  the  ; 
President  shall  in  presence  of  the  Junta  open  the  records  and  add  up 
the  votes  taken  at  the  parish  elections  within  the  district,  and  the 
person  who  may  have  received  the  greatest  number  of  votes  in  the  \ 
district,  shall  be  elected  a  Member  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 

Art.  60  Triplicate  certificates  of  said  election  shall  then  be  made  • 
out  by  the  electoral  Junta,  stating  the  name  of  the  Province,  number 
of  the  district,  time  and  object  of  the  election  and  name  of  the  person 
elected;  which  certificates  shall  be  signed  by  all  the  members  of  the 
Junta  present  and  attested  by  the  President. 

Art.  61.  Two  of  the  certificates  mentioned  in  the  last  art.  shall  be 
sealed  up  in  presence  of  the  Junta  and  endorsed  on  the  back  "  certifi- 
cate of  the  election  for  deputy  in  the District  of  the  Province 

of  "  (stating  the  number  of  the  District  and  name  of  tbfi 
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jProvince)  which  endorsement  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  of 
Ithe  Junta.  One  of  them  be  directed  to  the  President  of  tlie  cliumber 
of  Deputies  of  the  Congress  of  Mexico,  and  tlie  other  shall  be 
directed  to  the  Political  chief  of  the  Province  to  whom  they  shall 
both  be  sent.  The  third  certificate  shall  be  deposited  in  the  archives 
of  the  principal  Church  of  the  place  for  the  inspection  of  any  one — 

Art.  62  The  Political  chief  of  the  Province  on  receipt  of  said 
certificates  shall  immediately  send  the  one  directed  to  the  President 
iof  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  interior 
jrelations,  to  be  delivered  as  directed  on  the  first  day  that  saiJ 
iChamber  meets  after  its  receipt,  and  shall  without  delay  communi- 
Icate  the  contents  of  the  other  to  the  persons  elected  in  an  official 
'letter  depositing  the  original  in  the  archives  of  the  Province — 
'i  Art.  63  When  vacancies  happen  in  any  Province  the  Political 
ilChief  on  being  officially  notified  thereof  shall  issue  orders  for  an 
jelection  in  the  corrisponding  district  to  fill  such  vacancy — 
j  Art  64.  The  Chamber  of  Deputies  shall  choose  its  President  and 
secretaries  and  other  officers  and  remove  or  change  them  when  they 
think  proper — 

Art.  65  The  chamber  of  deputies  shall  have  the  sole  right  of 
impeachment,  or  accusation  against  the  President  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  Mexico ;  the  Judges  of  the  high  tribunal  of  Justice ;  the  sec- 
retaries of  despatch;  ambasadors  to  foreign  Courts;  Archbishops 
and  Bishops;  Generals  of  the  Army;  Governors,  Judges  of  the  Su- 
preme Provincial  tribunals  and  all  other  officers  not  of  less  rank  to 
those  above  mentioned.  A  majority  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  required  to  form  an  accusation,  which  being  decreed 
the  senate  and  accused  party  shall  be  notified  thereof,  and  the  cham- 
ber shall  appoint  a  committee  to  conduct  and  manage  the  prosecution 
before  the  Senate — 

SENATE 

Art.  66.  The  Senate  shall  be  composed  of  two  senators  from  each 
Province  elected  for  eight  years  by  the  Provmcial  Deputations,  and 
ouo  Bishop  to  be  elected  together  with  a  suplente  by  the  several 
churches  of  the  nation  in  the  mode  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  67  The  oldest  Bishop  in  rank  shall  be  the  first  senator  untill 
another  is  elected  according  to  law. 

Art.  68  No  other  eclesiastic  whatever  except  the  Bishop  or  his 
suplente  mentioned  in  the  two  last  articles  shall  be  a  Senator — 

Art.  69  To  be  a  Senator  it  requires,  in  addition  to  the  qualifications 
for  a  deputy  to  the  chamber  of  deputies,  to  be  over  thirty  five  years 
of  age 
I     Art.  TO  There  shall  be  one  suplente  elected  by  the  Provincial  depu- 
tacions  from  each  Province 
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Aet.  71  At  the  first  session  of  the  Senate  they  shall  divide  them  | 
selves  into  four  classes;  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  clas:^ 
shall  be  vacated  at  the  end  of  the  second  year ;  the  seats  of  those  o1 
the  second  class  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  those  of  the  thirc 
class  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  year,  and  those  of  the  fourth  class  ai 
the  end  of  the  eighth  year,  so  that  one  fourth  may  be  chosen  ever) 
second  year.

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6.  in  all  cases  of  a  criminal  prosecution  against  any  officer  of 
nation  for  a  violation  of  his  official  duties. 

7.  in  all  cases  of  appeals  from  the  Supreme  Provincial  tribunal  t 
Provincial  courts  of  admiralty. 

8.  it  shall  have  a  general  inspection  over  all  the  tribunals  of  1 
nation  in  the  manner  and  according  to  the  forms  precribed  by  law 

9. — it  shall  decide  on  the  constitutionality  of  the  laws  of  congri 
and  in  all  cases  of  doubt  as  to  the  constitutionality  or  interpretati  l 
of  any  law  or  other  act  of  congress  or  of  the  provincial  deputatio 
or  any  officer  or  department  of  the  Gov'  provided  that  should 
decree  any  law  of  congress  to  be  unconstitutional,  such  law  shall 
immediately  sent  back  to  the  chamber  of  Deputies  together  wi 
the  reasons  of  the  decission  and  shall  be  reconsidered,  and  should  t. 
two  chambers  pass  it  again  b}^  a  majority  of  two  thirds,  it  shall  be

P.  S. — L.  Hawkins  has  left  this  for  the  U.  S.  most  of  the  Arti- 
cles that  he  sent  out  in  the  Lively  the  first  voyage  are  disposed  of  in 
various  ways,  you  will  have  to  settle  with  him  when  you  return, 
if  you  can. 

I  have  lived  with  as  much  economy  as  possible.  I  sold  the  tent 
for  $30,  and  Hawkins  lent  me  about  $20  more — is  all  that  I  have 
made  use  of.  Since  these  late  ''acontecimientos  "  have  taken  place 
in  Mexico,  I  shall  not  look  for  you  untill  some  time  in  the  Summer. 
And  in  case  that  you  should  be  detained  that  late,  I  will  be  com- 
pelled to  make  use  of  a  suit  of  Cloathes  I  found  in  one  of  the  Trunks, 
and  from  its  size  I  presume  belongs  to  you. 

The  settlers  have  been  much  discouraged  at  your  long  stay  and 
the  dread  of  the  Indians,  tho  of  late  they  have  checked  these  red 
sons  of  the  Forest,  and  taught  them  to  respect  American  Iravery^ 
they  have  concluded  to  wait  untill  fall  and  if  Crops  are  not  good 
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they  will  all  move  back;  the  whole  Settlement  have  planted  Corr' 
and  so  far  the  season  has  been  Charming  you  have  here  a  great 
many  letters  from  different  parts  of  the  U.  S.  all  respeting  thu 
Prov^  letters  from  Hawkins  state  that  nothing  but  your  speedj 
return  and  some  publications  in  the  public  Prints  will  restore  things 
as  they  could  be  wished  for.  The  Enemies  to  the  Austin  Grant  have 
been  busy,  very  husy  during  your  absence  to  discourage  anything 
like  emigration  to  the  Country.  I 

Gov^  T.  left  this  place  a  few  days  since  for  Monterey  with  his 
whole  family,  he  rendered  himself  very  unpopular  in  this  place  byj 
issuing  a  large  amount  of  Paper  Money,     it  is  said  he  will  return  i 
in  course  of  3  months    something  whispers  that  he  is  not  our  staunch 
friend    Adios

Sir. 

On  the  twenty  first  of  March  last  there  was  a  Frenchman  who 
called  his  name  B*^  Rashall  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America 
pased  through  this  Neighborhood,  he  had  in  company  with  him  a 
man  he  said  was  an  Indian.  Pashall  had  a  small  cavallard  sixteen 
in  number  of  horses  and  mules  of  different  brands,  as  they  passed 
through  the  neighborhood  of  the  Colorado  they  stole  thirteen  head 
of  horses  from  M''-  Buckner  and  Parker,  came  on  to  Martin  Varner 
living  on  the  road  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Brazos  and  stole  four 
head  from  him,  and  passed  on  across  the  Brazos  entending  to  make 
their  escape  for  the  United  States  we  raised  a  party  of  men  and 
followed  them  near  the  Trinity  river  and  overtook  them,  and  they 
having  no  pasport  we  brought  them  back,  and  on  examination  found 
them  Guilty  of  Theft  I  detained  the  cavallyard  and  started  the 
men  on  to  S*  Antonio  under  a  guard  for  your  instruction  at  the 
Colorado,  the  Alcalde  and  Comandant  stopt  them,  and  directed  the 
guard  to  return,  saying  they  had  instructions  from  your  excellency 
not  to  send  any  guilty  of  such  crimes  on  but  to  decide  on  the  case 
ourselves,  their  doing  so  put  it  out  of  my  power  to  send  them  on 
after  they  returned  as  we  have  not  horses  for  that  purpose  and  men

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could  not  leave  their  crops  having  lost  so  much  time  already  being 
convinced  of  the  guilt  of  Rashall  I  took  the  property  I  found  to  be 
his,  to  pay  the  expence  of  appehending  them  and  also  to  pay  for  the 
property  they  stole  and  did  not  return  thir  was  one  hundred  anil 
fifty  dollars  of  the  stolen  property  wc  could  get  nothing  for,  which 
was  lost  to  the  owners,  that  was  the  property  of  M''-  Parker  which  he 
will  lose  as  Rashall  had  not  property  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  de- 
mand, and  the  property  they  stole  was  lost  and  not  returned —  the 
hands  that  were  with  Rashall  were  Spaniards  who  claimed  part  of 
the  property  which  we  gave  them  and  directed  them  to  return  home 
the  property  I  let  Parker  have  to  pay  part  of  his  loss,  I  had  it  valued 
and  bound  him  in  a  bond  to  return  the  property  or  the  value  thereof 
in  case  you  disaproved  of  the  proceedings  and  anyone  came  forward 

]  to  claim  it,  the  manner  in  which  I  acted  appeared  from  every 
evidence  I  could  get  on  the  subject  to  be  as  near  justice  as  was  in  my 
power  to  come  at  and  I  wish  your  Excellency  so  soon  as  convenient 

i  to  say  whether  the  part  I  acted  was  right  or  not,  we  are  much  at 
a  loss  for  Instructions  from  that  place,  as  we  have  never  received 
one  official  line  since  the  officers  were  elected    be  so  good  as  to  give 

I  us  instructions  when  you  can  with  convenience.

doubt  is  much  news  in  Mexico  at  this  time  but  I  get  none  of  it  in 
this  domestic  vilage,  and  shall  wait  the  answer  here  but  if  you 
choose  to  answer  this  direct  it  to  Durango,  at  which  place  I  expect 
to  arrive  in  the  month  of  June,  I  am  anxious  to  know  what  your 
intentions  are,  and  what  prospects  you  may  have  before  you,  how 
Fields^  came  out  with  his  pretensions — and  also  some  of  the  par- 
ticulars respecting  those  countrymen  Embasadors  and  consels  where 
they  will  reside,  that  is  in  which  of  the  ports  the  several  consels  will 
reside  and  what  are  their  names  if  they  have  bro't  their  families  etc.

Dr.  Brother, 

I  arrived  here  on  the  S^^  and  shall  proceed  tomorrow  on  to  Mon 
terey  where  I  probably  may  be  detained  ten  days  untill  the  neT 
Comd*®  Gen^  arrives,  Don  Felipe  de  la  Garza,  who  is  a  particula 
friend  of  mine  -  At  this  place  I  heard  that  Texas  had  renewed  th 
oath  to  the  Emperor  and  had  refused  to  adopt  the  new  system  -  thiii 
is  bad  -  the  whole  nation  without  exception  have  adopted  the  plaii 
of  Casa  Mata  and  acknowledged  the  Sovereign  Congress  -  Iturbid(' 
has  embarked  for  Italy,  and  when  I  left  Mexico  on  the  18  all  wa^j 
quiet  -  Doctor  Miguel  Ramos  Arisj>e  now  in  this  place  informs 
me  that  Texas  only  refused  the  new  system  because  it  was  supposed 
the  majority  of  the  nation  still  adhere  to  the  Emperor,  but  that  on 
receiving  a  full  confirmation  of  the  unanimity  of  the  Provinces  in 
favour  of  the  plan  of  Casa  Mata,  it  immediately  adopted  it  also  and  j 
that  at  this  time  all  is  well — I  wrote  to  the  settlers  on  the  Colorado  I 
and  Brazos  that  they  ought  not  to  meddle  with  politics,  and  to  have 
nothing  to  do  with  any  revolutionary  schemes,  I  hope  they  have  fol- ! 
lowed  my  advise — ^they  are  as  yet  too  recently  established  in  the! 
country  to  take  an  active  part  in  its  political  affairs — if  any  ques-  \ 
tions  are  asked  them  as  to  their  opinion  of  the  Gov*  etc.  they  ought  \ 
to  answer  that  they  moved  here  to  live  under  the  government  which  i 
the  nation  may  establish     they  can  do  themselves  no  good  by  med-  ;

us  all — I  thought  he  would  have  adhered  to  his  oath,  and  govern**  \ 
accQrding  to  law — but  on  the  contrary  he  has  violated  the  one,  and

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lirampled  on  the  other — nothing  therefore  is  more  just,  and  more 
agnanimous  than  the  spirit  of  indignation  and  resentment  which 
e  nation  have  manifested  and  the  result  I  hope  and  confidently 
elieve  will  be  a  Confederated  Republic  very  similar  to  that  of  the 
Jnited  States — Some  of  the  principal  provinces  of  the  nation  have 
eclared  in  favour  of  this  system,  such  as  Oaxaca,  Guadalaxara, 
juatamala,  Guanaxuato,  and  these  Provinces  and  I  think  a  ma- 
ority  of  the  members  of  Congress  are  in  favour  of  it. 

I  wrote  you  from  Mexico  that  my  business  Avas  completely  finished 
IS  I  wished,  and  when  I  arrive  I  will  try  and  revive  the  spirits  of  the 

Settlers,  they  have  nothing  to  fear  as  to  the  titles  to  their  lands,  their 
wn  industry  and  good  conduct  is  all  that  is  wanting  to  make  them 
live  plentifully — I  am  in  hopes  we  shall  be  able  to  take  the  Indians 
In  hand  and  teach  them  to  let  us  alone — I  rec*^  your  letters  at  this 
jplace  informing  me  of  the  disasters  on  the  Colorado — the  day  of 
8|-  vengeance  I  hope  is  not  far  off — I  am  very  glad  Littleberry  HaAvkins 
ir  took  charge  of  the  things  from  the  Lively,  I  approve  fully  of  every- 
hing  he  has  done  in  the  business  if  he  still  has  the  suit  of  blue 
equest  him  to  keep  it  untill  I  arrive.  I  am  destitute  of  clothes  and 
Want  it — remember  me  to  him  in  a  very  particular  manner  and  tell 
him  that  I  anticipate  with  pleasure  a  reneAval  of  our  former  acquaint- 
ance in  Lexington,  and  hope  that  we  shall  spend  many  happy  years 
as  neighbours  in  Texas,  and  receive  an  ample  reward  for  the  difRcul- 
ties,  hardships  and  disgusts  of  the  first  year  or  two — your  Spanish 
letter  does  very  well.  I  am  happy  at  your  advancement  in  the  lan- 
guage. It  probably  will  be  about  the  10  of  June  before  I  can  reach 
Bexar  as  I  shall  pass  through  Monclova  if  D"  Matias  Ximenes  is  in 
Bexar  give  my  respects  to  him,  I  am  anxious  to  see  him — when  I 
arrive  I  will  try  and  see  what  can  be  done  with  the  tobacco,  when  I 
purchased  it  in  Orleans  the  law  prohibiting  the  introduction  had  not 
passed  so  that  I  am  an  innocent  sufferer.  Speak  to  Berrimendi  and 
request  him  not  to  do  anything  in  the  business  until  I  arrive  that  is, 
unless  he  will  release  the  tobacco  and  deliver  it  to  L.  Hawkins  if  he 
will  do  this  it  will  be  the  same  as  delivering  it  to  me — I  am  very  glad 
you  did  not  go  with  Carrasco  apply  yourself  to  hard  study,  let  your 
whole  time  be  devoted  to  emprove  your  mind,  the  only  divertion, 
except  that  necessary  to  preserve  your  health,  which  you  ought  to 
take  is  a  change  of  study  from  the  Spanish  to  the  French,  and  read- 
ing the  Baron's  English  books — the  mind  makes  the  man.

shall  depend  much  on  your  opinion,  which  you  will  remit  me  from 
Bexar  or  Colorado,  after  seeing  how  things  are,  I  shall  leave  this 
place  in  a  week  or  ten  days  for  Durango,  to  which  place  I  wish 
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you  to  direct  all  letters  here  after  except  the  answer  to  this  from 
Monterey,  which  if  it  startes  soon  may  arive  before  I  set  out,  and 
[if  not  I  shall  spend  3  weeks  in  the  Hacienda  de  los  Hornos  with 
the  best  family  in  th-e  Govt,  during  which  time  I  can  send  for  it — 

I  am  yet  poor  but  owe  nothing  and  shall  perhaps  be  able  to  arive 
at  Durango  with  25  or  30  dollars,  where  I  have  hope  of  doing  better. 

According  to  your  request  I  am  bound  to  say  something  of  the 
country  over  which  I  have  passed,  in  this  place  it  can  be  but  short, 
but  when  a  work  which  I  now  have  on  hand  comes  to  lijzht  a  true 
picture  of  many  curious  things  persons  and  circumstances,  accompa- 
nied by  several  drawings  will  be  seen — The  country  from  Saltillo  to 
this  place  has  a  nigh  resemblance  to  that  between  Monterrey  and 
La  Punta,  there  are  4  or  5  farms  on  the  way,  but  one  of  which  is  of 
any  consideration  this  place  is  situated  in  rather  a  handsome  and 
very  fertile  valley  about  3  or  4  miles  wide,  and  about  6  miles  south 
and  near  100  west  of  Saltillo,  and  contains  upwards  of  15,000  souls 
the  Town  is  closely  joined  to  the  mountain  on  the  south  side  of  the 
vally,  from  which  gush  a  vast  number  of  springs  one  of  which  is  so 
large  that  it  moves  a  very  clumsy  grist  mill,  the  whole  extent  of 
country  over  which  this  water  extends  is  one  continued  vinyard  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  fields  of  small  grain  and  corn  all  of  which  is 
in  a  fine  state  of  cultivation,  it  also  produces  many  other  exquisit 
fruits  exclusive  of  the  grape,  but  as  to  any  spontaneous  growth  of 
timber  it  is  here  like  all  other  parts  of  the  country  that  I  have  seen, 
quite  out  of  scrape — God  d — n  the  luck!  excuse  me,  my  dear  sir, 
for  breaking  off  so  abruptly  from  my  soft  rural  strane,  I  have  just 
rec^  a  note  informing  me  of  more  of  my  D — d  bad  fortunes  which 
would  hunt  me  up  in  order  to  make  things  a  little  worse,  if  I  were  in 
Pluto's  regions,  enjoying  all  the  comforts  of  Hell  a  friend  writes 
me  that  a  few  days  after  I  left  the  Hornos  for  this  place  a  message 
arived  for  me  to  visit  a  rich  patient  in  another  village,  which  would 
have  been  a  greasor  of  200  dollars,  says  my  friend  "  he  may  send 
for  you  yet  " — God  grant !  if  I  thought  it  would  do  any  good  I  would 
send  for  the  curate  and  have  a  mass  said  this  moment  notwithstand- 
ing it  is  near  3  oclock  in  the  evening — The  description  of  the  coun- 
try on  to  the  Hornos,  which  is  the  furtherest  I  have  been  into  the 
country  and  which  is  about  50  miles  west  of  this  is  near  the  same  as 
before— you  told  me  nothing  of  our  country  man  Fields  for  whom  I 
feel  interested — Don  Ignacio  Peres  and  Mosieur  Pier  of  Bexar  are 
near  this  place  on  their  way  home  and  will  fall  in  with  you  at  IMon- 
terrey  if  they  do  not  go  by  Monclova. 

If  my  health,  which  now  hangs  on  a  more  tender  thread  than 
before  should  not  be  very  good  in  the  fall,  the  above  mentioned  plaii- 
may  be  changed  for  a  tour  on  sea,  this  will  depend  on  circumstances 
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If  you  should  go  to  New  Orleans,  perhaps  it  might  be  well  to  lea 
my  address  with  M*"  Hawkins,  as  I  may  fall  in  there  some  evenii 
and  not  be  able  to  find  any  old  acquaintance  be  sure  to  rememb 
me  most  affectionately  to  all  old  acquaintances  in  Texas  and  t 
them  I  hope  to  see  them  all  again  in  the  year  24  give  my  respec 
to  Hickman.  Philips  and  Doctr.  Purnell  in  Monterrey — hoping  th 
the  day  will  come  when  we  may  sit  toe  to  toe  under  our  own  vine  ar

Guadalaxara  has  declared  that  unless  a  new  congress  is  elected 
that  there  will  be  a  separation  of  that  province,  that  they  will  declare 
it,  a  free  and  independent  Gov*  having  determined  not  to  obey  the 
present  congress. 

Reports  says  that  Vera  Cruz  and  Puebla  are  of  the  like  sentiments. 

What  will  the  people  of  the  United  States  say  of  your  Mexican 
Congress,  the  Emperor  refused  to  have  them,  and  now  their  con- 
stituents have  refused  them  under  those  circumstances,  who  beside" 
the  devil  will  have  them.

The  Supreme  Government  ha^dng  authorized  me  to  effect  the  set- 
tlement of  a  colony,  which  I  proposed  to  establish  in  the  Province  of 
Texas,  under  the  regulations  which  have  been  prescribed  to  me, 
and  communicated  to  your  Lordship,  through  his  Excellency,  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  Home  Affairs ;  some  doubts  arise  in  my  minil

empower  me  to  punish  Capital  Offences  committed  within  its  limit;

The  Secretary  of  State  informe 
me  verbally  that  this  Government  would  regulate  this  matter.  Tl 
force  of  the  Colony  should  consist  at  least  of  one  Battallion:  II

Provisions,  utensils,  goods  and  household  fui 
niture  for  the  use  of  the  Colonists,  it  appears  to  me  indispensabl 
that  this  Government  should  make  a  port  of  Entry  provisionalh 
of  one  of  the  Harbours  on  that  coast  authorizing  me  at  the  sam« 
time  to  furnish  such  vessels  so  trading  to  the  Colony  with  a  clearance 
for  without  this  requisite  these  vessels  might  be  considered  at  Nev^ 
Orleans  as  engaged  in  a  clandestine  and  illegal  trade,  and  conse' 
quently  deprive  the  colonists  of  these  resources  so  necessary  to  theiii 
support  and  prosperity.  For  the  want  of  topographical  information 
I  cannot  now  designate  the  place  on  the  coast  best  adapted  to  this 
purpose,  but  this  I  may  be  enabled  to  do  after  conferring  with  thf 
Commissioner  who  has  to  be  appointed  for  the  other  purposes  treated 
of  in  my  Commission.  I  have  no  private  wish  to  gratify,  my  onlji 
object  in  propounding  these  questions  is  to  promote  the  best  interests 
and  the  prosperity  of\  the  Colony  in  particular,  which  ought  to  coin- 
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ide  with  that  of  the  whole  Province  of  Texas  and  the  welfare  of 
he  nation.  The  will  of  the  Government  in  this  as  in  all  other  cases 
hall  be  my  own,  and  for  this  reason  I  have  considered  it  my  duty 
0  consult  with  your  Lordship  on  the  subject  almve  referred  to, 
olicitinn;  your  decision  in  the  matter,  that  I  may  punctually  execute 
our  orders,  which  I  feel  assured  will  be  in  consonance  with  the 
ccustomed  beneficent  intentions  of  the  Government.  God  protect 
our  Lordship  many  years.

Plan  made  by  S.  F.  Austin  in  Monterrey  May  1823,  and  delivered 
to  Eamos  Arispe  who  approved  of  it,  as  will  appear  by  his  notes  on 
the  margin  in  his  own  handyriting — 

At  the  time  this  plan  was  arranged  by  me  the  nation  was  distracted 
by  factions  and  on  the  eve  of  falling  into  a  Gen^-  State  of  anarchy — 
There  was  a  Monarchical  Party,  embracing  a  majority  of  the  capital 
and  wealth  of  the  nation,  but  it  was  divided  into  two  parties,  Bourbon- 
ists  and  Iturbidists — the  former  wishing  to  have  an  Emperor  from 
Spain  and  the  latter  in  favor  of  restoring  Iturbide  who  had  been  re- 
cently dethroned — the  monarchists  were  also  divided  into  absolute  and 
limited — ^the  former  were  small  and  quiet  and  apparently  acted  with 
the  others — There  were  two  grand  parties  of  Republicans — the  Cen- 
tralists— and  Federalists —  the  former  included  the  most  wealth,  the 
latter  were  the  most  numerous — The  lower  class  of  people,  the  rabble, 
who  outnumbered  any  of  the  others,  belong  to  no  party  and  to  any 
or  all  parties  as  accident  or  individual  influence  gave  them  direction 

After  the  fall  of  Iturbide  in  March  1823,  Congress  jeopardised  all 
by  not  promptly  declaring  what  system  should  be  adopted — the  reason 
of  the  delay  was  they  prefered  calling  a  new  congress  to  decide  that 
great  question,  but  in  the  interval  the  public  mind  was  left  in  a  state 
of  dangerous  fermentation,  and  so  early  as  April  and  May,  some  of 
the  Provinces  indicated  a  disposition  to  take  their  own  course  and 
set  up  for  themselves  without  waiting  for  the  decission  of  the  nation— 
the  public  mind  was  distracted,  and  the  ferment  dayly  increasing — 
there  was  no  focus,  no  rallying  point  for  public  opinion  to  center  at. — 
It  was  at  this  crisis  that  I  condensed  the  principles  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  U.  S.  in  this  plan  and  gave  it  to  Ramos  Arispe  who  was  the 
head  of  the  federal  party  at  that  time  he  told  me  he  would  send  it  to 
his  friends — I  believe  that  this  plan  had  much  influence  in  giving  unity

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claimed  the  Federal  Republic  System,  and  there  is  now  no  longer 
a  doubt  that  this  gov^-  will  be  moddled  after  that  of  the  United 
States —  This  Province  under  the  Federal  System  presents  the  most; 
brilliant  prospects  for  the  future.  I  repeat,  that  anything  in  myj

The  Gov""  of  this  Province  D°  Luciana  Garcia  has  appointed  me 
a  commissioner  to  carry  into  effect  the  grant  made  by  the  supreme 
Gov^-  of  Mexico  to  S.  F.  A.  and  has  ordered  me  to  inform  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Colorado  and  Brassos  that  the  superior  Gov*  has  ap- 
pointed Mr  Austin  a  Lieut  Col.  of  Militia  and  also  that  he  has  full 
powers  to  administer  justice  and  preserve  good  order  in  the  colony 
untill  it  can  be  regularly  organized  agreeably  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  nation.  The  Gov^-  therefore  commands  you  to  recognize 
Mr.  A  as  invested  with  the  above  powers  and  that  you  cause  the  men 
under  your  command  to  do  the  same,  Obeying  his  orders  in  all 
things  relative  to  the  good  order  prosperity  and  defense  of  his  set- 
tlement, and  the  service  of  the  nation.  You  will  therefore  without 
delay  communicate  this  order  to  the  men  under  your  command  and 
to  the  inliabitants  in  your  neighborhood

Enclosed  you  will  receive  an  order  from  the  Baron  de  Bastrop  the 
commissioner  of  the  Gov*  directing  you  and  the  men  under  your 
command  to  recognize  me  as  your  commander,  you  will  therefore  in 
the  future  make  all  your  official  returns,  reports  or  other  communi- 
cations to  me. 

I  shall  leave  here  in  a  few  days  for  the  Bay  you  will  therefore 
keep  your  station  at  that  place  untill  further  orders. 

You  will  without  delay  collect  the  tobacco  and  all  other  articles 
left  by  Hawkins  or  Hanna  and  take  the  necessary  measures  to  pre- 
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serve  them  until  my  arrival     you  will  also  collect  all  the  informa 
tion  in  your  power  relative  to  the  situation  of  the  river  at  its  moutl 
and  for  fifty  miles-up — ^how  many  rafts  are  there  and  their  dimen 
tions — how  many  branches  or  channels  does  the  river  divide  into  am' 
their  size,  highth  of  banks,  whether  timbered  or  prairie,  whether  sub 
ject  to  overflow  depth  of  water,  and  distance  from  the  Bay  to  thr 
place  where  they  separate  from  the  river —     And  any  other  informa 
tion  possible  calculated  to  give  a  full  and  correct  knowledge  of  thai 
part  of  the  river  and  adjoining  coast.

Since  the  commencement  of  this  Colony  no  labor  or  expence  has 
been  spared  on  my  part  towards  its  organization  benefit  and  secur- 
ity—  And  I  shall  always  be  ready  and  willing  to  risk  my  health,  my 
property  or  my  life  for  the  common  advantage  of  those  who  have  em- 
barked with  me  in  this  enterprise.  As  a  proof  of  the  reality  of  this 
declaration  I  have  determined  to  augment  at  my  own  private  expence 
the  company  of  men  which  was  raised  by  order  of  the  late  Gov""- 
Trespalacios  for  the  defence  of  the  Colony  against  hostile  Indians. 
I  therefore  by  these  presents  give  public  notice  that  I  will  employ  ten 
men  in  addition  to  those  employed  by  the  Govern*-  to  act  as  rangers  for 
the  common  defence.  The  said  ten  men  will  form  a  part  of  Lieut. 
Moses  Morrisons  Company  and  the  whole  will  be  subject  to  my  orders.

Austin  to  the  Colonists 

Colarado  River  House  of  Mr  Castlemans 

[  August  6  1823. 

Fellow  Citizens, 

j   I  have  once  more  the  pleasure  of  addressing  you  a  few  lines  from 
the  Colorado —    My  absence  has  been  protracted  greatly  beyond  my 
icalculations  and  has  been  in  the  highest  degree  unpleasant  to  me,  as 
at  has  retarded  the  progress  of  the  most  favourite  enterprise  I  ever 
jengaged  in  in  my  life ;  but  I  now  flatter  myself  with  the  hope  of  re- 
jceiving  a  full  compensation  for  the  difficulties  I  have  encountered  by 
jwitnessing  the  happiness  of  those  who  compose  this  Colony.    I  assure 
]jou  that  if  my  own  private  and  personal  interest  had  been  the  only 
]  incentive  to  induce  me  to  persevere  I  should  probably  have  abandoned 
I  the  enterprise  rather  than  surmounted  the  difficulties  produced  by 
ithe  constant  state  of  revolution  in  which  the  country  has  been,  since 
J  my  arrival  in  the  city  of  Mexico.    But  I  was  animated  by  the  gratif  y- 
j  ing  hope  of  providing  a  home  for  a  number  of  meritorious  citizens  and 
;  of  placing  them  and  their  families  in  a  situation  to  make  themselves 
happy  the  balance  of  their  lives.    One  of  the  greatest  pleasures  a  vir- 
tuous mind  can  receive  in  this  world  is  the  consciousness  of  having 
benefited  others,     this  pleasure  I  now  have  in  prospect.     The  titles 
,!  to  your  land  is  indisputable — the  original  grant  for  this  settlement 
j  was  made  by  the  Spanish  Government  before  the  Revolution,  it  was 
then  confirmed  and  the  quantity  of  land  designated  by  the  decree  of 
the  Emperor  Agustin  Iturbide  on  the  18^^  of  February  last,  and  the 
whole  was  again  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Sovereign  Congress 
of  the  Mexican  Nation  on  the  14  of  April  last  after  the  fall  of  the 
Emperor.    The  titles  are  made  by  me  and  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Government,  and  are  then  perfect  and  complete  for  ever,  and  each 
settler  may  sell  his  land  the  same  as  he  could  do  in  the  United  States. 
All  that  depends  on  me,  towards  the  advancement  of  the  Colony 
will  be  executed  in  good  faith,  so  far  as  my  abilities  extend,  and  with 
all  the  promptness  in  my  power;  but  to  enable  me  to  benefit  them 
to  the  full  extent  that  I  wish,  it  is  necessary  that  the  settlers  should 
have  confidence  in  me,  and  be  directed  by  me    I  have  a  better  oppor- 
tunity of  knowing  what  will  be  advantageous  to  them  as  regards 
their  conduct  and  intercourse  with  the  Government  than  any  of  them 
could  have  had,  and  I  feel  almost  the  same  interest  for  their  pros- 
perity that  I  do  for  my  own  family — ^in  fact  I  look  upon  them  as 
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one  great  family  who  are  under  my  care.  I  wish  the  settlers  t 
remember  that  the  Roman  Catholic  is  the  religion  of  this  nation, 
have  taken  measures  to  have  Father  Miness  [Maynes]  formerly  o. 
Nachitoches,  appointed  our  Curate,  he  is  a  good  man  and  a(, 
quainted  with  the  Americans — we  must  all  be  particular  on  thi 
subject  and  respect  the  Catholic  religion  with  all  that  attention  du 
to  its  sacredness  and  to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

I  have  so  far  paid  all  the  expenses  attending  this  enterprise  ou 
of  my  own  funds.  I  have  spent  much  time  and  lost  much  propert; 
on  the  coast  in  my  absence — I  am  now  engaged  in  surveying! 
the  land  and  must  pay  money  to  the  surveyors  and  hands  em  | 
ployed  besides  which  I  have  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Commissioner  i 
and  heavy  expenses  attending  the  completion  and  recording  of  the; 
titles.  A  moments  reflection  will  convince  the  settlers  that  all  this 
cannot  be  done  without  some  aid  from  them,  but  as  regards  this  point 
they  may  expect  all  the  indulgence  possible.  Those  who  have  the 
means  must  pay  me  a  little  money  on  receipt  of  their  titles;  from 
those  who  have  not  money  I  will  receive  any  kind  of  property  that 
will  not  be  a  dead  loss  to  me,  such  as  horses,  mules,  cattle,  hogs, 
peltry.  Furs,  bees  wax,  home  made  cloth,  dressed  deer  skins,  etc. 
Only  a  small  part  will  be  required  in  hand,  for  the  balance  I  will 
wait  one,  two,  and  three  years,  according  to  the  capacity  of  the 
person  to  pay — In  fact  I  will  accomodate  the  settlers  to  the  great- 
est extent  in  my  power.  I  think  that  those  who  know  me  can  state 
that  my  disposition  is  not  to  oppress  any  man;  it  is  a  pleasure  for 
me  to  benefit  my  fellow  citizens  and  I  will  sacrifice  my  own  interest 
rather  than  distress  them  for  one  cent  of  money.  But  I  have  many 
sacred  duties  to  attend  which  cannot  be  executed  without  money. 
The  most  of  what  I  receive  from  the  settlers  will  be  applied  for  their 
own  benefit,  and  I  think  they  must  all  agree  that  it  is  also  my  duty 
to  provide  for  my  own  family,  and  that  in  justice  I  ought  to  be  com- 
pensated for  the  losses  and  fatigues  I  have  sustained  in  this  busi- 
ness, particularly  when  my  labors  secure  handsome  fortunes  to  my 
followers.  I  could  exact  the  payment  of  all  the  expenses  in  hand 
before  the  titles  are  delivered,  but  shall  not  do  so,  the  settlers  may 
all  rely  on  the  terms  above  stated  The  smallest  quantity  of  land  a 
family  will  receive  is  one  thousand  yards  square  which  may  be  in- 
creased by  me  and  the  Commissioner  without  limit  in  proportion  to 
the  size  of  the  family. 

Young  men  must  join  and  take  land  in  the  name  of  one.  All  thus 
united  will  be  ranked  as  one  family,  they  can  then  divide  the  land 
amongst  themselves —

my  return  go  to  the  Brazos    The  settlers  have  now  nothing  to  fear.

I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  to  you  the  necessity  of  good 
order,  industry,  and  obediance  to  the  Constitutional  authorities,  and 
that  you  should  be  governed  in  all  things  connected  with  public  mat- 
ters by  the  founder  of  this  Colony  Mr.  Stephen  F.  Austin,  a  man 
whose  former  character  in  the  United  States,  and  prudent  and  cor- 
rect conduct  in  this  country  has  acquired  him  the  full  confidence  of 
the  highest  authorities  of  the  Mexican  Nation.

I  rec^  yours  of  the  9*^  July,  and  am  sorry  to  hear  that  things  are 
not  so  flourishing  as  we  all  had  desired,  I  would  willingly  add  my 
assistance,  but  at  this  time  I  find  it  impossible  without  doing  myself 
more  harm  than  I  could  possibly  do  the  colony  good  I  have  now 
determined  to  make  a  trip  to  Orleans  in  order  to  bring  on  medicines, 
in  which  I  shall  need  your  friendship,  I  shall  leave  here  with  about 
400  dollars  which  is  about  enough  for  my  expenses,  and  depend  en- 
tirely on  a  partnership  or  credit  business  in  Orleans,  in  which  case  a 
I  few  lines  from  your  hand  to  M''-  J.  H.  Hawkins  would  be  of  infinite 
service,  which  you  will  probabily  have  an  opportunity  to  send  him 
before  I  can  arrive  there — my  whole  object  is  Texas,  but  finding  it 
impossible  to  rais  capital  on  credit  for  the  enterprise  I  must  make 
use  of  every  other  industry  to  acquire  that  which  will  make  me  use- 
full  to  myself  and  friends  when  I  go  there.  I  am  very  impatient  to 
commence  my  Hacienda  on  the  Colorado,  but  do  not  like  to  begin 
with  my  teeth  and  nails  alone  remember  me  to  all  the  settlers,  and 
teU  them  that  my  heart  and  soul  is  with  them  and  it  is  against  my 
will  that  my  body  is  not  also,  but  that  when  it  goes  I  wish  it  to  go 
provided — one  of  my  greatest  pleasures  is  the  anticipation  of  the

I  expected  to  have  visited  you  before  this  time  but  cannot  do  so 
'or  two  or  three  weeks — I  am  now  endeavoring  to  find  a  place  suit- 
ible  for  the  capital  of  the  colony  and  believe  I  shall  fix  it  below 
pummings  on  this  Eiver  at  a  place  now  occupied  by  Mr  Bright — If 
|in  opportunity  opens  I  wish  you  would  write  me  wheither  there  is 
^y  suitable  place  on  your  Eiver   any  where  between  the  place 
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called  the  fort  and  Mr.  Boatrights  I  do  not  wish  to  go  higher  uj: 
than  Boatrights  unless  the  situation  should  by  its  superior  natural 
advantages  require  it.    I  want  a  place  for  the  town  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Brazos  where  there  is  abundance  of  good  water  besides  thf, 
river,  either  springs  or  a  good  creek. 

The  place  I  have  in  view  on  this  river  is  very  well  watered  with 
the  best  of  springs — it  is  about  38  miles  from  Castlemans,  about  65 
or  70  miles  from  the  mouth  of  this  river,  about  25  miles  from  Boat- 
rights  and  I  suppose  about  45  miles  from  you,  and  about  70  miles 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Brazos  and  if  the  La  Baca  is  settled  will 
be  nearly  central,  but  if  a  situation  can  be  found  on  the  Brazos  mort 
so  and  a  good  site  I  will  fix  it  there —

h  the  subject  to  ask  your  advice,  Knowing  that  you  are  always 
sady  to  promote  justice — illl  I  wish  for  is  justice — if  the  land  is 
line  I  wish  to  have  the  benifit  of  it. 

I  have  been  in  hopes  that  the  Govt,  would  appoint  Commission- 
s  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  and  finally  determining  all  the  old 
aims  in  that  district,  and  to  remove  the  intruders  who  were  on 
em  but  if  this  is  not  done,  will  you  have  the  goodness  to  advise 
e  what  I  ought  to  do — I  am  very  old  and  getting  infirm,  but  if  it  is 
cessary  for  me  to  go  to  Saltillo  I  will  do  so  and  present  my  docu- 
ents  to  the  Govt.  I  will  wate  for  your  advise  before  I  adopt  any 
rther  measures  hoping  in  the  meaif  time  that  you  will  pardon  me 
r  troubling  you  with  this  letter  and  that  you  will  have  the  good- 
ess  to  give  me  your  council  on  the  subject —

Mr  Asa  Mitchel  informs  me  that  he  has  a  legal  demand  against  a 
iertain  Samuel  W.  Robeson,  and  that  some  doubts  have  arisen  rela- 
iive  to  the  collection  of  said  demand  in  consequence  of  the  trans- 
jction  on  which  it  is  founded  having  been  done  without  the  limits  of 
his  nation. 

To  remove  this  difficulty  and  prevent  similar  doubts  in  future,  I

I  am  sorry  to  find  myself  so  situated  that  I  cannot  accompany  yoi ' 
in  the  woods,  but  such  are  the  circumstances  that  it  is  not  in  mjj 
power,  it  is  true  that  my  whole  heart  and  soul  is  in  Texas,  that  l' 
look  forward  with  delight  to  the  time  when  I  shall  be  planted, 
amongst  a  number  of  confidential  friends  on  the  orilla  of  the  Colo  !

In  the  month  of  August  1822  I  was  employed  by  Mr  Jn°  Hanna 
nd  Israel  Massey  in  La  Bahia  as  an  interpreter  to  assist  them  in 
leir  business  during  the  time  of  my  being  with  them  Mr  Freeman 
ettus  came  there  on  business  with  Mr.  Hanna,  and  previous  to  his 
eparture  Mr.  Hanna  requested  him  to  call  (on  his  way  home)  at 
udge  Cummins's  and  take  possession  of  a  number  of  Horses  and 
lules  that  were  there  belonging  to  s^  Hanna,  employ  a  person  to 
Issist  him  and  drive  them  from  there  to  Mr.  Pettus's  Brother  on  the 
pan  Jasinto  w[h]ere  they  were  to  be  taken  care  of  until  Mr.  Hanna 
puld  call  for  them  on  his  way  to  the  United  States :  I  never  heard 
jvir  Hanna  say  to  the  contrary  and  believed  of  course  the  Horses  and

At  the  same  time  another  party  of  the  same  natio, 
went  down  the  river,  where  the  settlers  live  very  scattered,  an , 
compelled  them  to  give  them  corn,  etc.  etc.,  with  threats  to  kill 
them  because  the  Choctaws,  Cochates  and  Alabamos  have  murderel 
the  Captain  of  the  Cocos,  his  son  and  three  other  Indians,  and  i 
Tancahue  Woman,  taking  her  son  a  boy  three  years  of  age  prisonei 

To  prevent  such  outrages  hereafter,   and  to   recover  the  stolei 
horses  I  resolved  to  march  against  them,  which  I  did,  I  surprise^ 
their  camp  on  the  2''^-   Instant,  and  compelled  the  captain  to  delive 
to  me  all  the  stolen  animals,  and  to  inflict  with  his  own  hands  ii 
my  presence  a  severe  lashing  on  the  marauders.     I  ordered  then 
also  to  leave  this  river  and  the  Colorado  at  once,  with  a  warning, 
that  if  they  again  attempted  to  steal  cattle,  or  to  molest  the  settler^ 
on  these  rivers,  I  would  not  be  satisfied  with  lashes  only,  but  would 
cause  the  delinquents  to  be  shot,  an  extremity  to  which  I  do  not 
wish  to  be  compelled  to  resort. 

I  hope  these  measures  will  meet  your  approbation.

They  are  all  men  of  infamous  character  and 
bad  conduct,  fugitives  from,  the  United  States,  one  for  having  com- 
mitted murder,  the  others  for  having  counterfeited  money,  and  for 
whose  apprehension  the  American  Government  has  offered  higli 
rewards  Men  of  such  a  stamp  can  not  but  be  prejudicial  to  this 
new  settlement;  therefore,  I  hope  that  my  action  will  meet  your 
high  approbation.

You  have  doubtless  heard  much  of,  and  concerning  me  and  my 
prospects  etc,  it  is  true  they  have  been  at  times  brighter  than  at 
others,  tho  there  never  has  been  any  just  cause  to  doubt  of  final 
success  in  the  completion  of  my  business  with  the  Government.  The 
revolution  coming  on  at  the  critical  time  it  did  threw  some  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  that  were  never  even  dreampt  of,  but  time  and 
perseverance  has  overcome  them  all,  and  I  am  now  engaged  sur- 
veying the  lands  to  the  settlers. 

The  terms  on  which  emigrants  are  rec<^  [are]  as  follows —  "No 
one  will  be  rec*  as  a  settler  or  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  Prov- 
ince who  does  not  bring  the  most  unequivocal  evidence  from  the 
highest  authority  and  most  respectable  men  of  the  state  and  neigh- 
borhood Where  he  resides,  that  his  character  is  perfectly  unblem- 
ished^ that  he  is  a  moral  and  industrious  man,  and  absolutely  free 
from  the  vice  of  intoxication-    those  who  presume  so  far  on  the

Those  who  are  received  as  settlers  have  eA^erything  to  hope — the; 
will  get  one  league  of  land  if  they  wish  for  so  much  and  as  miicl 
less  as  they  please  which  will  cost  at  the  rate  of  twelve  dollars  and  } 
half  p""  hundred  acres — The  land  will  be  surveyed  and  the  titles  de 
livered  at  the  houses  of  the  settlers  and  all  the  records  made  com 
plete  without  any  additional  charge — a  very  large  family,  or  a  per- 
son who  brings  a  valuable  capital  and  erects  mills  or  establishes  any 
useful  and  extensive  branch  of  business  that  will  be  of  real  benefit 
to  the  Colony,  can  get  as  much  as  five  leagues  of  land  if  he  wishes  at| 
the  same  rate — 

The  Government  is  yet  unsettled  tho  there  is  now  no  doubt  of  its| 
being  a  federal  republic  on  the  plan  of  the  United  States  in  every 
particular  except  toleration,  the  Roman  Catholic  is  the  established 
religion  to  the  absolute  exclusion  of  all  others  and  will  so  continue 
for  a  few  years,  but  the  natural  operation  of  a  Republic  will  soon 
change  that  system — private  worship  will  never  be  enquired  into, 
but  no  public  preaching  or  exorting  will  on  any  account  be  per- 
mitted, and  I  should  feel  myself  compelled  to  silence  any  preacher 
or  exorter  who  would  attempt  it  within  my  jurisdiction. 

You  may  think  me  rather  tyranical  relative  to  those  who  come 
without  proper  recommendations,  but  I  have  been  much  imposed 
upon,  no  recommendation  from  justices  of  the  Peace  will  be  noticed 
unless  I  personally  know  them,  and  all  bad  or  idle  and  worthless 
men  who  come  here  will  have  abundant  cause  to  curse  the  hour  they 
crossed  the  limits — the  wellfare  of  this  Colony  requires  the  most 
rigid  jDolice,  and  my  orders  from  the  Gov*-  on  this  subject  are  im- 
perative and  must  be  obeyed. 

No  credit  will  be  given  for  lands  and  nothing  taken  in  payment 
but  money  or  negros — this  is  the  general  rule,  but  if  3^ou  and  a  foAV 
more  of  my  old  friends  come  you  may  have  your  own  time  to  pay 
in.  If  you  see  any  worthless  and  idle  men  on  the  way  here  try  and 
turn  them  back.

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Terms  or  Settlement 

The  terms  on  which  Settlers  are  admitted  kito  the  Colony  form- 
ig  by  Stephen  F.  Austin  in  the  Province  of  Texas  are  as  follows — 
No  one  will  be  received  as  a  Settler,  or  even  be  permitted  to  re- 
ain  in  the  country  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary  to  prepare 
r  a  removal  who  does  not  produce  the  most  unequivocal  and  sat- 
factory  evidence  of  unblemished  character,  good  Morals,  Sobriety, 
nd  industrious  habits,  and  he  must  also  have  sufficient  property 
begin  with  either  as  a  farmer  or  mechanic  besides  paying  for  his 
nd— No  frontiersman  who  has  no  other  occupation  than  that  of  a 
unter  will  be  received — no  drunkard,  nor  Gambler,  nor  profane 
wearer  no  idler,  nor  any  man  against  whom  there  is  even  probable 
rounds  of  suspicion  that  he  is  a  bad  man,  or  even  has  been  con- 
idered  a  bad  or  disorderly  man  will  be  received.  Those  who  are 
ejected  on  the  grounds  of  bad  character  will  be  immediately  ordered 
ut  of  the  County  and  if  the  order  is  not  obeyed  they  will  be  sent 
ff  under  guard  and  their  property  seized  and  sold  to  pay  the 
xpences,  and  should  forcible  resistence  be  made  by  them,  the  guard 
ill  be  ordered  to  fire  on  and  kill  them — 
Those  who  are  received  as  Settlers  will  get  one  league  of  land 
f  so  much  is  wanted,  to  be  chosen  by  the  emigrant,  which  land  will 
iost  at  the  rate  of  twelve  Dollars  and  fifty  cents  p""-  hundred  acres 
payable  in  cash  or  Spanish  Cattle  or  negros  on  receipt  of  title,  which 
will  be  in  full  for  surveying,  title  deeds,  recording,  and  all  other 
:!harges. 

The  above  only  applies  to  men  of  families — Single  men  will  be 
jexamined  as  to  character  more  particularly  than  men  of  families 
and  ten  of  them  must  unite  to  form  a  family  and  they  will  be  en- 
itled  to  one  League  of  land  to  be  divided  between  them.  An  ex- 
ception will  be  made  to  this  rule  in  favor  of  single  men  who  bring 
a  considerable  capital  into  the  country  all  such  will  be  ranked  as 
ja  family  and  draw  one  League — 

I  A  person  who  brings  in  a  large  capital  and  who  has  a  large  family 
will  draw  more  than  a  league  should  he  wish  it.  The  head  of  each 
I  family  will  be  held  personally  responsible  for  the  good  conduct  of 
I  every  member  of  his  family. 

The  Eoman  Catholic  is  the  established  religion  of  the  Mexican 
nation  and  the  law  will  not  allow  of  any  other  in  this  Colony — Octo-

All  persons  arriving  in  this  colony  must  report  themselves  in 
writing  immediately  on  their  arrival  to  the  Alcalde  of  the  district

residence,  the  number  of  their  families  or  companions  who  came  wit 
them,  and  their  objects  in  visiting  this  country.  Should  they  wis)! 
to  become  settlers  they  must  report  themselves  to  me,  and  produc" 
their  recommendations  or  other  evidence  of  good  character  befor , 
they  can  be  allowed  to  select  or  purchase  any  land.  Also,  after  thij 
no  sales  of  improvements  will  be  respected,  nor  will  it  be  considerecl 
that  such  sale  gives  to  the  purchaser  any  preference  over  any  othel 
to  the  place  purchased — actual  possession  is  all  that  can  secure  tj 
preference  unless  a  special  permission  is  given  to  the  contrary.

My  late  Father  Moses  Austin  a  native  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
}n  the  United  States  became  a  citizen  of  Louisiana  and  of  the 
Spanish  Nation  in  the  year  1798  and  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  pro- 
tection of  that  Government  until  the  Cession  of  that  Province  to 
:he  United  States.  Urged  by  the  advice  of  his  friends  and  yielding 
to  the  Solicitude  of  many  of  his  neighbours  who  wished  to  obtain 
jpermission  to  establish  themselves  in  this  Province  he  visited  the

Season  in  the  extensive  wilderness  between  Nachitoches  and  Bexar-i 
Immediately  after  this  melancholy  event  I  hastened  to  meet  my  muc 
esteemed  and  Honorable  Friend  Don  Erasmo  Seguin  at  Nachitoch 
and  accompanied  him  to  Bexar  where  I  received  from  Go  verm 
Martinez  the  necessary  instruction  relative  to  the  Contemplated  Co 
ony;  I  then  returned  to  Louisiana,  and  in  the  month  of  Decemb< 
1821  removed  the  first  families  and  commenced  the  Settlement,  an 
then  hastened  to  Bexar  to  receive  the  further  instructions  of  tl 
Government —     On  my  arrival  at  that  place  I  was  advised  by  tl! 
Governor  and  my  other  Friends  to  proceed  direct  to  Mexico  an 
lay  the  subject  before  the  Sovereign  Congress  and  receive  from  thi 
Source  the  authority  to  make  the  Titles  to  the  Settlers  for  the: 
Lands —    I  accordingly  departed  for  Mexico  and  arrived  in  ths 
City  in  April  1822 

Shortly  after  my  arrival  the  political  convulsions  which  existe 
during  the  short  reign  of  Iturbide  commenced,  which  delayed  an 
decision  on  my  business  untill  the  18*^  of  February  1823,  when 
received  the  final  Decree  of  the  Emperor  bearing  date  on  that  da;; 
the  original  of  which  is  on  file  in  the  Ministry  of  Relations —    Nc 
wishing   to   leave   Mexico   after   having   spent  so   much   time   an(- 
money,  with  even  a  shadow  of  doubt  remaining  as  to  the  validit' 
of  my  Authority  I  awaited  the  event  of  the  revolution  in  favoul 
of  liberal  principles,  and  after  the  fall  of  Iturbide  I  presented  t^ 
the  Sovereign  Constituyent  Congress  the  Decree  which  I  had  receive(l 
from  the  Imperial  Government  praying  for  a  Confirmation  of  il 
by  Congress  And  on  the  10th  of  April  1823  that  Body  unanimoush 
approved  it,  passing  it  to  the  Supreme  Executive  Power  for  theij 
Approbation,  which   was  given  on  the   14*^    of  April  same  year! 
And  I  immediately  after  departed  from  Mexico  for  this  Province 
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n  my  arrival  in  the  Colony  which  I  had  commenced  nearly  two 

Ars  before  I  found  that  most  of  the  Emigrants  discouraged  by 

rf  long  absence  and  the  uncertainty  in  which  they  had  been  for 

i^h  a  length  of  time  had  returned  to  the  United  States,  and  that 

3  few  who  remained  hard  pressed  and  harrassed  on  every  side 

j  hostile  Indians  and  threatened  with  the  horrors  of  famine  in 

jlhsequence  of  the  drougth  were  on  the  eve  of  breaking  up  and 

living  the  Province.     Encouraged  hovv^ever  by  my  return  we  per- 

tered  through  the  Complicated  and  appalling  difficulties  which 

irrounded  us  on  every  side  untill  the  new  Crops  yielded  us  Bread. 

Since  my  arrival  I  Have  been  most  industriously  laboring  in  Con- 

Lction  with  the  Baron  de  Bastrop  the  Commissioner  appointed  by 

je  Government  of  this  Province  in  Conformity  with  the  decree 

:ove   mentioned,    in   completing   the    affairs    of   the    Colony    and 

Ipe  to  make  a  finish  of  them  in  a  few  months  more  tho'  owing 

the  many  unfavourable  reports  propagated  by  those  who  returned 

;|id  my  delay  in  Mexico  many  of  the  families  who  originally  in- 

nded  to  remove  have  not  come  which  has  produced  some  delay  in 

i)mpleting  the.  300  families  which  I  am  permitted  to  settle  in  this 
)lony. 
The  Superior  Government  in  the  Decree  above  alluded  to,  gave  me 
athority  to  administer  justice,  and  preserve  good  order  in  the 
lony  untill  its  Organization  was  Completed —  This  part  of 
y  duty  has  been  attended  with  many  embarrassments  owing 
the  absolute  want  of  copies  of  the  laws  and  forms —  I  Have 
owever  in  every  instance  Conformed  to  the  laws  of  this  Nation 
here  I  could  ascertain  them,  and  where  I  could  not,  or  where  they 
id  not  apply  to  the  cases  arising  of  our  peculiar  situation,  necessity 

fas  compelled  me  to  adopt  provisional  and  temporary  regulations 
hich  are  only  entendecl  to  operate  untill  the  laws  can  be  procured 
.nd  translated  into  the  English  Language — 

j  The  Situation  I  am  placed  in  near  the  Frontiers  of  two  Nations, 
ind  surrounded  on  every  side  by  hostile  Indians  and  exposed  to 
their  attacks  and  to  the  no  less  vexatious  pilfering  and  robbing  of 
IThose  Tribes  who  profess  friendship  but  steal  whenever  an  occasion 
presents,  renders  my  task  peculiarly  laborious  and  difficult  and  re- 
quires a  most  severe  and  efficient  police  to  keep  out  and  punish 
fugitives  and  vagabonds  from  both  nations.  And  I  have  experienced 
some  difficulty  on  this  subject  owing  to  the  want  of  more  full  and 
ample  authority  relative  to  the  Punishment  of  Crimes —  The  Com- 
manding General  of  Monterrey  ordered  me  b}^  his  Decree  bearing 
date  the  16*^'-  day  of  June  last  to  condemn  Criminals  to  hard  labour 
on  public  works  untill  the  superior  Government  should  decide  on 
their  cases  and  to  punish  them  in  no  other  way.     But  a  difficulty 
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arises  in  executing  this  Order —  We  are  from  40  to  50  leajrues  fr  q 
Bexar,  and  have  no  jail,  no  Troops  to  guard  Prisoners,  and  a  C  - 
demnation  to  hard  labour  without  an  adequate  guard  to  enforce  e 
Decree  is  only  to  exasperate  a  Criminal,  make  him  laugh  at  'e 
laws  and  civil  Authorities  and  turn  him  loose  on  Society  o 
Commit  new  depredations,  for  nothing  has  a  more  disorganizja 
effect  than  a  weak  and  inefficient  administration  of  the  laws,  a^t 
discourages  and  disgusts  the  Good  and  well  disposed  and  Emboldls 
evil  men  and  renders  them  arrogant  and  audacious —  I  Have  thel- 
fore  in  some  cases  been  driven  to  the  painful  alternative  of  eit  jr 
permitting  a  Criminal  to  escape  unpunished  or  of  taking  uji 
myself  the  responsibility  of  inflicting  corporal  punishment 

If  those  difficulties  could  be  removed  by  vesting  authority  in  so 
tribunal  here  to  punish  by  Corporal  punishment,  and  in  case  If 
foreigners,  banishment  from  the  Province  I  think  it  would  grea  ^ 
tend  to  the  harmony  and  good  order  of  this  part  of  the  Province  : 

I  Have  made  it  a  rule  not  to  admit  any  settler  who  does  ii;   , 
produce  the  most  unequivocal  evidence  of  good  moral  character  a[  p? 
industrious  habits,  and  I  will  vouch  for  those  received  by  me  tH 
they  will  not  prove  undutiful  nor  ungrateful  Citizens  and  Subje<i 
of  the  Nation  which  has  so  kindly  received  them —  As  a  proof 
our  readiness  to  aid  so  far  as  we  are  able  towards  the  support  | 
the  Government  we  have  notwithstanding  the  Infant  state  of  0 
Settlement  impoverished  as  it  is  by  the  difficulties  we  have  had 
encounter  voluntarily  contributed  upwards  of  500  J^'anegas  of  Co: 
tov/ards  paying  the  Expences  of  the  Deputy  in  Congress  and  oth 
necessities  of  this  Province. 

Before  I  left  Mexico  I  presented  a  Petition  to  Congress  prayi; 
to  be  admitted  to  the  rights  of  Citizenship  of  this  Nation,  but 
never  heard  whether  it  was  acted  on  or  not —  I  expect  to  spend  m 
Life  in  this  Nation,  and  if  the  new  Constitution  does  not  declai 
all  persons  actually  established  in  the  Nation  at  the  time  of  i1 
adoption.  Citizens,  (as  I  presume  it  will)  or  if  the  Grant  made  t 
my  Father  to  settle  in  this  Province,  previous  to  the  Independenci 
and  my  own  removal  in  the  first  year  thereof  will  not  entitle  me  t 
the  rights  of  Citizenship.  I  should  wish  if  deemed  worthy  of  tha 
honor  to  procure  Letters  of  Citizenship 

I  hope  that  Your  Excellency  will  pardon  me  for  troubling  yoi 
with  so  long  a  Letter,  but  as  I  before  observed  the  future  fate  o 
myself  and  followers  must  depend  on  the  good  opinion  and  pro 
tection  which  the  Government  of  our  adoption  may  be  pleased  t( 
extend  to  us,  And  as  settlers  of  the  Colony  look  to  me  as  their  orgar 
of  Communication  with  the  Governor  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty 
to  explain  our  Situation  and  progress  up  to  this  time —  It  is  also 
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c  the  utmost  importance  to  me  individually  that  the  Government 

si)uld  know  me  as  I  really  am,  for  I  have  spent  all  I  am  worth  on 

tis  enterprize —  I   have   labored   most   faithfully   for   near  three 

ars  in  those  unsettled  deserts  exposed  to  every  danger  and  hard-

Steven  Austin,  Dr.  sir — since  my  return  to  the  U.  States  from 
he  Province  of  Texas — I  have  been  kept  busy  in  endeavoring  to

jlind  climate  of  Texas — and  the  character  and  prospects  of  your  settle- 
jnent  there. — Some  disappointed  travellers  joined  with  the  large 
and  holders  here  have  used  every  means  in  their  power  to  check 
embarrass  and  discourage  emigration — ^The  character  of  the  coun- 
try— is  however  rising  here — and  the  tide  of  emigration  is  taking 
1  favorable  turn. — I  am  very  glad  to  learn  that  you  have  taken  a 
position  on  the  Brazos — at  the  Atascosito  crossing — In  a  geographi- 
cal view  this  is  a  central  point — and  must  be  the  centre  of  popula- 
tion— ^It  is  safe  from  invasion  by  sea — It  is  also  remote  from  the 
range  of  all  the  large  tribes  of  Indians — and  it  is  the  very  place 
where  a  dense  settlement  should  be  formed — to  be  extended  above 
and  below  within  supporting  distance  of  one  another — as  settlers

question.  Judging  from  the  bold  and  energetic  language  used  It 
our  President  in  his  late  Message  to  Congress  upon  the  subject  of  t 
presumed  future  conduct  of  the  allied  sovereigns,  relative  to  ti 
subjugation  of  the  South  American  States,  and  from  the  tone  of  t] 
english  ministerial  prints,  we  belive  their  is  an  understanding  b 
tween  us  not  only  in  opinion,  but  also  as  respects  our  future  conduc 

Is  it  rational  to  suppose  that  England,  possessing  such  decide 
commercial    advantages    over   every    other    nation   will   consent  1 
sacrifice  all  her  fair  prospects  of  a  permanent  and  profitable  mark 
for  her  commodities,  merely  for  the  sake  of  maintaining  a  goo 
understanding  with  those  govts  whose  principles  and  policy  she  s 
much  dislikes?     We  think  not,  and  therefore  conclude  she  will  froi! 
interest  as  well  as  principle  not  only  agree  with  us  in  opinion,  bi. 
if  necessary  maintain  her   decision  by   a  resort  to   arms.     If  thi| 
opinion  is  correct  you  have  nothing  to  fear  from  the  consequence  I 
of  foreign  invasion,  for  I  am  certain  that  the  naval  power  of  th 
two  govts  united,  can  effectually  prevent  them  from  ever  disturbing 
your  repose.     I  believe  if  England  protests  against  the  allied  power,, 
interfering  in  the  political  affairs  of  j^our  country  and  declares  hev 
determination  to  oppose  every  such  plan  that  this  together  with  oui. 
declaration  will  be  sufficient  to  prevent  them  from  attempting  tc 
make  any  serious  efforts.  ; 

Situated  as  you  are  it  is  a  great  misfortune  that  the  people  arc 
not  more  united.  That  there  is  not  more  disinterested  patriotism i 
among  them;  and  that  your  leading  men  are  not  more  feelingly  alivej 
to  the  real  wants  and  prosperity  of  the  nation.  Action,  virtue  and' 
decision  of  character  are  now  very  necessary  requisites  in  the  con- 
duct of  your  rulers  and  none  ought  to  be  elevated  to  stations  of 
power  or  honor  without  they  possess  them.  If  there  is  a  bourbon 
party  among  you  it  ought  at  all  events  to  be  destroyed  such  a  party 
united  with  the  church  might  do  you  a  great  deal  of  injury.  I  hope 
your  congress  will  soon  frame  a  good  constitution  and  that  the 
provinces  will  not  be  backwards  in  adopting  it  then  and  not  till 
then  will  you  be  able  to  effectually  suppress  insurrection  or  repel 
invasion.  I  want  you  to  be  united  in  your  councils  and  actions  to 
cultivate  friendship  among  yourselves  and  with  other  nations  espe- 
cially with  those  whose  forms  of  govt  most  resemble  your  own.

|an  do  us  a  great  deal  of  good.     I  want  you  to  write  to  our  friend 

on  Ignacio  de  Cubas  upon  the  subject  of  my  land  business  and 

rge  him  to  exert  himself  to  procure  a  grant  as  soon  as  possible,  and 

b  send  it  directed  to  this  place.     I  believe  that  3  or  4  hundred  re- 

pectable  families  might  be  procured  here,  without  any  difficulty 

ho  would  immediately  remove  to  the  country. 

I  have  not  heard  a  word  from  you  since  my  arrival  in  the  United 
tates  only  through  the  medium  of  newspapers,  although  I  have 
vritten  you  several  letters  directed  to  your  friend  in  New  Orleans 
n  which  I  particularly  requested  you  to  write  to  me  and  to  direct 
^'■Qur  letters  to  this  place.  I  hope  upon  the  reception  of  this  you 
^ill  promptly  answer  it  and  let  me  know  all  about  your  present 
ituation  and  the  prospects  of  your  settlers.  Do  give  me  a  particu- 
ar  description  of  your  country  as  respects  its  soil,  climate,  health 
etc.  It  is  said  by  some  that  there  is  a  great  scarcity  of  timber,  that 
it  is  badly  watered,  that  the  banks  of  the  rivers  and  small  streams 
are  low  and  at  particular  times  subject  to  inundation;  and  that  dur- 
ing the  croping  season  you  suffer  much  for  the  want  of  rain.  These 
are  important  items  of  information  for  an  agTiculturist  and  as  you 
know  all  about  it  I  want  you  to  be  particular  in  j^our  statements 
respecting  the  truth  or  falsehood  of  these  reports.  I  want  you  also 
to  inform  me  which  is  the  cheapest  and  best  way  for  families  to 
remove  from  this  to  your  country.  I  Iniow  you  will  correctly  tell 
me  all  about  it,  I  therefore  boldly  make  the  request.  Everything 
here  remains  in  Statu  quo.  Business  of  every  kind  is  dull  and  the 
people  are  heels  over  head  in  debt.  Our  banking  institutions  are 
still  playing  their  old  games  and  the  people  are  such  wretched  fools 
as  to  quietly  submit  to  their  abominable  impositions 

Every  species  of  property  is  verry  low,  and  although  our  legis- 
lature has  from  time  to  time  been  trying  to  relieve  the  people,  yet 
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all  their  plans  have  the  effect  of  plunging  them  still  deeper  io 
difficulties.  So  much  for  legislative  relief  systems  in  time  of  peL 
niary  embarrisment.  I  |

their  situation  permitted  to  defray  the  expences  of  the  Deputy  in 
Congress  and  he  has  particularly  directed  me  to  Return  the  thanks 
of  the  gov^  to  those  whose  names  are  signed  to  the  corn  subscrip- 
tion and  to  assure  them  that  neither  their  names  nor  their  generosity 
will  be  forgotten. 

He  has  also  directed  that  you  cause  copies  of  the  enclosed  to  be

I  have  again  the  Satisfaction  of  addressing  you,  which  I  do  with 
the  more  pleasure  as  I  am  convinced  you  will  listen  to  me  and  do  the 
justice  to  believe  me  when  I  assure  you  that  a  Government,  which  has 
received  you  into  its  bosom  through  the  solicitudes  that  Avere  com- 
menced by  Moses  Austin  and  at  great  expense  and  labor  continued 
and  successfully  terminated  by  his  Son  Stephen  F.  Austin,  will  watch

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over  your  interests  and  protect  your  rif^hts  by  just  and  wise  law:

the  causes  which  have  produced  the  delay  are  well  known,  but  in  tFi<, 
midst  of  these  delays  and  convulsions  they  have  given  you  a  chief  t'

trict and  the  inconvenience  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  lower  part 
of  it  would  experience  if  they  were  compelled  to  come  to  this  place, 
I  have  thought  proper  to  convene  them  at  the  house  of  J.  B.  Baily 
on  Saturday  the  first  day  of  May  next,  as  you  will  perceive  by  the 
enclosed  notices  Avhich  you  will  put  up  without  delay 

Should  the  Alcalde  of  this  district  not  attend  you  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed to  act  on  the  1^*.  of  May  in  his  place,  and  you  will  accord- 
inly  first  read  to  the  people  this  letter — then  the  Constitutional  act —

situation  not  be  agreeable  and  [should  you]  think  that  a  removal, 
here  would  better  it,  the  same  accomodations  shall  be  made  fori 
your  family  that  are  for  mine.  | 

If  Mr  H  —  did  not  dispose  of  the  interest  he  held  with  me  herel 
I  think  it  will  be  a  handsome  fortune  for  his  family  at  no  very  dis-| 
tant  period  and  I  assure  you  that  my  desire  is  that  they  and  they 
alone  should  reap  the  benefit  of  it.  I  shall  not  willingly  consent  to 
see  any  advantages  resulting  from  my  labors  appropriated  to  the 
discharge  of  his  old  debts  when  it  could  be  much  better  applied  in 
supporting  his  widow  and  children — I  therefore  request  that  you 
would  write  to  me  with  frankness  as  to  a  sincere  friend  and  inform 
me  of  your  situation  and  future  wishes,  and  how  I  can  serve  you. 

I  expect  that  my  mother  and  sister  and  several  other  families  will 
leave  Herculanium  in  Missouri  for  this  Country  some  time  in  Octo- 
ber next — might  we  not  form  a  little  circle  a  kind  of  isolated  world 
of  our  own  amidst  these  wilds  and  hope  that  happiness  would  be- 
come our  presiding  goddess?  I  have  thought  it  practicable — per- 
haps it  was  a  romantic  dream — perhaps  the  symplicity  of  a  rural  life 
would  be  dull  monotony,  its  peaceful  quiet  scenes  be  lost  in  vain 
regrets  for  past  enjoyments  in  the  gay  and  bustling  world,  and  the 
proud  independence  of  a  farmer  be  viewed  as  degrading  servitude. 
The  mind  of  man  is  of  too  unstable  a  texture  to  found  even  a  theory 
of  happiness  upon.  When  oppressed  with  cares,  harrassed  by  un- 
feeling creditors,  agonized  by  the  ingratitude  of  friends  and  driven 
to  madness  by  the  prospect  of  a  starving  family,  a  desert  would  be 
a  paradise  to  him  if  it  only  afforded  sustenance ;  but  when  the  effer- 
vescence of  the  mind  had  subsided  this  desert  would  be  as  loathsome 
as  a  dungeon — perhaps  however  if  he  found  a  small  circle  of  honor- 
able minded  men  who  had  like  himself  passed  through  the  school  of 
adversity  and  learned  fortitude  to  meet  the  privations  of  their  situ- 
ation, philosophy  to  find  contentment  in  a  plain  and  comfortable 
competancy  without  the  glitter  of  wealth,  and  charity  to  do  unto 
their  neighbors  as  they  would  be  done  by — and  if  female  society  like 
a  celestial  halo  could  also  shed  its  mild  effulgence  around  them — per- 
haps, in  such  an  event  he  might  find  happiness — and  perhaps  the 
evil  passions  of  the  human  heart  would  soon  prove  the  fallacy  of 
all  such  dreams — For  my  own  part  I  feel  disposed  to  try  the  ex- 
periment and  shall  endeavor  to  collect  my  scattered  family  to  one 
point — The  Earth  from  which  we  sprung  will  yield  us  food  and 
raimentj  and  the  privations  of  our  situation  I  think  can  be  better 
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borne  than  the  unfeeling  indifference  and  contemptuous  mockery 
which  the  unfortunate  generally  receive  from  the  fashionable  world 
land  which  (for  fashions  sake)  is  called  friendship— 

The  affairs  of  this  colony  are  prosperous  and  Inghly  flattering— 
llast  year  we  were  threatened  with  starvation,  this  year  we  have  a 
superabundance  of  corn,  so  much  so  that  it  can  be  purchased  for  :i7i 
'cents  p""  bushel— All  goes  on  w^ell— The  Government  of  the  Mexican 
nation  has  settled  down  on  the  Federal  Republican  System  and  our 
prospects  are  bright  from  every  quarter— I  think  that  my  labors  in 
these  wild  deserts  will  result  advantageously  to  many  of  my  fellow 
beings  and  that  you  and  family  will  in  the  end  be  greatly  benefited 
by  them — at  least  such  is  the  earnest  wish  of  your  sincere  friend

sippi on  the  1^^  day  of  Aprail  toward  night  it  l>egan  to  blow  very 
fresh  approatching  to  a  gale  I  desired  him  to  closs  reeff  all  saifs 
for  the  night  which  he  refused  to  do  by  cursing  and  swearing  that 
he  was  sailing  master  and  he  would  do  as  he  thought  proper  lie

Mitchell)  who  has  promised  to  forward  it  to  you  This  river  is  a  verry 
fine  stream  and  excellent  for  steam  boat  navigation  which  I  shall 
try  to  have  one  on  it  within  two  years— not  one  shilling  of  my  prop-

Fellow  Citizens,— With  the  most  heartfelt  and  sincere  congratu- 
lations I  now  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  to  you  (,flicially  the 
form  of  Government  which  the  Mexican  Congress  have  adopted*.  an«l 
which  you  are  now  called  on  to  swear  to  And  this  I  do  witli  the 
more  satisfaction  as  I  am  convinced  that  there  is  not  a  breast 
amongst  you  that  will  not  palpitate  with  exultation  and  delight  at 
the  prospects  of  Freedom,  Happiness,  and  Prosperity  which  the 
Federal  ReyiMican  System,  of  Government  presents  to  your  \'icw. 

Words  cannot  express  to  you  the  Satisfaction  I  feel  from  the 
reflection  that  those  whose  fortunes  I  shall  be  instrumental  in  pro- 
moting in  this  Country  can  now  enjoy  them  without  the  alloy,  which 
the  fear  of  a  despotic  Government  would  have  tlirown  into  their 
future  hopes.  The  great  Mexican  Nation  is  free— rational  liberty 
with  all  its  concomitant  blessings  has  opened  to  the  view  of  the 
world,  a  Nation  which  Despotism  had  hitherto  envelo[)ed  in  intel- 
lectual night — The  Federal  Republican  System  that  last  and  glo- 
rious hope  of  persecuted  freedom,  first  CvStablished  by  the  great 
fathers  of  North  American  Independence  on  the  ruins  of  British 
Colonial  oppression,  and  which  soon  raised  a  new  born  nation  to 
a  degree  of  prosperity  and  happiness  unequaled  in  the  history  of 
the  world — Now  Spreads  its  fostering  arms  over  the  vast  domin- 
ions of  Mexico— The  hitherto  enslaved  Spanish  Provinces  are  now 
free  and  independent  States.

It  has  been  my  Study  to  treat  all  with  equal  justice  and  impar- 
tiality and  if  I  have  failed  to  do  so  it  must  be  attributed  to  the  im- , 
perfections  of  my  judgement  and  not  to  those  of  my  heart,  and  with 
almost  unlimited  Authority  in  My  hands  I  think  you  must  say  that

It  is  our  true  interest  to  keep  peace  with  the  Indians  as  long  as 
we  can  do  so  consistent  with  our  rights,  but  Should  a  war  be  unavoid- 
able you  will  not  find  me  backward  in  prosecuting  it.

you  will  repose  with  confidence  under  the  Authority  that  governs,

Austin  to  Mother  and  Sister 

St.  Felipe  de  Austin  May  4.  1824 

Dr.  Mother  and  Sister — 

After  many  delays  and  disappointments  I  am  at  length  enabled 
to  start  brother  to  you,  there  are  two  modes  of  moving  to  this  country 
one  down  the  Mississippi  to  the  mouth  of  Red  Eiver  and  up  that  to 
JSJachitoches,  and  thence  through  by  land  a  distance  of  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  miles — the  other  route  is  to  go  to  Orleans  and 
thence  round  by  sea  to  the  mouth  of  the  Brazos  River,  I  am  yet  un- 
decided which  of  these  two  routes  Avill  be  the  best — that  by  sea  would 
be  the  shortest  and  cheapest  if  the  wind  was  favorable — that  by 
Nachitoches  would  be  the  longest  and  most  fatiguing  as  well  as  ex- 
pensive, as  I  should  have  to  send  in  a  Waggon  and  team  from  here 
to  bring  you  out  and  you  could  not  bring  anything  with  you  of 
consequence 

If  Several  families  will  join,  for  instance  Major  Hawkins,  the 
BrufFys,  Aunt  Austin  etc  and  send  their  Horses  through  by  land  to 
Nachitoches  and  take  their  waggons  and  carts  and  other  property 
down  by  water,  I  think  you  could  get  a  good  Keel  boat  and  all  come 
on  together  in  her  as  far  as  Nachitoches,  the  boat  will  sell  for  as 
much  in  Nachitoches  as  you  would  have  to  give  for  her  in  St.  Louis — 
you  must  not  bring  much  of  anything  except  beds  and  bedding  and 
Castings  and  crockery  ware  for  House  use — as  to  furniture  we  must 
do  v^ithout  untill  we  get  able  to  buy  from  Orleans,  I  like  this  plan 
better  than  any — if  you  come  in  a  steam  boat  it  will  be  uncertain 
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whether  you  can  get  up  Red  River,  as  it  will  depend  on  the  rise 
of  that  River  in  the  fall,  tho  you  mubt  be  governed  in  sonic  nieaMire 
by  circumstances— if  Honey  should  be  going  down  with  the  Dolphin 
perhaps  you  might  make  an  arrangement  on  good  terms  with  liirn  for 
your  passage,  and  If  I  find  that  I  can  by  any  Means  get  a  Vessel 
in  Orleans  I  will  do  so  and  write  to  you  both  at  llerculanium  and 
Nachez— Brother  must  write  to  Mr.  Thomas  Allsberry  in  Hoi)lun8. 
ville  K.  Y.  and  to  Martin  Varner  in  Ohio  and  see  when  they  will 
move  and  how  and  then  decide  on  the  best  plan — 

We  have  all  had  a  good  Schooling  in  the  best  School  in  the  Worhl, 
Ihat  of  Adversity  and  I  hope  have  profited  by  it — Our  prospects  now 
are  beginning  to  look  up,  but  we  must  still  remember  our  past 
troubles  and  not  forget  that  wealth  is  hard  to  acquire  and  easily 
lost — let  our  motto  therefore  be  economy  aivl  plain  living.  It  is  my 
wish  that  nothing  should  be  v>^orn  in  the  family  but  homespun,  at 
least  for  several  years  it  is  the  cheapest  but  what  is  of  much  more 
importance  it  will  set  an  example  to  the  rest  of  the  Settlers  that  will 
have  a  very  good  effect — also  I  wish  everything  about  the  housf  to

If  y[ou  do]  not  go  on  by  land  proceed  as  far  as  Alexandria  and 
if  the  road  is  passable,  as  far  as  Natchez  and  sell  the  horse  and 
mule  as  well  as  possible  and  be  very  particular  not  to  spend  one 
cent  more  than  you  are  obliged  to  do — enquire  for  the  Dolphin  or 
some  boat  bound  to  St.  Louis  but  try  and  get  in  a  good  one — 

You  will  encourage  all  good  moral  and  industrious  men  of  families 
to  move  here  who  have  some  property  to  begin  with — those  who 
are  not  of  that  character  you  need  say  nothing  to — Single  men  can- 
not get  any  Land  [from]  me  for  as  many  of  them  are  already  [in 
the  colony?]  as  can  be,  but  wages  here  are  high  and  they  may  do 
well  in  that  way  and  buy  land  from  others — some  may  want  you 
to  give  them  letters  to  me,  but  you  must  be  very  cautious  to  know 
who  and  what  they  are  before  you  give  a  letter  to  them  and  let  it

Understanding  that  in  consequence  of  my  arrival  in  these  part 
some  of  the  inhabitants  have  erroneously  persuaded  themselves  tha 
the  object  of  my  visit  here  has  been  to  deprive  the  Empresiari 
Stephen  F.  Austin  of  the  power  which  the  government  had  grant© 
him  to  organize  its  commencement  this  new  establishment  and 
administer  justice,  Stop  all  differences  that  might  arise  between  th 
inhabitants  and  preserve  good  order,  until  thicker  settled  and  bette 
informed  as  to  the  laws  that  govern  in  the  new  Country  which  yoi 
have  adopted,  You  acquire  the  necessary  elements  to  apoint  you 
justices,  and  the  Ayuntamentos  or  representative  bodies,  designates 
by  the  laws  to  watch  over  the  public  order  and  promote  whateve 
may  tend  to  the  prosperity  of  the  People,  fearing  from  this  measur 
unfavourable  results  which  would  lead  to  confusion  and  possibl

thing  remarkable  occur  you  will  give  me  information  thereof.— 
Be  attentive  to  cultivate  the  most  friendly  understanding  with  th< 
Coshatta  and  Choctaw  Indians  in  your  neighborhood  and  inforiK 
them  that  the  americans  consider  them  as  their  friends  and  Broth 
ers — It  should  be  the  particular  care  of  every  one  to  treat  all  th( 
Spaniards  who  behave  properly  with  attention  and  respect,  avoid 
ing  as  Much  as  possible  all  difficulties  or  disputes  with  them,  to  effect 
this  much  caution  is  necessary  in  trading  with  them  particularly  for 
Horses  and  Mules  and  the  safest  rule  is  not  to  purchace  from  them 
at  all  unless  the  Horse  or  mule  in  counter-branded  for  otherwise 
the  purchacer  runs  the  risk  of  loosing  him.

;  As  the  late  regulation  relative  to  the  expences  to  be  paid  On  Lands 
(in  this  Colony  has  as  I  am  informed  caused  some  Animadvereions 
n  a  few  persons  I  deem  it  a  duty  due  to  myself  as  well  as  to  my 
riends  to  enter  into  a  full  exposition  of  this  subject  and  to  ^ive  an 
xplanation  of  the  Steps  which  I  have  taken  since  the  first  Com- 
encement  of  this  Settlement —  To  do  this  I  must  necessarily  jrive 
short  history  of  this  establish*  from  its  Origin  up  to  the  present 
jtime — this  will  probably  be  satisfactory  to  all  as  it  will  more  clearly 
[shew  the  efforts  that  I  have  made  to  secure  to  the  settlei-s  the  Titles 
Ito  their  lands,  and  that  I  have  spared  neither  labor  or  expence  to 
complete  those  Titles  in  a  way  which  will  render  them  safe  for  ever 
unless  forfeited  by  a  noncompliance  on  the  part  of  the  settlers  with 
jthe  conditions  required  as  to  the  Occupancy  and  improvement  of  the 
jland—  I  ask  your  candid  attention  to  this  Statement— Look  at  the 
idifficulties  I  have  had  to  surmount,  The  risks  of  property,  of  Life, 
jof  all,  which  I  have  exposed  myself  to— Consider  the  advantatjes 
jwhich  you  will  receive  from  my  labours.  And  then  let  your  unbiassed 
jJudgment  decide  upon  my  Motives,  And  say  whether  I  have  been 
jright  or  wrong  in  the  measures  which  I  have  adopted—  It  is  well 
jknown  to  you  all  that  this  Settlement  was  commenced  under  a  per- 
imission  granted  to  my  Father  Moses  Austin  by  the  Comi^etent  Au- 
ithorities  of  the  Spanish  Government  Anterior  to  the  Mexican  Kevo- 
llution—  This  permission  emanated  from  the  Deputation  of  the 
Eastern  Internal  Provinces  at  Monterrey  And  on  the  L^  of  .lanuary 
|1821  was  duly  approved  by  Joaquin  Aredondo  the  then  ^;"y^^«";^;;"^ 
IGeneral  of  said  provinces,  who  Ordered  the  Governor  of  this  1  ro  - 
ince  Colonel  Don  Antonio  Martinez  to  send  a  ^-—''I'l'JJ^ 
Nachitoches  to  meet  my  Father  and  conduct  him  and  the  families 
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who  might  Accompany  him  into  the  Province —  On  the  death  o^ 
my  Father  I  proceeded  to  Nachitoches  And  met  the  said  Commis 
sioner  who  was  The  Honble  Don  Erasmo  Seguin  the  present  Deputy 
in  Congress  from  this  Province  And  Accompanied  him  to  San  An 
tonio  de  Bexar  where  we  Arrived  in  August  1821 

On  as  full  an  investigation  of  the  nature  of  the  Grant  to  m 
Father  as  the  interpretations  I  received  would  enable  me  to  make 
found  that  the  permission  to  introduce  And  settle  the  300  fami 
in  this  Province  was  complete  And  that  the  Governor  had  authorit 
from  the  Commandant  Gen^  to  designate  the  quantity  of  Land  fo; 
each  family —     After  much  Conversation  with  the  said  Governor 
to  the  quantity  of  Land  And  As  to  the  place  for  the  settlement  h 
by  an  official  answer  to  a  Letter  of  mine  dated  the  lO*''  day  of  Augui 
1821   Authorised  me  to   promise  the  quantity  of  Land  stated  i 
my    first    publication   relative   to   this   settlement   which   was   640 
acres  for  the  head  of  a  family,  320  for  his  wife  and  160  for  each' 
child  etc    And  also  gave  me  written  Authority  to  explore  the  Prov-j 
ince  and  select  the  place  for  the  Colony —    With  this  object  I  ex-. 
plored  the  Guadalupe  from  the  Tuscoset  road  to  its  mouth  andi 
thence  along  the  Coast  untill  the  Labacca  Compelled  us  to  bear  upj 
to  the  road  which  we  followed  to  the  Colorado  and  explored  somei 
distance  down  it  and  the  Brasos —    The  result  of  this  Trip  was  a; 
determination  to  settle  on  the  Brasos  And  Colorado —    And  accord- 
ingly on  my  arrival  at  Nachitoches  in  October  I  informed  the  Gov- 
ernor thereof  And  Also  informed  him  that  as  the  land  which  I  was 
to  receive  for  myself  would  be  no  compensation  for  my  labors  and, 
expences  in  an  enterprize  of  such  magnitude     I  must  receive  some-, 
thing  from  the  Settlers  or  I  could  not  proceed  with  the  Business— 
Accordingly  on  my  arrival  in  New  Orleans  sometime  in  November 
I  published  the  terms  of  settling  in  this  Colony  and  explicitly  Stated | 
that  those  who  settled  under  the  said  permission  to  my  Father  must| 
pay  me  12J  cts  per  Acre  which  would  be  in  full  for  all  expences  of  1 
Surveying  and  every  thing  else —    I  was  particular  to  make  these, 
terms  as  public  as  possible  that  no  one  might  come  without  knowing! 
distinctly  the  Conditions  of  his  reception —     They  were  republished 
in  most  of  the  Western  papers  And  I  considered  it  from  that  mo-j 
ment  in  the  nature  of  an  absolute  contract  between  me  and  the 
settlers — 

I  Bound  myself  on  the  one  hand  to  procure  for  them  a  complete 
Title  for  a  certain  specific  quantity  pf  Land  according  to  the  size 
of  their  family  for  which  they  were  to  pay  me  a  certain  specific  sum 
which  was  to  be  in  full  for  all  expences  of  Surveying  and  All  others 
whatever  they  might  be,  And  all  this  was  done  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  then  Governor  of  the  Province  and  besides  if  I  had  believed 
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|hat  I  ha^  no  aiithority  to  make  any  siich  Contract  mth  the  settlers 
Wd  I  have  laid  myself  liable  to  detection  by  the  open  frank  and 
mblic  manner  m  which  I  avowed  the  terms  of  settlcnenf    Would 
have  published  them  in  the  Newspapei-s  when  I  very  well  knew 
hat  those  papers  were  sent  to  Mexico,  to  Monterrey,  to  San  Antonio 
nd  to  an-hundred  other  places  where  the  Government  would  >ce 
r  hear  of  them—    Or  would  I  myself  have  sent  tlio  paper  which 
>ntained  the  terms  to  the  Governor  of  tliis  Province  which  I  did  in 
ov^-  1821  immediately  after  it  was  issued—    Let  me  ask  you  aa 
andid  men  does  this  look  like  an  intention  on  my  part  to  deceive  or 
0  do  an  act  which  I  thought  was  not  Authorised  to—    Put  your- 
elves  in  my  situation  and  look  at  the  vast  burthen  of  responsii)ility 
jvhich  has  Oppressed  me  like  a  deadly  weight  ever  since  I  emraired 
n  this  enterprize—    An  interprize  which  originated  in  the  active 
ind   and   indefatigable   perseverance   of  my  much   honored   and 
amented  father  who  sacrificed  his  life  by  the  too  Ardent  pursuit  of 
m  object  which  it  was  always  evident  wouhl  result  more  to  the 
redit  of  the  projectors  enterprize  and  perseverance  than  to  his 
jrofit  And  in  which  the  advantages  secured  to  the  settler  and  the 
ienefits  accruing  to  this  Province  and  Government  wouKl  bear  no 
ust  proportion  to  the  Compensation  which  was  exjx^cted  or  asked — 
Por  let  it  be  remembered  that  at  that  time  this  Province  with  the 
exception  of  San  Antonio  and  La  Bahia  was  a  desart,  that  it  was 
nterdicted  to  the  American  Settler  who  but  a  short  time  before  luul 
Deen  driven  from  it  with  fire  and  Sword;  And  untill  this  permission 
svas  obtained  by  my  Father,  those  who  emigrated  hei-e  did  so  as  it 
Isvere  by  stealth  and  without  any  other  security  for  their  property 
pr  lives  than  the  Caprice  of  the  Commandants  wlio  Governod.  for 
heir  Emigration  was  not  sanctioned  by  the  Superior  Government- 
Consider  the  difficulties  which  my  Father  must  hnve  had  to  Sur- 
mount, to  obtain  a  permission  which  coukl  never  before  lie  £ri>t  by 
any  person—     Consider  that  on  his  death  I  assumed  upon  myself 
iche  responsibility  not  only  of  Securing  to  the  Settlers  Complete  titles 
ito  their  lands,  but  Also  of  being  personally  responsible  to  the  Gov- 
ernment for  their  good  conduct—    and  look  at  the  laboi-s  and  prob- 
able expences  which  such  An  enterprize  was  Calculated  to  cost,  and 
JAsk  yourselves  whether  any  of  you  would  in  1821  have  taken  upon 
jyou  the  weight  of  responsibility  which  I  then  did?     ^Miether  you 
would  have  jeopardized  vour  property,  hazarded  yourhealth,  your 
lives,  Your  all  to  make  the  fortunes  of  others  and  been  Content  to  do 
iso  without  the  hope  of  any  greater  Compensation  than  you  cou  d 
igive  to  an  individual  who  joined  you  as  a  settler  and  who  would 
have  no  responsibilitv  labour  or  expence  to  encounter  nmre  than 
Ithe  care  of  his  own  family-    Would  you  have  been  content  1  ask 
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to  do  it;  or  would  it  have  been  just  that  you  should  have  don 
so  ?  If  not  can  you  blame  me  for  making  the  public  declaration  ii 
the  beginning  of  this  Settlement  that  the  Settlers  must  aid  me  b^ 
paying  a  specific  sum  for  the  benefits  I  secured  to  them ;  And  wa , 
there  then  any  thing  unjust  or  improper  in  such  an  arrangement  ii 
its  Origin?  — If  not  let  us  proceed  to  examine  whether  any  thin< 
Occurred  in  the  progress  of  the  business  which  rendered  an  adher 
ence  to  the  Original  terms  of  the  Contract  with  the  Settlers  im; 
proper — 

When  in  New  Orleans  in  November  I  dispatched  a  Vessel  Avitl 
Men  and  provisions  and  tools  for  the  settlement  and  proceeded  oi 
by  land  myself  to  meet  her  at  the  Mouth  of  the  Colorado — After  ? 
three  months  trip  wandering  in  the  swamps  and  thickets  of  these 
Elvers  and  in  waiting  at  the  mouth  of  the  Colorado  for  said  Vessel 
I  gave  her  up  for  lost  and  in  March  proceeded  to  San  Antonio  tc 
inform  the  Governor  that  I  had  Commenced  the  Settlement  and  tc 
request  him  to  send  with  me  a  Comm'"  to  superintend  the  partition  of 
the  land  Agreeably  to  the  Arrangement  made  with  him  in  August 
previous — On  my  Arrival  I  was  informed  by  the  Gov'"  that  in 
Consequence  of  the  revolution  and  change  of  Governm*  he  felt  im-| 
willing  to  do  anything  in  the  business,  that  he  was  an  European  and!  1 
did  not  know  at  what  monent  he  might  be  removed  from  office  or  N 
how  the  revolution  would  terminate,  in  consequence  of  which  he 
had  determined  not  to  transact  any  public  business  except  Such  as 
could  not  be  postponed— he  Assured  me  that  the  Settlers  would 
be  safe  and  that  the  permission  granted  to  my  Father  would  always 
be  respected  by  the  Government,  but  that  great  delay  might  arise 
before  they  could  be  legally  put  in  possession  of  their  lands  and 
receive  titles  therefor — this  information  was  as  unexpected  as  it 
was  mortifying  to  me — I  felt  myself  bound  in  honor  to  Comply 
fully  with  my  part  of  the  Contract  with  the  Settlers  and  to  procure 
Complete  titles  for  them  to  their  lands — this  was  a  new  and  unex- 
pected difficulty  which  was  never  Anticipated  or  even  dreamt  of  by 
me — I  applied  to  the  Governor  for  advice  informing  him  that  I 
had  rather  die  than  not  effect  what  I  had  promised  to  the  Settlers 
and  that  without  so  much  delay  as  he  Anticipated — He  advised  me 
to  go  to  Mexico  and  apply  to  Congress — One  nights  deliberation 
determined  me  to  accept  of  this  advice  and  on  the  15  day  of  March 
1822  I  departed  for  the  City  of  Mexico — It  is  needless  for  me  to 
detail  the  difficulty  I  had  in  procuring  funds  for  this  unexpected  trip, 
or  the  immense  sacrifices  I  was  compelled  to  make  of  the  little  prop- 
erty I  had  saved  from  the  wreck  of  my  broken  fortunes  in  the  U 
States,  besides  which  I  had  to  dispose  of  one  half  of  the  lands  which 
I  might  obtain  before  I  could  raise  the  means  of  progressing  with 
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the  enterprize-Suffice  it  to  say  that  I  raised  the  me.ns  at  «11  .^ 
for  success  wa^  now  no  longer  Considered  bv  ^  l        '"^

rived  m  the  City  of  Mexico  in  April  without  Acquantances,  without 
|friends,-A  Stranger  m  a  City  where  untill  very  recently,  f^rei'^rs 
were  prescribed  by  the  Laws  and  piscountenanced  by  th;poople7rr,m 
prejudice-Ignorant  of  the  Language,  of  the  Laws,  the  forms  the 
dispositions,  and  feeling  of  the  Government,  with  barely  the  moans 
of  paying  my  Expences  for  a  few  months,  and  in  fact  I  may  say 
destitute  of  almost  every  thing  necessary  to  insure  success  in  such  a 
Mission  as  I  had  undertaken,  but  the  integrity  of  my  intentions- 
Added  to  all  this  I  found  the  City  in  an  unsettled  State,  the  whole 
people  and  Country  still  Agitated  by  the  revolutionary  Convulsion 
which  had  just  terminated  in  their  emancipation,  public  Opinion  Vac- 
illating  as  to  the  form  of  Government  which  ought  to  be  adopted- 
Party  spirit  raging  with  that  Acrimony  which  political  Collision 
is  Calculated  to  excite  And  the  recently  established  Governm^  almost 
sinking  under  its  efforts  to  preserve  the  public  peace  and  Order— In 
this  unfavourable  State  of  things  and  Surrounded  on  every  side  by 
difficulties  I  entered  upon  the  Objects  of  my  Mission,  formed  Acquain- 
tances with  the  membei's  of  Congress,  the  Officers  of  Governm^  and 
Men  of  influence  And  by,  the  12*'^  of  May  had  my  business  in  a 
jfavourable  train  before  the  Regency  which  then  Composed  the  Su- 
preme Executive  power  of  the  Nation — And  my  Memorial  was  also 
before  Congress  and  probably  would  soon  have  been  acted  on — But 
on  the  night  of  the  18^  of  May  a  new  flame  burst  from  the  rpvohi- 
tionary  crater  whose  fires  it  seemed  had  only  subsided  for  a  time 
but  were  not  extinguished. 

The  provisional  Government  was  Overturned,  And  the  Army  in 
the  City  usurping  the  Voice  of  the  Nation  proclaimed  the  Kmperor 
and  enforced  his  election  by  Congress  at  the  point  of  the  Bayonet — 
It  is  easy  to  imagine  the  Commotion  which  an  event  of  such 
magnitude  was  calculated  to  produce— fear  silenced  every  ton^ie, 
but  the  sullen  gloom  that  hung  round  the  Old  and  best  tried  patriots 
of  the  revolution  portended  the  Storm  that  was  only  Smothered 
for  a  time  that  it  might  burst  with  greater  effect  upon  those  who 
had  usurped  the  Nations  rights  by  the  forcible  establishment  of  a 
system  of  Government  which  wa^  evidently  in  Opposition  to  ihc 
will  of  the  majority  of  the  people-The  newly  established  Crovern- 
ment  foresaw  the  impending  Storm  And  all  their  Attention  was 
devoted  to  such  Measures  as  they  thought  likely  to  Avert  it-hepub- 
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licanism  was  proscribed  as  a  Crime  and  Republicans  persecuted 
as  Criminals,  heavy  restrictions  were  laid  on  foreigners  by  decrees 
regulating  the  manner  and  conditions  in  which  they  were  to  enter 
the  Country — they  were  suspected  and  watched — in  fact  the  whole 
Attention  of  the  New  Imperial  Government  was  directed  to  their 
own  Consolidation  and  preservation — In  this  state  of  things  indi- 
vidual applications  were  lost  amidst  the  multiplicity  of  more  im- 
portant and  I  may  say  of  personal  Interests  which  occupied  the 
Executive  Department — And  my  ^Application  Coming  as  it  did 
from  a  foreigner  born  and  bred  a  republican  and  whose  Object 
vvas  to  form  a  Colony  within  the  new  Empire  of  Men  who  like 
himself  were  Also  born  and  bred  in  that  land  of  liberty  where  Im- 
perial Diadems  were  only  estimated  by  the  intrinsic  value  of  the 
materials  which  Composed  them  and  where  no  Sceptre  ruled  but 
the  public  will,  was  considered  by  my  friends  as  a  hopeless  Object, 
And  I  was  Advised  to  save  myself  from  further  pecuniary  ruin 
and  embarrassment  by  its  Abandonment — My  Answer  to  this  was, 
that  my  faith  was  pledged  to  the  Settlers  to  secure  their  titles,  and 
that  I  never  would  abandon  their  Interests — that  the  public  Con- 
tract made  with  them  to  secure  their  lands  should  be  complied  with 
on  my  part,  if  such  a  thing  was  possible — Accordingly  I  presevered 
through  one  whole  year  of  Revolution  and  political  Convulsions  in 
Mexico,  And  After  the  Congress  was  dispersed  by  the  Emperor  On 
the  31  of  October — the  Junta  Noxional  Instituyente  which  was  sub- 
stituted in  its  stead  passed  the  Colonization  Law  which  was  finally 
Approved  by  the  Emperor  and  published  on  the  4^^  day  of  January 
1823 — I  can  without  boasting  say  that  my  Constant  Exertions  and 
importunity  with  the  Members  both  directly  and  indirectly  through 
my  friends  produced  this  Law,  for  if  it  had  been  delayed  a  few 
weeks  longer  the  new  revolutionary  events  of  January  and  Feb- 
ruary would  have  prevented  its  passage  at  all  during  that  year — 
Immediately  After  the  promulgation  of  the  Colonization  Law  I 
urged  a  decision  of  my  business  by  the  Government,  And  After 
passing  through  the  hands  of  the  Captain  General  of  the  Internal 
Provinces  Don  Anastacio  Bustamente  and  the  Council  of  State 
who  made  separate  reports  on  it — The  Imperor  on  the  18  of  february 
1823  issued  the  Decree  Authorising  me  to  complete  the  Colony  and 
regulating  the  quantity  of  Lands  to  be  distributed  to  the  Settlers  in 
Conformity  with  the  Colonization  Law,  a  translation  of  which 
Decree  accompanies  this  Statement — marked  A. — As  Soon  as  I 
received  this  decree  of  the  Emperor  I  considered  my  business  finished 
and  prepared  to  leave  Mexico,  but  the  Storm  which  the  forcible 
proclamation  of  the  Emperor  had  engendered  now  burst  forth  from 
every  quarter  and  threatened  to  speedy  Subversion  of  a  throne  which 
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had  been  reared  in  opposition  to  the  publie  ^vill— New  difficulties 
now  presented  themselves  which  I  doubted  in\<rht  p()ssil,lv  at  s^inie 
period  involve  the  Interests  of  the  Settlers  for  whom  I  had  Ijecn  so 
jlong  labouring— It  was  an  Avowed  principle  with  the  new  revolu- 
jtionists  who  had  raised  the  Republican  flag  in  o{)i)t..sition  to  the 
I  Imperial  that  the  Emperor  was  an  Usurper,  that  the  Legislative 
I  Body  created  by  him  and  called  the  Junta  Nacional  Instkuyente 
I  who  passed  the  Colonization  Law  was  illegally  Constituted  And  that 
all  the  Acts  of  the  Imperial  Government  were  void  not  even  except- 
ing those  which  were  Sanctioned  by  Congress  before  its  dispersion 
ifor  it  was  Contended  that,  that  body  acted  from  Coercion  and  not 
with  the  liberty  of  a  deliberative  Assembly  of  the  peoples  represent- 
atives— How   far  this  principle  would  be  recognized  by  the  new 
Government  that  was  to  succeed  the  Imperial  was  problematical 
And  as  I  had  Spent  so  much  time  and  money  I  determined  to  await 
the  issue  of  the  then  pending  revolution  And  if  necessary  apply  to 
!  the  new  Gov*-  for  a  Confirmation  of  the  Grant  which  I  had  received 
from  the  Emperor — Accordingly  I  waited  untill  the  detlironement 
of  the  Emperor  the  last  of  March  and  the  final  reestabli.>hnunt  of 
the  Congress,  And  then  to  remove  All  doubts  which  might  Arise  as 
to  the  Competency  of  the  Authority  that  gave  me  the  Grant  I  pre- 
sented a  petition  to  Congress  praying  them  to  Confirm  the  said 
Grant  which  was  acted  on  the  10  of  April  and  passed  to  the  Supreme 
Executive  power  who  were  Authorized  to  confirm  it  if  they  thought 
proper,  And  on  the  14  o£  April  they  did  by  their  Decree  Confinn 
it.  As  will  Appear  by  translations  of  the  Said  Decrees  of  Congre* 
and  of  the  Executive  power  which  also  Accompanies  this  Statement 
Marked  B   and  C— 

My  Business  was  now  finished  by  the  highest  Authority  known 
to  this  or  any  other  Nation  that  is  governed  by  the  represenUtive 
System  to  wit  the  Sovereign  Congress  of  the  people  m  the  free  and 
legal  exercise  of  their  functions.  And  I  left  Mexico  on  the  lb  o 
April  wanting  only  10  days  to  be  One  year  from  niy  Arrival  m  it 
on  this  Mission-I  took  the  precaution  to  have  Copies  of  the  docu- 
ments relative  to  this  Colony  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mandant General  of  the  Eastern  Internal  provmces  at  Monte  re^ 
And  Also  to  have  them  sent  direct  to  the  ^^-'^^^'^^-^^^  j^^^^^ 
Province  that  records  of  them  might  remain  "^/^^^^^y^  J^^  .^^  jj 
each  As  well  as  in  the  Secretary  of  States  Office  in  f  ^^^  -^J^^P;;! 
the  chances  of  their  preservation  in  case  Accident  should  e^el  d.stro> 
the  records  of  either  of  those  Offices. 

I  now  hurried  towards  Texas  to  meet  the  -^^  ^  f  ^.^^^^^ 
them  of  their  safety  and  the  happy  resiil  tot  -^y'^^^Z 
from  the  Oppressive  burthen  which  had  Come  upon  m^  mmd 
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such  a  length  of  time — Owing  to  sundry  delays  in  Monterrey  whicl' 
I  could  not  very  well  avoid  and  which  were  caused  by  my  Anxiety 
to  perfect  the  work  I  had  so  far  progressed  with  I  did  not  arrive 
in  San  Antonio  de  Bexar  until  July  in  Company  with  the  ne^^. 
Governor  Luciano  Garcia  who  was  appointed  to  succeed  Trespala " 
cios — You  will  perceive  by  the  decree  of  the  Emperor  that  the  lands' 
were  t(5  be  laid  off  for  the  Settlers  and  Titles  given  therefor  b} 
myself  in  Conjunction  with  the  Governor  of  this  Province  or  i\ 
Commissioner  whom  he  should  name — The  Governor  appointed  the 
Baron  de  Bastrop  this  Com""-  and  we  arrived  in  Company  on  the 
Colorado   in   August — On   my    arrival   the   Settlers   were   publicly! 
notified  and  informed  of  the  manner  in  which  they  were  to  procurel 
their  lands  both  by  the  Com'"-  and  mj^self,  And  I  was  very  particular 
to  inform  them  all  and  in  the  most  public  manner  that  the  term^; 
originally  established  by  me  relative  to  the  cost  of  their  lands  must' 
be  adhered  to — The  first  Object  After  my  return  was  to  get  the 
Land  Surveyed,  an  object  of  equally  as  much  importance  as  the. 
Titles  themselves  and  one  which  was  embraced  in  my  original  Con- 
tract with  the  Settlers,  for  I  was  bound  not  only  to  procure  titlesj 
for  their  Lands  but  also  to  survey  them  and  pay  all  other  Expencesj 
whatever  attending  the  completion  of  their  Titles  An  Obligation 
which  was  binding  on  me  for  ever,  unless  released  therefrom  by  a 
noncompliance  on  the  part  of  the  Settlers  with  their  part  of  the  said 
Contract — Before  I  arrived  in  the  Colony  after  my  return  from' 
Mexico  I  studied  the  whole  subject  with  all  the  attention  which  my' 
feeble  capacity  would  allow  me  to  devote  to  one  of  such  importance 
to  the  settlers  as  well  as  to  the  Government  whose  interests  it  was! 
also  our  duty  to  promote. 

Two  plans  presented  themselves  for  Completing  the  settlement — 
One  was  to  let  each  Settler  run  his  lines  as  he  pleased,  and  mark 
them  or  not,  or  define  his  Tract  by  natural  or  imaginary  boundaries 
and  make  out  the  Deeds  accordingly — And  only  requiring  them  to  j 
pay  the  Expenses  which  were  due  to  the  Government  but  by  adopting  !  * 
this  plan  I  should  as  I  considered  have  forfeited  my  part  of  the  ' 
Original  Contract  with  the  Settlers  which  was  to  survey  and  clear 
out  their  lands  as  well  as  to  procure  Titles  for  them,  A  Contract  ' 
which  I  thought  I  had  no  right  to  change,  besides  I  had  seen  and 
we  have  all  seen  or  heard  of  the  difficulties  and  confusion  which  ■; 
arose  and  still  exists  in  Kentucky,  Tennessee  And  many  other  States  ; 
in  consequence  of  locations  being  made  without  actual  Surveys,  tracts  ; 
or  parts  of  tracts,  when  run  out  were  found  to  interfere  with  each  j 
other  and  hence  arose  a  source  of  litigation  which  has  involved  \ 
hundreds  and  I  may  say  thousands  in  the  perplexing  mazes  and  . 
hopeless  uncertainties  of  law  Suits  which  after  harrassing  a  family 
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for  years  and  like  a  Moth  devouring  its  substance  finally  involved 
them  in  ruin  and  beggary — 

To   Comply  therefore  with  my  part  of  the  Contract  with  the 

Settlers  m  full  And  at  the  same  time  to  save  them  from  even  the 

j  possibility  of  difficulty  hereafter  relative  to  thoir  lines  I  detennined 

!  to  survey  the  Lands  regularly  and  accurately  and  to  continue  upon 

myself   the    responsibility   which   my   original   Contract   with   the 

I  Settlers  imposed  on  me  of  being  personally  responsible  for  the  ex- 

I  pence  of  Surveying,  for  the  Expences  due  to  the  Governm'    and 

I  for  all  other  Expences  whatever;  expecting  that  the  settlei-s  would 

comply  with  their  part  of  the  Contract  by  paying  the  sum  orijrinallv 

I  stipulated — There  were  also  other  considerations  which  urged  the 

Adoption  or  rather  the  continuance  of  this  plan— The  fees  due  to 

j  the  Governm'-  would  have  to  be  paid  in  Casli— The  Expenses  ^f 

I  Surveying  if  any  was  done  would  Also  have  been  burthen-ome  in 

many  instances  to  the  Settlers  to  advance,  besides  the  Hi*st  Settlers 

who  had  borne  all  the  difficulties  of  establishing  the  Country  would 

.  have  then  been  placed  on  an  Equality  with  those  who  came  later 

I  after  all  the  difficulties  were  over,  provisions  weie  ])lenty,  and  the 

Indians  forced  into  subjection — Whereas  the  plan  which  I  adopte«l 

relative  to  the  payments  would  have  removed  all  these  difficulties 

j  and  enabled  the  first  Settlers  to  reap  the  full  fruits  of  their  Arduous 

labors  to  the  extent  they  merited,  and  that  without  the  delay  which 

a    different    plan    would    likely   have    produced.    I    informed    the 

Settlers  on  my  arrival  that  I  would  receive  any  kind  of  property 

from  them.  And  give  them  their  own  time  to  pay  it  in,  at  the  same 

time  requesting  those  who  were  able  to  do  so  to  aid  me  all  they 

could,  for  that  I  had  so  far  faithfully  Complied  with  my  part  of 

the  Contract  with  them  And  thought  that  in  justice  they  ought  to 

do  the  same  towards  me— I  never  said  that  any  one  ought  to  pay 

one  Cent  before  he  received  his  Title-The  new  Settlers  who  came  in 

and  who  had  no  privations  to  undergo  in  Comparison  to  the  hrst 

Settlers  I  did  say  ought  to  make  more  prompt  payment  And  m  this 

Arrangement  I  consulted  the  Interests  of  the  old  settlers,  for  tlie 

i  sums  I  should  have  thus  received  would  have  enabled  me  to  have 

paid  a  part  of  the  surveying  fees.  And  Governm;-  on  the  Lands 

of  the  Old  Settlers  without  harrassing  them  to  raise  the  Money- 

from  those  who  did  not  pay  money  or  some  other  property  that  cou  d 

be  used  I  intended  to  have  taken  notes  payable  m  Cotton  in  yearh 

installments,  of  One  two  or  Six  years  according  to  the  situat     of 

the  person-This  would  not  have  been  ^PP^^^^l.  ^^/J^^'^^  T 

could  have  paid  two  or  three  hundred  pounds  of  Cotton  ann       7 

without  ever  feeling  it-these  notes  would  have  insur^l  a  .  rt.u  t^^ 

of  receiving  a  specific  quantity  of  Cotton  annually  And  this 
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tainly  would  have  given  me  credit  with  some  Merchant  in  Nei 
Orleans  to  advance  me  Cotton  Gins  and  a  Vessel,  to  prepare  amj 
transport  to  market  this  as  well  as  all  other  Cotton  made  in  th( 
Country,  and  thus  in  One  year  the  Cotton  trade  would  have  beei, 
in  full  Operation  which  is  the  principal  thing  that  is  to  raise  Li;r 
from  poverty — Besides  Another  branch  of  my  plan  was  to  hire  aii 
many  workmen  As  I  could  to  build  Mills  Cotton  Gins  And  Any  otheJ 
Improvements  that  would  have  advanced  the  Country  and  thu: 
enable  those  who  did  not  wish  to  clear  their  farms  immediately  an^ 
raise  Cotton  to  pay  for  their  land  in  that  way — And  in  f urtherancJ  pp 
of  this  plan  I  have  already  Commenced  a  Mill  on  the  Creek  abovf! 
Town — The  Operation  of  this  plan  would  have  been  to  save  th( 
Old  Settlers  from  being  harrassed  in  any  way  relative  to  their  lands 
for  a  portion  of  that  part  of  the  Expences  which  they  would  hav( 
been  Compelled  to  advance  under  a  different  System  would  havtj 
been  paid  by  the  New  Settlers — The  Land  would  have  all  been  ac- 
curately and  regularly  run  off  whereby  difficulties  both  immediate! 
and  remote  would  have  been  avoided — The  Cotton  Trade  would  have| 
been  established  at  once  The  Country  would  have  been  improved 
by  Mills  and  Machinery  without  delay,  And  by  these  means  Avould 
have  advanced  more  during  the  next  year  than  under  a  different 
System  it  probably  could  have  done  in  four  or  five- — 

It  has  been  objected  to  this  that  I  am  making  an  immense  for- 
tune^ A  great  Speculation  out  of  the  Settlers —  Let  us  examine  Care- 
fully this  subject  by  the  application  of  Arithmetical  calculation 
to  it  and  see  what  appears  to  be  the  result —  The  Surveying  Averag- 
ing One  League  with  Another  and  taking  the  bends  of  the  Elvers 
and  Oblong  Leagues  will  cost  about  $70  per  League  which  for  300 
would  be  $21,000 —  The  Taxes  due  to  the  Government  independent  of 
the  Surveying  as  fixed  by  the  late  regulation  is  $165.4  Cash  on  each 
League  wdiich  for  300  [is]  $49,600.4  making  together  the  sum  of 
$70,600.4  to  which  I  made  myself  personally  responsible  for  and 
$49,600.4  of  that  in  Cash  to  the  Government,  And  for  the  Whole 
of  which  Sum  I  might  have  been  called  on  for  in  one  year —  To 
raise  this  sum  I  should  have  had  claims  on  the  Settlers  for  $555  per 
League  which  for  300  would  have  made  $166,500  payable  in  prop- 
erty at  a  distant  period  and  in  small  installments  and  that  property 
received  at  double  or  treble  what  it  would  actually  bring  in  Cash — : 
for  I  appeal  to  you  all  to  say  whether  I  would  now  get  either  here 
or  any  where  else  40,  50  or  60  Dlls  for  horaes  which  I  have  received  at 
$100.  120  and  160  Dlls  and  all  other  property  in  the  Same  propor- 
tion—  Independent  of  this  Calculate  the  risk  I  run  in  transporting 
this  property  to  Market  and  converting  it  into  Money —  the  proba- 
bility of  being  Compelled  to  force  Sales  at  any  Sacrifice  to  raise 
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Money  to  pay  the  Surveyors  and  Government  feos-  the  time,  Cost, 
and  labor  expended  in  the  business  and  the  pecuniarj-  responsibUity 
imposed  on  me  by  it—  Then  add  to  this  the  labor  and  expcnce  in- 
curred  by  my  Father  to  obtain  the  original  permission,  his  health 
destroyed  and  Life  sacrificed—  Also  the  three  years  perplexinp  and 
fatiguing  Labors  which  I  have  undergone  and'the  Money  expended 
to  perfect  the  Grant,  And  to  all  this  Add  the  vast  burthen  of  n-sponsi- 
j  bility  which  rests  upon  me,  to  be  Accountable  for  the  good  Conduct 
of  the  Settlers,  And  the  perplexing  task  of  administering  the  Civil 
Government  of  the  Colony,  And  then  Ask  yourselves  whether  you 
would  not  rather  take  your  Single  League  of  Land  in  peace  than  to 
receive  what  I  am  entitled  to  together  with  the  12kts  an  acre  And 
be  involved  in  the  Labyrinth  of  trouble  and  Vexation  and  responsi- 
bility that  I  am —  As  regards  the  equivalent  which  you  were  to 
receive  for  this  12|cts  an  Acre,  was  it  not  worth  if/  And  if  you 
could  not  have  obtained  it  any  other  way  would  you  have  been 
unwilling  to  pay  that  Sum  for  it?     And  could  you  or  wotdd  you  ever 
have  obtained  it  unless  through  my  exertions?     I  Have  been  thus 
lengthy  in  this  exposition  because  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  explain 
to  you  fully  every  step  I  had  taken  or  intended  to  take  in  ihe  Husi- 
ness —  You  now  can  form  your  own  Opinion  relative  to  the  merits 
or  demerits  of  my  exertions  And  particularly  whether  I  ought  in 
justice  to  be  charged  with  illegally  and  unjustly  speculating  on 
the  Settlers  as  I  am  told  I  have  been  by  a  few,  And  whether  the 
Conditions  made  public  by  me  in  the  beginning  of  the  settlement 
was  not  in  fact  a  proposal  for  a  fair  And  specific  Contract  in  which 
I  was  one  Party  And  All  who  applied  to  me  for  a  settlement  in  this 
Colony  formed  the  other  party  ?     And  whether  every  honorable  man 
ought  not  to  feel  himself  in  Equity  bound  to  that  Contract,  even 
if  the  Government  of  this  Province  declared  otherwise-  It  is  a  well 
acknowledged  rule  that  a  Man's  labor  merits  reward  m  proportion  to 
the  benefits  derived  from  it,  and  also  that  the  value  of  an  Article 
is  prized  in  proportion  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaming  't-  Apply 
this  rule  to  the  present  case-  When  my  Father  obtained  the  per- 
mission for  this  Settlement  no  other  person  had  ever  been  ahl    l^^ 
fore  that  time  to  procure  such  a  privilege,  And  A  tho  hundreds  of 
applications  have  been  made,  no  one  has  ever  obtained  ^s^ 
And  the  families  who  have  settled  in  ^^erent  pujs  of  t^^^^^ 
out  of  this  Colony  are  at  the  entire  mercy  o    the  ^^^^  ™7;  7;  ^ 
out  the  least  Security  whatever  that  they  wdl  --.^f  ^^  f,;;;;^ 
be  permitted  to  rem[ai]n  in  the  V^^^^^^::^ ^ ^ ll.r 
they  have  chosen,-  the  pnvdege  ^^^ff  ^^^  P^'^^^^  J   ;e,  ,,creeded 
and  perfected  by  me  was  difficult  to  ge   ^or  no  one  h^^^  -e  ^.  ^^  ^^  ^^, 
in  getting  it  before  him,  nor  smce,  And  it  nas 
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Father,  More  than  three  years  of  my  labour,  A  Trip  to  Mexico,  And 
immense  expence,  All  which  was  at  my  own  individual  risk  If  there- 
fore the  above  rule  can  be  applied  to  this  case,  'that  an  xVrticle  is 
prized  in  proportion  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  it'  Surely  the. 
privileges  I  have  obtained  for  the  settlers  of  this  Colony  ought  to- 
be  prized  highly —  And  Also  if  my  labors  are  to  be  valued  in  propor-' 
tion  to  the  benefits  which  the  Settlers  receive  from  them,  they  are 
worth  Something,  that  is  if  it  is  considered  that  a  League  of  Land! 
here  is  of  any  value —  I  therefore  cannot  help  considering  that  the! 
Contract  Originally  made  between  me  and  the  settlers  in  justice  is 
and  ought  to  be  obligatory  on  both  parties  And  Whether  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  Province  can  properly  interfere  in  my  private  Contracts,! 
And  release  the  Settlers  from  all  legal  obligation  to  comply  with 
them,  is  a  question  Which  I  shall  not  enter  upon —  If  however  you 
admit  the  principle  and  say  that  he  can  interfere  in  one  private 
Contract  And  dissolve  it  why  may  he  not  with  equal  justice  do  the 
same  in  all?     Where  is  the  stopping  place?     Where  is  the  Security 
for  any  man  who  Contracts  to  do  a  certain  Specific  thing  for  a  fixed 
sum,  if  the  Contract  can  be  dissolved  in  this  manner? 

It  might  however  be  observed  that  if  the  Settlers  Consider  the 
Original  Contract  dissolved  on  their  parts  why  have  not  I  the  same 
privilege  to  consider  myself  also  free  from  all  Obligation  to  procure 
titles  for  their  lands !  and  say  to  those  who  refuse  to  Comply  with 
the  Original  terms  stipulated  with  them — Attend  to  your  business — 
Go  elsewhere  to  procure  your  Titles — I  will  have  nothing  more  to 
do  with  the  Business — A  thing  which  I  might  in  justice  do,  if  the 
Original  Contract  was  disregarded.  And  which  I  certainly  would  do 
were  I  to  be  governed  solely  by  motives  of  self  interest — for  it  must 
be  evident  to  you  all  that  if  I  receive  nothing  from  the  settlers  a 
further  prosecution  of  the  object  would  only  involve  me  still  more 
in  pecuniary  difficulty  and  ruin — for  I  am  to  get  22^  Leagues  of 
Land  half  of  which  was  disposed  of  in  the  beginning  to  raise  funds 
to  enable  me  to  effect  the  object  as  I  before  stated  which  leaA^es  llj 
Leagues  to  my  share — Now  suppose  that  these  llj  Leagues  were  sold 
at  this  time  to  raise  money  to  replace  what  I  have  expended  in  the 
Business  And  to  pay  the  debts  I  have  been  obliged  to  contract  Avith 
Surveyors  and  others  would  it  not  still  leave  me  in  debt  to  say 
nothing  of  my  time  And  labour  for  more  than  3  years  past — What- 
ever may  be  the  determination  of  the  Settlers  in  this  point  I  hope 
they  will  do  me  the  justice  to  take  a  full  and  impartial  view  of  the 
whole  subject  and  not  be  too  ready  to  condemn  me  as  a  speculator 
on  the  poor,  a  charge  which  I  am  told  a  few  discontented  Men  have

titself,  unless  my  first  plan  is  still  continued,  for  it  will  be  difficult  to 
Iprocure  surveyors  at  $27  per  League  and  I  am  induced  to  believe  im 
possible  to  procure  them-The  Settlers  must  therefore  be  content 
iwith  imperfect  Surveys  of  their  land  or  aid  the  surveyors  in  carry- 
mg  the  chain  marking  etc.— Another  difficulty  is  that  unless  the  lami 
is  regularly  run  off,  so  as  to  join  where  the  nature  of  the  situation 
jwill  admit  of  some  Confusion  may  Arise  in  making  locations  and 
phe  Settlement  of  a  neighbonrhood  be  greatly  disarran^red  whit-h 
jmight  have  been  Compact,  for  the  Governor  his  orderecUhat  here- 
after no  sitio  tracts  can  be  run  in  any  other  way  than  in  full  leagues 
j— So   that  if  locations  are  made  so  as  to  leave  fractions  of  \  or  i  etc 
jetc  of  a  League  between  them,  those  fractions  could  not  be  occupied 
jat  all  imtill  the  public  lands  were  generally  disposed  of— I  wish  to 

fiake  one  observation  as  regards  the  Surveys  generally— Many  of 
ou  say  that  you  came  here  to  procure  Land  for  your  children,  if  so 
fought  you  to  get  that  Land  for  them  in  a  way  that  even  by  possibility 
might  involve  them  in  lawsuits  hereafter  relative  to  their  lines? 
[And  if  the  surveys  are  not  regularly  and  fully  Completed  and 
marked  will  it  be  possible  to  avoid  interference  and  consequent 
future  litigation  and  perhaps  ruin  to  yourselves  or  to  your  heirs,  and 
jis  it  not  better  that  you  should  have  your  land  surveyed  in  fidl  even 
at  any  reasonable  cost  than  to  locate  at  random— 

1  will  now  make  a  few  observations  relative  to  the  Civil  (lovernnieiit 
of  this  Colony  And  then  Close  this  Statement— The  responsibility  of 
Ithe  public  Order  and  Administration  of  justice  in  this  Colony  wa.s 
jimposed  upon  me  by  the  Superior  Government  as  you  see  by  the 
jDecree  of  the  Emperor— This  charge  is  however  only  provisional  as 
k  have  always  informed  you  untill  the  Colony  is  filled  up  And  you 
Ihave  the  members  to  appoint  your  Ayuntamientos  or  representative 
ibodies— The  legal  jurisdiction  of  each  of  these  Ayuntamientos  As 
jthe  Governor  informs  me  is  five  Leagues  square  when  the  popula- 
jtion  Admits  of  that  division— these  divisions  are  called  partidos  or 
jprescincts  And  also  elect  their  Alcaldes— A  number  of  these  pre^ 
jscincts  forms  a  district,  And  the  Ayuntamiento  of  the  Capital  of 
Ithe  District  has  in  some  respects  a  kind  of  superintendance  in  a  few 
things  over  the  others,  And  there  is  Also  appointed  a  Judge  for  each 
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of  said  Districts  called  in  Spanish  a  Juez  de  letras  or  Judge  of  Learn- 
ing— In  this  way  this  Colony  will  be  organized  as  soon  as  it  can  b<[ 
done — I  wished  the  Governor  to  do  it  when  here,  but  he  thought  ii 
too  soon  And  promised  to  do  it  in  the  fall  I  am  particularly  Anxioui^ 
to  see  this  arrangement  Completed  for  it  will  release  me  from  th(' 
disagreeable  task  now  imposed  upon  me  and  will  probably  be  much 
more  satisfactory  to  the  people  as  then  they  will  be  governed  by  Mer. 
elected  by  themselves,  for  these  Ayuntamientos  are  a  species  of  Seleclj 
Men  or  Council  elected  Annually  by  the  people  of  the  prescinct,  Anc 
the  Alcaldes  are  also  elected  in  the  same  way 

The  office  I  now  hold  was  never  sought  for  by  me  from  choice  oi 
inclination  but  it  must  have  been  filled  by  some  one  untill  the  Colon}  . 
was  organized  and  I  thought  it  would  promote  the  general  interests  I 
of  us  all  much  more  to  take  it  myself  than  to  rim  the  risk  of  having  '* 
an  officer  sent  here  who  knew  nothing  of  our  language  customs  oi 
dispositions — I  have  never  sought  after  appointments  And  never  shal 
but  I  deem  it  the  duty  of  every  one  to  serve  his  Country  when  calle 
on  to  do  it  so  far  as  his  Capacity  will  admit —

Stephen  F.  Austin  in  his  memorial  to  the  Mexican  Government 
first  stated  the  quantity  of  land  he  had  promised  to  the  settlers  under 
the  arrangement  with  Gov'*-  Martinez  And  prayed  the  Gov^-  to  confirm 
that  quantity  to  them  or  designate  the  quantity  they  were  to  have 
And  also  that  certain  fixed  limits  should  be  established  for  the 
Colony — 2^<^'y-  He  prayed  that  the  mode  of  making  out  the  titles  and 
delivering  them  to  the  Settlers  should  be  fixed — S^^^^  He  asked  for 
permission  to  settle  as  many  families  in  the  limits  which  he  prayed 
for  as  the  land  in  those  limits  would  permit.  4^^^^-  He  required  to 
know  the  quantity  of  land  that  w^-  be  allowed  to  him  for  his  own 
use.  5*^'^-  He  asked  for  Authority  to  found  a  Town — 6 — He  asked 
the  Gov*^-  to  designate  the  manner  in  which  the  Civil  Gov'-  of  the 
Colony  should  be  administered  in  its  commencement  and  untill  it  was 
completed — 

This  Mem'-  was  presented  9  months  before  the  passage  of  the  Colo- 
nization Law  and  was  referred  to  the  Council  of  State  who  made  a 
lengthy  report  thereon  after  the  said  law  was  published,  a  copy  of 
which  report  also  accompanies  the  decree  of  the  Emperor  and  upon 
that  report  was  founded  the  following  Decree  of  the  Emperor^

This  is  a  priviledge  if  granted  will  in  the  humble  Opinion  of  these  j 
Inhabitants  Greatly  benefit  the  eastern  section  of  the  Nation  with-j 
out  in  the  least  injuring  that  branch  of  the  Kevenue  derived  fromj 
Tobacco  and  it  is  also  one  which  it  is  conceived  that  the  peculiar . 
situation  of  this  province  and  the  long  sufferings  and  distresses  of  | 
its  inhabitants  gives  them  strong  Claims  to  ask  for —    The  province 
of  Texas  must  solely  depend  upon  Agriculture  for  its  support  hav-  j 
ing  no  mines  to  enrich  it.     Also  its  situation  on  the  sea  Coast  will 
afford  great  facilities  for  the  exportation  of  its  Agricultural  produc- 
tions 

If  therefore  the  Government  will  encourage  its  Agriculture  it 
Might  rise  from  its  present  state  of  wretchedness  and  misery  and  in- 
stead of  being  an  expense  to  the  Nation  to  defend  it  from  the  sav-

The  last  dispute  I  had  with  him  I  told  him  the  business 
between  him  and  myself  was  like  an  old  sore  healing  up  I  did  not 
"I  wish  to  tear  it  open  afresh,    since  then  he  stops  at  my  house  eats 
li  and  drinks  I  do  the  same  at  his  house,  so  far  we  are  friends  hut  I 
still  think  it  my  duty  to  prevent  him  from  deceiving  othere  as  he 
I  has  me,  on  his  return  from  S*  Antonio  he  spoke  very  ill  against 
'  the  Political  Chief  and  counsel  stating  that  he  was  fifteen  days  dis- 
puting with  them  in  supporting  the  American  settlers  in  this  Dis- 
I  trict,  but  gave  no  correct  information  respecting  the  intentions  of 
|i  Government  about  this  district.     Since  that  time  a  Spaniard  has 
passed  through  here  from  S*  Antonio  and  who  is  said  to  be  a  good 
!  Man — his  name  is  sounded,  Hose  Ankle  [Jose  Angel]  he  infornu'd  me 
'  that  Gains  while  at  S*  Antonio  spoke  very  bad  of  all  tlie  Americans 
in  this  settlement.    I  since  lern  that  he  gave  Col  Bean  the  same  ac- 
count but  spoke  more  fully  to  him  as  he  speaks  Spanish  well,    since 
that  time  some  setlers  from  the  Brassos  has  passed  here  and  infonn 
the  Inhabitants  that  Don  Jose  Anto  Saucedo  while  at  the  Brassos 
gave  you  the  same  information  and  go  so  far  as  to  relate  your 
answer — 

I  wish  you  to  write  me  and  inform  if  this  is  true  the  people  here  all 
believe  it.  if  true,  I  feel  confident  that  you  would  be  among  the  last 
men  that  would  attempt  to  screen  a  man  that  was  capible  of  such 
disception, 

We  are  here  quite  ignorant  of  the  late  regulations  of  Government 
respecting  this  District  the  papers  that  have  come  on  have  been  trans- 
lated by  Col  Bean  but  so  badly  that  we  can  make  but  little  scnce  of 
it,  there  is  many  reports  we  do  not  know  what  to  believe  I  wdl  take 
it  as  a  great  favour  if  you  will  give  me  such  information  as  you 
may  possess  on  this  subject,  that  I  may  know  what  to  depend  on 
I  think  that  Saucedo  must  have  conversed  with  you  on  this  subject 
such  part  as  you  wish  to  be  considered  as  confidential  you  will  please 
to  name-by  complying  with  this  request  you  will  add  to  Uie  many

first^  opportunity  i  have  had  Since  your  Brother  Lift  this,  I  also 
Send  you  a  package  of  News  Papers  and  an  Almanac  that  may  be 
of  use  to  you,  I  will  Send  you  more  Papers  Soon,  Dear  Sir,  I  wish 
to  know  whether  you  would  be  willing  to  grant  or  sell  640  Acres  of 
Land  more  or  less  to  my  Self  and  family  on  the  River  Brazos  to  be 
chosen  by  your  Self,  Provided  I  did  not  Move  out  on  it  for  one  or

Sir, 

I  rec^  your  letter  this  morning  informing  me  of  the  affair  with 
three  Karankaways  on  the  River  near  Keykendalls  and  m  which 
you  request  the  men  from  here  to  meet  on  the  15  instead  of  the  20-- 
It  will  be  impossible  to  give  notice  to  the  men  in  the  upper  part  of 
this  Company  Sooner  than  tomorrow  and  it  then  would  take  them 
2  days  to  get  to  the  place  of  rendavous,  I  have  therefore  thought 
it  most  advisable  to  send  on  as  many  as  are  ready  from  this  place 
one  of  whom  will  go  by  the  fort  to  hurry  those  rom  that  quar  er- 
on  the  16-  or  night  of  the  15.  I  think  it  would  be  adu  b  e  fo 
you  to  send  out  three  sets  of  spies,  one  down  the  ^^ ^^^^ 
down  the  west  bank  of  the  Colorado  and  one  over  -  -  f  ^^  ^^ 
towards  La  Baca  with  a  view  of  ^-^^^^^  ^^^^'''l^^^^^^^^^ 
camped,  the  spies  should  be  most  particularly  chaigod  to  use  e^eI7 
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possible  precaution  to  prevent  their  being  seen  by  the  Indians,  and 
to  return  to  the  place  fixed  upon  for  the  general  rendavous  on  the;  - 
night  of  the  19*^ — by  which  time,  all  the  Men  will  [be]  there,  and  *? 
as  the  Spies  will  probably  find  the  Camps  of  the  Indians  you  can, 
then  March  directly  to  them  with  your  whole  force — also  it  would 
be  advisable  to  keep  out  a  few  spies  close  round  the  Settlement  con- 
stantly— least  there  should  be  some  other  small  parties  of  Indians 
hid  in  the  brush — I  make  these  suggestions  as  my  opinion  of  the; 
best  course  to  pursue,  but  being  on  the  spot  you  ought  to  be  more 
capable  of  judging  what  steps  are  necessary  and  will  consequently 
use  your  own  discretion  as  regards  this  particular  or  any  other  cir- 
cumstances in  the  business — I  am  obliged  to  meet  the  Committee 
on  the  16*^  at  Col.  Groces  who  were  appointd  at  the  Gen^  Meeting 
on  the  5**^  of  this  Month  to  finish  that  business,  and  on  the  20.  in- 
tend starting  John  Austin  and  Kennedy  to  San  Antonio  to  accom- 
pany the  Political  chief  of  the  Province  to  this  Place,  in  order  to 
Sign  and  complete  the  deeds  for  the  Settlers  so  that  it  will  be  im 
possible  for  me  to  go  to  jour  Section  of  the  Country  at  this  time 
without  neglecting  other  matters  of  great  importance  to  the  Settlers. 

Should  you  lack  officers  as  you  probably  will  you  must  make  tem- 
porary appointments  for  the  trip,  of  Lieutenants,  Sergents  and  Cor- 
porals, taking  care  to  consult  the  wishes  of  the  men  so  as  not  to 
create  any  dissatisfaction —

In  conformity  with  the  decree  of  the  Superior  Government  of  the 
Mexican  Nation  dated  at  the  City  of  Mexico  the  18  day  of  February 
1823  and  in  complyance  with  the  commission  and  instructions  issued 
to  me  by  Brigidier  General  Don  Felipe  de  la  Garza  Commandant 
General  of  the  Eastern  Internal  Provinces  dated  at  the  city  of 
Monterrey  the  16  day  of  June  1823  whereby  I  am  fully  empowered 
and  ordered  to  form  a  Battalion  of  Militia  in  this  Colony  so  soon 
as  the  number  would  justify  it  and  to  command  the  same  with  the 
rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  until  the  organization  of  this  Colony  is 
finally  completed  and  the  Militia  are  regulated  by  the  Ayuntamientos 
agreeably  to  the  laws  on  that  subject;  and  considering  that  our 
numbers  are  sufficient  to  form  a  Battalion  and  that  the  public 
security  requires  it  I  have  thought  proper  to  order  that  a  Battalion 
shall  be  immediately  organized  in  the  following  manner — to  con- 
tinue untill  the  Government  order  otherwise,  or  untill  the  augmenta- 
tion of  numbers  may  require  an  alteration —

:  The  inhabitants  living  in  the  Colony  formed  by  the  Empresario 
iStephen  F.  Austin  on  the  Brazos  and  Colorado  Rivei-s  m  the 
Province  of  Texas  being  desirous  to  be  and  for  ever  rema  n  in 
perfect  peace  and  harmony  with  all  the  tribes  of  Indians  and  con- 
tsidering  that  the  Wecos  Tawacaneys  and  Toweasse.  on  tJie  13razo. 
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are  our  nigh  neighbors  and  that  the  mutual  convenience  and  interesti 
of  the  settlers  as  well  as  of  those  Indians  requires  that  the  most' 
perfect  friendship  and  harmony  should  prevail  between  them,  and 
that  a  clean  commercial  intercourse  should  be  established  and  kept 
up  between  this  Colony  and  those  Indians  which  it  has  been  repre-' 
sented  is  the  sincere  wish  and  desire  of  the  chief  of  those  tribes. 

Therefore  I  Stephen  F.  Austin  Lieut  Col  of  Militia  Empresario 
of  this  Colony  charged  with  the  administration  of  its  civil  affairs 
and  the  preservation  of  good  order  do  by  these  presents  appoint 
as  Commissioners  to  visit  said  Indians  on  the 
part  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Colony  and  to  represent  to  them 
that  our  objects  in  settling  in  this  country  are  purely  of  an  agricul- 
tural nature,  that  we  have  settled  under  the  authority  and  by  the 
permission  of  the  Supreme  powers  of  the  Mexican  nation,  that  we 
view  all  the  Indians  tribes  as  our  friends  and  brothers  and  wish 
to  live  in  peace  and  trade  freely  with  all,  and  as  the  Wecos  and 
their  neighbors  and  the  Mexicans  have  always  been  friends  we  wish 
to  establish  a  friendly  understanding  with  them  and  offer  them  our 
hands  as  brothers,  who  will  be  always  willing  to  trade  with  them 
and  receive  them  as  our  friends — and  that  there  may  arise  no  mis- 
understanding on  the  subject  the  settlers  have  sent  up  the  said

Austin  to  Waco  Indians:  A  Talk 

[June  — ,  1824.] 

I  call  you  brothers  because  the  chiefs  of  your  nation  who  came  to 
the  Colorado  about  3  Moons  ago  told  the  Americans  who  live  there 
that  the  Wecos  and  Tawakanes  were  friends  and  wished  to  be  at 
peace  with  them — 

The  Americans  and  Wecos  have  always  been  friends  and  met  and 
parted  like  brothers  and  so  they  ought  always  to  be — and  so  the 
Americans  always  wish  to  be — but  some  bad  men  of  the  Wecos  or 
some  of  their  friends  last  year  spilt  blood  in  the  path  which  had  be- 
fore then  been  always  clean,  J.  T/  one  of  our  people  was  murdered  on 
the  Guadalupe  by  Indians  who  said  they  were  Wecos — he  was  much 
beloved  by  the  Americans  and  they  all  cried  out  for  revenge — and  I 
intended  to  have  made  a  campain  against  your  towns  to  revenge  the 
murder  for  the  Americans  will  never  suffer  any  of  their  people  to  be 
killed  or  robbed  without  punishing  the  murderers  or  the  robbers  but 
I  heard  of  the  words  of  your  chiefs  on  the  Colorado,  that  they  wished

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you  with  the  settlers  this  I  judge  from  the  Authority  Given  you 
by  the  Supreme  Government  of  the  Nation  I  see  that  the  Governor 
of  the  Province  is  Commissioned  to  assign  the  Titles  to  the  Lands} 
and  to  put  the  settlers  in  possession  or  a  commissioner  by  him  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose.  I  see  no  Authority  given  him  by  the 
Supreme  Gov*,  to  doo  away  the  arrangement  that  you  had  made 
with  the  settlers  and  Establish  a  list  of  Taxes  to  be  paid  by  the  Set- 
tler Contrary  to  the  Laws  of  the  Nation  you  say  in  a  letter  of  a  late 
date  to  McNeel  and  to  others  that  you  are  Ruined  that  the  Governor 
had  Eeduced  the  price  of  Land  to  fore  cents  pr  acre  why  you  should 
have  su jested  such  Ideas  to  McNeel  or  any  one  Else  unless  such  as 
you  aught  to  have  had  more  interest  in  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  it  is 
now  Confirmed  and  believed  by  men  who  never  believed  before  that 
you  have  no  authority  from  the  Government  and  are  only  Imposing 
on  the  people  as  has  always  been  said.  The  fact  is  you  are  entitled 
to  12^  cents  per  acre  for  Lands  from  the  settlers  and  there  is  no 
candid  man  who  would  not  agree  that  they  are  justly  Indebted  that 
amount  for  all  the  lands  he  acquires  through  you  and  were  I  in  youi* 
situation  I  never  would  make  any  man  a  Deed  to  Land  until  I  had 
from  him  an  assurance  for  the  payment  at  12^  cents  per  Acre  those 
are  the  Grounds  on  which  you  have  a  Right  unquestionably  to  ask 
for  pay  and  no  other  and  it  is  on  those  grounds  you  should  ask  it 
you  can  not  say  that  the  Government  gives  you  the  Right  to  ask 
pay  nor  neither  can  you  say  that  the  Governor  of  the  Province  has 
a  right  to  Establish  a  Bill  of  Taxes  to  be  paid  by  the  settlers  to  be 
applied  to  his  own  use  or  to  your  Benefit.  An  attempt  to  collect  pay 
off  of  the  people  in  any  other  way  than  on  a  Contract  made  by  you 
with  the  settlers  would  be  danger  [ous]  and  it  would  have  its  day 
of  Persecution  and  Trouble.  I  hope  Sir  that  you  will  doo  me  the 
Justice  to  believe  that  the  foregoing  observations  are  intended  for 
your  good  as  well  as  for  the  Benefit  of  us  all  As  respects  those  let- 
ters Referred  to  3^ou  must  on  Reflection  concur  with  me  in  saying 
that  they  are  only  calculated  to  Injure  your  standing  and  establish 
more  permanently  the  doubts  of  your  Authority  for  such  use  is  made 
of  them  And  further  to  intimidate  the  Respectable  and  prudent 
Emigrant  who  would  always  prefer  keeping  himself  and  family  out 
of  difficulty  that  might  be  Expected  from  such  Reports.  I  received 
an  Official  Order  from  the  Governor  which  you  will  see  by  Mr.  Wil- 
liams the  purposes  of  said  order  is  vary  contrary  to  my  feelings 
I  shall  not  pay  any  respects  to  it  until  I  see  you.

The  Bearers,  Messrs.  Cherhonier  and  Trizena  are  fitting  out 
a  trading  voyage  and  are  desirous  of  visiting  your  Settlement  if  they 
ican — M^  Cherhonier  is  a  man  of  integrity  and  honour,  has  for  a  con- 
siderable time  had  the  charge  of  our  Public  Academy,  the  other 
gentleman  I  know  only  as  a  merchant,  they  are  worthy  your  atten- 
tion 

I  hear  from  every  body  that  you  have  a  prospect  of  abundant 
crops,  so  that  those  who  may  desire  to  emigrate  thither  need  be 
junder  no  apprehension  for  the  want  of  provisions.  I  am  highly 
pleased  with  the  description  your  brother  gives  of  your  whol  E>tal)- 
lishment  Particularly  the  Town,  the  purity  of  your  well  water  is  of 
jthe  first  Consideration,  the  mills  will  give  great  facility  to  building, 
las  well  as  grinding. 

I  coppied  the  Mexican  Constitution  to  send  to  Washington,  but 
jat  the  same  time  found  by  the  papers  it  was  tliere,  I  have  no

IAs  I  always  intended  to  be  a  proprietor  and  imy  move  there,  1  wi.sh 
Ivou  to  secure  for  me  a  Couple  of  Lotts  adjoining  or  a  whol  .square  as 
you  may  think  proper;  I  am  fond  of  Building  and  am  used  to  it. 
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and  never  like  to  be  crampt.     I  shall  want  near,  lands  for  a  small 
farm ;  I  intend  to  come  and  see  you,  but  cannot  now  fix  the  time. — 

I  am  sorry  I  cannot  send  you  a  Newspaper  containing  W.  Canning 
the  English  Ministers  reply  to  Prince  Polinaz  who  came  to  England 
from  Paris  to  move  the  English  Gov*  to  send  a  delegate  to  meet 
delegates  from  the  holy  Alliance  (or  Allied  powers)  at  the  request 
of  the  king  of  Spain  to  concert  measures  to  reduce  again  under 
the  king  of  Spain  Spanish  America.  M'"  Cannings  reply  is  clear  and 
prompt  he  says  they  will  not  meet  at  Paris  for  the  King  of  Spain;  h 
well  knows  the  opinion  of  England  which  will  not  be  changed.  Eng- 
land will  not  interfere  If  Spain  chooses  to  exhaust  herself  in  so  fruit- 
less an  attempt,  but  will  not  suffer  any  other  power  to  assist  her, 
and  should  any  attempt  it,  England  will  immediately  Acknowledge 
their  independence  and  defend  them,  which  has  been  too  long  de- 
layed, the  reply  is  a  positive  Avowall  of  the  determination  of  Eng- 
land, It  has  disconcerted  the  Allies  and  no  doubt  decided  the  Inde- 
pendence of  Spanish  America,  which  will  soon  be  Recognized  by 
all  Europe  at  least  that  is  the  opinion  in  this  Country. 

You  mention  the  intention  of  sending  a  Regular  Mail,  could  it  be 
connected  with  Mexico  I  have  no  doubt  Our  Post  Master- General 
will  meet  the  proposal  for  an  exchange  of  Mail  as  is  now  done  in 
the  Canada  line  and  Nova  Scotia.  I  am  not  Acquainted  with  the 
Postmaster  General  now  Mr.  McLean  of  Ohio  but  through  Our 
delegates  in  Congress  I  can  have  the  subject  discussed,  and  no  doubt 
the  thing  can  be  affected,  we  now  have  a  Newspaper  Published 
here,  I  have  in  this  packet  of  News  papers  Inclosed  the  Printers 
Prospectus,  he  asks  your  Patronage. 

Our  candidates  for  President  are  J.  Q.  Adams,  W.  H.  Crawford, 
H.  Clay  and  Gen^  Jackson  and  you  can  as  well  judge  who  will  be 
the  successful  Candidate  as  we  can  Clay  or  Jackson  will  feel  more 
interested  for  Mexico  and  of  course  will  be  our  choice;  I  see  a  Bill 
has  passed  in  Congress  to  Extend  further  west  the  Boundary  of 
Arkensa.  it  is  a  little  curious  that,  that  Territory  extends  jurisdic- 
tion to  the  settlements  on  the  South  side  of  Red  River  in  Texas, 
collects  taxes  and  inforces  her  Laws — You  will  see  by  the  Papers 
the  appointment  of  Ninian  Edwards  Minister  to  Mexico,  but  his 
getting  into  a  dispute  with  Crawford  Sect^  of  the  Treasury,  'tis 
thought  will  so  affect  him  that  he  will  not  be  permitted  to  proceed 
on  the  embassy — It  is  said  here  on  the  Authority  of  Our  Member 
of  Congress  Col  Brent,  that  our  Gov*  will  not  regard  the  Sabine  as 
Our  Boundary,  but  will  renew  our  Claim  to  the  River  Grand;  Our

fairs of  Brother  James  is  placed  in  such  a  Situation  that  It  will  be

Sir. 

I  am  desirous  of  becoming  a  citizen  of  your  colony,  and  a  sub- 
ject of  the  Mexican  Eepublick.  Circumstances  beyond  my  controul 
has  occasioned  me  an  absence  of  four  months  from  the  province;  A 
link  in  the  same  chain  of  circumstances,  requires  me  to  return  to 
the  U.  States  immediately;  hence  the  impracticability  of  my  mak- 
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ing  any  personal  application  to  you  at  this  time.  The  ohjc-t  of 
this  address  then  is,  to  request  that  my  name  be  put  upon  tlie  list 
or  roll  of  those  who  are  applicants  for  land  within  the  Colony. 

I  am  not  aware  what  quantity  of  land  you  will  [ya  disposed  to 
allow  me,  under  existing  circumstances;  I  jim  not  a  married  man,  I 
am  the  owner  of  three  negroes  and  a  stock  of  cattle  of  upwards  of 
one  hundred  head,  together  with  some  other  property— the  utmost 
of  what  you  are  in  the  habit  of  allowing  to  other  men  similarly  cir- 
cumstanced, I  trust  you  will  allow  to  me. 

About  the  begining  of  October  I  shall  return  to  tlie  Colony  at 
which  time  I  will  do  myself  the  honor  of  waiting  upon  you  in  per- 
son on  the  above  subject. 

I  am  very  desirous  of  obtaining  land  on  the  Brazos,  should  my 
application  however  be  too  late  to  alfect  that  object,  I  will  content 
myself  with  securing  it  on  the  Bay  Prarie  or  on  the  St.  Bernardo.

sent  you  so  as  to  have  it  annexed,  but  before  the  Agent  goes  out  I 
will  again  overhall  the  papers  and  make  out  another  for  your  In- 
spection— As  Mr  H  Kept  no  Books  such  an  undertaking  is  of  serious 
import  yet  for  your  satisfaction  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Widow 
and  Orphan  children  I  feel  bound  to  make  every  exertion  in  my 
power. 

The  planting  Interest  of  Louisiana  have  been  sorely  afflicted  for 
two  years  past,  by  inundations  storms  rains  and  rot,  so  that  scarcely 
one  third  of  crops  have  been  made,  and  every  body  here  are  suffering 
in  consequence  of  it — The  present  season  affords  better  prospects, 
and  I  hope  the  ensuing  winter  will  give  life  and  activity  to  our  late

A  report  has  been  in  circulation  here  for  some  days,  brought  I  be- 
lieve by  a  Steam  Boat  from  Natchitoches  that  all  your  settlers,  have 
raised  the  standard  of  Eebellion ;  and  refuse  obedience  to  law  or  any 
authority  whatever — As  the  province  must  now  be  the  only  resort 
to  which  M^^  Hawkins  can  look  for  support  for  herself  and  helpless 
family  the  report  of  course  excites  considerable  Interest  and  I  hope 
it  is  not  true — If  you  should  receive  this  in  any  reasonable  time  after 
its  date  you  would  greatly  oblige  me  by  forwarding  such  informa- 
tion as  would  put  the  subject  beyond  doubt,  one  way  or  the  other — I 
am  the  more  anxious  on  this  subject  from  a  paragraph  which  on 
reperusing  your  last  letter  strikes,  me  with  much  force,  since  hear- 
ing the  foregoing  rerport — you  say  "I  have  many  things  to  explain 
relative  to  events  recently  transpired  here  but  have  not  time  now"  I 
much  fear  these  events  are  the  rebellion  of  your  settlers,  and  that 
it  will  be  a  scene  of  confusion  and  disaster,  retarding  your  final  op- 
perations  for  years  to  come.

iAnna  is  no  better  than  Iterbide  and  while  such  Arch  Traitors  liold

If  you  allow  me  to  extend  this  colonial  Establishment,  so  as 
to  include  both  banks  and  the  tributaries  of  the  above  mentioned 
River,  and  also  the  Bay  and  Island  of  Galveston,  I  believe  a  great 
advantage  would  be  derived  by  the  balance  of  this  Establishment,  as 
well  as  the  whole  province;  because  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  this 
Establishment  would  then  embrace  those  points;  and  thus  the  intro-, 
duction  of  vagrants  and  fugitives  could  be  prevented,  and  good  order;

Sept.  4 — March<^  8  miles  W.  N.  W.  to  the  Wiesachatta,  the  main 
fork  of  Bayou  Trespalacious,  a  bold  running  stream  of  good  wa- 
ter— formed  a  spy  comp^  of  6  men  B.  Sims  Commander  and  dis- 
patched them  about  12  o'clock,  a  head  of  a  west  course — rain  about 
2  o'clock  at  4  marched  and  at  dusk  arrived  at  an  old  Karankaway 
encampment  on  a  handsome  running  creek  which  run  S.  W.  The 
spies  continued  on  down  it  in  the  night. 

Sep""  5 — found  at  this  encampment  the  bones  of  two  men  which 
had  been  cut  up  and  boiled — ^buryed  them — and  called  the  Creek, 
Cannibal  Creek.  About  10  O'clock  spies  returned,  and  reported  no 
sign — two  miles  below  our  camp  the  tide  set  up — water  brackish — 
5  miles  below  the  stream  widend  to  1  mile  very  salt  high  banks —

So  many 
unhappy  changes,  have  taken  place  in  Missouri  since  I  left  it  that 
I  long  to  be  with  you  once  more  in  Texas. 

Another  change  tho  not  of  so  unpleasant  a  nature  is  Shortly  to 
transpire  in  our  family,  which  is,  the  marriage  of  our  Sister  Emily, 
with  M*"  James  F.  Perry  of  Mine  A  Burton ! !  I  confess  that  I  was 
as  much  Surprized  as  you  will  be,  when  she  informed  me  of  it,  a  few 
days  ago: — Emily  asked  my  advice  on  the  Subject: — my  reply  to 
her  was,  that  She  knew  whether  her  marriage  with  M^  P.  would  be 
conducive  to  her  happiness  or  not  if  She  considered  it  would,  I 
acquiesed  with  cheerfulness  and  made  no  doubt  you  would  do  the 
Same —  I  only  regret  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  collect  the 
remains  of  our  unfortunate  family  together  for  some  years;  if  ever.

In  consequence  of  some  governmental  arangement  rel- 
ative to  this  section  of  Country  together  with  the  liberal  incorage- 
ment  held  out  to  persons  disposed  to  emigrate  to  your  Colony,  I 
have  concluded  to  accept  the  invitation,  provided  I  can  get  a  good 
settlement  on  the  Brassos  or  St  Barnard  as  near  the  sea  coast  as  may 
be  practicable.  I  intend  following  the  agricultural  business  and 
wish  to  have  a  farm  on  or  near  the  navigable  waters. 

Although  I  have  not  the  pleasure  of  your  acquaintance  yet  I  hope 
you  will  be  good  enough  to  make  the  selection,  as  it  is  not  convenient 
for  me  to  attend  at  present.  I  wish  to  obtain  as  much  land  as  I 
may  be  intitled  to,  agreeable  to  your  system  of  distribution.  My 
family  consists  of  myself,  my  wife  and  a  few  negroes  six  of  which 
negros  are  fit  for  field  hands.  I  have  documents  which  will,  I 
presume,  entitle  me  to  admitance.  If  you  should  think  proper  to 
comply  with  this  request  and  notify  me  thereof  I  will  come  on  im- 
mediately and  comply  with  your  conditions  of  sale,  and  move  my 
family  on  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable.  I  have  a  crop  of  cotton  on 
hand,  which  perhaps,  will  detain  me  till  January.

As  treasurer  of  the  Public  funds  of  this  Province  I  have  received 
of  the  Baron  de  Bastrop  commissioner  of  the  Government  for  the 
same  Province  for  the  Organization  of  the  colonial  Establishment 
undertaken  by  Stephen  F.  Austin  on  the  Colorado  and  Brazos  Riv- 
ers, One  Thousand  dollars  which  he  collected  of  the  Inhabitants  on 
account  of  the  fees  they  are  bound  to  pay  to  the  aforementioned 
funds  for  the  value  of  the  Sitios  of  Land  which  have  been  granted 
to  them,  and  for  the  Security  and  acknowlegment  of  the  same  I 
give  the  present  receipt,  signed  with  my  own  hand  in  this  district 
of  San  Antonio  this  16th  day  of  September  1824,  Acknowledged  by 
the  Chief  of  the  same  Province.

and  the  Bay  of  Musquittoes  the  mouth  of  the  San  Antonio  River  be- 
fore I  landed  in  the  province.  After  all  my  toils  and  privation  and 
seperation  from  my  family  fifteen  months  I  have  been  swindled  out 
of  all  that  I  sent  out  of  the  Country  by  John  Hanna  and  Issurael 
Massie  the  two  persons  that  I  took  into  partnership  in  the  Mule  and 
Horse  business  When  I  met  with  John  Hanna  at  Labordee  [La 
Bahia]  he  was  in  bad  health  and  had  but  $14  left  in  the  world  It  is 
believed  in  the  Country  in  which  Hanna  and  Massie  lives  that  they 
sold  the  Mules  and  Horses  and  divided  the  Money  out  of  260  head 
of  Horses  and  75  Mules  4  Jacks  and  6  jinneys  I  have  never  Received 
one  single  dollar,  the  principal  part  of  the  fund  was  advanced  by 
my  self  and  Brother  that  made  that  purchase  the  Mules  and  Horses 
put  in  the  hands  of  A  M^  Pettus  by  John  Hanna  to  have  taken  to 
the  United  States  which  he  sold  and  used  the  money  that  he  received 
for  them  was  principally  Mine  Massie  had  no  Interest  in  that  drove

watch  and  Riphle  at  St  Antonio  when  had  a  first  rate  One  laying 
on  the  Brassos  I  took  five  good  Riphles  to  the  Country  all  was  given 
away  except  the  one  Hanna  sold  Nelson  I  came  out  of  the  Country 
with  3  mules  two  Horses  1  Riphle  and  $250  in  Money  to  pay  the 
Expences  of  three  persons  to  Kentucky  that  is  all  that  I  have  ever 
have  received  out  of  the  whole  trip,  my  prayers  for  your  good 
health  and  Happiness  please  speak  of  me  to  Baron  de  Bastrop  affec- 
tionately I  became  much  attached  to  that  man  looked  up  to  him 
as  a  guardian  and  father  did  nothing  without  Consulting  him  solicit 
his  aid  in  geting  those  grants  in  my  name  on  this  side  of  the  Bras-

In  knowing  as  I  feel  you  do  my  Dear  Lost  Ono  you  can  feci  with 
jand  for  me  Oh  Austion !  how  severely  has  God  afflicted  me— 1  know 
jnot  how  I  should  have  seppoarted  it  if  I  had  not  been  with  him  and 
Deen  taught  to  anticipate  that,  or  wors— for  two  years  lie  was  changed 
Jh!  how  much  changed  both  in  health  and  spirits,  how  oft  has  my 
heart  bleed  in  beholding  the  harassed  and  agonized  expression  of 
that  dear  countenance — I  saw  to  planly  saw  his  manly  heart  wotiM 
brake  under  the  acumulated  strooks  of  misfortune  and  the  prospect 
of  black  poverty — 

You  wish  me  to  send  out  an  agen,  I  do  not  think  it  would  l>e  ad- 
visable in  the  present  state  of  things  to  do  so,  every  thinfpr]  else 
is  lost  to  me  and  my  poor  Children  and  though  I  have  All  ways 
|Viewed  that  as  a  very  distant  prospect,  still  it  is  sum  thin  to  cling 
to.  Having  every  reliance  on  the  goodness  of  your  heart  I  am  |>er- 
fectly  willing  to  resian  the  welfare  of  my  Fatherless  Children  to 
you,  but  for  fear  of  accidents  to  your  self,  I  think  you  ought  at  once 
jto  secure  to  my  children  by  will  or  in  sum  other  way  their  sliare  or 
portion  of  the  greant. 

I  hav  returned  to  Kentucky  but  Alas !  with  what  dreary  prospects 
no  one  to  look  upto  for  support  or  comfort,  my  friends  are  nearly  all 
as  destitute  as  myself  if  I  could  procure  the  moans  of  commencein^ 
house  keeping  I  could  make  myself  independent  by  tak.nii  Ix^arden.

Reverend  and  respected  Gentleman,  I  received  your  official  letter 
dated  the  28  of  October  in  which  you  give  us  the  pleasing  intelligence 
that  the  Carankaway  Indians  had  agreed  to  and  signed  the  treaty 
of  peace  we  made  with  a  part  of  their  chiefs,  you  also  request  in 
behalf  of  the  Indians  that  the  division  line  between  us  could  be  ex- 
tended to  La  Baca — 

Our  desire  being  to  guarantee  a  secure  and  permanent  peace  with

3.   MEMORIAL  ON  CONDITION  AND  NEEDS  OF  TEXAS. 

Los  apuntes  instructivos  sobre  Tejas  parte  del  Kstado  de  Coah'  y 
Tejas  son  a  la  letra  como  sigue.  El  territorio  que  comprende  lo  que 
antes  se  llamo  Provincia  de  Tejas  abraza  una  estencion  de  como  cicnlo 
quarenta  ieguas  de  sur  a  Norte  y  de  Oriente  a  poniente  de  cienlo 
ochenta,  a  ciento  noventa  Ieguas :  linda  por  el  Oriente  y  Norte  con 
los  Estados  Unidos  cuya  linea  divisoria  da  princij^io  en  emUx-adura 
del  Rio  de  Sabinas;  por  el  Oeste  con  Nuevo  Mogico;  Vizcava  y 
Coah.^  por  el  Sudeste  con  Tamaulipas  y  por  el  Sur  esta  banado  del 
seno  Megicano  Los  rios  principales  que  riegan  este  iumeiiso  pais, 
son  el  San  Ant°  Guadalupe,  Colorado  de  Tejas,  Brazos,  Trinidad, 
Angelina  y  Sabinas,  cuyas  aguas  derraman  al  seno  Megicano,  sin  es- 
presar  una  multitud  de  otros  rios  y  fuentes  que  re.iben  en  su  cunso: 
el  Colorado  de  Natchitoches  y  el  Arkansas  que  deseinl)<x'an  en  el 
Misisipi  en  los  estados  Unidos.  Los  rios  Colorado  de  Tejas  Bra- 
zos y  Trinidad  son  nabegables  desde  treinta  a  sesenta  Ieguas  ^ 
buques  menores;  los  otros  lo  son  tambien  pero  a  poca  Ji^^^n^>|  <«« 
su  embocadura.  Sus  prmcipales  puertos  ««^f ^f^^.^r^  l 
Matagorda  con  mucho  fondo  quando  estan  adentro  de  la  barn  j 

con  toda  seg-uridad.  ,  ^mindo  S. 

El  primero  de  estos  tiene'18  pies  sobre  la  bai  a     1  ^^ 
y  el  tercero  4  cuya  profundidad  es  variable  segun  los  Mento.,     por 
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las  arrenas  que  bajan  los  rios  en  sus  crecientes.  Los  terrenos  en  lo 
general  son  de  primera  calidad  para  la  agricultura,  y  crias  par- 
ticularmente  en  el  Colorado,  Brazos,  y  Trinidad.  El  clima  es  muy 
sano  en  toda  la  estencion  del  pais  a  ecepcion  de  las  tierras  que  estan 
sobre  la  costa  donde  es  probable  que  con  el  aumento  de  la  poblacion 
aparescan  las  calenturas  y  otras  enf  ermedades  indemicas.  Tiene  abun- 
dantes  y  ricas  maderas  de  toda  clase  tanto  para  carpinteria  como  para 
construccione  de  buques,  yerbas  medicinales,  pesca  y  caza. 

Las  poblaciones  de  Tejas  son:  La  Ciudad  de  San  Ant°  de  Bejar 
su  antigua  Cap'  el  presidio  de  la  baia  del  Espiritu  Santo,  y  la  Villa 
de  S""  Felipe  de  Austin  nuevam^®.  fundada  por  el  Ciud°  Estevan  Aus- 
tin con  una  colonia  estrangera.  Bejar  consta  de  dos  mil  almas;  la 
Bahia  de  ochocientas  y  la  Villa  de  Austin  de  dos  mil  y  quatro  cientas. 
Hay  ademas  como  diez  mil  almas  que  se  ban  establecido  en  la  fron- 
tera  sin  permiso  del  Gobierno  y  de  estas  se  puede  asegurar  que  un 
mil  por  lo  menos  son  gentes  criminales  de  los  Estados  Unidos,  bagos 
y  perdidos  y  como  dos  mil  de  reboltosos  que  aunque  tienen  familia 
y  habitaciones,  no  respetan  las  autoridades  ni  obedecen  otra  ley 
que  la  del  mas  fuerte.  Estas  familias  que  se  ban  introducido  en  el 
pais  sin  conocimiento  del  Gobierno  se  hallan  establecidas  la  mayor 
parte  dentro  de  las  20  leguas  limitrofes  y  diez  litorales  que  eceptua 
la  ley  de  colonibacion  de  18  de  Agt<*  ultimo. 

Aunque  los  Comanclies,  Lipanes,  Tancahues,  Carancahuases,  y 
cocos  estan  de  paz  en  Tejas  y  en  la  frontera  de  Coah^  no  por  eso  dejan 
de  robar  los  caballos  de  los  vecindarios.  Los  Tahuacanos,  Tahuaya- 
ses,  y  Huicos  hacen  la  guerra  en  Tejas,  matando  y  robando  quanto 
pueden.  Es  de  creer  que  no  se  remedian  estos  males,  y  antes  se  deven 
esperar  mayores,  mientras  las  companias  presidiales  no  se  resta- 
blescan  a  su  antiguo  pie,  y  fuerza,  bajo  su  particular  regiamento. 
Tanto  en  Coah^  como  en  Tejas,  la  poca  fuerza  que  hoy  esiste  es  en- 
teramente  nula  por  la  falta  que  parece  en  armas  Caballos  monturas 
etc  Otro  de  los  incombenientes  que  hay  para  que  la  paz  delos  indios 
no  sea  solida  y  verdadera  es  la  cantidad  de  Megicanos  perdidos  que 
esisten  entre  ellos,  retraidos  de  la  justicia  que  los  persigue  por  sus 
crimenes  los  quales  enlazados  con  los  indios  y  amoldados  a  sus  cos- 
tumbres  barbaras  los  incitan  a  hacer  la  guerra  sobre  los  pueblos,  para 
robar  y  matar :  los  infinitos  cautivos  que  hicieron  en  la  ultima  guerra 
y  existen  voluntariamente  entre  ellos  causan  casi  los  mismos  danos 
qe.  los  criminales  refugiados,  quando  no  fuera  otro  que  el  de  com- 
bertirse  de  cristianos  en  otros  tantos  indios  tan  feroces,  crueles  y 
brutales  como  ellos.  El  Gobierno  Supremo  a  quien  compete  el  cono- 
cimiento de  la  guerra  y  la  paz  con  los  indios  es  el  unico  que  puede 
con  sus  providencias  remediar  tamanos  males. 

Algunos  Anglo  Americanos  hace  mucho  tiempo  se  dedicaron  por 
la  frontera  de  Natchitoches  al  trato  y  comercio  con  los  Comanches, 
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Lipanes  y   las  otras  naoiones  barbaras,  llcvan-lolc-s  a  rami,,.,  d. 
los  caballos  y  mulas  que  robaban  cantidad  <le  fii.sil,.,  y  „n,n,aon« 


y  otras  armas  con  que  nos  hicieron  la  mas  cniel  y  ,le8.;tr.«a  in.err.

Sena  muy  combemente  para  prevenir  cstos  males  que  el  Supremo 
Gobierno  al  tratar  con  el  Ministro  de  los  Estados  l^^nidofi  propiLsiirt 
como  condicion  precisa  la  de  que  los  Subditos  dela  H<.p„l,l,ra  de 
Wasinton  no  podian  tratar  con  las  naciones  Yndias  dela  Hopublica 
de  Megico,  ni  los  de  esta  con  las  naciones  Yndias  do  jujuella,  y  que 
los  que  fueran  aprehendidos  en  este  trafico  scrian  casti^rad,^  *cf.mo 
enemigos. 

Ofreciendose  algunas  dificultades  en  Tejas.  sobrc  la  enlrotra  de 
negros  esclavos  que  se  fugan  delos  Estados  unidos,  y  do  otros  cri- 
minales  de  delitos  graves,  por  no  exsistir  niii^nin  tratado  anterior 
sobre  este  punto  con  aquella  nacion,  es  muy  a{)ropo.sito  que  pan 
evitar  qualquiera  incombeniente  y  toda  reclamacion  por  [larte  de 
los  Estados  Unidos,  arreglase  el  Supremo  (Johierno  cdh  el  d(^  Norio 
America  en  un  tratado  especial  la  mutua  y  reci|)n)ca  cntre^a 
de  esclavos  fugados  y  de  criminales  de  delito  grave.  En  los  e}»tado/i 
Anglo  Americanos  limitrofes  con  Tejas,  cxiste  la  esclavitud  por 
la  ley,  y  son  muy  frecuentes  las  introduce iones  ile  escla\os  en 
nuestro  territorio  huyendo  de  sus  amos,  los  que  en  perse<*ucion  no 
guardan  siempre  el  decoro  qe.  deven  li  una  Nacion  oxtrana  cuyo 
terreno  pisan,  y  esto  trae,  incombenientes  de  gran  tanuino. 

El  Estado  de  Coah^  y  Tejas  es  cierto  que  tiene  dentro  de  si  recureos 
para  serlo,  pero  no  estan  desarroyados  todavia.  y  solo  el  tiempo 
podra  hacerlos  efectivos.  Por  lo  pronto  el  imico  que  pi»cde  vivitirarlo 
y  sostenerlo  es  la  siembra  y  cultivo  del  tabaco,  para  lo  que  tiene  ei- 
celentes  terrenos  tanto  en  la  frontera  de  Coah^-  como  en  Tejas:  ?i  el 
Cong«  General  le  concede  la  misma  gracia  que  al  Est  ado  de  Yuratan 
hara  sin  duda  su  felicidad,  le  dara  esistencia  politica  al  par  de  loe 
demas  de  la  federacion  Megicana  con  la  bentaja  de  que  esta  ronc^.on 
no  perjudicara  en  manera  alguna  los  intereses  dela  union  sobre  e^le 
ramo.  Supuesta  la  poblacion  del  Estado,  y  calculado  e  tabaro  que 
devia  consumir  de  los  almacenes  generales.  el  de  (  oah-  y  loja. 
asegura  abonar  a  la  federacion  las  utilklades  que  dever.a  reportar  en 
la  rama  qe.  le  ministrara  deducidos  los  principales  yi"^;3«  » 
tabaco  de  Orizaba  y  los  fletes  que  causara  su  -"^-j- ^ 
capital  del  Estado  del  valor  de  8  r^-  por  la  hbra.

libra  tabaco  cuesta  al  Gobierno  Supremo  n-tro  r^^l-    u«n 
Saltillo,  el  Estado  ofrece  abonarle  otros  quatio  reales  que  e. 
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total  a  que  lo  ministra :  pero  como  el  Estado  recivira  de  sus  propios 
cosecheros  la  misma  libra  a  dos  reales  quedan  a  su  beneficio  otros  dos 
ahorro  efectivo  que  le  result  a  respecto  del  precio  a  que  paga  el  de 
Orizaba. 

Otra  bentaja  podra  resultar  a  favor  de  los  intereses  nacionales  do 
no  poca  consideracion  y  es,  que  si  el  Gobierno  recibiera  a  nuestros 
cosecheros  el  tabaco  sobrante  que  cultivasen  cubiertos  los  consumos 
en  Coahuila  y  Tejas  al  precio  de  2r^  libra  de  la  primera  calidad  y  que 
hiciera  de  ellos  un  almacen  para  surtir  a  los  Estados  limitrofes  del 
nuestro  Nuevo  Leon,  Tamaulipas,  San  Luis  Potosi,  Zacatecas, 
Durango,  y  Chihuagua,  y  el  territorio  de  Nuevo  Megico,  y  estable- 
ciera  otro  deposito  en  la  frontera  para  el  regalo  que  se  da  a  las 
tribus  indias  en  paz,  ganaria  quantinas  sumas  en  cote  jo  de  los  precios 
a  que  paga  el  de  las  Villas,  y  ha  horraria  mucho  en  los  fletes  por  la 
menor  distancia.  De  esta  manera  no  solo  resultaria  conocidos  bene- 
ficios  a  Coah^-  y  Tejas  sino  tambien  y  de  mucha  consideracion  a  los 
intereses  de  la  misma  nacion 

En  el  afio  de  1822  el  Coronel  D*"-  Jose  Felix  Trespalacios  siendo  Go- 
bernador  de  Tejsis  metio  en  circulacion  la  cantidad  de  11.837  p^  2  r* 
en  papel  moneda  que  el  mismo  autorizo  y  establecio  como  agente  del 
Gobierno  para  ocurrir  a  las  urgentes  necesidades  del  momento,  dela 
guarnicion  de  aquella  Provincia,  y  noticioso  de  esta  providencia  el 
Gobierno  de  D°  Augustin  de  Yturbide  se  previno  en  dho  aiio  la  sub- 
rogacion  de  igual  suma  con  papel  moneda  llamado  del  imperio 
quemandose  los  billetes  creados  en  Tejas  por  Trespalacios.  Este 
Gefe  que.  habia  ofrecido  amortizar  los  papeles  de  su  banco  con 
dinero  efectivo  solo  recogio  3.229  p^  que  entrego  en  la  extinguida 
Tesoreria  del  Saltillo,  y  dejo  en  poder  delos  particulares  una  cantidad 
de  8.608  p^  qe.  ni  fueron  subrogados  con  el  papel  imperial  como 
estaba  mandado  ni  ban  podido  sus  tenedores  hacer  uso  alguno  de 
estos  creditos.  Seria  muy  combeniente  en  favor  de  estos  que  el 
Sup"''*  Gobierno  mandase  recoger  dichos  villetes  y  pagar  la  deuda  de 
los  particulares  extinguiendo  unos  signos  que  desacreditan  a  su 
autor  y  perjudican  el  in  teres  de  muchas  familias  pobres  y  honrradas 
entre  quienes  estan  repartidos. 

En  1814  El  gobernador  Espanol  espidio  una  Rl.  Orden  habili- 
tando  el  puerto  de  Matagorda  en  Tejas  concediendole  libertad  de 
derechos  por  diez  afios,  y  nunca  pudo  conseguirse  que  esta  gracia 
tubiera  su  efecto  ya  por  el  estado  miserable  a  que  Tejas  estaba 
reducido  en  aquella  epoca  de  resultas  de  la  rebolucion,  y  ya  por  ei 
abandono  con  que  la  vieron  los  Gobernantes  Espanoles.  Pero  hoy 
que  comienza  a  respirar  a  beneficio  de  sistema  de  gobierno  adoptado, 
la  llama  su  destino  a  disfrutar  el  lugar  que  merece.  Las  poblaciones 
de  Bejar,  y  la  Bahia  del  Espiritu   Santo  con  la  nueva  villa  de 
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Austin  reclaman  por  su  situacion  la  confirmacion  do  la  anmur.  .J.I 
pue^o  de  Matagorda  con  la  exencion  de  derecln.!  So/ 
habi  itacion  del  puerto  de  los  brazes  con  i.ual  ,racia,  pues  aul  e 
en  el  senado  ha  hecho  proposicion  el  8or  Coballos  Lra  nue  I 
habilite  el  puerto  de  Galbeston  cuya  concecion  se  eM>eru  la  neresi 
dad  pide  asi  mismo  la  de  los  otros  dos  puertos  indicados  para  el  bene' 
ficio  dela  mayor  parte  de  aquellos  habitantes  a  quiones  s^-ria  crravcK)  6 
imposible  ocurrir  con  sus  productos  hasta  Galbeston  teni.ndo  a  la 
vista  los  Brazos  y  Matagorda.  Por  esta  considcracion  combiene 
se  proponga  y  solicite  del  Soberano  Congreso  general  la  babilitacum 
de  estos  dos  puertos  con  libertad  de  derechos  por  termino  <|ue  no 
baje  si  es  posible  de  diez  anos  para  que  pueda  prosperar  aquella 
infeliz  naciente  parte  del  Estado. 

La  falta  de  comunicacion  interior  dentro  del  misino  KsUdo  es 
uno  de  los  males  de  gravedad  que  siifre  el  de  Couli"  y  Tejas;  Kncar- 
gada  la  conducta  de  la  correspond''  publica  a  los  soldados  de  las  com- 
paiiias  presidiales  en  otro  tiempo  en  que  estaban  bien  asislidiis  y 
cubiertos  los  pasos  delos  rios  con  destacam^°'  era  frecuente  y  perio- 
dica la  comunicacion  hasta  el  Nacogdoches  ultinio  punto  de  Tejaa 
hacia  la  raya  con  los  Estados  Unidos,  pero  conio  ban  faltado  estos  nv 
cursus  por  el  estado  inutil  de  la  tropa  sucede  que  estamos  inc-oinu- 
nicados  con  aquella  interesante  parte  del  Estado  por  no  buljer  con- 
ducto  de  cuenta  dela  renta  desde  la  villa  de  S"  Fernando  basta  S*- 
Ant°-  de  Bejar,  sino  es  cada  dos,  6  tres  meses  que  algun  particular 
entra  6  sale  de  Tejas,  y  este  quiere  conducir  la  Ijalija  a  la  primers 
estaf eta  del  transito ;  es  por  lo  mismo  de  toda  necesidad  que  el  Su- 
premo Gobierno  mandase  que  la  carrera  de  S"  Fernando  a  Kio^rrande 
por  la  villa  de  Nava,  la  de  Kiogrande  a  Bejar,  y  la  de  este  punto  a  la 
Bahia  del  Espiritu  Santo,  se  sirbiera  por  conductores  6  correos 
pagados  por  la  renta  y  que  se  restableciera  la  anti<:ua  estafeta  de 
Nacogdoches  criando  otra  enla  Villa  de  Sn  Felipe  de  Austin.  i>or 
estar  en  el  transito  para  hirse  a  dicho  pueblo. 

El  Gefe  del  Departamento  de  Tejas  es  imposible  que  pueda  cuni- 
plir  con  las  ordenes  del  Gobierno  ni  saber  qual  es  el  Estado  dela 
frontera  donde  abundan  tantos  bagos  y  pervei-sos  sino  hay  un  medio 
seguro  y  periodico  para  comunicar  sus  ordenes  d  las  autondades  de 
las  poblaciones  antiguas  y  de  las  nuevas  colonias  que  se  estan  for- 
mando  en  aquel  pais  y  recibir  los  partes  de  las  ocurrencias  que  devan 
venir  a  su  noticio  Galbeston  se  declarara  pronto  puerto  abditado  y 
habra  una  Aduana  maritima  y  para  que  el  .Supren.o  ^-^^-'""-tur 
comunicacion  con  sus  empleados  ban  de  ^-^^^"^^^["^^P^,^^  aJ 
la  Bahia  del  Espiritu  Santo,  Sn  Felipe  de  Austn.  '  J^^^^^ 
otra  manera  jamas  sabra  lo  que  alli  ocurra  y  sera  un  ^^^^'^ 
de  que  no  tendra  noticia  el  Gobierno  6  dejara  de  e^tablecerlo  per 
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diendo  la  Nacion  los  derechos  que  le  corresponden.  Estos  son  los 
apuntes  que  me  han  parecido  recomendar  al  Sor  Diputado  Dn  Eaf  ael 
Ecca  y  Muzquis  por  si  jusgare  ser  combeniente  promoverlos  ante 
el  Soberano  Congreso  general  los  que  toquen  a  su  conocimiento  y 
ante  el  Supremo  Gobierno  los  que  sean  de  sus  altas  atribuciones.

Estos  eran  antes  puros  sentimientos  de 
patriotismo,  y  forman  hoj  una  de  mis  obligaciones  colocado  aunque 
sin  merito  en  el  senado  de  la  Republica,  he  contraido  para  con  la 
patria  nuevos  deveres  que  jamas  podria  desempenar  sin  otros  aucilios 
que  mi  suficiencia.  V.  me  ha  favorecido  con  sus  luces,  facilitandome 
asi  el  mejor  desempeno  de  mis  funciones,  y  yo  devo  estarle  agradecido, 
rogandole  como  lo  hago  qe.  no  sea  esta  la  ultima  vez. 

Con  la  mayor  satisfaccion  aseguro  a  V.  que  soy  su  mas  afecto  y 
obediente  servor.  que  atento  b.  s.  m.

tase  modificando  los  vicios  de  que  sin  duda  adolece  el  sistema  antiguo 
en  ragalo  a  los  indios  de  paz,  asegurandose  por  este  medio  el  Sup™°- 
Gob°°-  de  que  los  caudales  destinados  a  este  interesante  objeto  no 
seran  el  patrimonio  de  manos  poco  fieles,  ni  el  cebo  en  la  insaciable 
avaricia  de  una  tribu  de  indios  holgazanes,  cuyos  caprichos  no  se 
satisfacen  con  ningun  genero  de  obsequios,  antes  creen  que  todo  se 
les  deve  y  esto  los  hace  insolentes,  atrevidos,  y  poco  amantes  del 
Gob°°-  Tales  qualidades  se  encuentran  en  los  Comanches  cuya  con- 
ducta  he  observado  muy  de  cerca  en  todas  epocas  en  mas  de  veinte 
anos  que  vivo  en  Tejas. 

Hace  algun  tiempo  que  me  esta  urgiendo  la  desigualdad  de  lo3 
portes  de  cartas  en  los  Estados  que  antes  se  llamaban  provincias 
internas  Tabasco,  y  Yucatan  con  el  resto  de  las  provincias  interiores 
del  continente  megicano,  y  no  encuentro  la  razon  para  que  una  carta 
que  corre  desde  Veracruz  a  esta  Villa  pague  dos  reales  de  porte, 
y  otra  desde  Parras  a  esta  misma  Villa  que  solo  dista  35  leguas, 
satisf aga  tres  reales  que  equibale  a  un  cincuenta  por  ciento  mas 
caro.  En  lo  interior  de  este  Estado  hay  pueblos  que  solo  distan 
seis  leguas  y  sin  embargo  se  paga  tres  reales  por  una  carta.  Esta 
desigualdad  esta  condesignada  en  las  Tarifas  que  en  29  de  Febrero 
de  1812  aprovo  el  Virrey  Venegas,  y  como  quiera  que  el  estable- 
cimiento  de  correos  y  postas  es  una  de  las  rentas  generales  de  la 
union,  desearia  que  V.  con  su  acostumbrado  celo  promoviera  en 
el  Senado  la  reforma  de  estas  desiguales  exsaciones,  imponiendose 
un  solo  derecho  para  la  correspondencia  que  corriera  de  uno  a 
otro  extremo  dela  Republica,  y  otro  para  la  que  saliera,  6  entrara 
por  los  puertos  maritimos ;  de  esta  manera  se  evitarian  los  continues 
abusos  6  llameseles  fraudes  que  aqui  se  cometen  de  conducir  cartas 
los  particulares,  en  hahorro  de  tan  pesado  porte.

Sor.  D°  AousTiN  dela  Viesca. 

Muy  sor  mio  de  mis  primera  atencion :  He  logrado  la  confianza  de 
que  el  Sor  su  hermano  me  manifestara  una  carta  de  V.  en  que  he 
visto  con  placer  el  restablecimiento  de  su  salud.  Esta  noticia  me  da 
ocasion  para  inportunarlo  sobre  las  materias  que  en  otra  ocasion 
he  cometido  a  su  esacto  desempeno,  y  valiendome  de  su  generosidad, 
me  atrevo  a  suplicarle  promueva  el  plantio  del  Tabaco  en  este  Estado, 
bajo  los  terminos  que  ya  tengo  indicados  en  la  primera  vez.  Si  hay 
obstaculos  que  lo  embarazen  quede  limitarse  la  pretencion  al  De- 
partam^°  de  Tejas,  imponiendo  una  pension  de  un  peso  por  cada  mil 
matas  a  favor  de  la  nacion,  con  prohibicion  de  introducirlo  al  interior 
para  que  no  perjudique  los  consumos  del  Tabaco  de  Orizaba.  Nin- 
guno  podra  cultivar  menos  de  un  mil  matas,  y  qualquiera  fraccion 
se  estimaria  para  el  cobro  de  este  derecho,  como  si  fuera  un  miliar. 

Esta  pension  podra  cobrarse  por  los  Comisarios  subalternos  que  el 
Gobierno  tiene  en  cada  poblacion  quales  son  los  Administradores  de 
Correos,  y  en  su  defecto,  por  un  Comisario  nombrado  al  intento  de 
entre  tantos  cesantes  que  paga  la  federacion.  Las  siembras  deveran 
permitirse  por  medio  de  patentes  en  que  se  expresara  el  numero  de 
matas  que  habia  de  cultivar  cada  individuo,  y  en  los  meses  de  Mayo 
y  Junio,  tiempo  en  que  el  tabaco  esta  bastante  crecido,  no  se  halla 
todavia  en  estado  de  cosecharse  se  deveria  practicar  un  reconocim*" 
de  todos  los  plantios  por  un  resguardo,  para  exsaminar  si  las  planta- 
ciones  estaban  conformes  con  las  patentes  de  permiso,  y  a  fin  de  que 
si  habia  exceso  en  los  cultivadores  seles  talasen  las  demasias,  exsijiese 
una  buena  multa  y  privar  de  cultivar  este  fruto  en  lo  sucesivo,  ti 
otras  penas  que  la  ley  estableciera.  El  Tabaco  de  Tejas  logra  la 
preferencia  en  el  mercado  de  Neuvo  Orleans,  sobre  los  tabacos  de 
Virginia,  vayupier  [Bayou  Pierre]  y  quintoke  [Kentucky]. 

El  mayor  n°-  de  pobladores  de  aquel  departam*°-  sin  duda  se  com- 
pondra  de  Americanos  del  Norte,  gente  que  ha  adquirido  con  el  use 
de  la  rason,  el  del  tabaco  fuerte,  el  diferente  modo  de  gastarlo,  y 
otras  circunstancias  que  aunque  son  en  si  de  poca  monta,  pero  que 
uniformes  en  todos  no  es  politico  atacar  de  frente,  por  ser  comunes 
entre  muchos,  induce  naturalmente  la  persecucion  de  que  se  les  per- 
mita  con  ciertas  restricciones  el  cultivo  de  una  mata  que  han  conocido 
enteramente  libre  en  su  pais,  y  que  al  paso  de  sacar  algun  provecho 
de  esta  concecion  a  beneficio  del  Erario  nacional  no  perjudique  los 
consumos  de  la  renta  estancada.  Un  habito  adquirido  con  el  uso  de 
la  rason  como  antes  he  dicho,  no  se  destruye  de  un  golpe  sin  encontrar 
una  fuerte  oposicion,  tal  vez  se  logra  si  se  ataca  por  grados  6  por 
medios  indirectos. 
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Matagorda  y  Bahia  de  San  Bernardo,  Trt^^^^^^^^^^^ 
fecha  no  ha  recivido  el  gobierno  de  este  Esta<lo  la  indicada  r..AuLl 
Sena  muy  combemente  promover  este  asunto  incluvcndo  el  de  1« 
Brazos,  el  Colorado  y  Baca,  con  la  libertad  de  dereclios  connedido  4 
los  primeros  por  la  Beal  Orden  citada.  A  esto  parece  (,ue  devia  «iniir 
el  nombrarmento  de  un  Comisario  de  la  claso  facultativa  que  r*. 
conociendo  las  barras  de  los  respectivos  puertos  d(si|rnase  los  puntai 
en  que  devian  fundarse  establecimientos  publico.s.  foriines,  etc  para 
seguridad  de  la  costa  en  qualquiera  tentativa  del  enemi^o,  y  pro- 
porcionar  la  proteccion  correspond'^  al  Comercio  maritimJ  de  im- 
portacion  exportacion  y  con  el  fin  de  evitar  el  contrabando.

Camara  de  Diputados  al  tiempo  mismo  de  ir  a  votarse,  y  que  pro-

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Be  jar  entro  una  gruesa  partida  de  estos  gentiles,  y  con  osadia 
estubieron  por  seis  dias  amagando  por  los  regalos,  y  cometiendo 
varies  eccesos  de  rapiiia  a  vista  y  con  desprecio  de  fuerza  armada 
que  ayi  ecsiste :  que  se  tomaron  oportunam*^-  varias  providencias  para 
precaver  los  males  que  amenazaban,  pero  estas  no  bastaron  a  que 
al  tiempo  de  retirarse  forzaran  dos  6  tres  jacales  de  un  bario  dela 
Ciudad,  y  saqueasen  quanto  habia  en  ellos ;  las  autoridades  politica,  y 
militar  con  aviso  de  este  insulto  ocurrieron  con  la  fuerza,  mas  ya 
estaba  consumado  el  robo,  y  los  autores  en  precipitada  fuga.  Se 
incito  al  Gefe  de  aquella  partida  para  que  remediase  tamaiios  aten- 
tados,  y  este,  corrio  tras  los  agresores  y  pudo  alcanzarlos  quitarles 
algo,  devolverlo,  y  ofrecer  hacer  lo  mismo  con  el  resto. 

Se  dice  que  esa  misma  partida  de  indios  se  dirijio  hacia  la  frontera 
del  Riogrande  y  que  en  la  Hacienda  del  pan  cometio  varias  hos- 
tilidades;  que  a  las  inmediaciones  del  presidio  de  Riogrande  hizo 
otro  tanto,  y  en  otros  varios  puntos  de  la  frontera.  Si  es  cierto  que 
los  indios  Comanches  han  comenzado  las  hostilidades  se  acabo  la 
pas  y  entramos  en  una  guerra  desastrosa  y  muy  per  judicial  para 
nosotros  a  menos  que  activas  y  eficaces  providencias  del  Sup™°-  Gob"""- 
haga  refrenar  la  insolencia  y  atroz  barbaric  de  estos  gentiles.  Uno 
de  los  objeto  que  pueden  conducir  a  hacer  menos  sangrienta  esta 
guerra  es  de  proscribir  a  quantos  megicanos  se  hallen  entre  ellos 
y  que  los  favorezcan  e  induzcan  con  sus  sugeciones  para  hacer 
las  correrias  sobre  nuestros  campos. 

En  la  pasada  lucha  contra  estas  tribus  barbaras  se  tubo  la 
esperiencia  de  que  su  ferocidad  se  aumentaba  con  el  egemplo  y 
persuacion  de  viles  Megicanos  que  refugiados  en  sus  pueblos  por 
la  atrocidad  de  sus  crimenes,  contribuyeron  a  la  devastacion,  y  luto 
que  sufrio  toda  la  frontera  por  mas  de  diez  anos,  de  la  guerra 
mas  cruel  y  asoladora,  por  el  infame  interes  de  apropiarse  delas 
caballerias  que  robaban  y  saciar  la  pasion  de  sus  benganzas.

Y  ahora  que  hay  todas  las  apnrioncias  de  fnierrm 
por  los  Comanches  contra  nosotros  seria  combeniemisimo  (juitar  4 
los  indios  el  recurso  del  numeroso  armamento  y  municiones  de  jruerri 
que  indudablemente  les  acarrearan  los  tratantes  Amoricanc^  a  cam- 
bio  de  la  caballada  y  mulada  que  robaran  en  niiestras  frcntcrati  luego 
que  se  sepa  en  Natchitoches  que  esta  abierta  la  campana.  EsU 
observacion  no  es  opinion  mia,  sino  resultado  cierto  de  una  triste  y 
dolorosa  esperiencia:  hasi  lo  hicieron  americanos  y  megicanos  des- 
naturalizados  en  la  ultima  guerra  con  los  indios.

limitrofe  con  los  Estados  Unidos  del  Norte,  que  a  hora  abunda  en 
vagos  y  gente  perdida,  cuyo  oficio  es  por  lo  comun  robar  y  matar  pan 
sostenerse,  6  por  lo  menos  formar  reboluciones  entre  ellos  mismos. 
Otros  meno»  malos,  por  que  se  han  aplicado  a  la  agricidtura  de  que 
se  mantienen,  han  ocupado  los  terrenos  que  han  (juerido  en  el  sitio 
en  que  a  cada  uno  le  ha  parecido,  sin  contar  con  autoridad  algiina  del 
Estado.  La  mayor  parte  esiste  sobre  el  rio  de  Sabinas  y  Colorado 
de  Natchitoches  precisamente  dentro  de  las  veinte  leguas  ea>ptuadas 
por  la  ley  de  colonizacion  de  18  de  Agosto  de  824.  Su  numero  que 
no  es  facil  de  reducir  a  calculo  por  la  grande  estonsion  del  Terreno 
que  ocupan,  deve  causar  cuidado  al  Gobierno  por  vanos  motives;

En  tal  caso  llama  a  su  vecino  y  todos 
liacen  causa  comun,  aun  los  vagos  que  a  veces  estan  protejidos  por 
estos  que  se  titulan  propietarios  corren  en  su  ayuda;  tal  me  parece 
el  estado  dela  frontera;  lo  males  que  hasta  a  hora  pueden  haberse 
ocasionado  por  el  abandono  en  que  ha  estado  hace  muchos  afios 
aquella  interesante  parte  de  la  Republica,  ha  dado  merito  a  que  cada 
qual  se  establezca  donde  le  ha  dado  la  gana,  y  que  se  considere  un 
Senor  del  terreno  que  ocupa:  los  vagamundos  como  no  han  estado 
sugetos  a  leyes,  ni  ha  habido  en  aquellos  bastos  despoblados  quien 
los  persiga,  han  obrado  con  toda  impunidad  robando  y  matando  a  los 
traficantes  que  pasaban  a  los  Estados  Unidos,  6  procedian  de  ellos 
para  nuestros  territories. 

A  las  margenes  del  Kio  Colorado  de  Natchitoches  en  el  territorio 
de  Megico  y  dentro  delas  20  leguas  limitrofes  eceptuadas  exsiste  una 
poblacion  bajo  el  nombre  de  Puente  Pacana  de  mas  de  300.  familias 
Anglo-Americanas  establecidas  a  su  advitrio  desde  el  afio  de  1814.  sin 
reconocer  a  nuestro  Gob"""  ni  al  de  los  Estados  Unidos.  En  estos 
ultimos  alios  se  sabe  que  del  territorio  de  Arkansas  ha  venido  un 
Sherif  a  ecsigirles  contribuciones  para  los  gastos  del  Estado. 

El  Virrey  Conde  del  Venadito  mando  diferentes  veces  se  atacara 
y  destruyera  este  establecimiento,  pero  no  se  pusieron  en  egecucion 
sus  ordenes  por  falta  de  medios  para  los  gastos  de  una  espedicion. 

Segun  los  conocimientos  practices  que  tengo  de  aquellas  fronteras, 
y  del  caracter,  indole,  y  circunstancias  de  los  Anglo -Americanos, 
puedo  asegurar  a  V.  que  el  medio  mas  aproposito  que  hay  para  estin- 
guir  los  bagos  y  reducir  a  buenos  subditos  los  que  sin  permiso  del 
Gobierno  se  han  establecido  en  aquellos  terrenos  es  uno  de  dos  que 
me  atrevo  proponer  .  1°  Que  el  Gobierno  mande  una  espedicion  de 
tres  6  quatro  mil  hombres  con  ordenes  de  espeler  del  territorio  dela 
Kepublica  a  quantos  estrangeros  encuentre  con  casas  y  labores,  6 
sin  ellas,  que  no  hay  an  obtenido  titulo  justo  del  terreno  que  ocupan, 
por  deverse  considerar  come  inbasores  de  una  nacion  estrana,  y  no 
como  colonos  de  un  desierto.  2  °  Que  estando  tratadas  por  el  Gobierno 
en  este  Estado  varias  Capitulaciones  de  Colonizacion  con  Ciudadanos

Estos  que  estan  interesados  en  tenor  en  su  Colonin  CiuHnchnoi 
honrrados  y  laboriosos,  es  de  suponcr  que  no  adrnitiran  nru,  tquelloB 
en  quienes  concurran  estas  qiialidades,  v  ademas  las  que  )a  ley 
previene.  Mas  entrando  a  tratar  de  los  artnalos  Eiiipresario<.  no 
temo  asegurar  que  D"  Estevan  Austin  fundudor  de  la  (  olonia  en 
su  nombre  establecida  entre  los  rios  Colorado,  y  Brazos,  rcune  todti 
las  circunstancias  de  un  honrrado  Ciudadano,  mucha  adhcM^ion  al

sus  contratos,  y  constante  y  tenas  en  sus  proyectos.  I/as  mi«fma.s 
qualidades  y  circunstancias  me  parece  que  concurren  en  I)°  Roberto 
Letwit  [Leftwich]  su  Companero,  a  este  sujeto  aunque  lo  conoci  en 
los  Estados  Unidos,  he  tenido  con  el  menos  relaciones  que  con  Edwar. 
A  los  otros  dos  Green  D.  Witt,  Frost  Torn,  no  los  conosco  y  por 
lo  mismo  no  puedo  asegurar  otra  cosa  sobre  ellos  sino  que  en  el  tiempo 
que  permancieron  en  esta,  se  manegaron  con  mucba  bonrrades  t 
hombria  de  bien. 

Los  medios  indicados  podran  no  satisfacer  al  que  dcsea  ver  libre  la 
frontera  de  los  bagos  y  criminales  y  asegurada  la  tranquilida,!  del 
Estado,  y  de  toda  la  Repubhca;  mas  este  defecto  que  nace  de  mi 
ignorancia,  confieso  sera  suplido  con  la  indulgoncia  que  re«dama  e!

Como  en  ratos  desocupados  he  ido  escribiendo  esta  rurta,  ;i  qui 
estaba  quando  llego  el  correo  del  interior  por  el  que  se  comun.ca  de 
oficio  al  Gobierno  de  este  Estado  la  funesta  not.c.a  ^e  baber  r.  •. 
los  Comanches  la  paz,  y  comenzado  sus  bostdidades  en  ^^^r^^ 
la  frontera  de  Coah^-  En  Bejar  se  robaron  ciento  y  m^  l^t,^ 
mansas  delos  becinos,  maltrataron  i  dos  de  estos,  porque  no  m 
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decian  el  punto  en  que  se  halla  la  caballada  de  la  tropa,  cautivaron 
a  una  muger  y  mataron  un  dragon.  Salio  una  partida  de  tropa,  y 
vecinos  en  su  alcanze,  y  solo  pudieron  darlo  a  quatro  indios  que 
llevavan  unas  quantas  bestias,  les  intimaron  se  rindiesen  deponiendo  jp] 
las  armas,  pero  ellos  no  quisieron,  rompieron  el  fuego  sobre  la  tropa  ' 
y  esta  dio  muerte  a  dos,  cogio  vivos  a  los  otros,  uno  de  ellos  herido, 
el  qual  por  no  haberlo  asegurado  como  a  su  compaiiero  se  les  fugo 
sobre  la  marcha.  | 

En  los  ranchos  de  las  margenes  de  Eiogrande,  cometieron  losrliii 
mismos  Comanches  dif erentes  eccesos  dando  la  muerte  a  seis  per-  j  p 
sonas  y  llevandose  cinco,  y  en  la  estancia  del  Pan,  jurisdiccion  de 
Laredo  fue  muerto  uno  de  ellos  por  D°-  Jose  Man^  Peres.  El  Sor 
Elosua  Comandante  militar  de  Coah^  con  noticia  de  estas  circunstan- 
cias,  hizo  salir  una  partida  de  tropa  en  persecucion  delos  indios,  los 
alcanzo  y  batio,  matandoles  quatro,  y  recogiendoles  ciento  y  mas 
bestias  robadas.  El  oficial  Comandante  un  Sargento  y  dos  cabos 
quedaron  heridos  aunque  no  de  gravedad. 

Es  muy  natural  que  los  indios  repitan  sus  hostilidades  y  con  mas 
f uerza  sobre  toda  la  f  rontera ;  los  males  que  va  a  ocasionar  esta  guerra 
son  de  la  mayor  y  mas  grave  transcendencia  si  con  tiempo  nose  toman 
medidas  fuertes  y  eficaces  para  hacerles  la  guerra  en  todas  direc- 
ciones  hasta  obligarlos  a  pedir  la  paz  despues  de  batidos  y  arroj^ados 
en  sus  propias  rancherias.  El  Sor  Elosua  dice  que  no  tiene  arraa- 
mento  ni  para  la  tropa  que  lia  puesto  sobre  las  armas,  el  vecindario 
de  Riogrande  le  presto  para  la  partida  que  salio  en  persecucion  de  los 
indios  treinta  escopetas  de  mala  calidad  segun  el  mismo  lo  confiesa 
en  el  oficio  que  ha  dirigido  a  este  Gobierno. 

Para  prevenir  tantos  malos  combiene  absolutamente  que  V.  se 
acerque  al  Exmo  Sor  Presidente  de  la  Republica  manifestandole  la 
cruel  situacion  de  este  pais,  y  pidiendole  se  sirva  mandar  reemplazar 
las  bajas  de  las  compaiiias  presidiales  de  Coah^-  y  Tejas  con  gente 
del  pais  que  es  la  mas  aproposito  para  esta  clase  de  guerra  con- 
signando  el  contingente  necesario  en  dinero  para  que  no  falten  soco- 
rros,  caballos,  y  monturas :  que  se  remita  el  armamento  competente  y 
que  sea  del  que  usa  la  Caballeria  porque  esta  provado  que  los  f usiles  de 
inf  anteria  destinados  a  los  dragones  pronto  se  inutilizan  6  no  pueden 
manejarlos  por  su  mucho  peso;  municiones  de  guerra  no  hay  me 
parece  en  estos  presidios  y  el  vecindario  carece  de  ellos  a  un  para  su 
propia  clefensa.  Y  que  entretanto  se  levantan  las  compaiiias  se  des- 
tinen  a  Tejas  200.  hombres  de  Caballeria  del  Estado  de  las 
Tamaulipas. 

Luego  que  se  halle  la  tropa  en  estado  de  poder  obrar  se  deve  abrir 
la  campaiia  y  batir  a  los  indios  en  todas  direcciones  hasta  estermi- 
narlos  ti  obligarlos  a  pedir  la  paz  con  sumision,  y  entonces  se  les  de- 
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vera  dar  con  aquellas  condiciones  que  honrrando  las  arma.,  m.^ 
quedemos  seguros  de  nuevas  hostUidados  por  muhot~T^ 
suerte  perecera  en  poco  tiempo  toda  la  frontera,  haremosW 
provecho  en  pagar  la  poca  tropa  que  ecsiste,  y  las  poblan^J^ 
enpezaban  a  medrar  delos  estragos  de  la  pasada  ^uerra  so  comuT 
tiran  en  desiertos  sembrados  de  Cadaveres  sacrificados  mr  la  f.m' 
cidad  y  la  barbarie. 

Si  ocurriesen  nuebas  hostilidades  dare  a  V.  oportunos  avisos  par. 
que  de  ellos  haga  el  uso  que  le  parezca  siempre  a\mid\no  de  esU 
Pais  y  en  el  entretanto  me  repito  de  V.  su  mas  adicto  amigo  y  obe- 
diente  servdor.

Sr.  Baron  de  Bastrop. 

Muy  Sr  mio  y  de  mi  particular  aprecio:  Ocupacioncs  del 
empleo  y  poca  salud  no  me  habian  permitido,  como  dcseava  con- 
testar  antes  la  favorecida  de  V.  19.  de  Agosto  ultimo;  pero  no 
me  impidieron  hacer  mi  deber  en  aquello  que  ostava  a  mi  alcance, 
y  asi  es  que  dando  la  preferencia  alo  mas  urgente,  y  califirando 
de  tal  el  remedio  contra  las  hostilidades  de  los  l)arharos,  diriji  4 
este  asunto  mi  principal  atencion,  y  con  raotivo  de  haver  tenido 
en  esos  dias  por  conducto  de  mi  compafiero  el  Sr  Cchallos  uni 
representacion  de  varios  vecinos  de  las  Villas  de  Xava  Allende  v 
Morelos,  nos  pusimos  de  acuerdo  el  espresado  mi  rompanero  y 
yo:  vimos  al  Exmo  Sr  Presidente  en  junta  de  los  Ministros  do 
Hacienda  y  Guerra  y  conseguimos  todo  que  se  podia,  atentas  lis 
circunstancias.  A  mediados  de  este  a  mas  tardar,  nos  asepun')  •! 
Govierno  que  llegarian  a  ese  Estado  mil  ciento  y  tantos  hisiles, 
el  dinero  necesario  para  comprar  caballos  y  el  situado  mcnsual 
de  once  mil  p^  para  coahuila  y  nueve  mil  p"  para  Tejas.  Tanibien 
iran  municiones  y  con  esto  creo  que  se  podra  cmprehcnder  el 
castigo  de  los  indios  y  respiraran  tranquilos  esos  ciudadanos  dignos 
p^  tantos  titulos  de  mejor  suerte. 

Los  demas  puntos  que  contiene  la  referida  apreciable  «1^^  •  son 
por  su  naturaleza  de  tardia  resolucion,  y  algunos  o  los  mas  de  ellos, 
ni  aun  pueden  promoverse  en  las  actuales  sesiones  estraordmants: 
otros  quedan  desempenados  con  solo  manifestarlos  al  (.ob-  con  reco- 
mendacion  p^-  ser  de  su  puro  y  esclusivo  resorte  y  J"';  f  /"  ^^^ 
como  cuidar  de  las  20  leguas  eseptuadas  en  la  ley  de  1^  ^^^^ 
de  24.  no  permitiendo  el  indebido  establecmi-  en  ellas  d  famUms 
estrangeras  etc.  y  las  clausulas  o  condiciones  que  ^^;^  "^|^J  "^^^ 
sario  insertar  6  tener  muy  presentes  en  los  tratados  que  celebre  con 
el  Gob"-  de  los  Estados  Unidos  del  Norte. 
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Con  tal  objeto  pues  manifeste  al  nuestro  la  carta  de  V.  y  se  me 
ha  ofrecido  hacer  de  todo  lo  que  contiene  el  uso  comveniente  ala 
felicidad  y  gloria  dela  Republica. 

La  ley  para  habilitar  el  puerto  de  Galveston  esta  concluida;  aun- 
que  se  ha  retardado  su  publicacion  p^-  que  el  Sr  Musquiz  creyo  con- 
veniente  hacerle  una  adicion  para  que  el  Gob''"-  pueda  por  ahora 
espedir  los  patentes  y  demas  documentos  necesarios  para  que  los 
buques  sean  reconocidos  por  Megicanos. 

Es  indudable  que  esta  rigente  la  orden  del  ano  de  14  sobre  aper- 
tura  de  los  puertos  Matagorda  y  Bahia  de  S"-  Bernardo,  pues  no 
ecsiste  ley  alguna  posterior  que  la  haya  derogado  en  todo  ni  en 
parte ;  pueden  pues  en  mi  concepto  y  han  podido  desde  entonces  los 
habitantes  de  Tejas,  hacer  por  ellos  su  comercio  (alo  menos  el  de 
cabotaje)  y  aunque  desde  Mayo  hisimos  los  senadores  de  ese  Estado 
una  proposicion  relativa  a  este  asunto  no  fue  solicitando  una  decla- 
racion,  que  no  cremos  necesaria;  sino  pidiendo  solamente  se  ecsi- 
tase  al  Gob''''-  p^-  que  cumpliendola  llevase  ala  perfeccion  de  que  es 
capaz  este  negociado. 

El  establecimiento  de  nuevos  correos,  la  diminucion  de  las  tarifas 
que  rigen  en  lo  que  se  Uamo  Prov^^-  Ynternas  y  el  permiso  para 
sembrar  tabaco,  deven  por  nesesidad  dejarse  para  las  sesiones  ordi- 
narias.  En  ellas  promovere  lo  nesesario,  y  procurare  con  todo  em- 
peno  conseguir  lo  que  se  pueda  en  veneficio  del  Estado  a  que  me 
glorio  pertenecer. 

Esta  relacion  aunque  cansada,  instruira  a  V.  de  lo  que  he  practi- 
cado  en  cumplimiento  de  mi  obligacion,  y  en  obsequio  de  Y.  No.  se 
si  algo  me  queda  que  hacer,  ni  si  he  acertado  a  desempefiar  el  en- 
cargo  que  se  sirvio  fiar  a  mi  cuidado,  V.  me  dira  lo  que  advierta  o 
conosca  que  me  falta,  seguro  de  la  intencion  de  mis  deseos,  y  mis 
mejores  disposiciones  para  ocuparme  todo  en  servicios  que  puedan 
ser  utiles  ala  Patria  y  a  V.  de  quien  me  repito  con  la  mayor  voluntad 
afmo  amigo  y  obediente  servidor  que  S.  M.  B.

bestias  sin  sufrir  por  nuestra  parte  mas  dano  que  liaber  salido  leve- 
mente  heridos  el  mismo  Comandante  dos  cabos  y  un  sargento  contuso;

Exmo  Sor  Presidente  de  la  Republica  la  triste  situacion  de  oin. 
fronteras  por  falta  de  las  compafiias  presidiales  de  su  dotaoion  en  el 
estado  en  que  deven  estar  por  Reglamento.  La  guerra  de  los  indios 
aunque  lenta  y  despreciable  es  de  graves  concccuencias;  todoe  los 
giros  se  paralizan  nadie  puede  salir  de  su  casa  sin  esponerse  4  perder 
la  vida  a  manos  de  los  barbaros.  La  Villa  de  Palafox  unmodiaU  .1 
presidio  de  Eiogrande  qe.  fue  repoblada  hace  poco  mas  de  un  ano  la 
acaban  de  abandonar  sus  moradores  per  no  contar  con  una  pe<|ue,ja 
guarnicion  de  25  hombres  que  pidieron.

A  few  days  since  I  rec^  by  M-"  Huff  your  letter  of  the  2C''  I'll:— 
which  afforded  me  much  satisfaction,  to  know  the  flatterinp  pros- 
pects  of  a  pure  and  permanent  government  in  your  delightful  and 
fertile  country—And  I  can  in  truth  say  that  I  am  not  a  little  grati. 
fied  to  learn  from  M^  Huff  that  he  is  well  pleased  with  the  country 
and  that  you  have  been  so  liberal  with  him  as  to  induce  him  and  Wm 
partner  M^  Servison  to  embark  immediately  on  improvements  which 
will  not  only  benefit  them  and  their  families,  but  will  no  doubt 
greatly  advance  the  public  weal  of  the  Colony— Those  men  nrr  now 
making  preparations  to  carry  into  effect  with  prompt nej^i^,  and  in 
good  faith,  everything  which  M""  Huff  agreed  to  do  in  their  Articles 
with  you — And  I  feel  satisfied  that  you  will  be  pleased  with  the 
performance  on  their  part— They  will  be  able  to  take  with  them 
every  facility  necessary  to  complete  the  works  in  a  reasonable  time— 
The  present  plan  is  to  Charter  a  steam-Boat  as  the  most  safe  and 
easy  means  of  conveying  the  whole  out  fit  to  San  Felipe  de  Austin— 
Col°  Child  left  here  a  day  or  two  since  for  Natchez,  where  he  will 
endeavor  to  make  the  arrangements  for  the  steam-Boat— H  this 
arrangement  succeeds,  I  shall  no  doubt  be  one  of  the  party  myself— 
M'-  Huff  mentioned  to  me  that  you  would  on  my  croin*:  out  and  com- 
pliance with  the  terms  of  your  government  give  me  a  Grant  for  two 
Leagues  of  Land  adjoining  the  Mill  Tract,  below,  on  the  Bemtrd, 
and  that  you  would  not  otherwise  dispose  of  it  till  you  heard  from 
me-for  your  friendly  disposition  towards  me  m  this  busm^,  you 
have  my  grateful  acknowledgements-And  have  to  request  that  you 
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will  secure  for  me  the  two  Leagues  of  Land  above  mentioned— M' 
Huff  also  mentioned  that  you  spoke  of  letting  me  have  a  grant  for 
seven  Leagues  of  Land  to  be  located  in  the  wood-land  between  the 
Brazos  and  Bernard,  on  conditions,  etc,  etc, — I  assure  you  Sir,  I  con- 
sider those  offers  flattering  and  worthy  the  attention  of  any  man— 
and  shall  endeavor  to  avail  myself  of  them,  and  hope  by  my  feeble 
exertions  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Colony,  in  some  degree  to 
deserve  something — I  say  to  you  candidly,  that  when  I  settle  my 
family  in  your  Colony,  I  shall  be  extremely  solicitous  to  have  as 
neighbors,  a  few  respectable  acquaintances  etc,  from  this  vecinity — 
who  will  be  anxious  to  move  with  me — all  of  which  I  wish  you  to 
bear  in  mind — And  that  I  shall  endeavour  to  take  along  friends  of 
Capital — who  will  take  with  them  the  means  of  advancing  the  im- 
portance of  the  Country — M^  Huff  requests  me  to  say  to  you  that  he 
will  procure  for  you  and  take  out  with  him,  the  Articles  which  he 
promised  you. —

A  few  minutes  ago  I  accidentally  meet  with  the  bearer  M''  Alcorn 
who  is  going  to  Leave  here  in  an  hour.  I  have  but  little  time  to 
write  you  and  in  a  hurry  to  Bundle  up  for  you  a  few  News  papers. 
I  have  some  time  ago  received  from  M""^  Robinson  the  Widow  of 
the  Late  Doctor  Eobinson  a  power  of  Att^  to  pursue  a  Claim  on  the 
Mexican  Government  for  the  Services  of  her  Husband  as  Brigadier 
General  in  the  Service  of  that  Government 

When  the  Doctor  left  that  Country  his  Account  was  settled  and 
the  Government  allowed  him  twenty  thousand  dollars,  he  became 
acquainted  with  William  Alexander  Danlin  who  had  been  Sometime 
in  the  Service  of  that  Country.  M'"  Danlin  informed  the  Doctor 
that  by  the  death  of  his  Father  property  had  been  left  to  him  in 
Mississippi  and  Indiana  in  Lands  and  Negroes  to  the  value  of 
$20,000.  he  gave  D'"  Robinson  a  power  to  receive  that  property  in 
the  United  States  and  the  Doctor  Authorized  him  to  Receive  his 
Claim  on  the  Mexican  Gov*  by  way  of  Exchange;  but  the  Doctor 
Could  never  find  any  property  of  Danlin's  here;  M""^.  Robinson  is 
Anxious  to  know  if  Danlin  Rec^  the  Doctors  Claim  and  if  ngt 
to  Notify  the  proper  department  of  the  fraud  of  Danlin  and  to 
prevent  if  possible  his  receiving  it. —

of  Texas  excites  in  this  country,  and  elsewhere,  induces  me  to  wiah 
to  append  to  my  remarks  upon  this  state  and  the  territory  of 
arkansas,  some  authentic  notices  of  the  adjoining  country  of  the 
provincias  internas.

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next  in  Order,  who  the  Successful  Candidate  will  be  is  yet  doubtfull. 
there  is  no  prospect  that  Either  will  be  primarily  Elected.  Gen' 
Jackson  now  appears  to  run  Ahead,  but  the  House  of  Representatives 
Vote  by  States  in  that  case  the  result  may  be  different,  in  New  York 
we  hear  that  Jackson  had  29  and  Clay  7 —  this  State  will  give  Jack- 
son 3  and  Adams  2.  the  Ballotings  were  Jackson  30  and  Clay  29. 
three  senators  were  absent  friendly  to  Clay  Dominique  Boliney 
[Bouligny]  is  Elected  Senator  in  place  of  Harry  Johnston  who  is 
Governor  Gen'-  Thomas  and  Plarper  had  a  few  votes.  Mr.  Living- 
ston was  not  put  up  Some  think  he  is  kept  Back  to  go  into  the 
New  Cabinet,  most  probably  in  place  of  J.  Q.  Adams. —  The  Great 
National  Canal  from  Potomac  to  Monongehala  will  now  certainly 
go  on,  the  Commissioners  have  reported  in  favour  of  it,  on  the 
summit  Level  water  to  feed  the  Locks  at  all  seasons  will  be  found

I 
hope  his  health  is  improved  It  is  a  pity  a  Man  of  his  Sterling 
worth  should  be  so  afflicted  by  Physical  infirmity —  Present  my 
compliments  Likewise  to  M^-  Cook,  the  ebolutions  of  M'"-  Holtham 
Ought  to  give  him  no  uneasiness,  it  certainly  will  do  him  no  harm 
Amongst  those  who  know  him,  as  well  as  his  adversary.  I  have  a 
great  desire  to  See  your  Country,  but  whether  or  not  I  shall  be 
able  to  do  so,  the  prosperity  of  your  settlem*  has  my  warmest 
Wishes.  The  papers  will  inform  you  of  the  Political  State  of 
Europe.  The  Duke  D'Artoi  of  France  Succeeds  Louis  18  and  will  be 
called  Charles  the  tenth,  he  is  sixty  five;  without  issue,  and  was  a 
libertine,  till  his  Constitution  Obliged  him  to  be  Otherwise.

Hawes  will  ever  agree  that  she  should  move  to  Texas  while  her 
family  are  so  young  and  helpless — If  her  boys  were  older  and  had 
more  Judgement  and  Experience  in  the  world  I  dont  believe  she 
would  be  controlled  but  alas  the  children  have  been  so  much  neg- 
lected that  even  at  an  advanced  age  I  fear  they  will  be  illy  calculated 
to  take  care  of  themselves  even — 

Under  these  circumstances  it  has  been  by  all  decided  that  you 
are  to  act  in  the  capacity  of  friend  and  agent  of  Mrs  Hawkins  and 
the  children;  this  decision  meets  my  most  sanguine  approbation,  as

Adieu  my  Dear  sister — my  lot  is  cast  in  the  wilderness  but  I  am 
content,  trouble  and  fatigue  have  become  so  very  familiar  to  me 
that  they  begin  to  appear  like  bosom  friends.  I  hope  and  pray  how- 
ever that  for  the  future  you  will  not  be  tormented  by  Such  friends 

Remember  me  to  your  husband  and  the  Mr.  Perries  and  their

I  sent  in  two  wagons  to  meet  you  at  Alexandria,  they  are  on 
the  way  back  as  I  hear  from  report,  empty  of  course — it  has  cost 
me  a  good  deal — What  has  become  of  faithful  old  Jack?  you 
must  take  care  of  him  in  his  old  age  for  what  he  has  been — I  am 
much  more  contented  and  happy  since  you  are  married  than  I  was 
before  the  thoughts  of  your  destitute  situation  sometimes  almost 
ran  me  mad,  that  trouble  is  now  gone  and  I  have  one  less  than  I 
had — I  am  fast  loosing  the  desire  I  once  had  to  make  a  fortune, 
which  encourages  me  to  hope  that  I  am  yet  to  enjoy  much  happiness, 
for  a  gready  man  can  never  be  happy,  the  loss  of  a  cent  makes  him 
miserable.

Memorial  to  the  Legislature 


The  Empresario  Stephen  F  Austin  respectfully  solicits  in  behalf 
of  the  Colonists  settled  by  him  in  this  Province  that  the  Govern- 
ment will  be  pleased  to  forward  Copies  of  the  Laws  and  particularly 
relative  to  the  following  points. 

■first' — The  Law  relative  to  the  settlement  of  the  estates  of  de- 
ceased persons  and  the  mode  of  settling  Where  the  Heirs  or  a  part 
of  them  live  out  of  this  Nation — 

second — The  Law  relative  to  the  Collection  of  debts  Contracted 
by  the  Colonists  out  of  this  Nation  previous  to  their  removal  here — 
This  is  very  important  for  if  the  Settlers  can  be  sued  and  their 
property  taken  here  for  debts  due  in  the  U.  States  of  North  America 
before  they  have  time  to  establish  themselves  and  make  any  thing 
they  will  be  totally  ruined.  They  have  some  of  them  spent  all  they 
had  to  move  and  settle  themselves  in  this  uninhabited  Country,  they 
will  however  be  able  by  Cultivating  Cotton  to  pay  all  their  Debts 
if  time  is  given  them,  but  if  their  Land  and  property  can  be  taken 
for  those  debts  it  will  ruin  them  and  be  of  more  injury  to  the  im-

Years-Many  very  good  Men  are  unfortunate  in  business  and  \Z 
come  involved  m  Debt  by  misfortune,  some  such  have  removed  hero 
and  endured  all  the  fatigues,  and  dangers  and  losses  c 
wilderness  with   the  hope  of  bettering  their  situation 


and  endured  all  the  fatigues,  and  dangers  and  losses  of  settlimr  a 
wilderness  with  the  hope  of  bettering  their  situation  and  hem. 
able  m  time  to  pay  off  all  their  Debts,  and  they  are  now  lookinr-  to 
the  Government  of  the  State  as  to  a  father  who  will  interpose  its 
parental  Authority  to  save  them  and  their  wives  and  Cliildren  from 
the  Gruel  and  merciless  persecution  of  unfeeling  Creditors  who  may 
follow  them  from  the  U.  States.—I  am  not  in  favor  of  extendin<r  too 
much  protection  to  any  who  have  defrauded  their  Creditors  hut  it 
appears  to  me  that  sound  policy  and  the  dictates  of  Justice  and 

I  Humanity  certainly  would  justify  affording  the  most  ample  protec- 

I  tion  to  every  honest  but  unfortunate  debtor  whose  hard  fate  else- 
where has  driven  him  to  seek  an  asylum  in  the  Mexican  Kepuhlic 
Therefore  if  the  Laws  do  not  already  afford  sufficient  protection,  I 
think  the  Legislature  would  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Country 
and  do  an  act  of  humanity  and  justice  by  giving  at  least  Twelve 
years  for  all  who  remove  and  settle  in  this  State  to  pay  their  old 

!  debts  Contracted  before  they  removed  here. 

Third — The  Law  relative  to  the  Sale  and  Deeding  or  Conveying 
of  Lands  between  the  Settlers — This  is  also  of  much  importance, 
most  of  the  Colonists  have  relations  and  friends  in  the  United  States 

,  who  they  Wish  to  remove  here  and  settle  along  side  of  them  on  their 
Lands,  and  to  do  this  they  wish  to  divide  the  Lands  granted  to  them 

'  by  the  Gov^  into  several  parts  in  order  to  estabhsh  their  Relations 
and  friends  near  them,  and  as  it  is  a  matter  of  great  importance,  that 
there  should  be  no  irregularity  or  illegality  in  the  mode  of  Making 
their  sales  and  Deeds  I  wish  to  know  the  Law  on  the  subject  and  to 
have  the  form  of  makeing  Deeds  and  acknowledging  them,  this  is 
very  important  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Country  for  by  each  Colonist 

{  dividing  his  Land  amongst  his  relations  and  friends  the  Land  will 
be  much  Better  Cultivated  and  more  produce  made  than  if  it  was  held 
by  the  Individual  to  whom  it  was  originally  granted— Many  such 
sales  have  already  been  made  and  I  have  caused  those  who  gave  the 
Deed  to  come  before  me  as  the  Judge  of  the  Colony  and  acknowledge 
or  Execute  the  Deed  in  my  presence  with  witnesses  and  have  made  a 
Record  of  the  Act  of  Sale  in  a  Record  Book  kept  for  that  object  and 
delivered  the  original  to  the  owner— This  is  the  mode  used  in  the 
United  States  and  is  most  satisfactory  to  the  Colonists  as  they  are 
all  accustomed  to  it,  and  this  mode  has  been  approved  of  by  the  most 
Excellent  Deputation  of  this  Province  who  also  directed  that  a  Sec- 
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retary  should  be  appointed  for  the  Colony  who  should  Register  all 
such  Deeds  and  Mortgages  between  the  Colonists  under  my  inspec- 
tion and  responsability  and  who  should  be  paid  by  the  interested 
party  Agreeably  to  the  old  Spanish  Arancel  on  the  subject — accord- 
ingly I  have  appointed  Mr  Samuel  M  Williams  the  Secretary  and 
have  proceeded  to  execute  and  Record  all  sales  of  Lands  by  the 
Colonists  in  the  manner  above  stated,  and  Should  it  meet  the  Apro- 
bation  of  the  Government  of  the  State  I  think  that  this  mode  will  be 
more  satisfactory  to  the  Colonists  than  any  other  that  could  be 
adopted  for  by  this  means  a  Complete  record  is  kept  in  the  Archives 
of  the  Colony  of  every  sale  and  transfer  of  Land,  which  can  always 
be  refered  to  in  case  the  original  Deed  is  lost,  and  also  it  will  prevent 
fraud  because  a  reference  to  the  Records  will  always  shew  whether 
the  Land  had  been  sold  or  mortgaged  before  and  the  Complete  state 
of  the  Title  in  every  respect  will  appear  at  all  times  on  record. 

fourth — Whether  Deeds  of  Sale  must  all  be  made  and  acknowl- 
edged and  Recorded  in  Spanish  or  whether  they  Can  be  legally- 
executed  and  Recorded  in  the  English  or  French  Languages — I 
have  in  all  cases  directed  all  the  Colonists  to  make  their  Deeds  of 
Conveyance  in  Spanish  as  the  only  legal  language,  but  as  not  one 
in  a  hundred  of  them  understand  that  language  it  would  afford  them 
a  great  accomadation  if  the  Law  would  permit  them  to  Deed  Lands 
and  make  all  their  Written  Contracts  in  the  English  or  French  and 
permit  them  to  be  recorded  in  those  Languages. 

■fifth — The  Political  Chief  of  this  Province  ordered  me  to  seal 
or  habilitate  all  the  Sealed  paper  which  the  Colonists  might  need 
in  the  Transactions  of  their  business  and  I  have  done  so  and  the 
Alcalde  of  the  District  of  St  Felipe  de  Austin  was  appointed  to 
Collect  it — but  as  that  order  only  authorised  me  to  seal  the  paper 
for  the  Year  1824  I  wish  to  know  how  we  are  to  procure  sealed 
paper  for  the  Year  1825  and  ^Yhether  I  am  authorised  to  Continue 
as  I  have  done  to  seal  it. 

Sixth — I  wish  for  particular  instructions  relative  to  the  appre- 
hending prosecuting  and  punishing  of  Criminals  such  as  Theives, 
Robbers,  Murderers,  Disturbers  of  the  peace  etc,  etc, — Our  Situation 
so  near  the  frontiers  of  two  Nations  and  remote  from  the  seat  of 
Government  of  the  State  renders  us  liable  to  great  hazard  from 
the  depredations  of  Rogues  from  both  Nations  in  their  transit  from 
the  Territory  of  one  to  the  other.  I  have  so  far  taken  prompt  meas- 
ures to  order  out  of  the  Colony  all  Men  of  Notoriously  bad  and 
infamous  Character  who  Come  into  it  and  by  this  method  have 
succeeded  in  protecting  the  Colony  from  them,  and  since  my  re- 
turn from  Mexico  there  has  been  not  one  instance  of  Murder  and 
only  one  of  stealing  which  latter  was  punished  by  sending  the  Man 
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with  his  family  and  all  Concerned  in  the  transaction  hack  over  the 
Sabme  River.  ^ 

seventh-A^umher  of  Gentlemen  of  hi^h  respectahilitv  living  at 
Nachitoches,  Eapide,  and  other  parts  of  Louisiana  havc\vrittc.n  to 
me  requesting  any  information  in  my  power  to  ^rive  whetlu-r  the 
Mexican  Government  would  prol)ably  establish  a  mail  as  far  as  the 
Eiver  Sabine— They  inform  me  that  if  such  a  thin-  was  done  there 
was  no  doubt  the  [Govt.]  of  the  United  States  of  Xorth  America 
would  order  the  Mail  on  that  side  to  meet  the  one  from  this  at  the 
Sabine— I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  suggest  to  the  CJov'  that 
many  benefits  might  probably  arise  to  the  whole  Mexican  Nation 
as  well  as  to  this  State  if  an  arrangement  of  this  kind  dmU  lie  ef- 
fected once  a  Month  or  even  once  in  two  Months. 

1st.  It  would  afford  the  means  of  Conveying  the  Correspondence 
between  the  Mexican  Government  to  their  Minister  at  Washington 
the  whole  distance  by  Land  without  the  hazard  of  delay  or  mis- 
carriage incident  to  the  transportation  of  documents  bv  sea. 

2d.  It  would  open  a  Certain,  regular  and  direct  Channel  for  the 
Conveyance  of  letters  and  Newspapers  from  every  part  of  either 
Nation  to  every  part  of  the  other,  thereby  alfording  great  facilities 
to  Merchants  on  either  side  in  their  Commercial  Communications, 
and  presenting  an  opportunity  for  the  mutual  exchange  of  News- 
papers and  the  dissemination  of  foreign  intelligence  rec*^  at  the  ports 
of  the  United  States  of  the  North  through  the  Ignited  States  of  ]Me.\- 
ico  in  the  event  of  any  interruption  by  Beligerants  of  the  Communi- 
cation by  sea  with  our  ports:  and  perhaps  it  might  in  some  decree 
tend  to  draw  Closer  the  bands  of  fraternity  and  Confidence  which 
every  Philanthropist  must  desire  to  see  cemented  and  per|)etuatod 
between  the  two  great  Eepublics  of  North  America,  by  affording 
to  the  Citizens  of  each  the  opportunity  of  a  frequent  and  Mutual 
interchange  of  sentiments  as  well  by  private  letters  as  through  the 
medium  of  public  Journals 

Eighth — I  have  received  a  number  of  Letters  from  respectable  and 
w^ealthy  people  from  the  States  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  asking 
for  information  whether  they  would  be  allowed  to  remove  and  settle 
in  this  Province  and  to  bring  such  property  as  they  needed  for  their 
own  use  particularly  their  Slaves— I  answered  them  that  I  could  not 
inform  them  on  the  subject  but  would  represent  to  the  Government 
and  accordingly  sent  on  a  petition  some  time  since  praying  for 
authority  to  settle  Three  hundred  families  more  on  the  Trinity 
River  and  round  the  Bay  of  Galveston— I  respectfully  request  m- 
formation  relative  to  my  petitions  that  I  may  inform  those  appli- 
cants what  they  have  to  expect-their  reason  for  wishing  to  move 
here  is  the  unhealthiness  of  that  Country  and  the  inundations  of  the 
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Mississippi    they  are  all  men  of  honor  industry  and  property  and 
Would  greatly  promote  the  prosperity  of  this  Country 

Ninth — As  we  are  near  the  frontiers  of  Louisiana  some  Nesro 
Slaves  of  that  state  may  run  away  from  their  owners  and  Come  to 
this  Colony — What  am  I  authorised  to  do  in  such  a  Case?  If  the 
runaway  remains  here,  he  is  a  nuisance  to  the  Country — if  his  owner 
claims  him  and  he  is  not  given  up  it  will  destroy  all  harmony  be- 
tween the  Citizens  of  that  State  and  this — Also  if  a  free  man  steals  a 
Negro  from  that  State  and  brings  him  here  how  is  the  Crime  to  be 
punished?  This  is  certainly  a  very  high  Crime  and  I  think  that 
Justice  requires  it  should  be  punished  to  the  utmost  extent — and  that 
those  who  bring  stolen  Negroes  into  this  State  ought  to  be  chastised 
by  Whipping  heavy  fine  and  imprisonment  to  hard  Labour  but  I 
submit  the  subject  to  the  Consideration  of  the  Government  and 
solicit  their  instructions. 

Tenth — Our  Proximity  to  Louisiana  also  makes  the  Bank  paper 
of  that  state  Current  to  a  small  extent  here  and  we  may  therefore 
be  greatly  imposed  on  by  Counterfeiters  how  am  I  authorized  to 
punish  a  Man  Who  brings  a  quantity  of  Counterfeit  Bank  paper  into 
the  Country  to  defraud  the  innocent  Inhabitants  who  are  not  a  judge 
of  such  money — 

I  have  made  provisional  regulations  relative  to  some  of  these  sub- 
jects which  have  as  yet  fully  protected  us — but  it  would  be  more 
proper  and  satisfactory  to  receive  the  orders  of  [that]  Government — 
Also  I  respectfully  wish  to  know  whether  I  am  authorised  to  make 
any  more  temporary  or  provisional  municipal  regulations  for  the 
preservation  of  good  order  and  good  government  in  the  Colony  in 
Cases  where  We  have  not  received  the  Laws  and  are  unable  to  pro- 
cure them  with  translations —

presented  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Quahuila  and  Texas. 

[In  this  partial  draft,  which  perhaps  represents  the  first  stage  of 
the  memorial,  Austin  wrote,  and  then  deleted,  two  additional  para- 
graphs :] 

7 — In  as  much  as  I  have  so  many  other  occupations  to  attend  to  in 
keeping  good  order — watching  and  pursuing  hostile  Indians — and 
finally  arranging  all  the  business  of  the  Colony,  and  also  being  un- 
informed as  to  the  laws  of  the  nation  and  the  state  I  wish  if  possible 
that  a  Juez  de  letras  might  be  appointed  to  decide  appeals  etc  from 
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the  Alcaldes— one  Juez  de  letras  could  do  for  tlie  wliole  I>rovince 
I  am  ready  and  willing  to  act  in  any  capacity  in  whicli  the  Gov^  mav 
deem  me  useful  in  this  Colony  and  that  without  any  pay  or  salary 
whatever  as  I  have  heretofore  done  and  am  wi]lin<r  to  continue 
as  I  have  done  to  manage  the  civil  and  militia  affairs  of  the  Colony 
and  the  keeping  of  records  etc.,  but  if  it  can  be  otherwise  arranged 
I  do  not  wish  to  have  anything  to  do  with  Judicial  pioceedinf^s 
for  I  think  that  a  man  learned  in  the  Mexican  laws  ought  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  though  if  this  colony  was  ^divided  into 
as  many  partidos  as  are  necessary  and  one  Alcalde  elected  bv  the 
people  for  each  partido  from  whose  decission  there  should  be  an 
appeal  to  the  juez  de  letras  of  the  Province  I  think  it  would  very 
much  tend  to  promote  good  order,  and  it  certainly  would  l^e  in  the 
highest  degree  satisfactory  and  gratifying  to  me  as  I  should  then 
be  releived  from  the  most  responsible  and  disagreeable  part  of  my 
duties — [In  margin :]     Not  sent. 

8— A  number  of  preachers  of  the  Christian  Eeligion  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  have  applied  to  me  for  liberty  to  preach  and  estab- 
lish their  mode  of  worship  in  this  Colony,  I  have  informed  them, 
in  conformity  with  the  4  article  of  the  acta  Constitution  and  in 
complyance  with  the  verbal  instructions  of  the  Political  chief  of 
the  Province  that  it  was  contrary  to  law  and  if  they  come  here  to 
preach  publically  they  would  be  liable  to  be  punished  If  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  nation  or  those  of  the  state  could  permit 
any  relaxation  on  this  point  it  would  greatly  promote  the  pros- 
perity of  this  part  of  the  country  and  as  I  conceive  could  not  do 
any  injury  as  the  object  of  those  preachers  who  wish  to  come  in  is 
solely  to  promote  good  morals  without  wishijig  to  attempt  making 
converts  from  the  Catholic  Eeligion— xiny  indulgence  that  could  l)e 
extended  to  these  settlers  on  this  subject  will  be  most  thankfully 
rece^  and  gratefully  remembered,  as  they  are  now  totally  destitute 
of  any  spiritual  aid  whatever  and  must  so  continue  for  a  long  time 
as  they  are  all  unacquainted  with  the  Spanish  language,  and  can- 
not therefore  receive  that  instruction  from  the  cura  who  we  have 
been  expecting  which  a  subject  of  such  great  importance  requires— 
I  therefore  submit  the  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  Honorable 
State  Lemslature  in  the  full  hope  that,  that  honorable  and  enlight- 


ened Body  will  be  pleased  to  extend  to  these  inhabitants  all  the  in- 
dulgence relative  to  public  worship  and  preaching  m  the  English 
language,  which  they  may  deem  consistent  with  the  laws  or  with 


the  general  interests  of  the  nation.     And  under  the  full  belief,  that 
the  permiting  a  few  enlightened  well  educated  Judicious  and  reas- 
onable preachers  of  the  Gospel  of  the  christian  religion  in  the  hng- 
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lish  language  would  be  attended  with  the  most  happy  results  to  the 
settlers  individually  and  would  greatly  promote  the  Genl.  prosperity 
good  order  morality  and  improvement  of  this  part  of  the  State — 
[In  margin  of  this  section:]  deemed  a  dangerous  subject  to  touch 
and  therefore  not  sent.

5 — Instead  of  a  Gen^  surveyor  for  the  whole  of  Texas  would  it  be 
expedient  to  have  one  principal  surveyor  for  each  colony  by  whom 
the  before  mentioned  register  should  be  kept  in  both  languages —

Col.  Austin. 

Sir  Haveing  some  claims  of  Land  in  your  country  I  am  though 
a  stranger  restrained  to  solicit  some  Information  Relative  to  the 
necessary  requisites  of  your  Government  on  such  Claims.    My  two 
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Claims  one  to  Gregora  Mora  Signed  by  Cortez  with  an  InHtrument 
of  Grant  following  signed  by  Jose  Cayetano  De  Zepeda  Situated 
five  miles  South  of  Nacogdoches  and  extending  to  the  Junction  of 
Cany  or  Carez  with  Angelina  or  Orhillian  River  warranted  to  me  to 
be  10  000  arpens  Spanish.  Gregora  mora  sold  this  to  Monsieur 
Reliquet  whose  widow  without  Issue  married  Capt  Martin  Despalier 
a  Spaniard  who  together  with  his  wife  sold  it  to  me  in  Alexandria 
La.  the  other  signed  by  the  same  Zepeda  Sandick  [Sindico]  and 
Attorney  at  Law  of  the  town  of  our  Lady  of  the  Pilar  of  Nacogdoches 
and  its  vecinity  this  last  is  translated  and  reads  that  in  the  year  1796 
in  Conformity  to  a  preceeding  decree  that  Don  Joseph  de  La  Vaga 
and  Pedro  de  Lara,  from  the  place  called  Patron-cito  about  18  leagues 
from  Nacogdoches  with  a  view  to  put  Don  Santiago  Fin  in  possession 
of  aforesaid  place  Patron  and  after  stating  much  ceremony  puts  said 
Fin  in  possession  of  this  Royall  grant  of  Land  States  him  to  be  in 
possession  sole  master  Owner  and  Proprieter  of  two  leagues  square 
or  in  every  direction  of  the  wind.  This  I  am  told  is  near  the  Sabine 
where  the  Road  crosses  it  between  Natchitoches  and  Nacogdoches 
was  given  or  sold  by  Fin  to  Daniel  Kimball  who  sold  to  me  in  1819 
Since  which  I  have  determined  to  reside  in  Texas  as  soon  as  the 
Government  of  that  country  become  setled  and  haveing  learned  that 
it  had  attained  a  tolerable  setled  and  desirable  state  I  should  have 
visited  my  Lands  and  your  Settlement  this  Fall  But  my  business 
being  such  as  to  require  my  presence  generally  at  Home  I  have  sought 
this  method  to  relieve  jnyself  from  uneasy  feelings  arising  from 
consious  neglect  of  the  claims.  I  wish  to  learn  from  you  what  the 
Settlement  of  Emigration  is  in  the  country  generally  and  particu- 
larly in  the  vecinity  of  Nacogdoches  If  you  are  informed  But  more 
particularly  anxious  to  know  what  the  disposition  of  your  govern- 
ment is  towards  Such  claims  and  from  such  information  as  you  can 
afford  I  can  Learn  what  necessity  if  any  there  is  for  a  visit  to  the 
country  before  the  fall  of  1825  at  which  time  I  expect  to  settle  myself 
in  Texas  and  probably  will  be  best  pleased  with  your  Neighborhood 
I  beg  to  be  excused  for  and  should  not  have  troubled  a  Gentleman  in 
public  employ  but  Haveing  no  acquaintance  to  rely  upon  have 
troubled  you  with  this  communication  If  no  return  of  Favour  ever 
falls  in  my  way  must  ask  you  to  receive  my  sincere  thanks  You  have 
been  spoken  of  to  me  by  Docter  Charles  Douglass  of  our  Town  who 
says  he  had  some  acquaintance  with  you  in  the  City  of  ISIexico  and 
who  expects  to  accompany  me  to  the  country  Being  myself  almost 
totally  Ignorant  of  the  Country  and  its  Government,  Such  Other 
Information  as  you  can  afford  such  as  Relates  to  Slavery  Religion 
etc  and  such  common  characteristicks  as  attend  the  country  will  be 
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Thankfully  Eeceived  By  your's  with  the  Highest  Considerations  of 
Kespect

administracion  delos  negocios  publicos. 

Las  razones  q.  me  mueven  a  hacer  esta  propocicion  son  las  que 
paso  a  exponer. 

La  parte  de  este  Estado  que  antes  se  llamo  Provincia  de  Tejas  exije 
por  sus  particulares  circunstancias  la  atencion  y  desvelos  de  esta 
Augusta  Asamblea  legistativa.  La  immensidad  desus  terrenos  valdios, 
y  las  ventajas  q.  estos  ofrecen  al  agricultor  ha  despertado  hace  mucho 
tiempo  el  vehemente  deseo  delos  Extrangeros  para  colonizarlos.  Hace 
poco  tiempo  q.  por  disposicion  del  Supremo  Govierno  se  establecio 
una  colonia  de  Anglo-Americanos  en  numero  de  300.  familias  sobre 
los  Eios  Colorado  y  Brazos  por  medio  de  un  Empresario.  Este  nuevo 
establecimiento  comiensa  a  progresar  en  todos  los  ramos  dela  riqueza, 
ya  piensan  sus  habitantes  enque  se  habilite  un  puerto  dela  costa  que 
baiia  aquellas  tierras  para  sacar  sus  frutos  al  mercado  de  Europa. 
El  empresario  de  aquella  Colonia  ha  sido  solicitado  por  varios  nuevos 
colonos  hasta  en  cantidad  de  doscientos  6  300.  familias  mas  que 
desean  establecerse  en  el  pais.  En  esta  capital  existen  dos  Empresarios 
que  han  ofrecido  introducir  ochocientas  familias  cada  uno  con  el  pro-

Norte,  deq.  se  han  originado  considerables  perdidas  de  intereses  y 
personas. 

Ultimamente  el  Supremo  Poder  Ejecutivo  mando  al  Gobernador 
del  Estado  por  orden  de  29.  de  Agosto  de  1824.  q.  no  permitiese  es- 
tablecerse a  ningun  Anglo-Americano  dentro  delas  veinte  leguas 
limitrojes  con  los  Estados  Unidos:  q.  los  q.  se  encontraran  sin  haber 
abierto  labores,  y  construido  casas,  seles  mandase  internar  al  terri- 
torio, informando  a  cerca  delos  q.  debieran  quedar  en  aquel  terreno 
por  hallarse  en  el  ceno  exceptuado.  Yo  se  que  el  Gobernador  no  ha 
podido  evacuar  este  informe  sin  duda  por  q.  no  tiene  de  quien  re- 
civirlo:  Ni  tampoco  puede  cumplir  con  la  primera  parte  de  esta 
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disposicion  superior  en  quanto  a  que  se  internen  los  Americanos  a. 
aun  no  han  fabricado  habitaciones  ni  abierto  labores  en  el  terreno 
exceptuado  por  q.  estando  a  una  distancia  de  400.  leguas  y  no  teniendo  j 
quien  secunde  sus  disposiciones  en  aquella  remota  parte  del  Estado,  ] 
nunca  seran  cumplidas  estas  ni  las  del  Supremo  Gobierno  deq.  sej 
siguiran  graves  y  transcendentales  males  contra  el  mismo  Estado,  o. 
deseo  se  ebiten  conla  providencia  que  comprehende  la  proposicion  q.

Dictamen  de  la  Comicion  especial — Honorable  Congreso.— La 
Comicion  especial  nombrada  para  exponer  su  dictamen  sobre  las 
facultades  que  deben  conferirse  al  gefe  q.  por  proposicion  del  Sor. 
Diputado  de  Tejas  ha  convenido  este  Honorable  cuerpo  en  ser  alii  , 
de  todo  necesidad  enlos  articulos  q.  pasa  a  presentar  consigno  las 
atribuciones  de  q.  jusga  preciso  investir  a  la  mencionada  autoridad 
por  ahora  y  hasta  entanto  se  de  la  constitucion  del  Estado.

y  quarenta  leguas  sobre  el  Golfo  de  Mejico  con  muchos  puertos  y
